PROUDLY SPORTIN’ lowest 
number in Town, Gaylord of 
Kent wears do# license Num- 
ber I. Each year many of Win- 
chester’s 1,601 proud dog own- 
ers ask for “a low number,” 
and to end pressures and 
squabbles associated with dis- 
bursing the big prize — Tag No. 
I — Town Clerk Elsie Nelson 
each year gives it automatical- 
ly to the dog officer, William T. 
Ryerson, who this week put it 
on family dog Gaylord, 13 
months, and winner of two 1st 
prizes (including one at re- 
cent Eastern Dog Show), and 
a 2nd and 3rd prize. “You 
know, it’s crazy,” says Mrs.

Inoperative to every Winchester 
resident who hopes to retain the 
recreational aspects of the waters 
of the Mystic Valley is the public 
hearing to be held by the new 
Water Pollution Control Division 
cn Friday, April 14 at 10 a. m. 
at the Gardner Auditorium in the 
State House, Boston. 

The issue is simple: how clean 
or dirty will .the waters in this 
area be in the future ? 

Under legislation passed by 
Congress the states have the op- 
tion of establishing standards to 
determine the quality of their 
waters by June 30 subject to ap- 
proval by the Secretary of the 
Interior. If h state fails to adopt 
suitable standards by this dead- 
line, the Secretary is authorized 
to set Federal standards. 

This hearing is a must for any- 
one interested in improving the 
present quality of water in the 
Mystic Valley. Designed to hear 
the recommendations of both cit- 
izens and industry groups, this 
hearing will serve to determine 
which class the waters of the 
Mystic Valley, (which includes 
the Mystic Lakes, the Aberjona 
River, the Alewife, and the Mys- 
tic River) will fall into. 

Class B, of the Water Quality 
Standards, which is safe for 
swimming and recreation, would 
be an excellent fish and wildlife 
habitat and of excellent aesthetic 
value. Class C is unsafe for swim- 
ming and water contact sports 

LWV Sponsoring 
“Your Child And 
Prejudice” Wed. 

The problem of racial and re- 
ligious prejudice among children 
will be the topic of a forthcoming 
general meeting to be sponsored 
by the League of Women Voters 
of Winchester. 

The public is invited to the 
Winchester Library Meeting 
Room on Wednesday, Anril 12 at 
8 p.m. to hear Dr. Zella Luria 
speak on “Your Child and Prej- 
udice.” Dr. Luria is associate pro- 
fessor of psychology at Tufts 
University, specializing in per- 
sonality and developmental psy- 
chology. 

The meeting has been organiz- 
ed by the League’s committee on 
Human Resources, Mrs. John H. 
Sandbo, chairman, in support of 
the United States League of Wo- 
men Voters' continuing efforts to 
bring about equality of opportun- 
ity in education and employment 
by promoting better racial and 
ethnic understanding among all 
citizens. 

There will be a display of chil- 
dren’s books available in the li- 
brary and copies of the pamphlet, 
“Prejudice in Children: A Con- 
versation with Dr. Spoek,” pub- 
lished by the Anti-Defamation 
League, upon which the well- 
known T.V. documentary, “The 
Victims/ 9 was based. 


and should be the rare exception 
and not the norm. Winchester 
residents will be interested in at- 
tending the hearing and expres- 
sing their desire for the higher 
water quality standard. 

If unable to attend, residents 
should write their views to the 
Division of Water Pollution Con- 
trol, 100 Cambridge Street, Bos- 
ton. A copy of their “Water Qual- 
ity Standards” which defines in 
detail what the classifications 
mean can be obtained by writing 
to the above address. 

Of special importance would be 
the appearance of a doctor or 
biologist from the local area who 
would testify at the hearing on 
the importance of maintaining 
waters free from sewage and in- 
dustrial wastes for the residents’ 
use for swimming, fishing, and 
boating. A Class C standard will 
allow increased contamination of 
these waters in the future and is 
a giant step backward in pollu- 
tion control in the Mystic Valley.

Town Meeting Takes Significant Steps, 
$7,576,076 Is Appropriated; Up 12% 

’67 Estimated Tax Rate Is $65.60; Rises $6.60 Over ’66 


March 30: Fourth Session April 3: Final Session 
Playground Rec Equip., Recreation, Conservation 
Elliott Park Funds Voted Funds, Dog Control Voted 


Following a short prayer offer- 
ed by Town Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick, the fourth session of 
the 1967 Annual Town Meeting 
took up Article Fourteen, which 
sought $31,750 in appropriations 
for renovations and maintenance 
work on the Town Hall. 

Robert W. Armstrong, Jr., 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, noted the Town’s continuing 
9-year policy of repairing and im- 
proving the Town Hall, which is 
under the Selectmen’s care and 
control, at a cost so far of $169,- 
554. 

He noted that last year the 
Town only spent $1,000 for mak- 
ing a laboratory out of a work 
closet for the Board of Health, 
but that now more work was nec- 
essary, which included: replac- 

ing the windows and frames of 
both sides of the main hall, paint- 
ing the hall, making an appro- 
priate ladies and mens room in 
the hall, repairing the roof gut- 
tering which now leaks, renovate 
and make over the third floor for 
the Recreation Director’s office 
(including extending the heating 
system up to the third floor), and 
installing ventilation in the ac- 
counting machine work room in 
the basement. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Paul F. Amico recommended un- 
favorable action on the article 
even though it recognized the 
rt'*ed for the work to be done be- 

use the figures were not made 
.‘U 'o to the Finance Committee 
until a week previous. 

“We cannot do our job for you 
and the Town when figures come 
in so late, and for that reason 
we urge your voting this down,” 
he said. 

He further indicated that the 
Finance Committee had been giv- 
en an earlier estimate of $23,500, 
and the new amount of $31,750 
represented a 40% increase — 
“and we don’t think this should 
be voted until we have had a 
chance to look into the figures,” 
he added. 

Selectman Armstrong replied 
to a question by Leroy Long as 
to how many bidders there were 
for the work that seven bidders 
submitted estimates ranging from 
$27,758 to $37,740. He apologized 
for the impasse between the Se- 
lectmen and the Finance Commit- 
tee, and added the reason for the 
late figures was a dispute among 
the bidders and the estimates had 
to be verified. 

Herbert Lord questioned wheth- 
er the roof did in fact leak. Mr. 
Armstrong asserted it did, es- 
pecially near the windows that 
needed repairing; and Town 
Architect Arthur E. Rand added 
that the windows were so loose 
they could be moved by hand 
within the rotted out framework, 
and this made also for an unsafe 
condition for should a strong 
wind hit them they could be blown 
in. 

Planning Board spokesman 
George B. Redding argued in sup- 
port of the Finance Committee’s 
recommendation against appro- 
priating the money for the work 
but for different reasons; “The 
Planning Board wonders about 
the planning for future uses for 
the Town Hall, and believes only 
that amount that is absolutely 
necessary should be spent there; 
for maybe in the future the Town 
will wish to consider the McCall 
School for a municipal building,” 
he pointed out. 

Angelo P. Tofuri questioned the 
Planning Board’s approach to the 
problem, saying he thought the 
Town’s objective was to replace 
nil the departments under one 
roof — “and if there is a charge 
in this policy, we should he in- 
formed about it.” 

Richard Freeman, Jr., second- 
ed Mr. Tofuri's comment, and not- 
ed that the Town Meeting’s policy 
over the past decade has been to 
spend money each year to im- 
prove and maintain the Town 
Hall. He added that this subject 
was determined by an earlier 
Town Meeting and a lot of money 
has been spent in the meantime 
in following that decision. 

He suggested that if the im- 
passe threatened the entire ar- 
ticle over the cost of the work, 
niaybe some $3,500 could be slash- 
ed for heuting work on the third 
floor and put in another time. 
This was not amended to the ar- 
ticle, however, and it remained 
intact for the vote. 


Robert M. Winn said he could 
understand the Finance Commit- 
tee’s concern and criticism for 
not getting accurate figures un- 
til the last minute, which meant 
that there was no time to in- 
vestigate the project properly. He 
questioned why the figures were 
so late in being announced. Se- 
lectman Armstrong replied that 
bids are only valid for 30 days, 
and so they are sought close to 
Town Meeting time with the cal- 
culated anticipation that they will 
still be applicable at the end of 
the legislative meeting. 

James A. Cullen sugested the 
Town Meeting be guided by the 
Selectmen, who have the respon- 
sibility for maintaining the pub- 
lic Town Hall. 

Sherman W. Saltmarsh, Jr., 
asked why if the Finance Com- 
mittee were aware of the need for 
getting the figures a few months 
previously, and knew of the esti- 
mate, why the recent final figures 
should present such a problem. 

The Town Meeting voted to ap- 
propriate the full amount re- 
quested by the Selectmen. 

PURCHASE OPTIONS 

Article Twenty-Three sought 
$5,000 to establish a special fund 
or budget under the Selectmen 
for the purpose of taking options 
on privately held parcels of land 
as they became available for pub- 
lic uses such as schools, parks, 
recreation, conservation, or other 
municipal needs. 

Mr. Redding said the Planning 
Board strongly urged the pass- 
age of such an article at some- 
time in the future, but that dis- 
cussions with new Town Counsel 
Leonard C. Mullen led them to be- 
lieve there was some legal ques- 
tion about the possibility of mak- 
ing this move in this fashion at 
this time, even though the Town 
of Lexington does do this now. 

He moved the article to indefi- 
nite postponement, and the Town 
Meeting so voted. 

ELLIOTT PARK 

Under Article Twenty-Nine the 
Rotary Club of Winchester sought 
to have the Town appropriate 
$4,500 for the purpose of install- 
ing an underground irrigation 
system in the Alfred Dykes El- 
liott Park by Lake and Main 
Street so as to properly water 
that Town park land when it is 
extensively improved with plant- 
ings by the Rotary organization. 

Lewis B. Snow, president of the 
82-member local Rotary Club, 
spoke to the issue by rhetorically 
asking the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers how proud they were of the 
Winchester Common. “It used to 
be an eyesore site,” he reminded, 
“and it was mainly through the 
efforts of the late Alfred Elliott 
it is as beautiful as it is today,” 
he pointed out.

Redistricting 
Still An Issue 

The Winchester School Commit- 
tee met with the principals of the 
elementary schools at a special 
meeting Tuesday, April 4, on the 
proposed elemetary redistribution 
necessitated by the scheduled 
opening of the Tufts Road School 
in September, 1967.

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Following a brief prayer by 
The Rev. Francis T. McFarland, 
chaplain of Marycliff Academy, 
the Town Meeting considered Ar- 
ticle Thirty-Eight, which sought 
$11,000 for 1.6 acres of land 
along the brook and between 
Johnson Road and Smith Pond, 
acquired last year by the Con- 
servation Commission, for con- 
servation purposes. 

Member Robert C. Ericson ask- 
ed whether Lexington were tak- 
ing land in that Town to further 
protect that area’s watershed, 
along with the Winchester Con- 
servation Commission’s announc- 
ed policy of preserving a green 
belt area from Lexington through 
Smith Pond and along the water- 
way toward the Woburn line. 
Malcolm Masters, chairman of the 
Conservation Commission said 
Lexington had taken some lands, 
and was in the process of nego- 
tiating on others in that vicinity. 

Quick support from the Finance 
Committee, Selectmen and Plan- 
ning Board was followed by a 
favorable Town Meeting unani- 
mous vote. 

Article Thirty-Nine, which 
sought $40,000 to purchase other 
land along the brook from John- 
son Road to Thornberry Road, 
was moved and voted to indef- 
inite postponement after Mr. 
Masters explained that negotia- 
tions on price had not yet reached 
agreement. 

WINTER POND 

Article Forty sought $145,000 
for an extension and modifica- 
tion of the storm drain system to 
benefit Winter Pond, submitted 
by the Conservation Commission, 
but which was recommended vot- 
ed down by that group. 

Kendall H. Spencer, speaking 
for the commission, said it was 
asked to study the problem as 
being within its purview, and 
found that there was a previous 
history of low and high water 
cycles. He reminded that the gen- 
eral watershed in that part of 
town had been completely altered 
in the past decade or more, with 
the natural drain running from 
the 100 acre area West of Cam- 
bridge Street now being diverted 
off toward Mystic Lakes by the 
storm drain system. 

“The Conservation Commission 
thinks this is too much money to 
ask to spend for modifying the 
storm drain system,” he said. 

Instead, he made a motion for 
indefinite postponement, and sug- 
gested the Town Meeting vote 
yes if it didn’t want it studied 
anymore, vote no if it did want 
it studied further, and then vote 
no again on the appropriation of 
the money for the project. “The 
commission would then take this 
to mean study the matter fur- 
ther,” he concluded. 

Member Clarence S. Borggaard 
then rose to suggest some less 
expensive and more imaginative 
approaches ‘for action now rather 
than more studies and talk. 
“There’s a hole in the ground 
there, and it should be filled with 
water,” he commented, “otherwise 
it will be filled with old tires and 
cars and junk.” 

“I propose that there are three 
ways of filling that pond in 30 
days and at no cost to the Town,” 
he asserted. 

In the first plan, Mr. Borgga- 
ard noted that there are a half 


dozen hydrants near the pond 
that are also connected to the 
Town reservoir. The Town is also 
tied into the MDC’s water sys- 
tem, he added, for which the 
Town is charged one-third the 
rate use cost. Last year Winches- 
ter used 500 million gallons of 
water for a fee of $60,000, he 
pointed out, which finally cost 
about $120 per million gallons. 

Mr. Borggaard estimated that 
there might be 15 acres of land 
at Winter Pond, which would 
hold about 25 million gallons of 
water. If the Town put in 10 mil- 
lion gallons, and were only charg- 
ed one-third of the 15 by MDC, or 
5 million gallons, it would only 
cost $720, he suggested. 

In an aside, he noted that fch^ 
Water Department does no3 
charge the Fire Department fo.* 
the water it uses in putting out 
fires. “It’s merely an accounting 
transfer or whatever,” he said, 
“but there is no charge made.” 
In the same way, Winter Pond 
is a state pond, “and the state 
shouldn’t charge us (the MDC 
being a creature of the state) for 
filling it up since it was their 
duty anyway,” he affirmed. 

“The only cost to the Town 
would be for two or three fire- 
fighters to unscrew the caps on 
the hydrants,” he said, “and then 
leave them on day and night un- 
til it fills up,” which, he guessed, 
would take less than 30 days. 

The second plan he offered 
would make use of the drain pipe 
running from Wildwood Cemetery 
to Wedge Pond. “If the water can 
go down the pipes by gravity,” he 
pointed out with logical mirth, 
“it stands to reason pumps could 
be put on the other end and the 
water made to go uphill and over 
to Winter.” 

Wedge is spring fed and would- 
n’t lose its water level, he sug- 
gested, and with a 500 gallon 
fire engine pumper working it 
could pump 300,000 gallons a 24- 
hour day, thereby filling the pond 
in less than a month, with the 
only cost being gas and oil. 

The third plan was admittedly 
more elaborate, he noted, but 
still feasible. He pointed out that 
Horn Pond was 41 feet above sea 
level; Winter Pond is 43 feet 
above sea level — when full — but 
now is much below 41 feet. By 
putting a 6-inch pipe under Pond 
Street and through the Lynch 
‘campus’ and into the saddle of 
Wildwood Cemetery a flow could 
be induced to take water from 
Horn Pond to Winter. “This per- 
petual motion syphon would car- 
ry water either way,” he said, 
and would take excesses from one 
to fill the other in either direc- 
tion.” 

“So those are three solutions 
off the top,” he stated, “and 
they’ll all work.” 

The Town Meeting registered 
its appreciation of Mr. Borg- 
gaard’s exposition with a hearty 
round of applause. 

Mr. Spencer said he questioned 
the legality of maneuvering with 
the MDC in the fashion described 
by Mr. Borggaard, and said he 
thought more study was needed. 

Member George C. Barbaro said 
there is a history of disappearing 
ponds in Winchester and the rea- 
son for it was the destruction of 
the area’s watershed. “It’s a dead 
corpse now, and I can’t see wast- 
ing any money on it,” he said.

Instead, he suggested, fill the 
pond hole in with soil and plant 
on it and make it into a nice 
park area. 

Otto E. Schaefer, Jr., said he 
lived by the pond site, and even 
though his neighbors wanted to 
see the pond restored, he didn’t 
believe they wanted the Town to 
spend 45,000 on it if it weren’t 
absolutely sure it would do the 
job. He therefore recommended 
further study be made. 

The Town meeting voted no 
on indefinitely postponing the 
article; and again no to appro- 
priating the funds. 

SMITH POND 

Article Forty-One sought to 
officially rename the original 
Smith Pond back from its com- 
monly held name, Cox Pond, to 
Smith Pond. Mr. Masters explain- 
ed it was a man-made pond by 
the Smith family, and the Con- 
servation Commission thought it 
would be appropriate if it were 
officially named as it should. The 
Town Meeting voted it approval. 

RECREATION 

Under Article Forty-Two the 
Recreation Committee sought to 
establish its operating budget as 
a permanent Town budget, includ- 
ing the incorporation of the Park 
Department’s previously held rec- 
reation expenses budget, amount 
ing to a total this year of $34,427, 
up from the Recreation Commit- 
tee’s 19(56 budget of $9,750. 

Committee member John F. 
Sexton noted the accomplish- 
ments of Recreation Director 
Donald L. Spinney over the past 
six months since starting the 
post here, including the Junior 
High Rec Club on Friday eve- 
nings after the committee had 
succeeded with a Senior High 
Rec Club Saturday evenings over 
the past two years; an elemen- 
tary after school recreation pro- 
gram; a Saturday morning jun- 
ior high basketball league; the 
Winter Carnival; swimming, rol- 
ler skating, ski and other outings; 
dances; a riflery program, and 
other projects upcoming.

Sexton explained, has cooperated 
fully with the Recreation Com- 
mittee in planning for this trans- 
fer of funds and responsibilities. 

The Town Meeting registered 
its approval of what recreation 
has been doing in Winchester in 
the last half year with a round 
of applause. 

Paul F. Amico, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said the com- 
mittee was also pleased with the 
activities and performance of the 
Recreation Committee and its 
new director, and recommended 
favorable action. 

The Town Meeting voted un- 
animously to establish the Town 
Recreation Budget. 

REVOLVING FUND 

Under Article Forty-Three 
the Recreation Committee sought 
to establish and create a Recrea- 
tion Revolving Fund in the Town 
Treasury. 

Committee member Richard W. 
Freeman, Jr., informed the as- 
sembly that since last September 
recreation activities has returned 
to the Town Treasury $1400. This 
money could not be used by the 
Recreation Committee since it 
wasn’t appropriated; whereas 
with a Revolving Fund such mon- 
ey could be turned back again for 
recreation purposes, such as hir- 
ing personnel for activities, rent- 
als of equipment or facilities, or 
accumulation for purchases of 
recreation equipment. 

“This would give the Recrea- 
tion Committee much greater 
flexibility in handling its pro- 
grams,” Mr. Freeman stated, and 
illustrated with the example of 
Wellesley, which uses a revolving 
fund, and which, through fees and 
nominal charges at activities 
helped offset the appropriations 
needed to run the recreation pro- 
grams there, and made the entire 
program more self-sustaining. 

Mr. Amico said the Finance 
Committee was opposed to es- 
tablishing a Revolving Fund for 
the reason it removes some of the 
control the Town Meeting has 
over the budget expenditures. The 
Reserve Fund managed by the 
Finance Committee could disburse 
any funds needed, he added, as 
the Recreation Committee discov- 
ered when it needed funds to run 
its dances this past year. 

Robert W. Armstrong, Jr., 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, stated that the Selectmen 
were wholeheartedly in favor of 
establishing the Revolving Fund, 
as it would allow the Recreation 
Committee to operate its special 
programs without long advance

Curtis W. Nash 

Services were held on Tuesday 
afternoon at two o’clock at the 
Unitarian Church for Judge Curtis 
Whithed Nash of 10 Lawson Road, 
prominent lawyer and jurist, who 
died at his home at the age of 83 
on Sunday, April 2. 

A lifelong resident, Judge Nash 
had grown up here and developed 
his professional career from Win- 
chester. Appointed to be associate 
justice of the 4th District Court 
in Woburn by Calvin Coolidge in 
1921, he became well known 
throughout the area, and his ad- 
vice and opinion was sought by a 
great man/ persons. 

Judge Nash was born in West 
Medford on March 19, 1884 and 
moved here to Wildwood Street at 
the age of three. His father, How- 
ard D. Nash, a native of Weston, 
was one of the founders of the 
Winchester Co-operative Bank. His 
mother was Ellen (Jennings) Nash 
of Calais, Maine. He was educated 
in the Winchester Schools and 
graduated from the High School 
in 1902. He later took his bach- 
elor’s degree at Tufts College and 
his law degree from Harvard. 

Judge N ish was in the private 
practice of law in Boston, specializ- 
ing in conveyancing, until 1937 at 
which time he moved his office to 
13 Church Street here. As a con- 
veyancer he had close associations 
with the local banks and at the Co- 
operative he started as a clerk 
when a law student and served as 
officer or director for 55 years 
He was elected president in 1956 
and held office until 1964. Judge 
Nash was at one time a vice presi 
dent of the Winchester Trust Com- 
pany and a corporator of the Win- 
chester Savings Bank. * 

On the broader civic level the 
Judge served the Town’s Finance 
Committee from 1916 to 1919 and 
its Board of Assessors in 1953-54. 
He was a member of the Selective 
Service Board during World War 
II. In addition he was a lifelong 
member of the Unitarian Church 
parish which he served actively 
over the years. He belonged to the 
early Calumet Club and in 1964 
the Rotary Club here elected him 
to be ar? honorary member. The 
Judge had been elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa at Tufts and was also 
a member of the Zeta Psi fratern- 
ity. 

Judge Nash is survived by two 
daughters. Mrs. Margaret L. Smith 
of Winchester and Mrs. Miriam S. 
Green of St. Louis, Missouri, and 
by five grandchildren. He was the 
brother of the late Dorothy Nash 
hwho made her home here on Everell 
Road. 

The Reverend Dr. Robert A. 
Storer officiated at the services 
which were followed by interment 
in the family lot in Wildwood Cem- 
etery. Rememberances may be 
made in his name to Winchester 
Unitarian Society.

Local Men At 
Central Fire 
Training Academy 

Fifty fire department training 
officers from across Massachusetts 
started a special two week training 
session at the Academy on Mon- 
day, March 27. The course features 
comprehensive instruction in mod- 
ern and uniform training proce- 
dures recently adopted by the aca- 
demy in an effort to provide a 
standardized training procedure 
for the State.

Democracy Overlooked 


The Town Meeting heard discussion on an 
article brought by the three elected Constables of 
the Town as to the propriety and necessity of the 
Board of Selectmen’s appointing of other Con- 
stables and giving appointees Town assignments 
which normally could be performed by those who 
ran for and were elected to the office through 
Town Election. 

Unfortunately, the Town Meeting, apparently 
through a lack of understanding of the issue and 
at a late hour When they wished to adjourn the 
final session, seemed to act hastily and without 
good judgment in summarily dismissing and vot- 
ing down the argument brought forth by the Con- 
stables. 

It would seem that a very basic principal of 
democracy was both overlooked and transgressed 
here. 

We ask for what reason the Selectmen find it 
necessary to appoint the Chief of Police a Con- 
stable when th^ voters of Winchester elected 
three Constables in the Town Election? 


Further, we wonder why the Selectmen give 
the Warrant for signing and jury venires with 
their 1!) personal questions put to jurors to the 
appointed Constable-Chief of Police when there 
are three honest, capable and elected Constables 
specifically put into office by the voters of the 
Town to perform just those (among other) dut- 
ies? 

Neither of these questions were answered at 
the Town Meeting, although ffiey were both asked 
several times. Town Con is*, i told the meeting 
that it was not illegal for the Selectmen to ap- 
point Constables, and whither they do it or not 
is then not a legal but a jk>iicy question. 

We question the need for a policy to appoint 
men to do the job other men have already been 
elected and therefore assigned to do by the elec- 
torate, and believe the Town Meeting erred in not 
examining this issue more thoroughly and evalu- 
ating more thoughtfully the direction of their 
voting. 


The Bleeding Calf 


No one likes to feel that lie is being “taken” on 
something, and that is why after many years of su- 
perpriced premiums the Massachusetts motorist is 
crying out loudly against his being bled to death 
on the cost of auto insurance. 

The preverbial sacrificial lamb situation has 
been exploited in this state long enough, and now 
that the appropriate and comparative facts and 
statistics have been put before the public by 
communication media, it is as sure as the promise 
of a tomorrow after today that the existing sys- 
tem of bleeding the calf will lie changed — and to a 
better arrangement every motorist in this state 
hopes and rightfully expects. 

Today Massachusetts is the only state in the 
Nation with legalized non-competitive price-fixing 
by the state for auto insun ice in favor of the 
insurance companies and against the citizen mo- 
torists. The Massachusetts Insurance Department 
was set up to manipulate price-fixing supposedly 
for the protection of the motorist; but, instead, 
the protection has worked the other way to high 
profits for the insurors at the insured’s expense — 
and expensive it has been, for we pay more than 
double the average of all other states for basic 
•bodily injury liability insurance. 

The insurance companies have made vague and 
unsupported claims of “losses” on liability in- 
surance, but in 1965 when they reported a loss of 
$1 1 million on the basic compulsory of $5/10,000, 
an extended coverage they listed a profit of $23 
million, ora net profit of the combined lability in- 
surances of $11 million — hardly a loss, and no 
wonder they strive to prevent any loss of this 
protection for them under state approved basic 
compulsory rates figured on basic compulsory 
losses only. Their attempts at protecting this pro- 
tection, or at least trying to delay it through ask- 
ing for another legislative “study,” is nothing 
but a stall ; and no wonder Massachusetts motor- 


ists, fed up with scandals and rackets, are de- 
manding an end to this “protection” game too. 

While the popular cry this spring may be “Re- 
peal the Compulsory !” and seeking a reform to- 
ward the so-called “Financial Responsibility” 
type of system, this may not really be the best 
•solution. Many states have the financial responsi- 
bility arrangement in one way or another, but 
most have learned from bitter experience with 
large unsatisfied claims and uncompensated acci- 
dent victims that such a system by itself can be in- 
stead merely financial irresponsibility. 

In the Massachusetts system, it is not the 
compulsory requirement which is so onerous, it’s 
in fact the state regulated price-fixing high rates. 
Rather than doing away with the compulsory as- 
pect, we should do away with the rate-setting 
process in which the state fixes the prices on ac- 
cepted figures. In no other state, including the 
other two compulsory states, is this done. 

Instead, we should allow our normally com- 
petitive free enterprise system work on the open 
market principal — as this aspect of auto insurance 
in other states has been working so well in keep- 
ing compulsory prices down. Among the bene- 
fits of competitive pricing of which we have here- 
tofore been deprived is a variety of merit plans 
to reward the safe driver and to offer a strong 
incentive for better driving. 

Realizing then that the real fault in the pre- 
sent arrangement lies in the blood-letting price- 
fixing system, we should demand reform by 
abolishing this stumbling block and allowing the 
insurance industry to offer their services com- 
petitively, imaginatively, and attractively. In this 
way both the motorist and the insurance com- 
panies will be working more realistically toward 
safer driving and practicing truer financial re- 
sponsibility.

The End of a Farce? 

Research and Story by John K. M. Hayes 

For forty years the Massachusetts motorist has been subjected to an auto insurance system in 
which the protection of the public by the state is, at best, seriously doubted by the majority of the 
motorists. 

Theoretically, and according to law, the public is entitled to a public hearing to argue for lower 
rates; yet the sources of information available to them make such a hearing a shameful farce. 


The accounting system of the 
companies seem to be deliberately 
intended to confuse and obfuscate 
the issues; as James J. Kilpatrick 
reported in the Boston Herald on 
December 6, 1966: “The auto in- 
surance companies, crying poor 
mouth, incessantly ask for rate 
increases; on the surface, their 
horrendous tales of high jury 
judgments and escalating costs of 
automobile repair make a plaus- 
ible case. But. . .in bewteen the 
accrual method of accounting and 
the cash method of accounting, as 
the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission discovered, some re- 
markable sums of money vanish 
into an indeterminate limbo. The 
companies earn immense sums on 
their unearned premium and loss 
reserves, but this income doesn’t 
seem to be counted as profit. The 
befuddled outsider, not privy to 
such mysteries, scarcely knows 
what to think.” 

Nor does the Mass. Insurance 
Department provide much help to 
the motorists, the group they are 
supposedly protecting. Instead of 
making their much-publicized dis- 
play of rate-making materials 
and calculations understandable 
to these motorists, the Insurance 
Department actually challenges 
them to unravel the tangles of 
their processes. 

Witness these statements dur- 
ing the recent hearing on Decem- 
ber 19, 1966; as reported in the 
Boston Globe: 

Frank Fulginetti, counsel for 
the State Department of Insur- 
ance, rose and said in a low, flat 
voice: 

“The contents of these boxes 
are not a mystery. They are re- 
ports and public documents com- 
piled by the Massachusetts Bu- 
reau of Auto Rating.” 

Sen. Davenport jumped to his 
feet. “It would take an army of 
C.P.A.’s to go through those box- 
es.” 

Milton G. McDonald, who is a 
chief actuary — an insurance rate 
expert for the state, said, “A 
C.P.A. wouldn’t know how to 
read what’s in the boxes.” 

A roar of anger and frustration 
rolled up the aisles. 

Fulginetti raised his voice to 
be heard. 

The fact is, this information 
has been and is available to any- 
one in the general public. Any- 
one who wants to can examine 
every piece of paper in these box- 
es.” 

Since the materials have been 
prepared in such a way as to be 
unintelligible even to a C.P.A. , 
then what chance does the ordin- 
ary citizen have? 

The Insurance Department thus 
admits it is either unable or un- 
willing — or both — to present an 
understandable case to the public 
that it supposedly serves and 
protects. The hearing, then, was 
simply and patently a farce 
staged by the Insurance Depart- 
ment, a pageant of sound and 
fury signifying nothing but their 
disregard for the public, its in- 
telligence, and its welfare. 

The very fact that the hearing 
was held so late in the year in 
flagrant violation of the law 
which specifies that the rates be 
announced “on or before Septem- 
ber 15th arouses the honest sus- 
picions of the public. 

Since the Commissioner appar- 
ently does not feel any need to 
abide by this requirement, why 
should the public believe that he 
feels any more responsibility 
toward the other requirements 
that the rates he promulgates be 
just, reasonable, and nondiscrim- 
inatory” for the motorist? 

Especially is this suspicion 
true when the Mass, motorist 
pays more than in any 
other state for his liability in- 
surance; in fact, the state-fixed 
Mass, rate is more than double 
the average of the rates in all 
other states. (The Mass, motorist 
paid $81.49 for $10-20,000 cover- 
age in 1966, while the coverage of 
the rate in all the other states 
was $39.94.) 

The distrust of such protection 
seems to be borne out by the 
facts in the case. The Mass, auto 
insurance companies make much 
noise about their “losses” on auto 
insurance to justify their requests 
for rate increases. Yet it seems 
strange that the companies never 
seem to want to change our pres- 
ent system for a better one. 

In actual tact, insurance com- 
panies across the country appear 
to be losing money on the umler- 
wnting „t auto insurance. 

aH ™ e lnsu ‘. ance Information In- 
stitute confirms the fact, as re-

“Despite modest gai ns in many

, ‘ • 0wer the f ;lst decade, insurers 
have suffered underwriting losses 
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of more than $1 billion on auto- 
mobile liability insurance alone.” 

Auto insurance is used by the 
companies as a loss leader; its 
frequent renewal allows insurance 
company agents an annual oppor- 
tunity to present or review other 
policies such as life and home in- 
surance, while the underwriting 
losses are easily absorbed by prof- 
its on other lines and by invest- 
ment returns on the auto insur- 
ance premiums themselves. 

In Massachusetts, however, the 
astonishing situation is that the 
“loss leader” actually ends up 
making a profit. 

As reported in the Boston 
Globe on December 16, 1966: 
“Compulsory insurance is a loss 
leader,” Maddrea (Virginia CPA 
T. Grayson Maddrea) says. “The 
companies take a loss on it, but 
they make tremendous profit on 
their voluntary insurance. You’ve 
got to put the two together when 
you set rates, because the com- 
panies consider both when they 
plan their operations.” 

State Insurance Comr. C. Eug- 
ene Farnam agrees the compa- 
nies make considerable profit on 
voluntary coverage. .. .“We don’t 
look at the profit picture of the 
entire auto insurance industry 
when we set our compulsory 
rates.” 

Final confirmation of this ap- 
palling situation comes from no 
other than the chief actuary to 
the man entrusted with the pro- 
tection of the Mass, motorist 
from high rates: 

Mr. McDonald told The Quincy 
Patriot Ledger that “the insur- 
ance companies in Massachusetts 
like the compulsory system be- 
cause it helps keep them in busi- 
ness. Losses on compulsory are 
more than made up for by profits 
on non-statutory coverage. 

“In fact,” he concluded, “I don’t 
think you’ll find any other state 
where, in the past five years, in- 
surance companies have earned 
profits like they have in Massa- 
chusetts.” 

In other words, the so-called 
protection of state-fixed rates 
costs the motorists more than in 
states without such protection. 

Is it any wonder, then, that 
Mass, motorists question whether 
we have a protection system or a 
protection racket ? 

Central to any understanding 
of insurance profits are the re- 
turns on investments of portions 
of the premiums. 

Most companies have large in- 
vestments in stocks and bonds. 
Earnings on these investments 
have offset the rise in claims pay- 
ments and expenses. 

To ignore these would be like 
trying to understand life insur- 
ance or savings bank profits with- 
out considering their investment 
of their receipts from the cus- 
tomers. 

Although the auto insurance in- 
dustry insists that investment re- 
turns should not be considered 
for rate - making purposes, 
their case is judged tenuous at 
best and “based on. . .highly con- 
troversial grounds” according to 
Harvard Law School Professor 
Keeton. Not only are the com- 
panies allowed to pocket these 
profits, but they are also allowed 
to ignore requests as to their 
amount. 

When these profits are obtained 
from premiums that motorists 
are forced by state law to pay, it 
is obvious that the state must 
both determine and limit these 
profits. 

Yet the same agency that de- 
fends the incomprehensibility of 
other rate-making machinations 
pleads total ignorance as an ex- 
cuse for doing neither. 

“It’s simply impossible to de- 
termine the investment income of 
Massachusetts insurance compan- 
ies,” Mr. McDonald countered in 
a statement to The Quincy Pa- 
triot Ledger. 

I his pitifully lame excuse is 
capped by a revealing statement 
as to the blind and unswerving 
trust and faith of the Insurance 
Department in the very industry 
they are supposedly regulating. 

A supervisor in the Department 
stated to The Boston Globe on 
December 16, 1966 that he did not 
know what difference it would 
make to figure rates by taking 
investment income into considera- 
tion. “I can’t lie to you,” (he) 
said. “1 don’t know what the ef- 
fect would be. They’ve always 
said the profit was insignificant 
and hard to measure.” 

Amazingly, this agency that 
publicly disclaims any ability to 
calculate these profits is light- 
ning-quick to brand us “a gross 
misrepresentation” the calcula- 
tions of another expert, Mr. Mad- 
drea, and to try to discredit his 
findings as a “shocking distortion 
of statistical facts.” 

If the Department is unable af- 
ter forty years to calculate these 
profits, how can it feel so certain 
within one week of its ability to 
judge another's conclusions? 


The outrageous situation would 
be deplorable even if no alterna- 
tive existed. The potential for 
wrong-doing in such state price- 
fixing is obvious, as illustrated by 
our current small loans regula- 
tion trial. 

But since there is an alterna- 
tive, one that is in use in the auto 
insurance business to greater ex- 
tent in other states, our situation 
is nothing less than a disgrace to 
the industry and a brazen insult 
to the citizens of the Common- 
wealth. 

The alternative is competition, 
the fundamental basis of the free 
enterprise system that we in this 
nation have championed. The in- 
surance companies themselves be- 
lieve in competition in other 
states, and for other lines of in- 
surance in this state. 

Even Russia, the bastion of 
state price-fixing, is recognizing 
its shortcomings and turning to 
the laws of supply and demand 
and to flexible prices. 

In this state, we have had to 
fight for these advantages, as in 
the milk price-fixing controversy 
a few years ago. 

Yet elsewhere, all across the 
nation insurance authorities are 
calling for more competition in 
the industry rather than less. 

New Hampshire’s Insurance 
Commissioner is “convinced that 
. . .the public interest can best be 
served if there is reasonable com- 
petition by companies in rates, 
in coverages, and in services fur- 
nished,” The Standard reported 
on November 11, 1966. 

Florida’s Insurance Commis- 
sioner has also endorsed a plan of 
free competition as “a major step 
toward a permanent solution to 
many problems — if the industry 
is willing to meet the challenge,” 
The Standard reported on Novem- 
ber 25, 1966. 

In Virginia, a New York con- 
sulting firm reported to the State 
Corporation Commission that “the 
simplest formula for rate regula- 
tion is to. . .rely upon competition 
to protect the public as in most 
other sectors of our economy,” 
The Standard reported on August 
26, 1966. 

The Public Affairs Research 
Council of Louisiana has called 
for more reliance on vigorous 
competition for auto insurers. 

The general manager of the 
National Association of Indepen- 
dent Insurers has hailed the 
“growing sentiment toward elimi- 
nation of prior state approval of 
rate changes and toward more 
reliance on competition as an ef- 
fective price regulator,” The 
Standard noted on November 18, 
1966. 

The best example of such com- 
petition is in California, whose 
insurance rating law is “consider- 
ed a model within the insurance 
industry, because it allows insur- 
ance rates based on accurate loss 
estimates without political inter- 
ference,” The Standard said on 
December 23, 1966. There, it is 
the express intent of the Califor- 
nia Rating Act as stated in its 
preamble to permit and encourage 
competition among insurers on a 
sound financial basis. 

The most effective comparison 
between state over-regulation as 
we have in Massachusetts and 
free competition was stated by 
Paul Hammel, Nevada insurance 
commissioner, later president of 
the National Association of In- 
surance Commissioners: “I am go- 
ing to be quite candid and say to 
you as an insurance commissioner 
that if I had the wisdom of Solo- 
mon, the integrity of Lincoln and 
fifty times my present budget 
and staff, I could not do as good 
a job regulating insurance in 
the public interest as true, honest 
and open competition can.” 

The answer, then, is clear and 
well-known. In this country we 
believe in free enterprise and 
healthy competition. In addition 
better rates for the motorists, it 
would bring us the comprehensive 
merit rating plans that are of- 
fered in all other states, and are 
even required in North Carolina, 
a sister compulsory insurance 
state. 

The point has been raised that 
Massachusetts — alone of all fifty 
states — needs price-fixing of auto 
rates to protect the companies 
from insolvency. 

If state protection of the com- 
panies has allowed their manage- 
ment groups to become so inept 
as to he unable to survive the 
challenge of healthy competition, 
then it is not the system that is 
strong but the aroma that en- 
velops it. All the more reason to 
get rid of it, and the sooner the 
better. 

The rate hearing farce of 1966 
may well have been the final act 
of bureaucratic insurance price- 
fixing, and the cue for a rewrite 
of the script, as in the month of 
March Legislators hear and con- 
sider no less than 128 bills filed 
on this issue for action in the 
current session. 
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BOOK REVIEW

Within a period of eight years, Bela Bartok began 
and ended his writing for the stage. Of his three 
dramatic works, only the last, The Miraculous Man- 
darin, composed in the years 1918-1919, has achieved 
any degree of permanence, and this with limitations. 

Bartok completed his first dramatic work and only 
opera in 1911. At that time he was at the peak of 
his first great stage of development and had already 
assimilated into his >qwn style the folkloristic ele- 
ments derived from his ethnomusicological investiga- 
tions with Kodaly. The assimilation was complete; 
Bartok’s opera did not reveal any of the pseudo- 
Hungarian style of Liszt. So unrecognizable were the 
Hungarian elements that Duke Bluebeard's Castle 
was rejected as having no place in a competition for 
a national opera. A further innovation of the opera 
was the treatment of text and music. Previous Hun- 
garian composers, influenced by the custom of trans- 
lating European operas into Hungarian, and capti- 
vated by European prosody, imitated the prosodic 
style of the European composers, resulting in dis- 
crepancies of accentuation. In Bluebeard Bartok 
showed the possibilities of coupling a language with- 
out anacrusis to music. The opera also shows clearly 
the results of Bartok’s investigations of Hungarian 
peasapt music in his use of the “parlando rubato” — 
a rhythm conditioned directly by the spoken inflec- 
tion. In a sense Bartok reversed the previous operatic 
trend by composing an opera which practically for- 
bids a translation into any Indo-European tongue. 

Bela Belazs, the librettist for Bluebeard's Castlc t 
also provided Bartok with the plot of the dance pan- 
tomime The Wooden Prince. A typical fairy-tale 
plot, the work has much more to say musically than 
dramatically. This work also demonstrates the subtle 
synthesis of folk elements and the composer’s indi- 
vidualism, and, as a result, has captured the interest 
of the Hungarian audience. 


The Miraculous Mandarin was composed between 
October, 1918, and May, 1919, but its lurid and fan- 
tastic plot kept it from performance for many years. 
Bartok finally had to resort to the construction of an 
orchestral suite from the Ballet, so as to salvage 
some of the work for home performance. The mu- 
sical characterizations of the Mandarin are much 
more clearly defined than in the two previous works, 
and stylistically the work is organized with the same 
intensity found in the second Quartet. If the plot 
left something to be desired, Bartok rose to the chal- 
lenge by creating a work of intense emotional con- 
tent. The listener would certainly profit from a 
comparison between the Mandarin and Bartok’s Al- 
legro Barbaro . 

It may well be a most exciting musical experience 
to hear the forthcoming productions of the dramatic 
output of Bartok. These works have never achieved 
the significance of an Aida or the Firebird , but they 
represent the solid compositional growth of one of 
this century’s leading composers.

Enforcement 


Editor of the Star: 

Once again with the injury of a 
small child last Thursday we are 
made aware of the violent traffic 
conditions on our streets and the 
lack of law enforcement. 

The area in front of Lynch’s 
Market to the Lincoln School is 
saturated with pnrking and speed 
violations hut these violators go 
unscathed as there is no law en- 
forcement. 

On Saturdays the area sounds 
and resembles a raceway as the 
traffic increases with residents 
driving to and from the incinerator, 
good citizens who would not go 
that fast on their own streets. And 
why should the residents of Squire 
Road and Swanton Street spend 
several hours every weekend clean- 
ing the litter from their lawns and 
sidewalks left by these same good 
citizens? It comes right back to 
the same reason, lack of law en- 
forcement. 

I fail to see why we have an 
Officer in the Square every Satur- 
day tagging meter violations when 
six blocks away parking and speed- 
ing violators have no fear of law 
enforcement because no one ever 
sees an Officer. 

Last December I wrote to the 
Chief of Police explaining the Sat- 
urday traffic situation on Oak 
Street and requested that the speed 
laws be enforced because myself 
and my neighbors are concerned 
about our small children. The ans- 
wer I received was that weather 
permitting the radar unit would be 
stationed in the area to enforce 
the law, neither myself nor my 
neighbors have seen this apparatus. 

Also we were requested to pass 
on to him the registration num- 
bers of any violators. My question 
here is:. Whose job is it to enforce 
the speed laws, ours or his? 

I am quite sure that if all the 
mothers in the area organised to 
slow down traffic and enforce the 
speed laws they would be dose.* *d- 
ed upon by many police officers and 
charged with disturbing the peace 
or obstructing traffic. 

In the past f6w years traffic in 
this area has produced several in- 
juries to small children and one 
death. When are we going to en- 
force the law and stop this car- 
nage of our junior citizens. The 
best docto rs in the world are not 
able to save a tot mangled in his 
tricycle but strict law enforcement 
will reduce thy probability of such 
tragedies. 

A* far as speed is concerned I 
am not speaking here of a criteria 
set by statute and measured by 
radar. I am speaking here of a 
reasonable speed for existing con- 
ditions. Parking violators should be 
kept away from corners so that a 
driver approaching an intersection 
will have a clear view of his right 
and left and not be obliged to creep 
forward with his vision reduced. 

It is paradoxical to be spending 
millions on a new and modern High 
School while we continue to mur- 
der and mangle our children 
through primitive negligence and 
lax law enforcement.

On Saturday afternoon I drove 
some teenage volunteer helpers to 
the Fernald School in Waltham. 
They were “welcomed with open 
arms” by both staff and patients — 
the former for the help they sorely 
need, the latter for the attention 
and afTection they crave and thrive 
on. 

The helpers were assigned to 
Farrell Hall which houses over 100 
patients up to the age of 7 or 8. 
Some of the children cannot walk 
or talk but those who were able 
were allowed outside in the play 
area where the three volunteers 
with two attendants watched, guid- 
ed and played with them. I was 
told that the ratio is 12 patients 
to one attendant in this biulding. 
Since many of the children require 
close supervision, you can imagine 
how difficult it is to give the in- 
dividual attention that these ex- 
ceptional children require. 

Here is an area where younger 
teenagers, both boys and girls, can 
really help, the basic requirements 
are the desire to serve, genuine af- 
fection for children and the ability 
to see that behind the often un- 
attractive physical exterior is a 
little soul crying out for love. 

The ride from Winchester takes 
about 20 minutes, and if several 
parents were willing to take turns 
driving, a car pool could probably 
be arranged among them. I un- 
derstand that a rigid schedule is 
not necessary.

Solution 
For Winter 
Pond Water 

Editor of the Star: 

At Town Meeting I offered some 
suggestions for solving the prob- 
lem of low water at Winter Pond. 
I mentioned three ways in which 
1 felt the problem could be solved. 
None of these ways was difficult, 
that I could see, and none was 
prohibitively expensive. The one 
which would cost the most ( if it 
would work at all, and the political 
barriers could be surmounted) 
would work automatically, without 
further attention, once it was in- 
stalled. It would keep the pond at 
a constant level forever after. The 
other ways were quicker, cheaper, 
and better in many respects; but 
they would require a little super- 
vision now and then. 

The cheapest and quickest plan 
would fill the pond with pure drink- 
ing water — and if started without 
delay would have this beautiful “eye 
of the earth” as Thoreau called his 
limpid Walden, awake wide-eyed 
and ready for Memorial Day. And 
it wouldn’t cost a dime! 

The question of legality was 
raised and must be considered — 
certainly we do not want to do 
anything illegal; but I think that 
if the Park, or Highway Depart- 
ment could be empowered to hire a 
few men right away and get them 
started immediately at cutting 
down the small trees, bushes, and 
shrubs that have started to grow 
in the dry mud of the bottom — and 
also collecting the tin cans, empty 
fifty gallon rusty drums, bed- 
springs, blown snow tires, engine 
blocks, barbed wire, beer bottles, 
barrel hoops, and other combusti- 
bles together in piles for hauling 
away later, it might be the part of 
wisdom for the Fire Department, 
in its farsighted concern for fire 
prevention, to start a number of 
fire hoses flowing into the sump of 
the pond while this work was go- 
ing on — this precautionary meas- 
ure to be continued for as long as 
necessary thereafter until all dan- 
ger of fire was past. Obviously, if 
the water were to reach to the top 
of the basin eventually, it would 
absolutely guarantee that fires 
would not break out below that 
level, and the hoses could then be 
shut off with impunity. After all, 
we wouldn’t want to waste any of 
it! 

At this time of year the supply 
of water is no real problem — it 
falleth, as Shakespeare says, “like 
the gentle rain from heaven” and 
the surplus thereof runneth over 
the dam and floweth thereafter 
down the winding river to the sea. 
Perhaps it would be well if we 
were to keep a little of it a little 
longer. It is precious even to look 
at, in the dry season. 

Now bookkeeping is bookkeeping 
and it is a wonderful science, in 
its place. But why should a man 
feel impelled to levy a tax upon 
himself, just to keep the books 
straight? It’s our water, and it’s 
our pond and if we want the pond 
filled, (and I, for my part, cer- 
tainly want it filled) then let us 
just go ahead and fill it. We spent 
$1,200 for a skating rink that nev- 
er worked — at best, it is like skat- 
ing in a box, even if it did work. 
But I can remember my kids skat- 
ing on Winter Pond — with hun- 
dreds of other kids, hockey games, 
impromptu games, the best kind, 
going all over the pond; and still 
room for my kids, and to spare 


far better than any box. And the 
little boats that used to ply this 
miniature sea. Yes, I say, let’s stop 
thinking about it and studying it 
and just go ahead and do it and 
get it over with!

John T. Horn said he would bo 
disappointed if Loring Field were 
left out of any new playground 
equipment. 

Health Director Michael D. 
Saraco said he remembered a 
similar discussion 12 years pre- 
vious when he was a member of 
the Finance Committee, and noth- 
ing was done then as it should 
have been, and so he would rather 
see the article left as it was and 
tried out rather than risk reopen- 
ing it and having some members 
move to have it “studied to 
death” for another year. 

The Town Meeting voted 104 
in favor to 06 against reconsider- 
ation of the article, which was 
less than the two-thirds majority 
vote needed to do it. 

PBC COMMITTEE 

Under Article Forty-Four the 
Permanent Building Committee 
sought to have $1,250 appro- 
priated for compensation for sec- 
retarial services rendered by its 
secretary. Leroy Long said the 
PBC’s work load had increased 
significantly, and this request 
was in order; Mr. Amico noted 
the Finance Committee’s agree- 
ment. 

Member Robert P. Bigelow ask- 
ed the Moderator if he could ques- 
tion the PBC about what its ele- 
mentary school building subcom- 
mittee was doing. The chairman 
of that subcommittee had said it 
would hold a hearing on its long- 
range elementary school plans at 
the first of the year, and nothing 
had been done on it yet, he sug- 
gested. 

Town Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick said the question was 
inappropriate under this article 
and should come up under com- 
mittee reports. 

The Town Meeting voted the 
funds asked by the PBC. 

Article Forty-Five sought to 
hear and act on the report of the 
Methods and Procedures Commit- 
tee, but Mr. Armstrong moved it 
to indefinite postponement since 
the committee wouldn’t have it3 
report ready for recommendations 
until a later special Town Meet- 
ing in the spring or fall. The 
Town Meeting so voted. 

CUTTING HOUSE 

Article Forty-Six sought to 
hear and act on the report of the 
Cutting House Study Committee. 
Chairman Edward E. Hicks de- 
scribed the history of the com- 
mittee’s charge and composition 
of members, and noted the pres- 
ent condition of the building be- 
tween the Library and the Town 
Hall — long a debate among ar- 
chitectural preservationists and 
Town planning abolitionists. 

The physical condition of the 
gingerbread house is poor, Mr. 
Hicks pointed out: floors are un- 
even and their supports are ques- 
tionable, windows are loose and 
the roof is in bad shape. 

The Red Cross has occupied it 
at no cost since 1958, and other 
groups use it too. Another loca- 
tion for the Red Cross should be 
found by the Town, and then the 
Red Cross has indicated it will 
either rent or build a building. 

The Planning Board, Selectmen 
and Library Trustees all favor its 
removal, Mr. Hicks explained, 
and yet, among some people, 
“while it may be a small building 
there are those that love it.” 

To demolish it might cost 
$2500; to remove it about $4000, 
he noted. It would be better to 
sell it to someone for $1 and have 
that person move it to another 
location in Town at his own ex- 
pense — -and the committee had 
located such a buyer. 

On the motion to sell the Cut- 
ting House for $1 and let the 
buyer move it, the Town voted 
yes, as it similarly did on other 
motions to appropriate $250 to 
fill in the foundation hole left 
after removal, and on a sense of 
the meeting vote that the Town 
would endeavor fo find land space 
for the Red Cross to use. 

HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 

Article Forty-Seven sought to 
authorize the establishment of a 
Winchester Historical Committee. 
Mr. Armstrong said it was pro- 
vided for under the General Laws, 
and former Town Counsel Vincent 
Clarke said it would allow the 
Town to accept federal or state 
or individual donations to pre- 
serve historical landmarks. The 
Town Meeting voted aproval. 

Article Forty-Eight sought to 
hear committee reports. Mr. Arm- 


strong noted that the Advisory 
( ommittee to the Director of Vet- 
erans Services had not been in ex- 
istence for the last ten years and 
should be formally disbanded; al- 
so, the New Waterways Commit- 
tee was likewise not functioning. 
The Town Meeting voted to dis- 
charge the two committees. 

GOVERNMENT COMMITTEE 

At this point Moderator Chad- 
wick made a motion to establish 
a special blue-ribbon committee 
consisting of a Selectman, Fi- 
nance Committeeman, Town 
Comptroller, Town Counsel, the 
Moderator and others to study, 
devise a plan, and put it into 
effect for streamlining the pre- 
senting of budget to the Annual 
Town Meeting. He explained that 
the sessions are running into too 
many lengthy meetings, and re- 
flects the growing complexity of 
government and increase in its 
business affairs. The Town Meet- 
ing voted to approve the estab- 
lishment of such a committee. 

Another motion sought to es- 
tablish a special citizens commit- 
tee of seven members, with one 
from each precinct, to study all 
the methods of practices of high- 
way improvements, sidewalk con- 
struction and plowing, street 
lighting, sanding and salting of 
streets, beautifying of public 
ways including tree removal and 
replanting, and other matters re- 
lated to public ways. 

This motion, proposed by Rich- 
ard T. Freeman, Jr., and Walter 
J. Farrell, Jr., sought, as Mr. 
Farrell explained: to coordinate 
the Town’s policy on sidewalk 
construction, where individuals 
pay for concrete walks and the 
Town pays for asphalt, when the 
Town really should have a uni- 
form quality of sidewalk con- 
struction; there is a large amount 
of salt used on our streets, and 
aren’t we maybe polluting our 
soil by these salts; there are a 
number of trees dying by our 
streets, and shouldn’t these be re- 
placed with another type of tree 
that won’t be as susceptible to 
disease, he asked rhetorically. 

Mr. Armstrong said the Select- 
men opposed this motion as 
“this would complicate Town Gov- 
ernment, and we don’t think this 
is necessary .. .since there are 
Town By-Laws that cover some 
of these policy guides.” 

Mr. Amico said the Finance 
Committee agreed with the Se- 
lectmen, noting that citizens can 
go to Selectmen’s meetings to 
make their views or ideas known. 

Eugene B. Rotondi said he 
thought the motion was a good 
one, “and I think such a study 
bkould be made. . .it shows excel- 
lent judgment.” 

The Town Meeting voted down 
the motion, however. 

UNANSWERED QUESTION 

Mr. Bigelow queried what the 
elementary school building sub- 
committee of the Permanent 
Building Committee was doing 
and what was its state of pro- 
gress, for he had heard that they 
had not had any meetings for 
some time. 

Moderator asked if the chair- 
man of that committee, Earle 
Littleton, were in the hall to an- 
swer the question. After a brief 
silence he asked if there were 
anyone in the hall that could an- 
swer the question. 

Leroy Long of the Permanent 
Biulding Committee rose to say 
the committee had been active 
and had been working with its 
consultant; but he did not know 
of any planned date for a prom- 
ised hearing. 

DOG CONTROL LAW 

Article Forty-Nine sought to 
lay down specific guidelines in 
the Town’s By-Laws for the con- 
ditions of restraining dogs, with 
specific procedures, fines and pun- 
ishments enumerated. 

Mr. Armstrong noted that this 
article was submitted by the Se- 
lectmen as a result of one citi- 
zen’s petition bearing over 400 
signatures requesting a complete 
dog leash law, followed by an 
equally sizeable eounter-pittition 
against having a leash law. 

“This is a compromise between 
a dog control law with more 
teeth in it than presently exists,” 
he said, along with part of the 
leash law provisions for dogs 
ertating a nuisance. 

G. William Carter III, asked to 
amend the article to strike out 
that part allowing dog officer to 
restrain dogs found in a school- 
yard, public recreation area, or 
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shopping area, on the grounds 
that if the dogs aren’t misbehav- 
ing why should they be restrained 
for merely being in an area. Mr. 
Armstrong responded by saying 
this should be the responsibility 
of the dog officer to decide 
whether a dog in those areas is 
creating a nuisance and should 
be restrained. 

Mr. Hutchings rose to state 
that on the first petition for a 
leash law some 25 per cent of 
the signers were dog owners that 
saw the wisdom of the measure 
to protect the town against packs 
of dogs. 

Mr. Borggaard said it used to 
be a Town policy a dog was al- 
lowed one bite — and he wanted 
to know if that would still hold. 

“We don’t feel any dog should 
be allowed one bite,” Mr. Arm- 
strong said, “and the dog owners 
better be aware of it.” “As far 
as we’re concerned,” he added to 
the consternation of some law- 
yers in the assembly, “the dog is 
guilty until proven innocent.” 

“Of course, however,” he added, 
“if a dog chases a cat, and the 
cat runs up a tree and gets treed, 
we’d let that go as human na- 
ture.” 

Mr. Tansey said he sympathiz- 
ed with the dog officer, who he 
described as one of the best in 
the state. 

The Town Meeting voted not 
to amend the article to strike out 
the enumerated areas a dog could 
be restrained for trespassing up- 
on; and then voted to pass the 
article. 

CONSTABLES 

Article Fifty, submitted by el- 
ected Constable William T. Ryer- 
son, sought to establish that the 
three elected Constables of the 
Town should be free to perform 
their duties without interference 
from Constables appointed by the 
Selectmen. 

Mr. Ryerson said he questioned 
the Constable’s return of the 
Town Warrant at the beginning 
of the Town Meeting because it 
was returned by an appointed 
rather than elected Constable. 
“There are no funds involved 
here,” Constable Ryerson pointed 
out, “but the elected Constables 
feel the democratic process should 
be followed and that elected of- 
ficials should be allowed to per- 
form their duties without inter- 
ference from persons appointed, 
for no apparent reason, to do the 
same duties.” 

“We brought this to the Board 
of Selectmen two years ago,” he 
noted, “but they have taken no 
action and continued to appoint 
the Cheif of Police to be a Con- 
stable.” 

“There are provisions in the 
/aw allowing for appointments,” 
he pointed out, “but we have been 
electing them in Winchester for 
117 years — and we are the only 
town in the state that elects Con- 
stables and then turns around 
and appoints the Chief of Police 
to that same post.” 

Mr. Armstrong said the Select- 
men for many years have been 
appointing Constables to sign 
Town Warrants at no cost to the 
Town; and also having him serve 
jury venires, for which he has to 
ask 19 personal questions of the 
person served. 

Mr. Ryerson rose to argue 


there never had been an applica- 
tion for the post filed, which the 
law requires, and therefore it is 
an illegal appointment. Also, he 
noted, the police are given the 
answers to jurors’ questions, 
which gives an unfair advantage 
and information to prosecuting 
officers. 

Town Counsel Mullen affirmed 
that the Selectmen do have the 
power to appoint Constables if 
they so choose. “It is more a 
policy question than a legal one,” 
he stated. 

“It isn’t an issue of whether it 
is allowed or who signs the War- 
rant,” Mr. Ryerson countered, 
“it’s the issue that we run for 
office under this democracy and 
we should so serve.” 

Police Chief Joseph J. Derro 
stated that with respect to the 
19 personal questions asked on 
the venires of jurors, the Police 
Chief knows the community and 
the activities of many of its citi- 
zens best, and he should be the 
one to ask those questions. 

Marcella G. Smith asserted that 
we should have one or the other, 
elected or appointed Constables, 
for she could see no reason why 
we need to have both. “So if we 
elect them we should use them,” 
she said. 

The Town Meeting voted not to 
approve the article calling for 
discontinuance of the practice of 
appointing Constables. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE 

Mr. Amico concluded the Town 
Meeting by recommending the 
taking of $93,000 from available 
Town funds to reduce the tax 
levy. The revised estimate would 
be $66.60, he pointed out, but by 
making that transfer it would be 
lowered to $65.(50 — still a rise of 
$8.60 over 1966’s rate of $58.40. 
This still left a 10 per cent cash 
reserve to maintain the Town’s 
triple A credit rating for best 
borrowing interest rates, he not- 
ed. The Town Meeting voted its 
approval and adjourned.

Teachers Work 
On Reading Skills 

The reading specialists directed 
the released time workshops for 
teachers in Grades K-4 held Tues- 
day in the Washington School. 

Phyllis Galante, Beverlee Smith, 
and Edna Smith organized a read- 
ing workshop for the teachers in- 
cluding demonstrations using 
self-directing and self-correcting 
materials for drill purposes and 
use of tape recorders in the in- 
structional program in the form of 
phonics, dictionary activities and 
taped plays. Emphasis was placed 
on the development of the listen- 
ing skills. During the discussion 
period library study guides were 
explained and a general discussion 
covered these phases of the read- 
ing curriculum in the Winchester 
Public Schools. 

Teachers of grades 5, 6 and jun- 
ior high worked on the topic, bridg- 
ing the gap between elementary i 
school and junior high school. Prior 
to the workshop, visitations had 
been made by approximately 
twelve members of the staff to 
junior highs and elementary clas- 
ses. Through these visits the teach- 
ers were able to determine pupil 
commitment and involvement, 
type of grouping used, any observ- 
able goals and evidence of critical 
thinking skills. In presenting eight 
minute talks on their observations 
these teachers fostered discussions 
among the teachers in the work- 
shop concerning the better coordi- 
nation of the program in the two 
levels of elementary and junior 
high school by building on the 
strengths and eliminating any ex- 
isting weaknesses in preparing 
children to develop the requisite 
academic skills demanded at the 
junior high school level. 

Following distillation of these 
discussions the staff will be better 
able to determine the goals, where 
better coordination is needed, and 
where gaps exist. 

Department heads at the high 
school level lead workshops to de- 
vise a testing system which could 
evaluate achievement in all clas- 
ses in one subject area.

Dr. Chambers 
Aids Program 
At Washington 

Washington School children are 
benefiting from a six-week Read- 
ing Program conducted by Dr. 
John R. Chambers, director of the 
Reading Clinic at Boston Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Chambers, of Woodside Road, 
and his assistant Robert De- 
Lisle, supervise 11 teachers, who 
are now graduate students special- 
izing in preparation for careers as 
reading specialists, as they work 
with students. 

For four days per week the 
clinicians work in the classroom in 
cooperation with the classroom 
teacher for one hour per day. For 
the first three weeks they work 
with the lowest group in reading 
and the latter three weeks are 
spent in assisting the highest 
group. Another hour each day is 
spent in a clinic situation of highly 
individualized instruction with 65 
children who have reading prob- 
lems. 

Besides providing a workshop for 
these specialists, the program 
makes available intensive help in 
reading for the children in the 
school who most need it. In addition, 
the techniques and devices used by 
these graduate students will fur- 
nish the children with methods and 
materials which will be applicable 
to their present and future reading 
needs. 

In the knowledge of the value of 
this six-week clinic in reading to the 
students, Principal Miss Leonor 
Rich and the teachers at Washing- 
ton School have given this program 
their enthusiastic support and co- 
operation.

L. L Tryouts 
Start Saturday 

The first of the three try-out 
dates for Little League applicants 
will be held on Saturday, April 8. 
It is important to note that all 
boys who are not presently on a 
major league team must appear 
at two of the three try-out ses- 
sions. This means that a boy who 
was on a minor league club last 
season must allow the major league 
managers to see him in these ses- 
sions. He cannot choose to remain 
on the minor league club through 
his own volition. 

There are only a few simple 
rules to follow for Little League 
candidates. First, be certain of 
your precinct. Boys who live in 
Precincts 1, 3 and 5 are assigned 
to the American League and their 
try-out sessions will be held at 
West Side Field. Precincts 2, 4 and 
6 are National League entries and 
will try out at Ginn Field this year. 
All nine and ten year old boys 
will report to their designated fields 
at 9:00 a.m. to noon for each of 
the three sessions. The 11 and 12 
year-olds will report at 1 :30 p.m. 
This information is printed on the 
white slip that accompanied your 
application and it might be wise to 
refer to it to make certain of the 
time and place of your tryout. 

It is not necessary for the candi- 
date to bring any equipment to the 
field with the exception of his base- 
ball glove. Bats and balls and 
catcher’s equipment will be furnish- 
ed by the Little League and boys 
are advised against bringing their 
own bats or balls for they might 
get lost during the activity. 

Be on time for the try-out session 
in which you are going to partici- 
pate. If you are interested in 
playing Little League baseball you 
should be interested in getting to 
the field at the posted time. The 
Player Agent will assign a num- 
ber to each boy which will corres- 
pond to the candidate’s number on 
an identification sheet. When the 
session is finished, please remem- 
ber to return the number to the 
Player Agent. 

The second try-out session will 
be held on Sunday, April 9 and the 
same rules will prevail. The final 
session will take place on Saturday, 
April 15 and if it happens to rain 
on one of the three sessions there 
will be no substitute date. Therefore 
in the event of a rained out date, 
there will be only two try-outs so 
it might be a good idea to be pres- 
ent at as many sessions as possi- 
ble. 

For the first time the managers 
will select players for their teams 
through the “draft” system as op- 
posed to the “auction” system 
which was used until this year. 
Under the “draft” system, the 
manager whose team finished in 
last place in the previous year will 
have the first choice of any player 
who appeared in at least two of 
the three try-outs. The manager 
whose team finished second last 
has the second choice and so on 
up to the first place team manager. 

While the “draft” system of play- 
er selection will speed up the pro- 
cess of naming team members, it 
does put additional burdens on the 
team managers. Each manager will 
have to know the boy that he wants 
as he will have only “one shot” at 
the player. By the second round, 
the candidate might not be avail- 
able for a second guess. Under the 
old “auction” system, the managers 
would biu points for players and it 
was possible to sit back and watch 
how the other managers felt about 
a prospect. It was possible to jump 
on the band-wagon as the bidding 
progressed, or, by the same token, 
drop out of the bidding upon re- 
consideration. Such is not the case 
now. Once the die is cast the mana- 
ger has named one of his players 
and his roster is nearer to the 15- 
player limit. There will be no time 
for proscrastination or debate. 

Not only do the boys get a 
chance to see Little League at first 
hand in the try-outs, but this is a 
perfect time for the parents to 
come out and get acquainted. Every 
session can use all of Ure adult 
help that is available. Once the 
boys have bqen placed in age 
groups an adult can take over a 
smaller group and bat the ball to 
them or set them up in various 
situations so that the managers 
and coaches can see each boy in 
action. 

Parents can be invaluable aids 
at these sessions and it might be 
a chance to “ease” into Little 
League as a manager or a coach 
for one of the existing teams. 
There is still one minor league 
managerial spot open and there are 
always openings for coaches or 
general helpers at the practice ses- 
sions of the teams. All parents are 
invited to attend the try-outs and 
lending a hand will be a welcome 
gesture to all concerned. 

After the teams have been select- 
ed, the next big item on the agen- 
da is the fund raising Candy Sale 
that will begin on April 19 and 
run through May 1.

Look at the North-South hands 
(rotated for convenience), and you 
will say, “a good four spade bid; 
two missing Aces, and the King of 
spades on the wrong side; where 
is the interest in this one?” 

Well, as in all cases dealing with 
people and their individual judg- 
ments, there are variations. 

Of the ten times this hand was 
played, four pairs were in four 
spades, three making four and one 
five. (Someone must have under- 
led the Ace of diamonds, allowing 
South to discard his remaining two 
diamonds on the King and Queen 
of hearts, or with a club lead and 
some return other than a diamond, 
South can discard North’s diamonds 
on his clubs.) 

Now where were the other six 
pairs? In five spades. There is the 
temptation to try for slam, and 
once you find out your partner 
doesn’t have any Aces, you’re too 
high. Five of the six went down 
one for a minus fifty points, while 
one pair was helped to make five. 

At our table South bid one spade, 
North responded two spades, and 
South jumped to four spades. And 
we collected a poor score because 
Clara and Gale Wisbach wisely de- 
cided to grasp the bird in the hand 
rather than hunt something better 
in the bush. 

So the two top scores were the 
ones making five, courtesy of the 
defense, then the three pairs bid- 
ding and making four, tied for bot- 
tom were the five pairs down one 
at five spades. 

Moral: Don’t be discouraged at 
duplicate. There are always hands, 
and people, over whom you have no 
control. Relax and learn from them 
all.

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The Rotary Club contributed 
substantially to baoutifying the 
common through the leadership 
efforts of the late Alfred Elliott, 
he noted, and the Rotary Club is 
now trying to further beautify the 
Center area by making this park 
attractive too, with the coopera- 
tion of the Home and Garden 
Club, the Park Department and 
the Conservation Commission, he 
said. 

“The Rotary Club started its 
Annual Auction 16 years ago, led 
by the late Alfred Elliott,” Mr. 
Snow reported, “and since then 
the club has worked hard to make 
Winchester a better place to live, 
including giving over $110,000 
from the Auction to such local 
organizations as the Scholarship 
Fund, Hospital, Girl Scout Cabin, 
Girl and Boy Scouts, Little Lea- 
gue, Auxiliary Fire Department, 
and WHSR-FM. . .which is one 
of only five public school radio 
stations in the nation.” 

“In continuing to make Win- 
to help beautify it, the club wish- 
es to make the Elliott Park an 
Chester a better place to live, and 
attractive asset to the Town by 
putting m new walks, benches 
along the pond-side, planting 
trees and shrubs, and other im- 
provements,” Mr. Snow conclud- 
ed, “and the club would like to 
have the Town’s support in mak- 
ing this park land as beautiful as 
the Common now is.” 

Selectman Armstrong noted 
that the Board of Selectmen were 
in unanimous accord in strongly 
supporting the article. “This 
park is in a conspicuous place in 
the Center of Town,” he said, 
“and it could be a real good asset 
to the Town instead of the pres- 
ent liability.” It should be a cred- 
it to the lown, he continued, 
“and water will be the key factor 
if it is to survive and stay beauti- 
ful — so it needs the irrigation 
system.” 

Mrs. Gilpatric told the meeting 
that “tender loving care is not 
the only prerequisite of good 
park lands, they also need water.” 
“Take off your glasses of apa- 
thy,” she charged, “and take a 
good look at that spot by the 
First National Store,” for it 
needs improving and it must have 
an irrigation system to preserve 
any improvements. 

Park Commissioner Albert A. 
MacDonnell said the Park De- 
partment supported the article 
because “these undergound sys- 
tems are necessary, as we have 
learned from our experience at 
the Common.” 

Mr. Amico said the Finance 
Committee recommended unfav- 
orable action because it did not 
feel the Town was ready to take 
care of this property, and there 
was no reason why the Park 
Department, with its garage ac- 
ross the street, couldn’t hand 
water and care for the property. 

Malcolm Masters, chairman of 
the Conservation Commission, 
said that organization strongly 
supported the article. 

The Town Meeting voted to ap- 
propriate the $4,500 requested in 
a near unanimous vote. 

Article Thirty sought the 
Town’s authorization for the Pub- 
lic Library to accept a gift of 
$3,000 from an anonymous donor 
for an irrigation system there, 
and the Town Meeting voted its 
approval, with thanks, to the 
donor. 

SCHOOL GROUNDS 

Under Article 31 the School 
Committee sought $16,000 for re- 
furbishing the landscape and 
foundation planting at the Senior 
High School ($3,500), and Mystic 
($2,000), Lincoln ($2,000), Noon- 
an ($2,000), Parkhurst ($1,500), 
Washington ($2,500), and Wy- 
man ($2,000), Schools. 

Lawrence Beckley, School Com- 
mittee chairman, noted that ar- 
ticles on this measure had been 
turned down by two previous An- 
nual Town Meetings, but that the 
situation had gotten so deterior- 
ated at the schools that repres- 
entatives from many Town boards 
toured the schools last fall to see 
what could be done. 

“We did not have long-range 
plans in the previous requests 
that were turned down,” he said, 
“but this is now brought to you 
within the scope of long-range 
planning and for areas that will 
not be threatened with future ex- 
pansions so as not to be wasted.” 
The work would be contracted 
out privately, he noted, but would 
be under the supervision of the 
Park Department. 

A series of questions and state- 
ments followed, which indicated 
a general sentiment of dissatis- 
faction with the current condi- 
tion of school grounds, and where 
the responsibility lay. 

Mr. Amico asked who would 
maintain these shrubs at the 
schools, implying that if previous 
history were repeated they would 
go uncared for and deteriorate. 
Mr. Beckley replied the school 
custodians would care for thpni; 
whereupon Mr. Amico said the 
Finance Committee would recom- 
mend favorable action, “for a $3 
million educational plant such us 


we have should not be allowed 
(or have been allowed) to deter- 
iorate.” 

Member Paul D. Garrity asked 
why the Vinson-Owen School was 
not included for new landscaping, 
and Mr. Beckley answered that 
of all the schools this was the 
most recent and in least need of 
refurbishing — “in fact,” he said, 
“Vinson-Owen might even be de- 
scribed as over-planted now be- 
cause the shrubs have grown ex- 
tensively.” Mr. Garrity pursued 
with a question about bettering 
the condition of the swampy mid- 
dle section of the playground; but 
there were no present plans to do 
any work at the playground, Mr. 
Beckley stated. 

Member Otto E. Schaefer, Jr., 
told the assembly that he had 
personally toured the various 
school grounds during the sum- 
mer and fall months because he 
could see by driving by them they 
were in poor shape, and he “was 
appalled at the condition of the 
grounds.” The grass grew over a 
foot taller than the shrubbery, 
he asserted. 

“There is no question about the 
need for restoring these grounds,” 
he noted, “but I do question 
whether there is a realistic long- 
range planning program involv- 
ed.” “I’d like to be assured,” he 
argued, “that the custodian forces 
will be enlarged or their duties 
revised to include this task so 
there is a realistic program to 
care for them once planted — 
otherwise you can spend $116,000 
instead of $16,000 in plantings 
and if there is no one to care for 
them they’ll look as bad next year 
as they do now.” 

Mr. Beckley responded by say- 
ing the custodians would care for 
the small lawn areas and plant- 
ings along the sides of the build- 
ings and walkways, and the Park 
Department would care for the 
rest. 

Mr. MacDonnell rose to defend 
the Park Department’s work, say- 
ing it had been given the care 
and control of the school grounds 
three years ago as another job to 
do — it had not asked to have the 
job — and “we inherited rock 
piles, sludge pits, and unkept 
shrubs.” 

“And yet we inherited no mon- 
eys from the Town Meeting with 
which to do this job, and formal 
requests for funds to refurbish 
these grounds by the Park De- 
partment were turned down by 
the Town Meeting,” he charged. 
He reminded that last year the 
Park Department sought $20,000 
to refurbish Wyman School 
grounds, and it was voted down 
because the Planning Board in- 
timated there might be future 
expansion of Wyman that would 
obviate the spending of this mon- 
ey. The previous year a school 
grounds study committee had rec- 
ommended tackling three schools 
a year until their appearances 
were all brought up to snuff, and 
that was turned down. 

Member Robert M. Winn also 
told the Town Meeting that every 
time the Park Department had 
come to it for money to “do its job 
at the school grounds the vote 
was no; “and it’s the big spenders 
here on other budgets and pro- 
grams that are voting no.” 

Another Town Meeting Mem- 
ber rose to argue that the Town 
would be wasting its money to 
upgrade the school properties 
“until the kids are taught to re- 
spect property.” This was one of 
the causes of the deterioration of 
the school grounds, he noted, with 
youngsters walking unmindfully 
over the seeded grass and shrubs 
instead of on the walkways. 
“Why,” he asked, “is there now a 
chain link fence running from 
Wyman School building down the 
walkway to the street — It’s dis- 
graceful!” 

On the vote for an appropria- 
tion of $16,000 for school grounds 
restorations, 95 voted in the af- 
firmative, 69 negative, thereby 
passing the measure. 

PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT 

Article Thirty-Two, submitted 
by housewife Ann M. Smith and 
a petition bearing the signatures 
of a group of housewives, sought 
$4,500 for the purchasing of some 
basic playground equipment for 
Leonard, Ginn and West Side 
Playgrounds. 

Mrs. Whitney Smith, Jr., ad- 
dressed the assembly on the issue, 
and showed several alides illus- 
trating her points. One slide 
showed a local playground scene, 
and she noted that all over town 
playground space is barren of 
equipment for unorganized play 
for the younger children, there 
is only open fields for team and 
organized sports for the older 
children. 

There would be safety and at- 
tractiveness inherent in the 
equipment suggested acquired, 
with consultation with the Rec- 
reation Director and Committee, 
she said, such things as a jungle 
gym and pipe bars for climbers, 
wide diameter pipes for crawling 
through, slides, etc. 

She estimated the cost at 
$1,100 for basic equipment at 
each of the three playgrounds 
noted, which would be the begin- 
ning of a program eventually 
reaching all the playgrounds and 
covering more equipment. 

The Town Meeting enthusias- 
tically applauded Mrs. Smith’s 
capable handling of u comprehen- 
sive and persuasive presentation. 

J. Joseph Tansey suggested 
that if equipment were being ad- 
ded at the other playgrounds, he 
wanted to see them put at Lur- 


ing too, “probably the most ac- 
tive playground.” 

One Town Meeting Member 
rose and said he would have no 
objections to having playground 
equipment added to the play- 
grounds for the tots “so long as 
it didn’t interfere with Little Lea- 
gue games.” 

Mr. Amico said the Finance 
Committee was opposed to the 
article because the Recreation 
Committee and no group or in- 
dividual would be responsible for 
supervising the use of the equip- 
ment. 

Selectman Armstrong noted 
“there are many playgrounds here 
in Winchester and we are fortun- 
ate in having them, but having 
them the Town should utilize 
them to their fullest.” 

“A small expenditure here 
would give pleasure to many and 
offer the use of the playgrounds 
to younger children,” he said. 
“We’d hope to see this eventually 
expanded to include all the play- 
grounds — we’ve got the play- 
grounds, for gosh sakes let’s use 
them,” he added. 

Recreation Director Donald L. 
Spinney was asked to speak to 
the assembly. Mr. Spinney noted 
that he had grown up in a town 
not much larger than Winchester 
which had several playgrounds 
and a lot of playground equip- 
ment, including swings, volley- 
ball areas, shuffleboard courts, 
etc. “I look at the playgrounds 
here and I see they are completely 
barren,” he said comparatively. 
“You can't really expect the many 
mothers of the town just to push 
their children around in carriages 
all day,” he added on a note of 
ironic humor. 

Member David J. Ashton point- 
ed out that this kind of play 
equipment by its very nature 
doesn’t need constant supervision, 
in answer to the Finance Com- 
mittee’s objection, “and there 
needs to be some place in Town 
for the younger children to play.” 

Former Selectman John F. Sex- 
ton stated that the Recreation 
Committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber, wholeheartedly stood behind 
the proposal for playground 
equipment. 

The Town Meeting then voted 
its approval of the article. 

WINTER POND 

Article Thirty-Three sought 
funds for the dredging, cleaning 
and improving of Winter Pond. 
This was moved to indefinite 
postponement and so voted. 

ABERJONA RIVER 

Article Thirty-Four sought to 
establish an Aberjona Watershed 
Committee for the purpose of in- 
vestigating and studying the 
problems related to the Aberjona 
River, especially water and air 
pollution, with an appropriation 
of $12,000, of which $10,000 qould 
be used for technical biological 
and hydrological studies, and 
$2,000 for any action or preven- 
tive pollution program that 
might arise in connection with 
handling any problems until the 
next Town Meeting. 

David Turnquist, a member of 
the Conservation Commission, de- 
scribed the present state of the 


Aberjona River as “pollu eel, in 
poor condition, and with a sei h*us 
low river flow.” 

He noted the Board of Health 
received over 150 complaints of 
odors from the river last summer, 
and another burden of complaints 
the summer before. He indicated 
there was no federal or state aid 
in . sight for studying this river- 
way problem, “so if there isn’t to 
be any action on this by the Town 
of Winchester it may be as J;,ng 
as another four years before rny- 
thing is done toward allev’iting 
the pollution problems.” 

The riverway is an asset to the 
Town that has not reall; been 
developed, he added in arguing 
the need for such a study com- 
mittee. 

Leroy Long asked whether uch 
a committee would interfere with 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee’s plans for the new high 
school area on Shore Road Field 
by the Aberjona, and Mr. Turn- 
quist said no, he expected it 
would be able to assist the PBC 
in its work. 

Park Commissioner MacDonnell 
said the Park Department favor- 
ed the article’s passage. 

Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr., 
chairman oi the Board of Health, 
showed several slides showing the 
amount of weed growth and trash 
disposal currently in the river to 
emphasize the seriousness of the 
problem. 

In rapid succession the Plan- 
ning Board, Finance Committee, 
Conservation Commission and 
Board of Selectmen indicated 
their support of the article, and 
the Town Meeting voted in favor 
of it. 

Article Thirty-Five sought the 
Town’s permission to allow the 
Conservation Commission to seek 
and obtain federal or state funds 
in developing conservation lands. 
Mr. Masters pointed out passage 
of this article was necessary to 
authorize the Commission’s get- 
ting financial assistance in its 
projects to conserve lands for 
conservation in Winchester, and 
the Town Meeting voted its ap- 
proval. 

CONSERVATION FUNDS 

Article Thirty-Six, sought 
$2,000 for Conservation Commis- 
sion expenses. 

Mr. Masters explained the com- 
mission’s present thinking to es- 
tablish two green belts in Town, 
by Smith Pond from the Lex- 
ington line to the Winchester Es- 
tates following the brook; and 
along the Aberjo.ia River. A third 
is under consideration, he noted, 
but was not mentioned until after 
the resolution of the high school 
site issue, and this was the Tur- 
key Ridge site up to the Woburn 
line. 

“It takes a $30,000 home to 
pay its own way in Winchester,” 
Mr. Masters informed the assem- 
bly, and for this reason, he urged, 
the necessity of acquiring land 
for conservation purposes in Win- 
chester is immediate. 

The Town Meeting voted to 
pass the article. 

CONSERVATION PURCHASES 

Article Thirty-Seven sought 
$10,000 for the Conservation 


Commission to use, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen, 
for the purpose of acquiring op- 
tions to purchase land for con- 
servation uses. 

Kendall H. Spencer, a commis- 
sion member, noted that the in- 
tent and effect of the article 
would be to permit the commis- 
sion to get options to buy lands 
it deems necessary for conser- 
vation, but would not in any way 
be binding on a purchase. 

“Open space is needed in Win- 
chester to keep valuations up,” 
he said in referring to Mr. Mas- 
ters earlier point of a $30,000 
property paying its own way in 
schools and services. 

“Let’s, when we look back 
upon this time many years hence, 
be known as the enlightened ones 
who lived up to our responsibili- 
ties in this area of preserving 
open spaces,” he said strongly. 

“We must have a meaningful 
conservation program,” he as- 
serted, “and it’s now or never.” 

Mrs. Whitman rose to say the 
Fortnightly Club endorsed the ar- 
ticle. 

Mr. Amico said the Finance 
Committee was not against con- 
servation, but it opposed the ar- 
ticle because it did not like to 
see another budget or fund es- 
tablished. “There are moneys 
available in the Reserve Fund for 
options if needed,” he stated. 

Planning Board member George 
B. Redding noted that board’s 
support of the article, and added 
“the Conservation Commission 
badly needs this flexibility in 
seeking conservation lands to pre- 
serve — they’re doing an excellent 
job, and the Planning Board feels 
it is very urgent to do something 
in this area now,” he said. 

The Board of Selectmen went 
on record as opposing the article. 

Mr. Schaefer questioned the le- 
gal difference between Articles 
Twenty-Three, similar but ruled 
illegal by Town Counsel Leon- 
ard C. Mullen, and Article Thirty- 
Seven. Mr. Redding replied that 
the first article was a general 
one, but that this one was specifi- 
cally allowed by statute. 

George J. Barbaro urged that 
the assembly heed the advice of 
the Selectmen and Finance Com- 
mittee and turn down the request 
for $10,000, “which could lead to 
obligating the Town to make a 
$100,000 purchase the Town 
Meeting wouldn’t otherwise want 
to become involved in.” 

Member Barbara S. Hankins 
noted that the local League of 
Women Voters strongly support- 
ed this article. “We feel there are 
proper and sufficient safeguards,” 
she said, “and too often desirable 
lands are sold before the Town 
could move to preserve them for 
its uses.” 

“The Conservation Commission 
says we don’t have years, but 
maybe only months, or less to 
act in this area,” Mr. Schaefer 
said. The Finance Committee 
says it can act fast on this mea- 
sure if they need to — “but not as 
fast as the commission,” Mr. 
Schaefer noted, “and if you’re 
going to hamper the commission’s 
ability to start negotiations with- 
out even option money to reach 
agreements on holding lands, you 
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might as well forget trying to 
preserve any more lands in Win- 
chester.” 

Mr. Ashton questioned whether 
not having option money in the 
past ye; r had hindered the com- 
mission, and Mr. Masters replied 
that in fact it had not, but one 
reason was that the commission 
was completing its policy studies 
and was not in a position to move 
then. 

Mi. Saltmarsh queried whether 
the Finance Committee legally 
could take money out of its Re- 
serve Fund for land options 
Town Counsel Mullen said he 
thought it was legal from the 
point of view of “unforeseen,” 
“emergency,” or as “in the 
Town’s best interests” within the 
Reserve Fund’s scope of function- 
ing.

State Department Seeks 
Civilian Aides For Vietnam 


A week-long campaign to enlist 
men and women for civilian posts 
in Vietnam will be conducted in 
this area beginning Monday, April 
10 by the U.S. Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (AID), a unit 
of the Department of State. 

Applications for a wide range of 
positions will be expected to tele- 
phone for an interview on a spe- 
cial number in Boston, 223-7270. 
Collect calls will be accepted. A 
temporary recruitment headquart- 
ers will be opened in the U.S. Post 
Office and Court House, Milk and 
Congress Streets, where candidates 
will be interviewed up to Saturday 
afternoon, April 15. 

William A. Platt, public affairs 
chief for the Far East, said that 
recruitment is being stepped up 
throughout the United States be- 
cause the shortage of civilian skills 
in Vietnam has reached critical 
proportions. He added that a lack 
of civilian specialists is hampering 
the civil action programs in a num- 
ber of Vietnam provinces. 

U.S. civilian forces in Vietnam 
now number 1,300. The figure will 
need to be doubled by the end of 
this year, Platt asserted. 

Platt said that several top U.S. 
civilian advisors will be flown in 
from Vietnam to meet with com- 
munity groups and make personal 
appearances in behalf of the re- 
cruitment drive. In addition, they 
will help seek out candidates here 
with qualifications in the following 
job catagories: 

Area development officers, public 
administration advisors, provincial 
agriculture advisors, auditors, econ- 
omists, teacher education advisors, 
vocational education advisors, regi- 
stered nurses, health education ad-

visors, public safety advisors, agri- 
culture specialists, medical labora- 
tory technicians, supply specialists 
civil engineers, and secretaries. 

Secretaries will be sought not 
only for Vietnam but for other 
Far East countries, while auditors 
and public safety advisors will be 
interviewed for positions world 
wide. 

Candidates must be United 
States citizens at least 5 years, it 
was pointed out. They must be will- 
ing to be separated from their fam 
ilies for at least 18 months, and 
may be assigned to remote and 
possibly hazardous areas of Viet 
nam. 

Salaries will range from $5,000 
to $18,000 a year, depending on the 
position and qualifications for the 
job. Up to a 25 percent hardship 
bonus will be added to the basic 
salary, along with housing allow 
ance, medical care, and other bene- 
fits. 

Referring to the shortage of 
civilian skills in Vietnam, Platt 
described the civil aid program in 
that country as a “shirt-sleeves 
war that is just as vital as the 
military action.” He added: 

“The effort to bring a better life 
to the unhappy people of Vietnam 
must go on long after hostilities 
have ended. However, our immedi- 
ate goal is to help the Vietnamese 
resist aggression and to build the 
peace. This means working side by 
side with the people, helping them 
to build schools, hospitals, roads, 
and housing; helping them to be- 
come better farmers, nurses, teach- 
ers.” 

He noted that AID represent- 
atives are stationed in each of the 
43 mainland provinces of Vietnam. 
They oversee the use of AID funds 
and commodities, plan and execute 
projects and programs, and coun- 
sel province chiefs on all aspects 
of the counter-insurgency program.

A U.S. Air Force air freight 
specialist is a member of an airlift 
wing cited for setting an unofficial 
world’s record for low-altitude air- 
drops by C-141 Lockheed Starlifter 
aircraft. 

Airman Second Class Gary P 
Stein, son of O. B. Stein of 1C 
Royalston Avenue, supported the 
437th Military Airlift Wing at 
Charleston AFB, S. C., in its re 
cent airdrop of 34 tons of cargo. 

The payload, a string of 28 load 
ed pallets connected by cables, was 
paradropped from a 500-foot alti 
tude at 160 miles per hour. The 
cargo hit a 120-foot square bulls 
eye on the Starlifter’s initial flight 
over the target zone.

A record of substantial achieve- 
ment and an optimistic view of 
the possibilities of further legis- 
lative reforms were stressed by 
Representative Michael S. Dukakis 
of Brookline in a recent Winches- 
ter speaking engagement. 

Addressing the annual Legisla- 
tive Luncheon of the League of 
Women Voters of Winchester, Rep. 
Dukakis pointed to the four-year 
gubernatorial term, increased em- 
phasis on Home Rule, expanded 
use of Joint Legislative Commit- 
tees and one-man one-vote reap- 
portionment as having made sig- 
nificant contributions to legislative 
competence and efficiency on Bea- 
con Hill. He spoke with pride also, 
of the General Court’s recent legis- 
lative record including such mea- 
sures as The Mass. Transportation 
Bill, the Truth-in-Lending Bill, 
Willis-Harrington Education Bill, 
Racial Imbalance Law and the for- 
mation of the Commonwealth Ser- 
vice Corps. 

The most conspicuous shortcom- 
ings currently inhibiting further 
growth and progress include the 
need for Civil Service reform, in- 
cluding a modification of Veterans 
Preference, the lack of professional 
staff support for the legislators 
and the unnecessary duplication of 
the bicameral system, according to 
Rep. Dukakis. 

Although significant progress 
has been made to date, Mr. Duka- 
kis feels that only a Constitutional 
Convention can effectively attack 
some of the more difficult remain- 
ing problems, particularly those 
associated with the size and com- 
position of the legislature. 

He cautioned that the indispen- 
sable ingredient to make even an 
improved structure of government 
work is an effective, able and im- 
aginative leadership. Both political 
parties must find outstanding can- 
didates to run for public offices. 

Rep. Dukakis was introduced by 
Mrs. Robert Meisel, luncheon chair- 
man. Mrs. William F. Meader is 
chairman of the League’s sponsor- 
ing Legislation Committee.

Theme of the meeting will be 
“What Is Wrong With Our Chil- 
dren’s Screen Entertainment?” 
Keynote statements will be made 
by four speakers: Dr. Ralph Garry, 
School of Education, Boston Uni- 
versity; Mr. Morton Schindel, pro- 
ducer of children’s films; Professor 
Anthony Hodgkinson, head of the 
Film Department, School of Public 
Communication, Boston University 
and Mr. Gaspar Jako, president, 
The North East Film Center for 
Children, and director, Children’s 
Cinema of Boston. 

All interested in the subject and 
in helping improve the situation 
for our children are invited to at- 
tend. There will be a registration 
fee. 

The North East Film Center for 
Children was founded last year 
with the idea of “encouraging, in 
every possible way, the provision 
of suitable film entertainment for 
children and young people — either 
through films especially made for 
them, or by films suitable for 
them.” 

The United Sates is laggard in 
the race towards providing its 
youngest members with suitable 
film fare. The major film festivals 
in Venice, Cannes, Locarno, Van- 
couver, and Montreal, all have 
children’s selections. The Chil- 
dren’s Film Foundation (a British 
organization producing quality 
films for children) contributes its 
priduct to many film festivals. In 
Europe and Asia not only are films 
produced for children, but special 
emphasis is placed upon presenta- 
tions designed for young audiences.

Students Strong On Urgent Need For A Place To 
Fighting Latent Negative Attitude Of Some Adults 


Go’ To Be Free, Relax, For Fun 
Who Fear ‘ Responsibility ’ Factor 



One Place to Go Mentioned, 
Former Bowling Alleys Over Converse 


A young, newly organized political inter- 
est action group is gaining rapid headway 
in Winchester; and on every front in which 
it has begun to move forward, combining 
forthright zeal and unabashed claims to re- 
sponsibility, it has been gathering support 
and effective enthusiasm. 

Officially, it has not as yet tagged it- 
self with a name; neither has it yet reach- 
ed the degree of internal organization as to 
have leadership powers settled among the 
mounting number of interested individuals 
or vested in a heirarehical structure of 
command. But, what unt il now has been lack- 
ing in defined directorship, has been suffi- 
ciently compensated for by a unanimity of 
agreement directed toward a common goal. 

Since it has no real name, we shall call 
this group the “A Place to Go Committee,” 
and its membership simply “the students.” 
Lest anyone underestimate the determin- 
ation and drive behind the A Place To Go- 
ers, Town Recreation Director Donald I.. 
Spinney describes them this way: “They’re 
serious; and they really want, a place to go.” 
Recreation Director Spinney points out 
that the A Place To Go-ers have a valid 
argument in their search for something: 
“There are over 5,001) youngsters in the 
schools between Kindergarten and Twelfth 
Grades — one-fourth of the Town’s popula- 
tion — with no real place to go.” 


“Whenever they congregate in a group 
just to talk, even, al! they hear is ‘move 
on*; but really, where to?” Mr. Spinney ask- 
ed. 

Parents, merchants, school and local gov- 
ernment leaders also have asked that ques- 
tion in the past, and no answer has pre- 
sented itself. 

In seeing what they considered as opp<r- 
sition of apathy, those against change, and 
those that do not think the students will ac- 
cept the responsibility, the students, also 
realizing that nothing has been done to- 
ward finding A Place To Go for High School 
students and probably wouldn’t under the 
principle of inertia which prescribes that 
stationary matters tend to stay stationary, 
in recent months began discussing the is- 
sue seriously. 

Now, it is a serious issue at the High 
School; and the students are carrying it 
into the community: to parents, to church 
clergy, to merchants, to school and govern- 
ment officials, and to local civic and service 
clubs and organizations. 

The message: I he students need a place 
to go. 

And it is being heard — listened to atten- 
tively, not just heard and forgotten. 

And people are agreeing — not merely to 
the principle, but also to the idea of sup- 


porting and aiding progress toward getting 
A Place To Go. 

The students don’t want a portion of a 
school set aside — it wouldn’t work, they 
say. Why? As one student puts it: “A 
school would require a faculty supervisor, 
be too school orientated, and have too much 
of a school atmosphere whereas we are in 
the schools enough during the week.” 

A few days ago Police Officer Richard 
Beaton transported a group of interested 
senior students up to North Reading to see 
the “Drop-In Center” that community has 
and to observe how it is operated and how 
successful it is. “You should see that place,” 
Officer Beaton comments, “it’s really some- 
thing — and something that we need right 
here in Winchester.” Officer Beaton’s in- 
terest in the matter? As Juvenile Officer of 
the Police Department, he knows what hav- 
ing a place to go can mean for youths, and 
also, what it can mean for the community 
in alleviating some of the problems young- 
sters get into if they don’t have something 
to do or some place to go. 

“We need some place where we won’t get 
thrown out,” one student commented this 
week. 

“It would he great if it is student run — 
and it would be run right, too,” another stu- 
dent says. 

A Place To Go is needed. 

And why not? 



Space Offers Much Potential,

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School Committee 
Adopts I* Um C 

In Redistricting 

The School Committee on Tuesday evening voted to adopt 
the School Administration’s so-called “Plan C” redistribution 
formula for the red i striding of elementary school pupils next 
September. The School Committee’s action followed a public 
hearing earlier in the evening at McCall School. 


The School Committee also vot- 
ed to study further the imple- 
mentation of “Plan C” to see how 
it can be made a still better plan 
educationally and for the safety 
of the children. 

“Plan C” incorporates redis- 
tricting in order to form a Tufts 
Road School district, necessitated 
by the September opening of the 
new $1.4 million elementary 
school, now nearing completion, 
and which has been the subject 
of much controversy among pa- 
rents and the cause of several 
meetings between the School Com- 
mittee and various parents 
groups. 

The “Plan C” formula does not 
alter the present Wyman-Park- 
hurst boundary of Cambridge 
Street — the bone of much conten- 
tion by Wyman parents when an- 
other plan would have youngsters 
crossing the heavily travelled 
Route 3 several times a day and 
at bad rush hours. 

At Tuesday night’s hearing the 
School Committee heard plans and 
proposals from parents in the 
group of over 125 which attended. 
Police Chief Joseph J. Derro 
spoke on safety measures to be 
instituted in the implementation 
of any redistricting plan. 

Land Of Lincoln' 
Calls Wagenknecht 
To A New Library 

Winchester’s Head Librarian, 
Robert E. Wagenknecht, has ac- 
cepted a position as head of the 
Lincoln Library in Springfield, 
Illinois, and will be leaving the 
local public library on May 20, 
according to an announcement 
this week. 

The capable 31-year-old Librar- 
ian came to Winchester in the 
fall of 1903 and saw the Public 
Library through the development 
of plans and recently completed 
$400,000 building addition pro- 
gram. 

A resident of 12 Charles Road, 
he holds a bachelor’s degree from 
Harvard and a masters in library 
science from Simmons College. 

At the Lincoln Public Library 
in the “Land of Lincoln” at 
Springfield, Illinois, a city of 
85,000 people, Mr. Wagenknecht 
will take charge of a one million 
circulation Carnegie-built library 
with three branch libraries, a 
staff of 75 persons and a budget 
of over $500,000. There he will 
also be Head Librarian during an 
extensive building construction 
program.

Rev. Dwight Cart 
Leaves Ministry 
At End of Year 


The Rev. Dwight L. Cart this 
week presented his resignation as 
minister of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Winchester, to 
become effective at the end of the 
year, on December 31, 1967, af- 
ter completing 40 years in the 
ministry and fifteen years as 
senior minister at this parish. 

In a letter sent to the entire 
congregation announcing this ac- 
tion, Rev. Cart noted this com- 
ment on the state of affairs at the 
church: “The faith and commit- 
ment of the people of this church 
are seen in every aspect of its 
life and in its widening areas of 
service. 

“In an era challenged by doubt 
and secularism and disrupted by 
war, we have attempted to move 
forward with faith and commit- 
ment, serving youth and age and 
those less fortunate. 

“In this span t>f fifteen years 
1858 new members have been re- 
ceived and more than $300,000 
has been given toward benevo- 
lences. Every area of the church 
plant, outside as well as inside 
has been improved, remodelled or 
restored. The outstanding new im- 
provements are basically complet- 
ed and paid for without indebt- 
edness.” 

Dr. Dwight L. Cart spent his 
boyhood days in Iowa. He attend- 
ed Simpson College in Indianola, 
Iowa, and was graduated in 1926. 
He then came East and went to 
Boston University’s School of 
Theology, from which he gradu- 
ated in 1929 with the degree of 
Bachelor of Sacred Theology. 

While doing full senior work at 
the Seminary, he commuted be- 
tween Boston and Haverhill where 
he carried out a . busy church 
schedule at the West Congrega- 
tional Church.

If you see “flying ants” buzzing 
about during the early spring 
days — beware.

Motorists Urged 
To Contact Solons 


The key to a new and fair auto 
insurance system in Massachusetts 
is in the hands of the motoring 
public, the Automobile Legal As- 
sociation (ALA) said today. 

Philip C. Wallwork, ALA execu 
tive director, urged all Bay State 
car owners to write or telephone 
their views on auto insurance to 
their state legislators. 

“The voice of the motoring public 
will play a major role in how the 
legislators vote on the various pro- 
posals concerning the state’s auto 
insurance system,” Wallwork said 
“For years the state’s motorists 
have displayed a defeatist attitude 
regarding the insurance situation 
raising their voices only when rate 
increases were announced,” he said 
“This year there is strong senti 
ment to replace the unfair, anti 
quated compulsory system, but the 
legislators will need a gentle push 
by the motoring public. 

“If every motorist would take 
just a few minutes to contact his 
legislator and give his views, the 
Bay State should have a new anti 
fairer auto insurance system in 
1968,” the ALA official said. 

The Joint Legislative Committee 
on Insurance will begin a two-day 
public hearing on auto insurance 
proposals at the State House on 
Tuesday, March 28.

If you've ever suffered the experience of not

Is Paris Burning? 


The number of affronts suffered by the Ameri- 
can Government — and indirectly but just as whol- 
ly by the American people — from the French tk>v- 
ernment and to some degree by the French people 
for some time, and without any apparent mur- 
mur of significant protest from this side of the 
Atlantic, has rankled many good Americans. 

Last week’s Parissiene special egg-throwing 
treatment of visiting Vice President Humphrey, 
the unprovoked attack on two U.S. Marines, and 
the burning of our Flag over there, appalled many 
Americans, and must have been especially sicken- 
ing to those who served in the liberation of France 
campaign during World War 11. 

In Boston this week, home of where the British 


were once taught the value of tea, a few well- 
dressed citizens visited the French Consulate on 
Commonwealth Avenue and protested the burn- 
ing of the American Flag in Paris by retaliating 
with the burning of the French Flag. 

Certainly one cannot wholly condone political 
expression through such extreme action ; and yet, 
how perfectly appropriate it seems, in this case. 
Once in a while, it seems appropriate that some 
citizens show a degree of patriotism, even if it 
must be in this fashion. 

Although Hitler’s army failed to set Paris to 
•the torch; we wonder now if maybe proud Paris 
isn’t just burning a little? 


Continent: 


UMT Fairest Answer 


For many months the Selective Service's draft 
formula for the military services has been the 
center of a great deal of controversy, with much , 
and warranted, expressed dissatisfaction with the 
present system. 

The existing system evolved out of wartime 
necessity, and has only been altered somewhat 
for peacetime and small war conflicts. Basically, 
it takes a high percentage of the physically and 
mentally fit youth away from the society which 
reared it to stand in defense of its interests, and 
leaves behind many in the society who otherwise 
could serve militarily in some fashion. The sys- 
tem is only fair in that generally it is not pre- 
judiced according to economic, social or racial 
backgrounds — only “ against ” those who happen 
to be of sound health and mind. Philosophically, 
some make a good case about the disadvantages 
to a society in taking many of its healthiest and 
capable male members off to war with the ensuing 
deaths and maimings that naturally occur on the 
battlefield, which . after a number of years, would 
deplete the supply of healthy males in the society 
significantly . 

In defense of the Selective Service point of 
view ; some do have to save, and obviously they 
have to be physically fit to endure the hardships 
of military exercises, they have to be intelligent 
enough to understand military maneuvers, and 
they have to be emotionally stable enough to ad- 
here to military discipline under the stresses and 
strains of war cones. Their answer is that they 
are selecting a percentage of those who qualify 
to serve. 

Many Americans disagree with the system, 
however, and for justifiable cause it would seem, 
because it is not fair to all the young men involv- 
ed at that age. 


An alternative plan often suggested to replace 
the Selective Service's exams, is a lottery plan. 
While sounding attractive with the adage “one 
takes his chances ” under a total system of chance, 
it would merely be exchanging a formula based 
on exams for chance, and little would be accom- 
plished in the interests of fairness or in the coun- 
try's interests. 

Another alternative put forward has been the 
idea of making the pay scales better in the sen ie- 
es to attract career soldiers. It sounds interesting, 
but practically speaking it would not work well 
enough, for soldiering motivated for mercenary 
reasons would result in little better than a soldiers 
of fortune army — and few would really want that 
to replace our present approach to professional 
military service ( even for short-term recruits). 

Xo, the abiding answer that would eventually 
be best for the nation and all its concerned young 
male members, would be the development of a 
satisfactory universal military training system. 

Switzerland has had such a system for many 
years, and it seems to work out fairly well. livery 
man serves for a few years minimum in some 
military capacity. If a man is not suited to bear 
arms on the battlefield, he may be suited to serve 
as a medical aide, a cook, a signal corps man, a 
mechanic, or a clerk — but in some way. 

A refined universal military training system 
might even include such pursuits as the Peace 
Corps, Vista and other such programs as equiva- 
lent service. 

In the nation's interests , and in its people's in- 
terest in fairness, this is the best workable an- 
swer to the long-standing problem of recruitment 
for military and other national interest sendee.

Residents of 'Middlesex County have been buying new cars 
at a record rate in the last few years, a national survey shows. 

Bearing witness to this fact are the number of snappy, late- 
: model cars to be seen on local roads and the disappearance of many 
vintage models, 


As a result, car ownership lo- 
cally is at a high level. So is the 
proportion of families with two 
or more cars in their driveways. 

The details are reported in a 
consumer market study released 
by the Standard Rate and Data 
Service. It covers every part of 
the country. 

The size of Middlesex County’s 
auto population is indicated by 
the figures, which show, as of the 
beginning of this year, a ratio of 
I 118 cars for every 100 local fam- 
. ilies. 

It is a larger proportion than 
was found in 1963, when the av- 
L | erage was 108 per 100 families. 

The steady growth in car own- 
ership reflects the economic gains 
| chalked up in 'the last few years, 
locally and in most other areas, 
and the attendant rise in living 
\ standards that these gains have 
1 made possible. 

In Middlesex County, the net 
! effect of the automobile boom has 
■ been an increase of 9.5 percent 
in passenger car registrations 
1; since 1963. 


The general upsurge in auto- 
mobile sales is attributed chiefly, 
in a study made by the Chase 
Manhatten Bank to multiple car 
families. 

At the present time, more than 
eleven million families in the 
United States, nearly one out of 
every five, own more than one 

car. 

The sharp increase in the num- 
ber of car-hungry teen-agers is 
cited as one reason for the in- 
crease. In addition, there is the 
fact that a greater number of 
people are living in suburban 
areas where the car is more of a 
necessity than in the central 
cities. 

Altogether, the automobile has 
had a dynamic effect on the econ- 
omy as a whole since 1963. The 
amounts spent for their purchase 
and their maintenance are huge. 

In Middlesex County, the ex- 
penditure in the past year in lo- 
cal service stations alone, for gas, 
oil, repairs and parts added up to 
$112,249,000, SRDS reports.

More Cigarette 
Smoking Now 




What changes have Winchester 
and other Middlesex County resi- 
dents made in their smoking hab- 
its since the government ordered 
cigarette manufacturers to put 
warning labels on each package? 

Practically none, according to 
the latest statistics on cigarette 
smoking in the area. 

The warning, which reads: 
:! “Caution: cigarette smoking may 
] be hazardous to your health,” has 
j been almost completely ignored. 
1 Many people, in fact, have never 
noticed that there is such a state- 
ment on their cigarette packages. 

Figures released by the Federal 
; Trade Commission, tin* Tobacco 
1 Tax Council and others indicate 
; how ineffective it has been. They 
1 show that cigarette sales in the 
] United States rose 2.9 per cent 
: in the past year despite all ef- 
forts to induce people to stop 
smoking. 


In Middlesex County, most peo- 
ple are smoking more than they 
did five or ten years ago, the re- 
ports show. Estimates place the 
total amount of cigarettes con- 
sumed in the local area in 1966 
at 172,607,000 packs. 

This was at the rate of 211 
packs per capita for the local 
population over age 18. 


By way ot* comparison, smok- 
ing was at the rate of 215 packs 
per person nationally, based on 
•the over-18 population, and 259 
per person in the New England 
States. 


And people are going to smoke 
more and more, despite all the 
health warnings, until we take a 
new approach to the problem, 
says a University of Michigan 
professor, Ross .). Wilhelm. 

“It is time,” he declares, “that 
the government stop wasting our 
money and personnel on ineffec- 
tive measures designed to reduce 
smoking. 

“It is time that it use some ot* 
the huge amounts of money go- 
ing into research toward finding 
out what, if any, are the harmful 
ingredients in cigarettes ami how 
to remove them effectively, while 
still retaining the flavor <>f the 
cigarettes.”

Up At Mid-Decade 

Now that the midpoint of the decade has been passed, the 
question arises: How much progress did residents of Middlesex 
County make, economically and otherwise, in the first half of 
the ’60s? 

What has the local growth rate been, compared to that in 
other communities? 


The inventory-taking is sug- 
gested by a recent Department of 
Commerce report entitled: “Amer- 
icans at Mid-Decade,” which takes 
stock of such changes on a nation- 
al and regional basis. 

It finds that some sections of 
the country have been growing 
much faster than other sections, 
that farm populations continue 
to drop, that school enrollments 
have risen enormously and that 
the economy as a whole is far 
ahead of where it was in 1960. 

These are the overall national 
findings. They represent the sum 
total of the changes that have 
taken place in all the cities, towns 
and villages across the country. 

But what is of more direct in- 
terest to residents of each in- 
dividual locality is what they 
themselves and their own com- 
munity have accomplished. 

Continuing studies by the Com- 
merce Department, the Labor 
Department and others indicate 
that sturdy gains were made in 
Middlesex County in the five-year 
period. 

They showed that area resi-

Latest figures show that acci- 
dental poisonings in the home 
struck down over 500,000 young- 
sters, causing death to more than 
400! This year, local participating 
pharmacists, members of the Mass. 
State Pharmecutical Assn., join 
with hundreds of other pharmacists 
in cities and towns all across Mas- 
sachusetts in a program aimed at 
halting the increase in poison ac- 
cidents to children. 

Participating pharmacies, dis- 
tinguished by having a large poster 
in their window, will provide to the 
public, without charge, Ipecac sy- 
rup — an antidote to most poisonous 
substances — as well as a special 
folder on how and why poison ac- 
cidents happen, and how they can 
be prevented and treated. 

The antidote, Ipecac syrup, will 
be given in one-ounce quantities 
to any family with children under 
five. An ounce of Ipecac is enough 
to treat a child who has ingested a 
poisonous substance of a non-pe- 
troleum nature. Ipecac causes vom- 
iting and subsequent elimination 
of the poisonous substance. How- 
ever, if the substance is of a pe- 
troleum or lye base, it should not 
he vomited up, but absorbed by 
special means. 

The poison folder to be given 
free is one published by the Massa- 
chusetts State Pharmecutical As- 
sociation — in cooperation with Dr. 
,Joel Alpert, executive secretary of 
the Boston Poison Information Cen- 
Ler. It discusses why and when 
poison accidents to children are 
most likely to occur; how to pre- 
vent them; what common house- 
hold items are poisonous; and how 
to treat a poison accident.

dents moved from a net income 
in 1960 of $2,289 per capita, after 
taxes, to a net of $2,938 by the 
beginning of this year. 

It represented an increase of 
28.4 percent in the five years. 

Elsewhere in the United States, 
ithe increase was 19.9 percent. It 
amounted to a 23.0 percent in the 
State of Massachusetts. 

Although the rise in consumer §j 
prices absorbed some of the gains, 
the increase in buying power was 
sufficient to produce the biggest 
boom the country has ever seen. 

In Middlesex County, local res- jj 
idents boosted their annual rate 
of retail spending from $1,158 
per capita to $1,414 during the 
same period. 

Progress was made in other di- 
rections, too. The educational at- 
tainment of the population rose a fj 
notch or two, living standards 
improved and the number of peo- 
ple gainfully employed increased. 

In the State of Massachusetts 
as a whole, the number of per- 
sons in nan-agricultural jobs rose 
from 1,917,000 to 2,004,000 in the 
five years.

VIETNAM: LOTUS IN A SEA 
OF FIRE 

by Thick Nhat Hanh 

Thomas Merton puts it very well when in his 
introduction to Vietnam: Lotus in a Sea of Fire he 
writes, “This explosive little book will doubtless up- 
set many American readers. If so, we can only say 
they need to be upset. We all need to be grateful 
for the first clear articulation, of views and claims 
that we have hitherto ignored.” 

These views and claims are contained in a slim 
little hook of slightly over a hundred pages by a 
Buddhist Vietnamese monk, poet, and scholar, Thich 
Nhat Hanh, who toured the United States and West- 
ern Europe last year under the sponsorship of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation. 

The author disclaims to be a political expert. In 
the book, as in his talks, he writes about the terrible 
suffering and disillusionment of his people. He 
makes clear the role of Buddhism in Vietnam’s his- 
tory and why the Buddhist monks have taken the 
stand they have. Because, as Alfred Hassler writes, 
“there literally was no one else who could speak for 
the war-weary people and their longing for peace.” 

In his chapter, “The Struggle Today,” we get a 
picture of the recent history of Vietnam since 1945. 
The enthusiasm which gripped the Vietnamese after 
the withdrawal of the French was unfortunately not 
well channelled under the regime of the repressive 
mandarin dictator, Diem. The National Liberation 
Front was founded in 1960 to bring together all the 
forces opposed to President Diem. 

He writes, “The refusal of Saigon to confer with 
Hanoi for general elections to unify the country ac- 
cording to the 1954 Geneva Agreement became the 
reason for the shift of North Vietnam to an aggres- 
sive role.” The National Liberation Front quickly 
got the support of North Vietnam and decided to re- 
voke the South Vietnamese constitution and realize 
the unification of the North and South. 

The efforts of the United States in supporting the 
repressive Diem regime led to its being identified 
with it by the Vietnamese people. “They were in- 
crasingly convinced that the Americans were not in 
Vietnam to protect the freedom and democracy of 
the Vietnamese but to defend their own national self- 
interests and the interest of the so-called ‘free 
world’.” 

The dilemma, the irony, and the futility of the war 
can be garnered in almost every page Thich Nhat 
Hanh writes. The people of Vietnam being mostly 
9CK/C peasantry take little or no interest in the prob- 
lems of communism or anti-communism. 

“The peasants are not concerned about ideology; 
no one can frighten them with the stories of the evils 
of communism. With their property already de- 
stroyed, they do not fear that the Communists will 
take their property. And if one speaks to them of 
freedom and democracy, they say ‘Of what use is 
freedom and democracy if one is not alive to enjoy 
them.’ ” 

When they are asked the question, “Which would 
you follow: the government of South Vietnam or the 
National Liberation Front?” the reply, “We do not 
follow either. We follow the one who can end the 
war and guarantee that we can live.” 

Life in the cities is also very hard. There are 
places where hunger is so terrible that a young girl 
will sell her body for a piece of bread. According to 
the author, “After twenty years of war, Vietnamese 
society now approaches the ultimate in disintegra- 
tion. The needless killing and dying that occur every 
day, the destruction of property, the venal use of 
money to erode human values have resulted in wide- 
spread doubt and frustration among the Vietnam- 
ese.” 

Is there any way to stop the war? In Vietnam no 
one has the legal right to speak for peace. Neutral- 
ism is outlawed. Those intellectuals, doctors, jour- 
nalists who have done so were suppressed violently. 
Any demonstrations for peace are met with counter- 
demonstrations organized by the police. 

Is there a third alternative to communism or the 
continuation of the war? Thich Nhat Hahn believes 
there is and that is to combine patriotism and peace. 
This the non-Gommunist Vietnamese must he allowed 
to do. The Vietnamese believe that the United States 
must change its policy and let them find their own 
solution to their own problems. 
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Discussion Of 
Youth Center 
For Students 

Editor of the Star: 

Recently, there has been much 
discussion at the Town Meeting 
and among town officials concern- 
ing the creation of a “di op in 
center for high school students. 
Many of the reasons for starting 
such a center seem quite logical 
upon first glance, but upon more 
thoughtful consideration, some of 
these reasons ar,e not sufficiently 
supported. 

As it is proposed now, the cen- 
ter would very possibly occupy the 
space where Strike Lanes was. In 
the center there would be stereo, 
colored T.V.. pool tables, and some 
form of a coffee shop. 

The cost of renting this area 
will probably run from $12,000 to 
$1 1,000 a year. This extremely high 
price is the first and foremost 
reason against locating the center 
here. 

It has been suggested that Mc- 
Call Jr. High be used to house 
many of the town’s departments 
upon completion of the new high 
school. 

As the old gym and auditorium 
would be rather difficult to turn 
into office space, why would it not 
be possible to turn a good portion 
of the first floor of McCall Jr. 
High into a student center upon 
completion of the new school? 

Many of the first floor rooms 
could be remodeled to accomodate 
pool tables, televisions, stereo lis- 
tening areas, smoking lounges, card 
rooms, and the coffee shop. 

The students would much rather 
have separate rooms for recreation 
than one large area filled with 
milling students waiting for the 
next rack of pool. With the old 
gym kept as a gym, and the first 
floor remodeled into a student 
union type of area, the students 
would be a lot happier. The town 
would have offices on the upper 
floors, and the students would have 
a recreation area on the first floor. 

The town owns this location, and 
with a little consideration it is 
clear that remodeling town owned 
property would be far better than 
renting Strike Lanes for $12,000 
to $14,000 a year. 

There is also a misconception in 
the minds of many of the adults 
of this town that a recreation cen- 
ter is needed to keep the milling 
masses of high school students off 
of the bridge and out of the cen- 
ter. 

First, at least 1,000 of the high 
school students are out of the cen- 
ter of town within an hour after 
school is out. 

The building of a “drop in” would 
keep more than one hundred addi- 
tional students in the center after 
school, which only adds to the pro- 
blem of the over crowded center. 

Secondly, most of the people who 
do hang around the center are peo- 
ple who smoke. 

The recreation center, in its pre- 
sent stage, would not allow smok- 
ing, therefore alienating most of 
the people it is being built for. 

Lastly, why is there an under- 
current of distrust towards the 
teenagers in this town by the ad- 
ults ? 

Why are many people obsessed 
with the idea that the teenagers 
are a wild unruly mob who must 
be kept off the streets for fear that 
they will perform some dastardly 
act, such as sitting on the bridge? 

Do the adults of this town really 
think that their sons and daugh- 
ters want to leave school just to 
be ushered into another regiment- 
ed area? 

Will a club that operates until 
nine o’clock on Friday nights keep 
kids off the streets? On Friday 
nights the night starts at nine. 

The town should slow down and 
think. A two or three year wait 
to build a really good center would 
be far better than the attic over 
Converse. 

And no matter where or when 
the center is built, its rules should 
appeal to the students, not to the 
adults; otherwise it will be a hor- 
rendous failure like the hastily con- 
structed and unused skating rink.

Last Sunday afternoon one of 
Winchester’s teenagers tossed a 
firecracker that landed at the feet 
of my two year old son and wife 
on their way to purchase ice cream 
at Brigham’s. 

Thanks to the grace of God the 
missile exploded on the sidewalk 
not in the air where it could have 
done vital damage to my son. A 
two year old’s eyes are remark- 
ably close to the sidewalk even 
when he is standing his tallest. 

I think it is about time these 
groups that congregate on the 
“bridge” are no longer allowed to 
spend their afternoons clogging 
the sidewalks, taking all available 
parking spaces, and intimidating 
women, girls, and children. 

While certainly not all the 
bridge sitters toss firecrackers, I 
can’t distinguish between them and 
feel all should be prohibited from 
loitering. 


The police officer on duty in the 
center cleared the area after I 
went down to lodge a complaint at 
Police Headquarters. However, the 
sidewalk will be populated with 
the same individuals, with the 
same “wolf pack psychology” to- 
morrow unless no loitering becomes 
a policy of the town. 

When the well being of one’s 
town, wife, and child are threaten- 
ed it provokes serious consideration 
of the problem. 

I appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen and the Police Chief 
last Monday evening to present 
my views and ask for a possible 
solution. The town is handicapped 
due Do thje non-existence of a 
strong no-loitering law. 

I ask the parents of Winchester 
to prevent the “gathering on the 
bridge” by keeping their children 
from the area and advocating a 
strong local ordinance. Accident, 
coincidence, and tragedy often hold 
hands. 

I grew up in this town and ap 
predate the freedom necessary 
and desired by our teenagers. I 
don’t think this freedom should 
infringe on the freedom of others. 
The essential responsibility for the 
actions of our youth is with the 
parent not with the police enforc- 
ing a no loitering ordinance.

Editor of the Star: 

We were delighted to read Mr. 
Borggaard’s letter in the Winches 
ter Star, April 6th. Nothing would 
please us and our neighbors more 
than to see Winter Pond kept full 
again even though we are not di- 
rectly on the pond. 

Mr. Borggaard has pointed out 
at least one way in which the 
ponds could be simply and inex- 
pensively filled. Those of us who 
live on Woodside Road and see the 
torrents of rain water which, dur- 
ing a storm, run down the gutters 
toward Winter Pond to disappear 
forever into the maws of the two 
drain sewers placed on the North 
and South sides of the ponds, can 
suggest a way in which to keep 
them filled. For a few dollars, 
much less than $5.00, sheet metal 
cover plates could be made to seal 
off the storm drains at the gutter 
level during those many months 


of the year when there is no con- 
tamination of the runoff water by 
wintertime deicing salts. 

If the ponds were filled wo would 
once again have a pleasant spot 
for youngsters to fish and dream, 
(Wouldn’t it be nice to have it 
stocked with fish again.) enjoy 
their little boats and in the winter 
have plenty of room for adults and 
children alike to enjoy skating and 
hockey. 

Skating rinks are fine provided 
one is learning or enjoys just skat- 
ing, but for energetic boys of all 
ages, nothing replaces the exercise 
and challenge of a good game of 
pond hockey. While they are doing 
this they aren’t hanging around 
Winchester Square, stealing cars 
or breaking windows. 

It’s absurd to say a “rink in the 
center of town” would be better 
since such a rink has its limita- 
tions and serves an entirely differ- 
ent purpose. A rink should have 
facilities for maintaining artificial 
ice so that our school, bantam and 
pee wee hockey teams could have 
a place to practice, and so that or- 
ganized games can be played and 
watched conveniently. 

Our splendid Winchester hockey 
team might have won the league 
contest this year if they had had 
more ice time available for prac- 
ticing. 

But how about the scores of 
youngsters and adults who just 
want to skate or play unorganized 
and sometimes disorganized hock- 
ey ?

I am very much interested in the 
safety of all our children, and this 
can be attested to by the coopera- 
tion I have given the various 
school organizations and citizens, 
whenever any matter regarding 
safety of children has arisen. 

This past week, it has been nec- 
essary for me to write to our Hon- 
orable Board of Selectmen for the 
purpose of making recommenda- 
tions for traffic signs, and traffic- 
posts to be created for the safety 
of school children. 

For the benefit of the writer I 
wish to call his attention to the 
fact that one of my officers who is 
the father of ten children, also re- 
sides on Oak Street. In addition 
the parents and married brothers 
and sisters of another officer also 
are residents of Oak Street. There 
is no doubt in my mind, that if a 
serious condition existed on Oak 
Street as stated, these people 
would have been concerned, and 
called the fact to my attention. 

Anyone who has lived in Win- 
chester lor any length of time is 
familiar with my department, and 
knows that it is one of the most 
active and efficient police forces 
in this district. 

Perhaps, [ can enlighten the 
writer with pertinent figures rela- 
tive to traffic enforcement in Win- 
chester. In 1959, the year previous 
to my appointment as Chief of 
Police, a total of 16 motor vehicle 
citations were issued. In 1965, a 
total of 274 citations were issued 
plus 149 registry warnings. In 
1966 a total of 402 citations were 
issued plus 116 registry warnings. 
In addition, I have made many rec- 
ommendations to the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles for the suspension 
of licenses. 

1 would suggest that our new 
resident in town check these fig- 
ures in our Annual Town Reports 
and the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles, which can be procured at the 
Town Hall.

Membership To Aid Efforts 


Several hundred retarded child- 
I ren in and near your community 
need you. They need you to work 
in their behalf by joining the local 
I association — EMARC. 

Mental Retardation can strike 
1 any family in any neighborhood 
in any community. It is every- 
I body’s problem. 

What can you do about it? 

By uniting with the voluntary 
I organization which works in this 
field, you will be taking action. 
And here are some ways you can 
I help actively. 

Men and women are needed to 
I provide professional advice and as- 
sistance, promote community action, 
build community programs, secure 
Government action, work with re- 
tarded children and young people, 
open employment opportunities, 
provide job training, and organ- 
| ize volunteer groups. 

Young adults are needed to seek 
professional careers in fields of 
special education for the retarded, 
recreation activities, nursing and 
social work and scientific research, 
to help as camp counsellors, pre- 
I school assistants and baby sitters. 

The principal source of manpow- 
I er and energy for the mentally re- 
tarded is the active membership 
of the East Middlesex Association 
For Retarded Children (EMARC). 
The spontaneous emergence of 
groups of parents, relatives and 
friends of retarded persons in dif- 
ferent parts of Burlington, Mel- 
rose, North Reading, Reading, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Wilmington, 
Winchester and Woburn during 
the past 10 years has demonstrated 
the need. Former presidents can 
recount the early triumphs and dis- 
couragement when there existed 
little organization, meager budgets, 
little support from civic leaders 
I and professional people. 

But by individual teachers, phy- 
I sicians and other professionals, pa- 
rents and friends proceeded to seek 
| needed services and facilities. 

Without question the basic ele- 
I ment of strength is EMARC, the 
primary point of contact where the 
needs of retarded persons and their 
families either are matched with 
I services, or go unmet. In the com- 
| munities are people, facilities, 
classes, workshops, camps, clinics, 
j waiting lists, employment needs, 
and all of the activities, services — 
| and gaps. 

KM ARC is made up of people 
who need to be served and people 
who wish to serve. Its roll is to see 
that services are available, to sti- 
mulate and guide public and pri 
vate agencies which have responsi 
| bility for programs and services. 


The membership of 280 now in- 
cludes 4 percent who are not rela- 
tives of the retarded. There should 
be more. 

Many small scale pilot projects 
have helped specific retarded child- 
ren immeasurably and provided 
proof that such persons have po- 
tential and can be helped. In some 
cases these proven programs such 
as pre-school nurseries are being 
transferred to other agencies that 
are responsible for providing these 
services. Another small project 
which has grown tremendously and 
engulfed EMARC in financial bond- 
age is the New Occupational Train- 
ing Center in Woburn. 

EMARC is now deeply involved 
in community planning and in 
pressing the proper authorities to 
provide vocational education, work- 
school programs, pre-vocational 
workshops, diagnostic and evalu- 
ation services for the adolescent, 
and the various services needed by 
young retarded adults.

Rusty blackbirds pour through 
New England by the thousands in 
early spring, but few persons ever 
heard of them. 

Most rusty blackbirds pass un- 
noticed because even those who 
know that there are different types 
of blackbirds mistake the rustics 
for red-winged blackbirds, which 
are about the same size, or for 
grackles, which are much larger. 

The fact that rusties are not 
“rusty” in the spring— the males 
are more or less solid black — does 
not fully account for their being 
overlooked. They are missed in the 
fall, too, when the male’s shiny 
black feathers are edged with 
brown, giving the bird both its 
rusty color and popular name. 

The largely unsuspected exist- 
ence of rusty blackbirds, despite 
their numbers, indicates how super- 
ficially most of us observe the 
outdoors. If we miss birds the size 
of robins, even more than 100 of 
them may be in rather plain sight 
of anyone who drives along less-

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Spring Vehicle 
Inspections 

“Wo are now in the first week 
of the spring motor vehicle in- 
spection which runs through May 
in,” Registrar Richard E. Mc- 
Laughlin said this week. “Well over 
two million motor vehicles must be 
inspected in the next five weeks 
in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts in order to comply with the 
compulsory law. We have certified 
3100 stations to inspect these ve- 
hieles but we urge drivers to pre- 
sent their cars as soon as possible 
to avoid crowded conditions.” 

Examiners will check the fol- 
lowing equipment on passenger 
and other types of motor vehicles 
including trucks, trailers, motor- 
cycles, motorscooters and motor- 
bikes, school buses, and vehicles 
with farm dealer, repair and own- 
er-repair plates; brakes, head- 
lamps, tail lamps (and rear plate 
light), stop lights, number plates, 
(no plastic or other coverings al- 
lowed), horn, tires, rear windows 
(no clouding on convertibles), 
steering gear (and ball joints), 
marker lights on commercial ve- 
hicles, mulfler and exhaust sys- 
tem, bumpers, fenders, and extern- 
al sheet metal, windshield and 
windshield wipers, safety chains 
(on trailers), and front and rear 
floor boards. 

An orange sticker printed in 
black will be placed on the lower 
right-hand corner of the wind- 
shield of vehicles passing inspec- 
tion. An oval white sticker with 
a red band across the middle will 
be placed on windshields of those 
| failing to pass. This rejection 
I sticker must remain on the wind- 
shield until necessary repair work 
is completed. If it is still on the 
windshield on May 1(1, the vehicle 
will be removed from the highway 
and fines and court action will re- 
sult. 

“With the advent of pleasant 
driving weather, those who have 
their vehicles inspected early will 
have the advantage of knowing 
that they are operating a motor 
vehicle in safe driving condition,” 
said Registrar McLaughlin. 


The ALA says it’s better to get 
plastered at home than all over the 
road.

The Miss Winchester Scholar- 
ship Pageant, scheduled for April 
22 at the High School Auditorium, 
links Winchester with a tradition 
nearly a half-century old. 

The idea began back in 1921, 
when a group of Eastern neyspn- 
per managers conceived the idea 
of a popularity contest to increase 
the circulation of their respective 
papers. The winners were to be 
designated “Miss America’ and 
were to receive a week’s vacation 
in Atlantic City as honored guests 
of that resort. Thus was born the 
world famous Miss America Pa- 
geant. 

The event was held on the beach, 
with contestants, judges, dignitar- 
ies, as well as visitors, wearing 
beach attire. Eight cities and 
states were represented, with a in- 
year old Washington D.C. girl 
named the winner. The competition 
grew annually until 1928 when the 
Depression caused its cancellation. 
In 1933 a local group received di- 
event hut met with financial di- 
saster. 

In 1935 a non-profit civic cor- 
poration was formed by Atlantic 
City’s civic leaders, with the dual 
purpose of offering a constructive 
event not only beneficial to the 
resort, hut also to the young wom- 
en participating in the program. 
During these first years, leaders in 
the amusement field were sought 
to direct local and state Pageants. 

In 1942 the Miss America Pa- 
geant went to war, as contestants 
in local and state Pageants, as well 
as Miss America herself, sold mil- 
lions of dollars in War Bonds and 
entertained in service camps and 
hospitals throughout the world. 

After the war, civic leaders in 
small towns and large cities were 
enlisted to join in the program. 
The goal was to develop the talents 
of young America through higher 
education. 

In 1945 the first educational 
scholarship of $5,000 was awarded 
a Miss America. 

Bess Myerson, of New York 
City, captured the title and used 
the scholarship to study television 
techniques. Today she is one of the 
most popular television personali- 
ties in the country.

Bowdoin Award 

George T. Davidson, Jr., of 
Conway, N. H., a Bowdoin Col- 
lege alumnus who has been a 
prominent New Hampshire edu- 
cate r for 28 years, has been chos- 
en the third recipient of the Dis- 
tinguished Bowdoin Educator 
Award. 

The selection was announced to- 
day by Dr. John F. Reed ’37 of 
Wethersfield, Conn., president of 
the Bowdoin Alumni Council. Mr. 
Davidson is an native and a WIIS 
graduate. 

The award will be presented to 
Mr. Davidson, who is a guidance 
director of Kennett High School 
in Conway, at the annual campus 
meeting of the Bowdoin Teachers’ 
Club April 20. 

The award was established by 
the Bowdoin Alumni Council to 
recognize “outstanding achieve- 
ment in the field of education.” It 
includes a framed citation and a 
prize of $500. All Bowdoin alumni 
in any area of education are elig- 
ible, with the exception of those 
on the Bowdoin faculty. 

Mr. Davidson was awarded a 
B.S. degree by Bowdoin in 1038 
and a master’s degree in educa- 
tion by Boston University in 1954.

A statewide math contest will be 
held at the High School Saturday 
and Charles Lucier from Winches- 
ter will participate as a finalist. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Mathematics Leagues conducts the 
annual prize competition in mathe- 
matics for Massachusetts high 
school students. The competition is 
sponsored by the Actiiaties’ Club 
of Boston. 

The test used is an Olympiad 
type exam given in two sections. 
Any high school student may par- 
ticipate in the 1st level which is 
given in November — 90-minute 
multiple choice exam administered 
at each high school. From the re- 
sults, students are selected to take 
the second level exam in April. 

This is a three hour essay type 
test consisting of five questions, 
each having three related parts, 
and according to John Waite, head 
of the Mathematics Department at 
Winchester and president of the 
Mass. Association of Mathematics 
Leagues. ‘‘This is an extremely 
difficult test.” It contains algebra, 
geometry and trigonometry. 

This year over 7,000 students 
participated in the first level exam 
and only 102 are left to take the 
exam Saturday. The centers for 
administering the test are Milton 
Academy, Cathedral High School 
in Springfield, and WHS. 

Winchester has had representa- 
tion in the April exam each year: 
in 1065 there were two; Brenda 
Baker, who went on to be one of 
the top 20, for which she received 
a medal and cash award, and Rich- 
ard Wakefield; in 1946 it was John 
Spencer; this year WHS finalist is 
Charles Lucier.

Clergy Supports METCO Plan, 
Urges Action In Schools Here 
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School Board 
Faces Decision 
On Metco Plan 


The Winchester School Com- 
mittee will likely have on its Mon- 
day evening’s agenda a re-exami- 
nation of the METCO proposal 
and some discussion of the sup- 
porting statement made this week 
by the Winchester Ecumenical 
Association, according to School 
Superintendent Harry V. Gilson. 

Dr. Gilson informed the Star 
on Tuesday that the METCO plan 
is due for further analysis and 
consideration by the School Com- 
mittee soon since it remains as 
unfinished business on its agenda 
— from previous meetings in 
March — and was held up await- 
ing a final decision on the elemen- 
tary schools redistribution formu- 
la and what its effects would be 
on the enrollments at the various 
elementary schools. 

“Now that the School Commit- 
tee has voted to adopt the so-call- 
ed Plan C redistribution formu- 
la,” Dr. Gilson said, “the School 
Committee will he aide to look at 
the METCO proposal with a bet- 
ter knowledge of the planned dis- 
tribution of enrollments next 
year” and he able to determine 
whether or not the schools can 
handle the additional influx of 10 
to 20 Negro pupils from the core 
metropolitan city.

The Winchester Ecumenical 
Association voted to present its 
position to the School Committee 
at a meeting held in the Baptist 
Church on Tuesday morning. 

The united clergy’s action fol- 
lowed by one month a School 
Committee statement in March 
which neither opened nor entirely 
closed the door to a proposed 
possible limited application of a 
METCO plan to bus a token num- 
ber of Negro elementary school 
children from Boston to Winches- 
ter, but which fully implied that 
local schools would hold off ac- 
cepting METCO at least until re- 
distribution plans being formu- 
lated are completed. 

At that time the School Com- 
mittee noted there could be no 
realistic consideration or answer 
to such a proposal to bring in 
some 10 to 20 elementary pupils 
until present overcrowded school 
conditions are alleviated through 
new redistribution plans, and 
therefore took the Metropolitan 
Council for Educational Oppor- 
tunity’s limited scale program 
“under advisement.” 

On previous occasions during 
the year 1966 the School Com- 
mittee had stated its “interest” in 
the METCO plan as being one of 
as much sociological and educa- 
tional benefit to Winchester stu- 
dents as for the bussed- in Negro 
pupils. This position was strongly 
and publicly supported by the 
Citizens Advisory Committee. 

However, from both quarters, 
there was the single qualification 
that such a program should be 
entered into only if classroom 
space could be found, which caus- 
ed some controversy among many 
parents of school children who 
feared a further cramming of al- 
ready tight educational space to 
the possible detriment of the edu- 
cational opportunities for their 
children.

science department at WHS, said

Despite the cynics and the doubt- 
ing Thomases, residents of Win- 
chester arc more marriage-minded 
today than their forebears were. 

The proportion of the local pop- 
ulation that is married has been 
increasing steadily over the years. 
At the same time, there 1ms been 
a marked drop in the proportion 
that has remained single. 

The latest official figures from 
the Department of Commerce show 
that approximately 66.0 per cent 
of the Winchester population over 
age 14 are married. 

A breakdown of this figure re- 
veals that 70.0 per cent of all men 
in that age bracket and 61.0 per 
cent of all women are married. 

In other parts of the New Eng- 
land States, the marital ratio is 
1 65.0 per cent and, in the State of 
Massachusetts, 63.5 per cent. 

Another generally-held belief, re- 
garding marriage and divorce, is 
upset by some recent figures re- 
leased by the Census Bureau. 

They show that, contrary to the 
popular impression, the nation’s 
marital rate has been rising faster 
than its divorce rate.

The School CcUnmittee is in the 
position of having to make a de- 
cision on the METCO plan one 
way or another in the near fu- 
ture.

Figures show that Middlesex 
County is beholden to the Federal 
government, directly or indirectly, 
for much of the local services that 
it provides.

vide them with some of the funds 
needed for schools, public assis- 
tance, highways and other func- 
tions. 

The role that Washington plays 
in the fiscal operations of state 
and local governments is revealed 
in studies made by the Tax Foun- 
dation, the National Industrial 
Conference Board and the Com- 
merce Department. 

In the case of Middlesex County, 
an estimated total of $68,203,000, 
equal to 13.1 per cent of every 
dollar of revenue that is available 
for local operations, comes from 
the Federal government. Elsewhere 
in the nation, the average is 14.8 
per cent. 

Assumed is that each locality re- 
ceives its proportionate share of 
the funds turned back to the states 
for such purposes. 

The Commerce Department's 
figures show, for the State of Mas- 
sachusetts and its counties, cities 
and other subdivisions, that total 
revenue from all sources amounted 
to $397 per capita in fiscal 1965. 

Some $52 of it represented mon- 
ey that came back from Washing- 
ton in the form of grants. Of the 
remainder, $174 was from property 
tuxes, $128 from other taxes and 
$43 from miscellaneous fees, 
charges and assessments. 

The part that Federal funds 
play in the overall revenue picture 
is quite different in some areas 
than ill others. 

On the average throughout the 
country, stute and local revenues 
amount to $38*1 per capita annual- 
ly, of which $57 comes from the

METCO Plan A Bit To Ponder 


The presently under consideration Ml*. I CO plan 
for Winchester’s engaging in a limited scale program 
to bus a token number of Negro pupils to local ele- 
mentary schools to ease the tic facto metropolitan 
area segregation situation in education places both 
the School Committee and the community in an un- 
usual hut interesting position. 

First, the major cause of the entire problem— if one 
is entirely convinced, of course, that racially homo- 
genous schools represent an unAmerican and dele- 
torious situation— lies in the housing area. 

This original problem has a twofold nature; it 
springs from somewhat natural occurrence when peo- 
ple of like background, interest, or other character- 
istics tend to seek housing near others of their choos- 
ing— which often results in ghetto ish divisions like 
Negro areas in Roxbury and white areas like Win- 
chester; however, beyond that it is usually furthered 
by agents and agreements in housing situations which 
often effect a perpetuation of the natural occurrence 
so that it then becomes unnatural for a different situ- 
ation to really evolve without some civil unrest. 

So much for causes. 

In school systems districts are usually set up to allot 
the population among any given number of schools. 
Sometimes it will he by accident that all the children 
of some school will be of a similar nature; and other 
times it will he by arrangement, similar to gerry- 
mandering in political divisions of voters. 

America always has been generally, even with its 
various segmentations of population in housing, # a 
melting pot nation of many peoples. The si* tuition 
has never been an issue before mostly l>c<ausv be- 
tween types of living areas there has always been 
substantial buffer /ones of thoroughly mixed peoples. 
Because of this, also, the majority of schools, and en- 
vironment faced hv most Americans, was that of gen- 
eral integrated mixtures. 

Now it is an issue, however, when parts of a school 
system, most naturally and noticeably in city areas, 
becomes entirely homogenous— or segregated, which- 
ever you prefer. But de facto segregation is probably 
less of a conspiracy on the parts of accused school 
committees than it is often made out to be. 


Nevertheless, the new. modern question is: do we 
want segregated schools in America? We believe the 
right answer to that question is no; that it is better 
for this nation's society for its individual citizens to 
become exposed to one another at the earliest ages. 

It will be far better for the end society to he united 
and peaceful, rather than composed of conflicting 
groups unfamiliar with living together. 

With these considerations in mind, the effects of 
MKTCO’s purposes arc beneficial to the entire met- 
ropolitan Boston area, which includes Winchester. 

As a part of this growing metropolitan area, Win- 
chester must look to assuming more of a role in the 
future development of its growth. 

Here and now, this means supporting, and. il at 
all possible, actively aiding the METCO proposal for 
token assistance in allieviating the current racial im- 
balance situation. 

Although some parents of school children probably 
will look to the proposal as one which will involve 
burdens upon .our educational system that might ad- 
versely affect the education their children will re- 
ceive. in fact that argument is false and fails to take 
into consideration the greater sociological and edu- 
cational benefits their children will be receiving. 

It is assumed here that the School Committee, if it 
accepts the plan, will with wisdom distribute the 
token number of bussed pupils from Boston among 

the eight elementary schools thus adding a mere 

one or two to each school and not adding a group 
of 10 to ‘JO to any one school’s enrollment. 

The School Committee has been encouraged to fol- 
low this course of accepting the ME ICO plan by the 
Citizens Advisory Committee on schools as being of 
educational benefit to our own local students, and al- 
so by the Winchester Ecumenical Association in favor 
of exposing local pit pi Is to sociological benefits . . . 
and on moral grounds as a responsible approach on 
the part of this community by offering help with its 
educational resources. 

Of course, we do have in this Town a problem of 
crowded schools. But let’s not make the mistake of 
rationalizing an excuse for failing to take responsible 
action. 


No Fire Insurance Adjustment? 


An interesting development occurred during the 
recently concluded Annual Town Meeting under a 
discussion of fire safety and equipment, and bears 
some thought and remembering. , 

A Town Meeting Member tried to get the assem- 
bly to revoke an earlier appropriated .$‘*4,000 for a 
new fire engine pumper and have that money ap- 
plied toward studies, plans and construction ol a 
new West Side Fire Station. “We need a new lire 
station up there for protection of that area— and to 
reduce the cost of lire insurance premiums,” was the 
stated position. 

In defending the monies for the new fire engine, 
and to set the record straight, Eire Chief Frank 
Amico bluntly revealed the fact that the construction 
of a new West Side Fire Station would not in any 
way alter or reduce fire insurance premiums! 

It must have indeed come as a great shock to the 
advocates of a West Side Station (who have claimed 
that besides safety factors reduced lire insurances 
would result from having a new station) to have the 
Chief state: “Gentlemen; building a new West Side 
Fire Station would not reduce your fire insurance 
premiums one penny.” 

The Chief is himself a strong advocate of a new 
branch station; and some theorize, incorrectly we 


might add, that one less obvious reason for getting 
a new pumper was to have an apparatus piece that 
could be placed on a hill station. Nevertheless, he 
was honest and forthright in slating that a new 
station wouldn’t decrease insurances, which is an 
interesting new development the advocates had been 
disillusioned about and had not expected to he turn- 
ed around from a positive to a negative point in 
their case. 

To generalize, and look more comprehensively at 
the ‘‘protection’’ situation on the West Side hill — 
i f it is to be an issue someday— we would first like 
to point out our belief that there are more damages 
and losses suffered through housebreaks, thefts, and 
vandalism in that area than there is in fire losses in 
most years. It that be true, then it certainly would 
make more sense to erect a West Side Police Station 
before considering a West Side Fire Station. 

But, in the final analysis, as a matter of practical 
government and economic consideration, the cost of 
building, equipping and continuously operating such 
a station (s) would be prohibitively exhorbitant in 
comparison to the real needs or statistical losses as 
they actually exist— which should be differentiated 
from the imaginary situation and need as posed by 
the advocates of ail expensive West Side building 
program for uneconomic use and exaggerated safety 
claims.

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Librarian's Life Is One Of Service 

Story Contributed By The 3M Company 
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Like a clergyman or physician, 
the librarian’s life is one of ser- 
vice. And April 16-22 the librar- 
ians of the nation get their just 
due. That’s National Library 
Week. 

“There is a lot of talk about 
the impact of electronics on our 
libraries — computerization and 

such,” said C.A. Kuhrmeyer, gen- 
eral manager of the duplicating 
products division of the 3M Com- 
pany, manufacturer of copying 
machines used in thousands of 
libraries. “The computer will 
help, but never displace the lady 
behind the reference desk at your 
library. 

“Her job is to give you what 
you need, whether you know 
yourself exactly what it is you’re 
looking for. And only a human 
being can give you that kind of 
assistance. We can’t do without 
the librarian,” he stated. “She’s 
a combination of walking ency- 
clopedia, Swami, mind reader, ad- 
ministrator and public relations 
woman.” 

Benjamin Franklin, American 
inventor and innovator extraor- 
dinaire, is credited with being the 
father of the public library sys- 
tem. In 1731 he founded the Li- 
brary Company of Philadelphia, 
forerunner of the public library 
as we know it today. 

“Libraries have improved the 
general conversation of the 
Americans, made common trades- 
men and farmers as intelligent 
as most gentlemen from other 
countries, and perhaps have con- 
tributed in some degree to the 
stand so generally made through 
the colonies in defense of their 
privileges,” the venerable Frank- 
lin said. 

Few would dispute his s tute- 


ment today. Libraries have en- 
riched the minds of generations 
of Americans, shedding light 
along the pathway to progress. 

The U.S. Office of Education 
estimates that there are now 
more than 7,300 public library 
systems in the U.S., employing 
over 21.000 persons full time. 

In addition, there are some 
12,000 librarians in college and 
university libraries; add to that 
an estimated 13,000 in special 
libraries. And still there is a 
critical shortage of professional 
librarians. 

According to the Special Li- 
braries Association, the special 
libraries which include state, lo- 
cal and federal governments, com- 
merce, industry and others; will 
need 18,000 more librarians by 
1970. Such is the demand for the 
librarian’s Iloudini-like talent of 
coming up with the right thing 
at the right time. 

Pressed by a shortage of train- 
ed personnel, plagued by the mod- 
ern information explosion and be- 
leaguered by the flood of paper- 
work, the librarians are doing 
yeoman service in giving their 
communities access to a wide va- 
riety of reading sources for in- 
formation as well as for enjoy- 
ment. 

The importance of their efforts 
is not going unrecognized. Last 
September President Lyndon B. 
Johnson established a committee 
on libraries “to appraise the role 
and adequacy of libraries, now 
and in the future, us centers for 
the distribution of knowledge and 
as links in our nation's rapidly 
evolving communications net- 
work.” 

The committee is charged with 
developing recommendations for 
action by the government or pri- 
vate institutions, to ensure an 
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effective and efficient library y 
system for the nation. Its report | 
is due this year. 

Many states currently are con- - 
ducting studies of statewide plan- ; 
ning of total library service. Be- 
ing considered are automated li- i 
brarics, linked by teletype and 
other direct-line communications j| 
with a reference referral center. 
The object, of course, is to get 
maximum use out of existing li- 
brary resources. 

A projected library at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago will include 
provisions for access to comput- 
ers and for the future installa- 
tion of cathode ray consoles, 
high-speed equipment to print 
text, and other electronic means A 
of expanding recorded informa- 
tion. 

Conduits will be installed to 
carry closed circuit television, and 
electron microscopes designed to 
permit drastic reduction in the 
size of printed matter. This li- 
brary’s book collection is expected 
to exceed five million volumes. 

Upon signing the Library Ser- 
vices and Construction Act 
Amendments last July, President 
Johnson observed that computers 
and new information technology 
have brought us to the brink of 
dramatic changes in library tech- 
niques. 

But with all the promise of 
automation, the libraries of the 
nation will remain people - or- 
iented, as they must be. They will 
continue to beckon to those who 
seek knowledge— a quiet, friendly 
refuge where a person can just 
plain sit down and be refreshed 
and inspired by a book. 

National Library Week’s dual 
slogan this year seems to assure 
that: “Explore Inner Space — 

Read” and “Reading Is What's = 
Happening." 


Jean Thompson, which is not her real name, was 
a twenty-year-old college student living in a Cam- 
bridge apartment when she became pregnant by a 
married man. Her parents were in Europe for a 
year. After some soul-searching and with the back- 
ing of an older friend, Dorothy, she decided that she 
would cross the country and have her baby without 
telling her father and mother. In spite of the sociol- 
ogy book and Dorothy’s misgivings, she declared 
that she would keep the baby. 

This is mostly the story of life in a Salvation Army 
Home for Unwed Mothers. When Jean first arrived 
she could not understand the light-heartedness of the 
girls whose attitude didn’t seem to her sufficiently 
serious for their plight. But soon she began to feel 
at ease among them. “The outside world can’t touch 
me now,” she thought. “My pregnancy is the one 
thing I don’t have to lie about here.” 

The fact that all kinds of girls from all walks of 
life become pregnant is brought out clearly. There 
was Nikki, the medical student, whose experience 
had decided her to specialize in obstetrics, and there 
was the mentally retarded Lisa who actually didn’t 
realize what had happened to her. There were five 
junior high school-age girls who raced up and down 
stairs in spite of their unwieldiness and there was 
gray-haired Jane, a middle-aged school teacher. 
There was Joan C., who called her parents after her 
baby was born and was told, “Keep your news of 
your bastard to yourself.” — and the opposite reac- 
tion of the family of Lucy, a lively Negro girl. She 
went home for weekends, her mother and grand- 
mother promised to take her baby, and her boyfriend, 
who was not the baby’s father, wanted to marry 
her. There was 16-year-old Cara, who sang like an 
angel and used language that would make a stevedore 
blush — all kinds of girls from all walks of life who 
had little in common with each other except for their 
condition. 

There is no moralizing in this book, but the 
straightforward accounting of the day-by-day trials, 
the need for secrecy, the petty embarrassments, the 
realization that there is no place in our society for 
girls illegitimately pregnant has a powerful effect. 
It points up the need for more understanding between 
the older and the younger generations and could 
profitably be read by both.

Your article in the Star. April

tricting subject Plan C, which was 
voted in by three members of the 
school committee, (two members 
being absent at the time) would 
have safety advantages for the 
Wyman School area. We all recog- 
nize the need for our children’s 
safety, but Mystic School children 
have crossed Sy mines corner for 
many years with police protection 
without incident. 

However, in your article, you 
neglected to point out that it was 
noted at the meeting that Plan C 
was educationally unfavorable in 
every way to the Mystic School 
area. 

It was my understanding that 
the reason for redistricting wa 
give every elementary school ch 1 
equal educational opportunity; ye 
Plan C strongly conflicts with thi | 
premsie for Mystic School in the > 
following ways: 1. The project'd 
enrollment is increased over Plan 
B. 2. The pupil-teacher ratio is in- 
creased, and 3. The latest recoin 
mendation to transfer twelve third 
grade students completely contra- 
dicts the idea of not taking any 
child out of a neighborhood school 
below the fifth grade level. For 
these three reasons, 1 wonder how 
the school committee can feel that 
the children in the Mystic School 
area can benefit in any way from 
their decision. 

It would seem that the future of 
many children lies in the hands of 
just three people, anti one won- 
ders why so few can control so 
many, particularly since the ma- 
jority of the Community School 
Association and the elementary 
principals were in favor of Plan B. 

It would appear that the parents 
of Mystic School children should 
take heed. The present decision 
only serves to continue the* second- 
rate education to which we seem to 
be becoming more and more ac- 
customed. 

The time has come, before any 
final action is taken on any re- 
districting plan, to think further 
ahead and for all committees in- 
volved to deeply consider planning 
for this community’s educational 
needs on a realistic basis; namely, 
another elementary school. 

Until this can be realized, we 
should aim for equal educational 
opportunity using every possible 
resource available to us. 

In my opinion, regardless of the 
decision of the school committee, 
Plan B would be more effective.

He is associated with 
AVCO Corporation in Wilmington, 
and was formerly one of Governor 
Volpe’s appointed aides.

These Fellowships, for a full 
year for education in management 
at M.I.T., leading to a master of 
science degree, are granted to out- 
standing young business and gov- 
ernment executives both in the 
United States and abroad. 

This year’s group includes ten 
from abroad including two from 
England and one each from Cana- 
da, Ireland, Norway, Japan, Yugo- 
slavia, the Netherlands, Peru and 
Cyprus. 

The Fellows will begin their in- 
tensive year of study in manage- 
ment in June. 

Sloan Fellowships for participa- 
tion in this program are considered 
among the highest honors which 
can come to young men during 
their management careers. The 
Fellows, in their mid-30’s, were 
carefully sleeted by M.l.T. from a 
group of exceptionally able execu- 
tives whose organizations nominat- 
ed them for admission to the pro- 
gram to accelerate their develop- 
ment into positions of major ex- 
ecutive responsibilities for the fu- 
ture. 

The Sloan Fellows will move 
with their families to the Cam- 
bridge area in June, to spend 
twelve months at M.I.T., studying 
in depth the fundamentals that 
underlie sound management decis- 
ions and the changes in manage- 
ment and technology. Many will 
complete M.I.T.’s requirements for 
the degree of master of science in 
management. 

“Men who are selected as Sloan 
Fellows have already distinguished 
themselves within some specialized 
area to the point where top man- 
agement feels they will carry more 
senior management responsibilities 
in the future,” said Dean Peter P. 
Gil, director of executive programs 
at M.l.T. “The 45 men who were 
selected for 19(17-68 reflect increas- 
ing concern with developing man- 
agerial resources by the federal 
government and by industrial or- 
ganizations outside the U.S.A.” 

The year of study at M.l.T. will 
consist of a program of special 
courses with senior members of 
the M.l.T. faculty, supplemented 
by a program of field visits and 
management seminars in which the 
Sloan Fellows have an opportunity 
to meet outstanding leaders in 
business and government, here and 
abroad.

Edward H. Tarr, son of the Rev. 
Donald Tarr former assistant min- 
ister of the First Congregational 
Church here, is a classical trumpet 
artist in Europe with 27 record- 
ings to his credit, five of which 
have recently come on the Ameri- 
can market. 

Edward attended Winchester 
High School, played in the band 
here and led a dance group, the 
“Novettes,” which played at school 
dances. He later won a scholarship 
to Exeter Academy and was gradu- 
ated in 1953. At present he is work- 
ing twoard his doctor’s degree in 
musicology at the University of 
Basel. 

His latest solo album, ‘‘Die Kunst 
der Trompeter” (Art of the 
Trumpeter) hit the best seller list 
in Europe last summer and is doing 
well in England, too. Of it, Roger 
Voisin, first trumpeter with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, with 
whom Edward has studied, said, 
“It is magnificent ... and with no 
reservation the best trumpet re- 
cord that I have heard, excluding 
none.” 

Mr. Tarr started learning the 
trumpeter’s art at the age of eight 
in the public schools of Spokane, 
Washington. In Milwaukee, in 
1956, he won the Milwaukee Journ- 
al Musical Festival Trophy as best 
instrumentalist in Wisconsin. He 
played in the symphony orchestra 
at Oberlin College where he was 
graduated in 1957, and later in the 
Cincinnati Symphony. 

He has been in Europe since 
1959, going there as a Rotary 
Scholarship winner. And while 
there he has been in demand for 
concerts, lectures, and recordings. 
He is the owner of a large col 
lection of original trumpet works 
of the 17th and 18th centuries, 
which in the course of his research 
he has unearthed in various Euro- 
pean libraries. 

Recently Mr Tarr appeared on 
national television in France de- 
monstrating and playing the zink, 
an early instrument of Bach’s day, 
with the fingering of a recorder 
ind the mouthpiece of a trumpet. 
It is known to be played by only 
about six men in the world. 

In June he will play in Purcell’s 
King Arthur” under the direction 
of Alfred Dcllcr, the great counter 
tenor, in Kirchheim, Germany, 
and later in a live performance in 
England. And in September he will 
play in a movie to be done on 
Baeh’s second wife, “Diary of Anna 
Magdalena Bach,” appearing as 
Reiche, the great trumpeter of that 
day. 

Mr. Tarr’s records available in 
this country include the “Die 
Kunst der Trompeter” (Electrola 
Columbia SMC 91421), four Odeon 
releases and one Archive. The 
staff at the Winchester Appliance 
is willing to see if they can obtain 
Mr. Tarr’s records for any inter- 
ested person.

Negro Leader 
King To Speak 
On Vietnam 

Another capacity audience is ex- 
pected at Ford Hall Forum in Jor- 
dan Hall, Gainsboro Street, Boston, 
on Sunday night, April 23, when 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., noted 
Negro leader, speaks on “The 
Other America.’* 

Noble Peace Prize Laureate in 
1964, Dr. King today is one of the 
most vigorous spokesman against 
the war in Vietnam and has fre- 
quently attacked the administra- 
tion for its failure to pull out of 
the war. 

Dr. King is president and one 
of the founders of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, a 
federation of 300 affiliates that 
adhere to the moral imperatives of 
a philosophy of non-violence. 

He is the third Negro, the 12th 
American, and the youngest person 
to receive the Nobel Prize. Pre- 
vious Negro winners were, diplo- 
mat, Ralph N. Bunche, and Albert 
Luthuli, former leader of the Afri- 
can National Congress. 

He recieved his education at 
Morehouse College, the Crozer 
Theological Seminary, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and Harvard. 
He was awarded his Ph.D. degree 
by Boston University. 

Some of the foremost education- 
al institutions in this country and 
abroad have conferred honorary 
degrees upon Dr. King. Among 
them are the University of Chica- 
go, Boston University, Howard and 
Lincoln Universities, Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, Yale, Oberlin, 
and Amsterdam Free College. In 
all, 20 colleges and universities 
have bestowed honors upon Dr.

Cancer Society 
Plans More 
Education 

The American Cancer Society 
has selected six sites of cancer, 
representing over 60 per cent of 
all cancer cases and some 48 per 
cent of all cancer deaths, for spe- 
cial educational emphasis this year. 

These sites of cancer — uterus, 
breast, lung, colon and rectum, 
oral cavity and skin — accounted 
for nearly 150,000 deaths in 1966, 
many of them due to lack of per- 
sonal responsibility and personal 
vigilance. 

Take throe examples: lung can- 
cer took more than 50,000 lives 
last year; most lung cancers are 
caused by cigarette smoking. (De- 
spite intensive warnings more than 
half of all teen-agers ignore the 
scientfiically proved dangers to 
their health and become regular 
cigarette smokers by the time they 
are 18). Skin cancer took nearly 
5,000 lives; most skin cancers are 
caused by too frequent over-ex- 
posure to direct sunlight. Uterine 
cancer took the lives of about 14,- 
000 women; yet, due to the Pap 
test, it should be possible to detect 
this cancer at a stage when the 
chances of cure are virtually 100 
per cent.

Two members of the faculty of 
the Boston University School of 
Nursing jointly addressed last 
Friday’s regular meeting of the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing As- 
sociation held in the Unitarian 
Church. 

Mrs. Arthur IT. Anderson, presi- 
dent, conducted the business meet- 
ing, and Mrs. Wanda L. Williams, 
executive director, made her month- 
ly report to the Board, indicating 
the usual busy days for her staff. 
Among her announcements were 
the resignation of Mrs. Barbara 
Clogston, R.N. and the coming mo- 
bile chest x-ray day at the Town 
Hall on Wednesday, May 17. 

Professor Rose Godbout, chair- 
man of the Psychiatric Nursing 
program, has been instrumental in 
the development of the nursing re- 
quired in Child Psychiatric Pro- 
grams. Miss Eleanore L. Hayden, 
assistant professor in the field of 
Phychintric Mental Health Nurs- 
ing, teaches the methods in these 
programs. 

As a background for her remarks 
Miss Hayden described the disturb- 
ed child who is in need of psychi- 
atric care. Whereas it is normal, 
she said, for children to have mild 
emotional experiences and out- 
bursts, these behavior patterns are 
generally temporary and self-cor- 
when the child 


responses to these plans; however, 
to date, there is one small group 
of parents whose interests we have 
not brought to your attention. 
These are the parents of the spec- 
ial class pupils. I am most anxious 
that the needs of this small class 
not be overlooked under either 
plan. 

“As you know, the professionals 
to whom these children are en- 
trusted have recommended that 
the older special class pupils now 
have the opportunity to extend 
their educational and social reach. 
In the educators’ opinion this could 
be best realized in a Junior High 
School environment. 

“I am aware that there are ser- 
ious space problems even with the 
opening of a new elementary 
school. However, I feel that this 
special class deserves special con- 
sideration. In supporting the rec- 
ommendations of those who are 
educating these children I am ask- 
ing for your most careful consid- 
eration of the needs of these 
children as you determine the use 
of classroom space for next year.” 


A meeting for the purpose of 
voting on revised by-laws was held 
by the Community School Associa- 
tion Executive Board on April 11. 
at the home of Mrs. Alven Wallace, 
president. 

The proposed by-laws consisted 
of changing the term of president 
from one year to two years in or- 
der to strengthen the effectiveness 
of the organization and were voted 
down. It was suggested, however, 
that the in-coming executive board 
study and reconsider the revisions 
next year.

two hearts. Sitting South, what 
would you bid? Two spades? We 
did. Then West jumped to four 
hearts, North and East passed, and 
it*s your turn again. What now? 

I wonder if your reasoning goes 
like this. East-West certainly 
sounded as if they could make 
four hearts, my partner hadn’t 
raised spades, so I didn’t dare say 
four spades by myself. On the oth- 
er hand, since l have three hearts, 
my partner is likely to have a 
singleton. In any case, 1 decided 
on a five diamond bid, where I can 
go down two even if doubled and 
have a good sacrifice against four 
hearts. 

Everyone passed, and five dia- 
monds makes easily with the Ace 
of spades and the Ace of hearts 
the only two losers. After trumps 
are pulled, the two necessary leads 
from the dummy toward the spades 
in the South hand can be obtained 
by the two heart ruffs. 

There were only four pairs in 
game out of the ten North-Souths 
playing the hand, two in four 
spades (which can be set by ex- 
pert defense, — an opening spade 
lead with East ducking, and a con- 
tinuation of spades after the Ace 
of hearts is taken) making four, 
and two in five diamonds, making 
five. 

Actually the strong bidding by 
East-West helped us into game. 
Four hearts of course does not 
make, going down two or three 
depending on the trump approach. 
So my logic was all off. East- West 
weren’t strong but sacrificing 
against our game bid. But as Lolly 
Smith would say. we were lucky 
and came up smelling like a rose 
anyway.

Lucier Receives 
A State Science 
Fair 1st Award 

Charles E. “Chuck” Lucier* a 
senior at Winchester High School, 
won a First Award in the Mas- 
sachusetts State Science Fair 
held last week at MIT. Chuck’s 
exhibit entitled “Cyeloidial Ge- 
ometry” received one of the 15 
first awards presented in the 
state-wide competition sponsored 
by MIT and the Boston Globe. 

Chairman of the State Science 
Fair for the past 17 years has 
been Miss Helen W. Crawley, 
chemistry teacher at Winchester 
High School. William J. Marks, 
also a teacher at WHS, was on 
the general committee for the 
Fair. 

As a winner, Chuck will go on 
to compete in the New England 
Science Exhibit to be held May 
5 at the Museum of Science, also 
under the chairmanship of Miss 
Crawley. 

Winchester High students, Donna 
Starrak and William S. Elliott 
were also entered in the state 
competition of over 290 students 
with projects on the detrimental 
effects of salt on maple trees 
and on the examination of the 
elusive electron, respectively. Al- 
though not winners, Bill and Don- 
na reported that the experience 
was invaluable to them They 
were given the time of five dis- 
tinguished scientists who each 
spent 20 to 80 minutes discussing 
the project with the exhibitor as 
they judged it. The judges repre- 
sented industrial, college anu sec- 
ondary school phases of the sci- 
ences. 

According to Miss Crawley, 
with participation in science fairs 
in Winchester dwindling over the 
past few years due, in part, to 
the overcrowded conditions in the 
high school, it is hoped that such 
successes and enthusiasm for the 
experience of the competition will 
stimulate future candidates to 
enter. 


Initiated by the same coopera- 
tive group effort in Town that 
raised the Common from just 
another park to one of the most 
attractive Center sites in the 
state, the redesigned new park 
area by Wedge Pond is named 
to honor the man who started 
the move to improve the Common 
less than a decade ago, and will 
be called the Alfred Dykes El- 
liott Memorial Park. 

The push to beautify the site 
between Wedge Pond and Main 
Street is spearheaded in planning 
and financing by the Winchester 
Rotary Club, with strong assists 
from The Garden Club in plan- 
ning of plantings and the Town 
Park Department, which ap- 
proved the plans on its land and 
got Town Meeting support for 
installing a $4,500 underground 
watering system. 

Frost & Higgins Company of 
Arlington is doing all the plant- 
ing of trees and shrubbery. 

The contracting firm of D. J. 
Olivadoti of 6 Wendell Street in 
Winchester is constructing con- 
crete sidewalk pathways and a 
platform for a rock bearing a 
plaque dedicating the park to the 
late Mr. Elliott. 

And the Park Department is 
doing excavation work for the 
memorial platform, placing grav- 
el under the concrete walks, and 
overseeing the implacement of 
the watering system. 

The total cost of re-creating a 
new park on the long untouched 
and potentially attractive site is 
expected to run just under $7,000, 
according to Lewis B. Snow, pres- 
ident of the local Rotary Club. 

The park land will he improved 
and beautified in the following 
way: 

The present dirt footpath run- 
ning diagonally across the park 
from Lake Street opposite the 
Town Stables to Main Street op- 
posite the First National Store 
will be paved with a rough ag- 
gregate concrete path with red- 
wood or cedar edges and dividing 
strips (5’ wide). Another short 
path will be similarly constructed 
leading toward the center of the 
park but remaining close to Main 
Street, where a memorial plat- 
form, rock and plaque will show 
an attractive setting. 

Surrounding the platform will 
be a ring of white alyssums and 
ageratums, red geraniums, juni- 
pers, pieris and white petunias, 
in beds at the back of the stone, 
and red ivy along the foundation.

Now existing on the park land 
are eight spruce trees, six maples 
and one linden; to these will be 
added one maple and one linden, 
and two weeping willows, along 
with some additional shrubbery. 

The new Elliott Memorial Park 
is expected to be completed by 
summertime, and at some time in 
the near future, additional plant- 
ings are contemplated, as well as 
adding some benches at random 
under some of the trees facing 
toward Wedge Pond and built on 
concrete block foundations to 
avoid muddied soil where people 
might sit. 

Commenting on the plans and 
work begun on the new park 
honoring a former Rotarian and 
well-known civic leader, Mr. Snow 
said he saw the new park as “a 
healthy anil fine addition toward 
beautifying the Town — and one 
that the Town will really be 
proud of for many years to 
come.”

groups strongly urging adoption of the plan, the School Committee now 
finds itself in the middle of an extremely controversial and difficult 
issue— that of whether to voluntarily integrate local schools through 
a method of bussing-in Negro children from the Metropolitan Boston 
school system.

"I am against tho METCO program at 
this point for threo reasons: I do not 
believe it has been sufficiently defined 
as to what it and its proqrams are in 
fact or intend to become; I believe it 
has been misrepresented in that there 
havn not been full disclosures as to 
- what is involved and what agreements 
. must be followed once started even if 
circumstances change; and I find the 
militant advocacy of certain supporting 
groups suggesting possible greater po- 
litical complications than I might be 
aware of. 

"Monday night's hearing was tho first 
. time I was made aware that (School 
Committeeman) Mr. Harris was an of- 
ficial of METCO; and I don't believe any 
of the rest of the committee know of 
any tie-in before that time except that 
he has strongly urged it since being 
elected two years ago. 

One thing I did not like was learning \ 
that in METCO's soliciting of federal | 
funds it noted that ''Winchester will be 
| involved," as if it had already made our 
decision for us to tho foderal govern- 
ment. 

"I don't really see the METCO plan as 
: an educational process that must bo in- 
j volvod with our schools or be an Issue 
■ for the School Committee to decide on — 
although it has the legal right to accept 
tuition students. I would prefer to see 
it put on a referendum, and let the 
whole town decide on the issue."

Youth Fined 
In Discharging 
Of Firecrackers 


A Winchester youth was fined 
$25 in Woburn District Court 
yesterday for discharging fire- 
works. 

The court action came on a 
Police Department charge, based 
on a citizen complaint, in an in- 
cident at the Converse Bridge 
earlier this month in whieh a wo- 
man and her child were nearly 
struck by the exploding device. 

Robert T. Reardon, 19, of 6 
Myrtle Street, was fined $25 by 
the court for discharging fire- 
works, as under provision of the 
General Laws which makes the 
possession and discharging of 
fireworks illegal in this state, 
on Sunday, April 9, at 4:15 p.m. 
on Main Street by the Converse 
Bridge. 

Lieutenant Andrew Crawford 
was prosecuting officer on the 
case. The Police Department not- 
ed that neither the woman or 
child were injured by the fire- 
crucker, but were subjected to a 
close explosion when the object 
was hurled toward them, and both 
became hysterical. 


The heretofore quiet but latent 
issue erupted Monday evening 
when the School Committee, 
which had scheduled a hearing on 
the METCO plan in its agenda, 
hosted a fiery assembly of more 
than 80 citizens who appeared at 
the McCall School to voice their 
opinions for and against the pro- 
posal to bring in some 15 to 20 
Negro students. 

Newly elected School Commit- 
tee Chairman Richard K. Schroe- 
der began the anything but quiet 
meeting with a statement on his 
views, saying that he was not 
himself satisfied with the METCO 
proposal since he believed in the 
neighborhood school concept for 
the community and was opposed 
to the concept of having a metro- 
politan area school system as put 
forth in METCO’s program goal 
as submitted to the federal gov- 
ernment in seeking funds to pay 
for an expensive bussing project. 
He also said he opposed bussing 
of pupils between communities, as 
is suggested in the proposal. 

School Committeeman Charles 
P. Harris noted that the sole pur- 
pose of the METCO program is 
to show that equality in education 
can work, and said he whole- 
heartedly favored the project. 

Dr. Richard Alt, former School 
Committee chairman, reminded 
the meeting that a year ago the 
School Committee had voted to 
“accept the principle of the MET- 
CO program, and I still favor the 
principle of the plan.” “But,” he 
added, “the nuts and bolts of 
school operations is often a dif- 
ferent matter than just principle,” 
and cautioned the committee and 
the citizens to move carefully. 

One citizen questioned if any 
study had been made as to how 
much teacher time would be lost 
in adding the extra students to 
the enrollment load. Mr. Harris 
noted that the younger the stu- 
dents entering the less their dis- 
advantaged school and environ- 
mental backgrounds would affect 
their taking to the good education 
offered here, and thus minimize 
any problem of lessened teacher 
time for the whole class. 

Another citizen asked what 
benefits would accrue to local 
children. Lawrence Beckley, form- 
er School Committee chairman, 
responded that Winchester’s 
school children do not now have 
much exposure to Negro children,

pen as they go on through life, 
and the more accustomed they are 
to getting along with different 
kinds of people through real ex- 
periences at an early age the bet- 
ter prepared they will be for liv- 
ing in our society.

Summer School Program 
Expands With 11 Courses 

Eleven new courses are listed for the Winchester Summer School 
Program for 1967. Included are courses in geometry, theatre arts, 
Spanish, and creative writing. 

to clarify abstract concepts and 
to provide a vehicle for discov- 
ering interdisciplinary relation- 
ships so needed to understand the 
complexities of the modern world. 
This is an experience course, val- 
uable in itself for sharpening 
visual acuity, stimulating crea- 
tivity, and generally developing 
in students a greater facility with 
the elements involved in the 
learning process as such. Enroll- 
ment is limited to 20 on this 
course, therefore early registra- 
tion is suggested. 

The Creative Writing Work- 
shop for Grades 9, 10, and 11 is a 
writing laboratory course design- 
ed to encourage the student to 
discover his own talents in sever- 
al forms of fiction and poetry. 
Emphasis will be on individual 
practice as well as discussion of 
theory. Parallel reading in, and 
class discussion of, the work of 
significant novelists, short story 
writers, and poets. Class enroll- 
ment limited. 


Under the direction of Thomas 
A. Morse, coordinator of Instruc- 
tional Aids and Special Programs, 
the summer school will commence 
July 3 and run through August 
11. It is to be held at McCall 
Junior High School this year and 
notices concerning details of 
registration will be sent to the 
homes via the students early in 
May. 

The new course in Geometry is 
for the Junior High and is offered 
as an enrichment course which 
will approach geometry through 
transformations in anticipation of 
the axiomatic development given 
in Grade 10. It has grown out of 
recent curriculum developments 
at the Junior High School level in 
Germany, Denmark and the Uni- 
ted States. 

Crative Dramatics will be of- 
fered for children in Grades 3-6 
whereby the students will have 
the opportunity to gain confi- 
dence through their “make be- 
lieve” plays, then progress to the 
second step of interpretation 
through dramatization. Puppets 
will also be utilized as a variation 
of the creative dramatic exper- 
ience. 

Students in Grades 7-10 will be 
able to take Theatre Arts, a 
course designed to acquaint the 
student with all phases of the 
theatre, such as history, appreci- 
ation, acting, directing, makeup, 
stage management, lighting, etc. 
Active participation is planned 
through the use of one act plays 
with visits to some of the summer 
theatres in the area planned. 

Instrumental Music for Grades 
6, 7, and 8 is planned for students 
who have never played an instru- 
ment before. By taking a lesson 
on an instrument in class every 
day plus some practice at home, 
a student may qualify for mem- 
bership in the Junior High School 
band or orchestra. 

A Music Appreciation course is 
offered for Grades 9, 10, and 11 
students appealing to those who 
enjoy listening to good music and 
want to understand more about 
it. Lives of composers, the dif- 
ferent musical forms and styles 
of music will be stressed. 

For Grades 9, 10, and 11 there 
is a new nonverbal approach to 
education in the form of Educa- 
tion Through Vision. This is de- 
signed to increase intellectual 
awareness and curiosity through 
vision which will assist students 


The course in Spanish l is de- 
signed to present a flexible, yet 
balanced program of conversa- 
tion, reading, and writing. 

Grade 8 students will be offer- 
ed a course in Earth Science, a 
study of the motions, materials 
and dynamics of the earth. The 
course emphasizes the physical 
features ot the surface, as well 
as the study of the atmosphere 
around the earth. 

Western Philosophy will be 
given for Grades 10, 11, and 12 
with the purpose of the course to 
introduce students to some of the 
great western philosophers, such 
as Aristotle, Plato, Mill, Rous- 
seau, Locke, Dewey, Whitehead, 
Marx, etc.

Conflicting Interest! 


At Monday evening's School Committee hearing 
on the METCO proposal to import Negro students 
from Boston’s racially imbalanced schools to Win- 
chester’s racially imbalanced scliols, the revelation 
that School Committeeman Charles Harris was also 
serving as an official of ME I CO landed like a bomb- 
hurst in the middle of the meeting. 

Few, if any. of the members of the School Com- 
mittee were previously aware of Mr. Harris’s double 
interest in the METCO plan, according to School 
Committee Chairman Schroeder. It was also ap- 
parent that many of the citizens present were similar- 
ly not aware ol Mr. Harris’ METCO tics. 

Mr. Harris, however, later said he saw no legal or 
philosophical conflict ol interest between holding his 
School ommittce post and also serving as treasurer of 
the ME TCO Corporation. He also said he would not 
resign front either post, and woidtl not abstain from 
voting on the ME TCO issue when the School Com- 
mittee takes it up for a decision. 

The issue of conflict of interest arises and should 
be confronted. 

The School Committeeman says -lie sees no legal 
or philosophical conflict, and he is entitled to his 
own views. We see it differently. 


In an analogy, if Mr. Harris were the treasurer of 
XV/ company which sought to do business with the 
Winchester School System through its School Com- 
mittee. and as a member of that committee voted lo 
give the business to the XV/ company, we would 
term that a definite conllict of interest. In that case, 
lie should either abstain from voting, or else resign 
if he could not divorce himself from the proccdings 
to reach that decision. 

We see no difference of principle between the anal- 
ogy and the present situation. In a matter of such 
comm unit v-wide concern, and where the interests of 
the community are as certainly at stake as they would 
be in any straightforward business dealings between 
the schools and any other private enterprise, the 
issue of conflicting interest between supposed objec- 
tive community duties to one and volunteered duties 
to another, seems clear and potentially objectionable. 

Whether or not there is a legal conflict of interest, 
Mr. Harris should check with the Town Council; 
but. legally or not. we see there a definite and deep 
philosophical conflict of interest, and we hasten to 
call this to the School Committeeman’s attention be- 
fore he attempts to vote for two interests at the same 
time.

SEGREGATED SCHOOLS 

“With all the advantages the 
children in our school system 
have, there is one serious disad- 
vantage: your children, for all 
practical purposes, attend racial- 
ly segregated schools,” Dr. Har- 
ry V. Gilson, superintendent of 
schools, told the assembled citi- 
zens. 

“There are certain distinct 
benefits to your children and to 
your schools,” School Superin- 
tendent Gilson continued “We 
are supposed to educate your chil- 
dren to be able to go out into so- 
ciety and live and work together 
with people of different back- 
grounds, and there can be no 
doubt that this lack of exposure 
to different peoples at young ages 
will be a hindrance to them later.” 
Dr. Gilson added that “good 
teacher candidates come to apply 
here and ask: ‘Is it true that Win- 
chester is a bigoted and prejudic- 
ed community?’ and to the ex- 
tent that Winchester has that 
reputation it has and increasing- 
ly becomes a disadvantage in try- 
ing to get the best teachers.” 
“For your information, he who 
stated, “we gave no consideration 
at all to any participation in ME- 


TCO until the elementary school 
distribution problem was solved 
to the best advantage of the en- 
tire community.” Now that the 
distribution problem has been re- 
solved, he concluded, with a seat 
free here and there across the 
system, it might be possible to 
accept a limited number of tuition 
paying students under the MET- 
CO program without adding un- 
due hardships on teachers or 
classroom space in any one or at 
several schools. 

John Eaton, recent candidate 
for election to the School Commit- 
tee, said he was upset with the 
militant nature of the group ac- 
tively seeking support for the 
METCO program. “Would you as 
townspeople or School Committee 
members build new wings onto 
schools to house students from 
afar?” he questioned. 

One citizen asked why the 
School Department would place 
any pupils brought in in just the 
three older schools near the Cen- 
ter — why not the newer on'es too, 
like the Vinson-Owen? 

Another citizen immediately 
asked if the School Department 
were planning to place them in a 
dilapidated school like Noonan, to 
which Mr. Harris pointed out 
“You should see what they are 
coming from!” — which touched off 
an immediate furor within a large 
part of the audience, and com-

ments of “That doesn’t matter,” 
“That’s not the issue,” tossed 
back and forth. 

At this point one citizen arose 
and said Mr. Harris was talking 
as though he were an official of 
METCO, and Mr. Harris replied 
that he was. “Then I think you 
ought to abstain from voting on 
this issue — or else resign,” the 
citizen shouted back. 

One woman said she thought the 
real problem in the town lay in 
real estate and with the agents 
here. “There are plenty of homes 
that go on the market but are 
made overpriced to Negroes,” she 
charged. “We should allow Negro 
families to live and go to school 
here, instead of arguing over 
whether we should bus-in a few 
pupils for a few hours a day in 
our schools,” she charged. 

“We have a pluralistic society 
in the United States, but we do 
not have a pluralistic society in 
Winchester,” one speaker com- 
mented, “and it would be tragic 
to make the false assumption that 
these youngsters from different 
backgrounds would have anything 
but a beneficial educational affect 
on our own young people.” 

The meeting was then adjourn- 
ed by Chairman Schroeder, who 
noted there would be another 
public hearing on the issue on 
Tuesday evening, May 2, from 8 
to 10 o’clock, in the McCall audi- 
torium.

THE GYPSIES 

by Jan Yoors 

At the age of twelve, Jan Yoors left home to join 
the gypsies, evidently in the Lowlands of Europe. 
He didn’t run away from home in the strict sense of 
the term and no attempt to find him seems to have 
been made. His father was an artist, and his mother 
seems to have been chiefly interested in social work 
abroad. Although he claims to have loved his par- 
ents and praises their broadmindedness in under- 
standing his compulsion for the gypsy life, he does 
not sound as if he had ever been close to them and 
makes small mention of his intermittent returns to 
them and formal schooling. On his initial return 
home his parents had dinner guests so, of course, he 
did not disturb them. He was a hit hurt to find them 
sound asleep the next morning, having not yet greet- 
ed him. 

Mr. Yoors recounts his experiences with the Rom 
in minute detail but with a total lack of humor. The 
nomadic Rom cover whole continents in their wan- 
derings. Large family groups or tribes called “kom- 
pania” bear a family name like the Lowara tribe 
Yoors traveled with. “The Rom are a unique excep- 
tion among the nomadic groups adhering strictly to 
archaic tribal allegiance . . .They possess a signifi- 
cant sense of being part of a larger whole. Their 
urge to travel is no mere wanderlust. They voyage 
to meet relatives as yet unknown, and to find suit- 
able brides for their sons, marrying them within the 
tribe but avoiding inbreeding. They are part of a 
continuing cultural transfusion and an ever-flowing 
force of renewal.” 

How the gypsies ever keep their relationships 
straight is a mystery to me. Since they generally 
marry and bear children before they are of a legal 
age to do so, a husband and wife will often register 
as brother and sister for passport purposes. Sons 
will be listed as nephews and so on all up and down 
the mixed-up family scale. “The gypsies have pro- 
tected their cultural continuity and identity by hid- 
ing behind an elaborate system of protective screens, 
so that reality is often the exact opposite of appear- 
ance.” 

The Rom never practice fortune-telling among 
themselves. “Besides being an obvious source of in- 
come, it is at least as important as a means of sur- 
rounding the gypsies with an uneasy, magic aura. 
It gives substance to their use of curses against out- 
siders who brutally mistreat them, and often pre- 
vents such treatment . . . The persistent begging 
of most children and all women is another of the 
many ways of discouraging prolonged or close con- 
tact with them by the Gaje (non-gypsies). Their 
disheveled appearance, to which they themselves at- 
tach no importance, serves the same purpose . . . 
When approached directly, they show a total disre- 
gard for consistency and may become totally incom- 
prehensible about any matter they do not want to 
discuss . . 

Obviously, only to someone like Jan Yoors, who 
was adopted into a tribe, learned the language, a de- 
rivative of Sanskrit and a closely guarded secret) 
and spent many years on the road with them do 
gypsies appear as integrated individuals. 

The Gypsies is unfailingly interesting, understated 
yet written with a strong undertone of affection and 
respect. Well worth your attention.

(Washington) — Massachusetts 
Congressman F. Bradford Morse 
today introduced legislation to 
provide for an authorization of 
$200,000 for the first two years of 
operation of the American Revo- 
lution Bicentennial Celebration. 

Cong. Morse acted as the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts ob- 
served its traditional Patriots’ Day 
ceremonies. The Congressman’s 
Fifth Congressional District in- 
cludes the historic communities of 
Lexington and Concord. 

The Congressman pointed out 
that he had first introduced the 
legislation leading to the creation 
of the Commission in 1966. In re- 
marks prepared for delivery on the 
Floor of the House, Cong. Morse 
aid, “Under the legislation I in- 
troduced in 1966 initial planning 
funds were included in the amount 
of $200,000. This provision was 
deleted during the course of the 
legislative process and the Com- 
mission at the present time has no 
funds whatsoever.” The White 
Mouse is supporting the request 
for Commission funds. 

Cong. Morse said that while 
private organizations should par- 
ticipate in the preparations for 
the Bicentennial, “I think we can- 
not ask them to contribute until 
they have some idea of what will 
be done with the money. At the 
very minimum the Commission 
must have some funds to lay plans 
to attract the interest of the pri- 
vate sector.” 

Cong. Morse’s bill would also 
add the Secretary of Commerce 
to the membership of the Com- 
mission, which includes Cabinet 
officials, Members of the House 
and Senate, and private individ- 
uals. Chairman of the Commission 
is Carlisle H. Humelsine, president 
of Colonial Williamsburg. 

“The Commerce Department will 
play an important role, particular- 
ly if plans for an international ex- 
position in Boston proceed accord- 
ing to plans,” the Massachusetts 
legislator^ noted. 

Cong. Morse wrote to President 
Johnson on April 3 urging White 
House support for Commission 
funds. “I am delighted that the 
Executive Branch has now lent its 
weight to the overwhelming case 
i or prompt action on American 
Revolution Bicentennial planning.”

Discontinuance 
Of Postal Savings 

United States Postal Savings 
certificates, which are on deposit at 
the Boston Post Office, will cease 
earning interest for local deposi- 
tors on April 27, Postmaster 
Charles R. Hill of the Winchester 
Post Office said today. 

Nationwide, the Post Office De- 
partment is holding more than $00 
million in the now obsolete pro- 
gram which was discontinued by 
Congress on March 28, 1066. 

As of April 27, a year ago. 
Postal Savings were discontinued, 
and no deposits were accepted by 
the Post Office Department. Certifi- 
cates whose anniversary dates have 
been reached since April 26 have 
earned their final interest pay- 
ment, Postmaster Hill said. 

On June 20, he said, all remain- 
ing funds in the program will be 
turned over to the Treasury De- 
partment to be held in trust funds 
until liquidated. There they will 
remain available for payment with- 
out time limitation whenever prop- 
er claims are received. 

Postmaster Hill urged that all 
Postal Savings depositors close out 
their accounts and invest their 
funds into United States Saving 
Bonds or the new Freedom Shares, 
which on May 1, will pay 4.74% 
interest. 

Holders of Postal Savings certifi- 
cates can arrange to redeem them 
simply by applying at the Main 
Post Office at Boston, Mass, whfcre 
the certificates are held. The Post- 
master there will provide guidance 
and necessary forms to assist in 
cashing certificates. All transac- 
tions can be handled by mail, and 
certificates issued to persons now 
deceased can be cashed by legal 
heirs in accordance with State laws 
governing such distributions. 
Again the postmaster at Boston, 
Mass, will render authorized as- 
sistance.

The issue was whether all-white Hiihtirhun 
Winchester was either obligated or willing to 
share some of its high-quality educational facil- 
ities, program and opportunities with young 
Negro elementary pupils who could he bussed 
with federal funds from the racially imbalance 
segregated urban Boston school system. 


Over one thousand intensely concerned resi- 
dents of the Town attended an emotionally 
charged and jam-packed public hearing on the 
highly controversial and delicate issue here 
Tuesday evening in the High School auditorium 
— a hearing of greater magnitude and conse- 
quence than any other seen in this community 
for many years, and. unlike any other in the 
Town’s history in that it involved what part 
Winchester might play in what is generally con- 
ceded the most pressing national issue of our 
time — the implementation of actually integrat- 
ing the Negro citizen into American society. 

Amid the volatile atmosphere on this signifi- 
cant proposition, the School Committee braved 
the displeasures of all those holding negative 


prejudices, biases and fears on the action of 
their stated intentions to pursue a positive ac- 
ceptance of a limited-scale METCO program of 
up to 30 Negro students entering the community 
school system. 

The Sch ool Board also stood resolute against 
rationalization charges that the local system 
couldn’t accommodate 30 more pupils from out 
of town because of severe overcrowding with 
present and anticipated enrollments of resident 
students. 

In confronting what might appropriately he 
termed a “crisis of conscience” within the com- 
munity, the School Committee itself faced its 
own crisis of conscience as to what and where 
its real responsibilities lay. 

Rarely in a small-town, grass-roots political 
issue is a community treated to a David and Go- 
liath spectacle such as occurred here this week. 
Almost unquestionably the pulse of the commu- 
nity registered greater disagreement with than 
acceptance of the METCO plan for Winchester; 
and yet, the School Board, knowingly feeling 


the tenor of the pendulum away from its an- 
nounced educational point of view, made what 
it considered to he tin* right decision for the ed- 
ucational program of the Winchester Public 
School System even though it fully understood 
the condition of majority feeling against that 
course of action. 


The School Committee’s answer to its own 
crisis of conscience was that its responsibility 
lay in selecting what it believed to he the proper 
educational answer for the local schools in spite 
of mammoth opposition for sundry periferally 
related reasons. 


And it put before ihe Town the task of living 
with the result of this resolution of the crisis 
of conscience in education in Winchester — hut 
left the social and moral crises of conscience 
still festering in a community flux, yet to be re- 
solved in some period of time — possibly when 
those educated here in METCO’s time come to 
grow gradually into a more integrated and unit- 
ed America society, and racial prejudices be- 
come a tiling of the past.

CSA Declines Support 
Of METCO Program Now 

1 he Community School Association, in a qualified vote by its ex- 
ecutive board, this week rejected a motion to support the METCO pro- 
gram in Winchester next September. 


“It seems inappropriate at this 
time,” Mrs. Alven Wallace, presi- 
dent of CSA, said on Monday in 
describing the sense of Friday’s 
CSA executive hoard meeting. 
The vote was 9 against, 6 for, and 
4 abstaining votes among the 
nineteen member schools' parents 
association. 

Mrs. Wallace noted that those 
who favored accepting the 
METCO program felt strongly 
that this was the time to make 
the decision to go along with it. 

“The majority were not really 
against the METCO program,” 
Mrs. A. C. Longo, CSA publicity 
director, asserted in explaining 
the CSA vote, “but felt instead 
that it has been badly handled up 
to this point, and they want the 
problems in the schools solved 
first.” 

The main issue contended by 
the CSA organization as hinder- 
ing its willingness to support the 
METCO project now is “the ap- 
parent present School Committee 
and School Department’s indecis- 
ion as to the outcome of the re- 
distribution plan,” according to 
Mrs. Wallace, “especially in the 
Mystic, Noonan, Lincoln and 
Washington School areas.”

The Town Counsel’s legal ren- 
dering came in response to an in- 
quiry posed by School Committee 
Chairman Richard K. Schroeder 
as to whether any conflict of in- 
terest under the new state stat- 
ute existed between Charles P. 
Harris' position as a member of 
the School Committee and being 
an officer of the METCO Corpora- 
tion at a time when the commit- 
tee was considering adoption or 
rejection of a limited-scale but 
far-reaching and controversial 
METCO program in this com- 
munity.

Wayland and Scituate 
earlier passed approval of it, and 
Brookline, Lincoln and Wellesley 
have announced intentions to ex- 
pand present METCO arrange- 
ments. This raises the number of 
participating communities within 
the METCO program to 21. 

School Committeeman John A. 
Dolan put the motion for accept- 
ing a METCO program in Win- 
chester before the committee for 
a vote, and he voted for it. He 
was joined in affirmative voting 
by Committeewomen Mrs. Bar- 
bara M. Walsh and Mrs. Berna- 
dette J. Grenzebach. 

School Committeeman Chair- 
man Richard K. Schroeder re- 
corded himself as against the 
plan. 

School Committeeman Charles 
P. Harris, a proponent and offi- 
cer of METCO, early in the pub- 
lic hearing declared that he would 
refrain from discussion and vot- 
ing on the METCO proposal so as 
to avoid any possible beclouding 
of the issue as of anyone’s think- 
ing there might be any conflict 
of interest on his part. At an 
earlier hearing on METCO Mr. 
Harris had stated he did not see 
any conflict of interest and would 
vote on the issue when it came 
before the School Committee for 
a vote. 

The hearing opened with Mr. 
Schroeder describing a number of 
mechanical questions about the 
METCO program he felt the citi- 
zens would like to hear answered 
by attending METCO Executive 
Director Joseph Killory. 

Before Mr. Killory addressed 
the hearing, Professor Stuart 
Grout of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee on local schools told 
the meeting “METCO is not an 
ultimate answer” to the problem 
of integration in American socie- 
ty, “but it is a participation in 
that ideal of freedom of oppor- 
tunity.” 

“METCO is not a bussing pro- 
gram — it is an education pro- 
gram,” Mr. Killory explained in 
describing the details of the me- 
chanics of METCO to the assem- 
bly. 

He added that METCO did not 
solicit the opportunity to present 
its program to the Winchester 
schools — it was an invited guest 
of the Winchester School Commit- 
tee, which had registered an in- 
terest in the program provided 
the funds for tuition for the stu- 
dents came from federal or other 
funds. 

Mr. Killory said he was “glad

New Rules For 
Car Licenses, 
Motorcycles 


International 
Mail Postage 
Rate Changes 


Mrs. William D. Barone left 
Tuesday for Washington, D.C. 
where she will be registered at the 
Sheraton Parka Hotel until the end 
of the week. 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles Rich- 
ard E. McLaughlin announced that 
beginning this week all applicants 
for motor vehicle driving licenses 
or motorcycle licenses must have 
attained the age of 17 years unless 
they have been certified as having 
successfully completed an approved 
driver education course in which 
case they must be at least 16 */». 
This does not alter the age for ap- 
plying for a Learner’s Permit — 
which is 16. 

Learner’s Permits issued after 
July 2, 1966, will be validated for 
one year from the date of issue if 
present holders apply for such vali- 
dation and only three road tests 
may be taken within that period. 
When a 16 l /2 year old applicant 
apears for a driving examination, 
he must show his driver education 
certificate to the examiner in order 
to be tested. 

New regulations also govern the 
operation of motorcycles. On and 
after June 1, 1967, all original li- 
censes to operate motor vehicles 
and all renewals will be invalid 
for the operation of motorcycles 
unless the licensee has been licens- 
ed by the Registrar to operate 
motorcycles as provided by law and 
these rules and regulations. Per- 
sons who on June 1, 1967 hold li- 
censes granted by the Registrar 
endorsed “valid for motorcycle on- 
ly” or “valid for motorcycles also” 
will have such licenses renewed in 
the ordinary course except that the 
renewal license will be distinctive 
in color. 

Special provisions have been 
made so that motor vehicle opera- 
tors now holding a valid motor ve- 
hicle license may apply from now 
through May 31 to have their pre- 
sent license endorsed as “valid for 
motorcycles also” without payment 
of additional fees ami without fur- 
| ther written or road test if they 
qualify. 

Applications for motorcycle en- 
dorsement may he made at any 
Registry office. 

On and after June 1, applicants 
for licenses to operate motorcycles 
will be subject 'to the payment of 
fees provided by law for the writ- 
ten test and the road test and will 
be required to take a road test on 
a two-wheeled vehicle. 

The gigantic increase in the use 
of motorcycles and the mushroom- 
ing number of accidents involving 
motorcycles triggered the Regis- 
trar’s program for motorcycle 
operators to test their knowledge 
of the rules of the road and their 
ability to safely operate a motor- 
cycle. The rules and regulations 
were filed with the Secretary of 
State after a public hearing on De- 
cember 22. 

Massachusetts becomes the 11th 
stute to require a separate licens- 
ing procedure for motorcycle opera- 
tion, a recommendation recently is- 
sued under the Federal Highway 
Safety Act of 1966. 


An increase in international 
surface and airmail rates went 
into effect on Monday Postmaster 
Charles R. Hill announced this 
week. 

The new international rates, he 
said, do not apply to mailings 
for members of the Armed Forces 
overseas. Domestic postage rates 
are applicable to mail addressed 
through APO’s and FPO’s. 

The rate increases for both 
surface and airmail — averaging 
13 per cent — were first proposed 
on January 14 and publicly con- 
firmed on March 1. The Depart- 
ment explained at that time that 
they were needed to help offset 
a deficit of about $16 million in 
international mail operations. 

Specific information on the new 
international rates can he obtain- 
ed from the service windows at 
the post office, Postmaster Hill 
said. 

This was the first general in- 
crease in international rates since 
July, 1961. 

The increases are: 

1. Airmail letters to Central 
America and Caribbean area from 
13 cents a half ounce to 15 cents. 

2. Airmail to the rest of the 
Western Hemisphere remains 15 
cents a half ounce, except for 
Canada anil Mexico. 

3. Airmail to Europe and Medi- 
terranean Africa from 15 cents a 
half ounce to 20 cents. 

4. Airmail letter rates to the 
rest of the world remains un- 
changed at 25 cents a half ounce. 

5. Aerogrammes anil air post 
cards increased 2 cents each from 
11 cents to 13 cents. 

6. Items sent by air, other than 
letters anil parcels, such as small 
packages, books, periodicals and 
other printed matter increased 10 
cents per piece to all other coun- 
tries except Canada. 

7. Most letters going by sur- 
face transportation to all other 
nations (excluding Canada and 
Mexico) increased from 11 cent 
to 13 cents. Post cards raised 
from 7 cents to 8 cents. 

8. Most printed matter, includ 
ing publications, increased one 
cent a piece. For 2nd class publi 
cations to Canada only, the one 
cent increase will be deferred for 
six months to become effective 
November 1, 1967. Also, the pres- 
ent bundling rate which permit- 
postage to be computed on the 
bulk weight of packages of publi- 
cations addressed to Canadian 
post offices will remain in effect 
until November 1, 1968, at which 
time it will be discontinued/ 

9. Surface parcel post rates to 
all nations increased 20 cents a 
parcel, an average of 7 per cent

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Police Academy 
Set Up To Train 
Area Policemen 

A new Northeast Middlesex 
County regional Police Academy 
opens next Monday at Lowell 
State Teacher's College for the 
training: of police recruits in this 
and other cities and towns in the 
area, according: to Police Chief 
Joseph J. Derro. 

Chief Derro noted that no Win- 
chester recruits are scheduled for 
the first class of 25 because ap- 
plications for four summer and 
potential permanent positions are 
still being* received and have not 
yet been acted on. He said he an- 
ticipates placing: two or more re- 
cruits in the October program, 
however. 

The motto of the Academy is 
“I mprove law enforcement 
through education and communi- 
cation.' ” and the course covers 
some 160 hours of study. 

The Academy was organized on 
March 15, and lists on its board 
of directors the Police Chiefs of 
Winchester, Wakefield, Woburn, 
Burlington. Concord and Lowell. 
It is conducted under rules set 
forth by the Municipal Police 
Training Council, created by an 
act of the Legislature on January 
1, 1966. 

In an interview with Chief 
Derro the Chief stated that be- 
cause of recent Court Decisions, 
and the many changes within our 
society, it has become necessary 
to better educate and upgrade the 
community's Law Enforcement 
Agencies. 

lie further stated that educa- 
tion alone was not the answer, 
“Law Enforcement must be 
placed on a competitive basis 
with Industry in order to acquire 
the caliber of manpower needed 
to perform the duties required in 
our ever shifting society.’' 

Chief Derro stated that it is 
very hard to acquire young in- 
telligent recruits, and cited the 
fact that many Police Depart- 
ments in Massachusetts are pres- 
ently operating short-handed and 
have found it impossible to ac- 
quire new men. 

The new area Police Academy's 
course program will include the 
following subjects: 

The Role of Law: 

Enforcement (Past and Pres- 
ent); Police and Community Re- 
lations; Relations with News 
Media; Substantive Law (Chapter 
90 Offenses) 

Motor Vehicle Law: 

(Chapter 90, Traffic Control

* (Basic Authority, Constitution- 
al Guarantees) ; Techniques and 
Mechanics of Arrest (Defensive

Area Food Cost 
Per Family Up; 
$108 Year More 

To what extent has the cost 
of food increased, for the aver- 
age Middlesex family, in the last 
few years? How much more are 
local families spending per month 
for the table? 

Although food prices have been 
edging upward for a long time, 
increasing over 20 per cent in 
ten years, about half of that rise 
has occurred in the last three 
years, according to Labor De- 
partment figures. And the biggest 
jump in a single year, nearly six 
percent, was in 1966. 

Suddenly, when the nation’s 
housewives realize how much less 
they are getting for a $10 
bill, they rose en masse, they 
wrote letters to public officials, 
argued with storekeepers and 
boycotted supermarkets. 

In Middlesex County, the effect 
of the price increase over a period 
of two years has been to add ap- 
proximately $108 a year to the 
food bill of the average family. 

By way of comparison, in the 
New England states as a whole, 
the increase amounted to $119 
per family, and, in the State of 
Massachusetts, to $116. 

The figures are estimates based 
upon national averages released 
by the Department of Labor and 
the Department of Agriculture. 

They show that the cost of 
food, by the time it reached the 
consumer, was about 8.5 percent 
higher in most communities than 
it was two years ago. 

Just how much Middlesex Coun- 
ty residents are spending for 
food is indicated in the latest re- 
port from the Standard Rate and 
Data Service. 

The total food bill in the local 
area amounted to some $508,756,- 
000 last year, it reports. This was 
at the rate of $114 per family per 
month, dividing the total by the 
number of local households. 

A similar quantity of food 
would have cost only $105 per 
month two years earlier. 

As to who and what are re- 
sponsible for the rise in the cost 
of food, there is no quick or 
simple answer. 

Farm prices have gone up, but 
not enough to account for the big 
increase at the consumer end. 
Higher labor and marketing costs, 
vanishing surpluses of wheat and 
other commodities and increased 
demand are among the other fac- 
tors cited. 

The forecast for 1967, by the 
Department of Agriculture, is 
that food prices will continue to 
move upward, but not as sharply 
as they did this year. 


Better Living 
Locally Despite 
Inflation Rises 

Is the average Middlesex Coun- 
ty family better off today than it 
was ten years ago, before taxes 
and the cost of living started 
zooming skyward? 

Have family incomes increased 
sufficiently to enable local resi- 
dents to live better than they did 
a decade ago? 

A study completed by the Tax 
Foundation shows just how much 
more income a family must have 
these days to stay evt n with 
where it was in 1956. 

If its earning capacity was 
$11,000 at that time, it needs $3,- 
.655 now — 21.8 percent more — to 
maintain its way of life. 

The $5,000-a-year family of 
other days must receive $5,894, or 
17.9 percent more, to equalize. 

The $10,000 family must have 
$11,764, an increase of 17.6 per- 
cent, to be as well off as before. 

In Middlesex County, according 
to data compiled by the Standard 
Rate and Data Service, most fam- 
ilies have more than made up for 
the inroads caused by higher pric- 
es and bigger taxes and are living 
in better style than they did pre- 
viously. 

The average income locally rose 
from $6,825 per family ten years 
ago to $10,534 in the past year. 

It amounted to an increase of 
54.3 percent, which is consider- 
ably more than the loss suffered 
through inflation. 

Elsewhere in the United States 
there was a 40.1 percent gain in 
the period. In the State of Mas- 
sachusetts the rise was 46.6 per- 
cent. 

As for the current year, further 
gains in income will be needed, 
both for the working man and for 
his employer, if their purchasing 
power is to he maintained at its 
present level. 

A 1967 got under way, they 
were faced with bigger social se- 
curity taxes, further inflation and 
a possible increase in Federal in- 
come taxes. 

Also under Tax Foundation 
scrutiny in the study were state 
and local taxes and the extent to 
which they have grown in recent 
years. 

In thd State of Massachusetts, 
these taxes have climbed from 
$207 per capita to $302 per cap- 
ita in a period of eight years, it 
finds. The rise was 46 percent. 

In other states, the increases 
ranged from a low of 37 percent, 
in Oregon, to a high of 119 per- 
cent, in Delaware.

When Spring arrives • every 
year, it brings the EnKa Street 
Fair, a happy event for all of 
Winchester, young and old, and 
one that has become a tradition 
here. EnKa has choen En Karni- 
val as the theme of the 33rd an- 
nual street fair to he held on 
Manchester Field Friday evening, 
May 19, from 6-11 p.m., and all 
day Saturday from 10 a.m. to 
10 p.m. 

EnKa was organized in 1902 
through a desire of six Winches- 
ter High School girls who wanted 
to have a club similar to one the 
boys had formed. With the help 
of their German teacher they 
chose for their motto “Nachma- 
chen dem Knaben,” which means 
“to imitate the boys.” From the 
first letters of these two words 
come the German letters “N-K” 
which are pronounced “En-Kar.” 

During the first year several 
new members were taken in, and 
because of the seriousness with 
which these girls looked upon 
their little Club, they decided to 
change their motto to one with 
more dignity. They chose Nach- 
leben den Kosterlichengenos- 
senshaft,” which means “to live 
up to the sisterhood.” 

Eventually the Winchester 
School Board banned students 
who were members of secret soci- 
eties from participating in high 
school activities and on January 
3, 1928 the EnKa Sorority held 
its last meeting. On May 18, 1932 
eighty- five members held a “Re- 
union Banquet” and unanimously 
voted to “Reorganize EnKa as a 


senior group to aid in all W m- 
chester charities, as well as to 
support our hospital room. 
Since that time a large group of 
women have continued to work 
for and serve this purpose. 

The street fair is a community 
project with hundreds of towns- 
people giving their time to make 
it the biggest and best ever. In 
the past years thousands of peo- 
ple from Winchester and sur- 
rounding towns have planned on 
this as a family day. It is only 
through the support of the friends 
of EnKa both in Winchester and 
neighboring towns that the suc- 
cess of the fair can be realized. 

All of the proceeds go back 
into Winchester, as hundreds of 
dollars are donated each year to 
the Little League, the Pals, the 
Boy Scouts, the Girl Scouts, the 
Red Cross, the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation, the Winchester Hospi- 
tal, the Home for the Aged, the 
High School Bands and Orches- 
tras, the Hospital Library Book 
Truck, the Winchester Scholar- 
ship Foundation, the Homefront- 
ers, and needy families recom- 
mended by the local Welfare De- 
partment.

The Big Step 


The School Committee this week showed a grand- 
ness of mind and coolness of style that had the mark 
of greatness in its confrontation with the METCO 
issue in a community riddled with prejudice and yet 
which wanted the best in modern, quality education. 

Prejudices and good a educational program don’t 
mix, and so the School Committee decided to con- 
centrate its attention and decision on the latter, 
which it did with remarkable adeptness in a highly 
controversial and emotionally charged atmosphere. 

It can he fairly accurately stated that the majority 
of the Town’s citizens oppose Winchester’s partici- 
pating in a METCO program; hut the School Com- 
mittee was looking beyond the rationalizing ob- 
jections to such a program and more at the real 
benefits and values in the program for the better 
education of Winchester’s school children. 

The committee saw that local children have little 
if any contact with non-white students (there were 
otdy 19 resident non-white pupils attending local 
schools last year, out of some 5,000 school children 
in theiown), and so have almost no experience with 
other races before leaving town in their late teens. 
And this in a generally pluralistic American society. 
No wonder the School Committee sees the METCO 
program as possibly of greater benefit to local youth 


than even to those brought in and who would also 
be receiving a better educational opportunity. 

In recent years school systems across the nation 
have been faced with having tossed into their laps 
the greater chore of social and moral as well as aca- 
demic education and discipline of youngsters pre- 
viously taught these values in homes and churches. 
Now. in this case, the Winchester School Committee 
picked up this occasion to perform that function 
that until now has been abdicated in the community. 

Winchester is not an island unto itself— and we 
have been learning that more and more in recent 
years as metropolitan issues have become our issues, 
in transportation, pollution, education building as- 
sistance. etc. For this reason. Winchester can not 
continue to turn its back to the pressing national 
issue of racial integration and implementation of 
equal educational and employment and housing 
opportunity. 

The Winchester School Committee took a courag- 
eous, big step forward this week— and it was a move 
that, agreed with or opposed to for whatever reason, 
the Town can he proud of for having taken it. 

It was one of those things and events that put 
Winchester hack into the mainstream of American 
life— and in a good way. 


Disappearing Island 


A delightful 193b photograph on page 10 of the 
History of Winchester hook shows a scenic setting 
of the down Hall across Mill Pond with the attrac- 
tive island and its old wooden footbridge leading to 
it enhancing the total composition. 

That picture shows one of Winchester’s most nat- 
ural and beautiful scenes to good advantage— but. un- 
fortunately, in recent years the footbridge has come 
down, the island has started to deteriorate and is 
being eroded away, and the river has become polluted 
and lias lost much of its character. 

Until last year nothing at all had been done either 
to prevent the further disintegration of that loveliest 
of Winchester scenes, or to correct the situation and 
attempt to restore or beautify the area. 

Last year one of the local garden clubs planted 
trees along the Westerly bank of the Aberjona Ri\er 
to improve the scene. Both the idea and the elfort 
were commendable, but without continual care, like 
the island, they began to die. 

Now. this year, due to several attacks of air as well 
as water pollution by the rivei, the Conservation 
Commission has received SI 2,000 from the Town to 
conduct hydrological and biological studies and to 
enact a small scale action program to alleviate pol- 
lution if some course of constructive endeavor can 
be charted. This, too, is a step in the right direction 
toward saving a real basic part of the natural beauty 
in the Center of Winchester. 


However, the slow disintegration and disappear- 
ance of the beautiful little island set on Mill Pond 
seems somewhat symptomatic of the real problem in 
keeping Winchester attractive, and. also, of other 
problems so piecemeal as to lose the whole thing 
fought for— winning of small batlcs, but losing of the 
war. so to speak. In this case of the beautiful little 
island that is slipping away from us through thought- 
less and careless neglect, it is most unfortunate; lor 
it could have been prevented . . . and maybe even 
still preserved if wise planning and action are initi- 
ated. 

The same unfortunate situation prevails in other 
community issues as well. We plan only after a prob- 
lem has arisen, and after much piecemeal argument 
and delay act on one phase of a problem— only in 
the meantime to have had other problems arise with- 
in the context of the original total problem. This is 
especially true in the schools, parks, and planning 
areas. 

One solution for insuring the proper total plan- 
ning for maintaining a beautiful Winchester is to 
request the Conservation Commission to do the total 
planning, and to work, with the Planning Board and 
Park Department on implementation; otherwise, no 
individual or group is attending to this, and it will 
not be done, and Winchester will lose more of what 
it now has as beauty spots— just as it is losing its 
beautiful little island— and spotty reclamation pro- 
jects might be the best we can hope for just to get a 
few short-lived scenic areas.

BOOK REVIEW

A CHILD WINDOW’S STORY 

by Monica, Felton 

Too often today it is hard to see the results of 
one person’s efforts. Our age thinks big, removes 
one individual from interaction with another by the 
use of machines, and is involved with explosions — 
information, population, nuclear. Also too often we 
equate change with the western way of life and feel 
that the East goes on and on as it has for aeons of 
time. 

This biography forces the reader out of these two 
stereotypes. The setting is India in the early 1900’s. 
Our main characters are a happy devoted family of 
the Brahmin caste. The second daughter Subbalak- 
shmi has had her marriage arranged and when she 
is eleven the ceremony is held : 

When the marriage was celebrated she was 
perhaps too tired, after all the bustle and fuss 
of the preparations, to take much interest in 
the long, elaborate ceremonies. She, like the boy 
who sat beside her, obediently repeated after the 
priests the lovely Sanskrit sounds in which, for 
uncounted centuries, husbands and wives had 
made their promises of eternal faithfulness. Her 
head was bent and her eyes modestly downcast 
when the moment came for her to rise and, hand 
in hand with her bridegroom, circle seven times 
around the sacred fire. If the garland around 
her neck was uncomfortably heavy and made her 
skin itch, she forgot about it afterwards as com- 
pletely as she forgot whether her husband was 
tall or short for his age, fair or dark. The only 
thing she remembered was the beauty of her 
wedding sari. It was of rich Benares silk, in- 
tricately woven and bordered with a pattern 
woven in threads of gold. It seemed to her that 
she had never seen anything so lovely in all her 
life. She could hardly believe that it was really 
her own and that she would be able to wear it 
on festival days and whenever her mother took 
her to weddings and thread-ceremonies. She 
pinched the snuff between her forefinger and 
thumb, and for a moment felt the th rill of cer- 
tain ownership. She was, she knew, an exceed- 
ingly lucky little girl . . . 

The calamity happened. Subbalakshmi had to 
be told. Her husband had meant nothing to her, 
and at first the news of his death meant nothing, 
either. She felt nothing, because there was noth- 
ing to feel. It did not occur to her, when her 
mother explained what had happened, that there 
was any reason why she should feel sorry for 
herself. 

Later she discovers that to be a widow means 
having your head shaved, wearing only a white sari, 
never attending any social functions, eating only 
one meal a day, and being consigned to the house- 
keeping functions in the kitchen for the rest of the 
poor female’s life. However, her father is far-ad- 
vanced in his thinking and he is persuaded to the 
value of education for women. Therefore against the 
better judgment of all who feel in a position to give 
him advice, he breaks from the traditional pattern. 
The family even maintains two homes so that Sub- 
balakshmi may attend school after being tutored in 
English by her father. She goes to a government 
school, a Convent school, and the Presidency College. 

Through a lucky coincidence, the school where her 
father teaches is visited by a group of teachers. 
Christina Lynch, “the inspector of female education 
in the district for the past four years or so, was an 
Irishwoman, tall, blonde, formidably handsome, an 
ardent feminist who was passionately in love with 
India.” She has had a desire to do something about 
the plight of women’s education in India by training 
child widows to be teachers but has been thwarted by 
circumstances and tradition. To her delight, her 
guide, Professor Subramania Iyer, tells her his wid- 
owed daughter has a similar ambition. From a small 
beginning the ensuing widow’s home succeeds and 
grows. Sister (as Subbalakshmi is called) is also 
an early leader in the movement against child mar- 
riages. 

The author of this most interesting hook meets 
Sister Subbalakshmi in. 1961 when she is 7fi and in 
failing health. Through a series of interviews she 
learns the life story and adds a good hit of writing 
ability to the telling. The publishers must have 
wanted to prove that good things come in small pack- 
ages because they have used a type so small that it 
will be a handicap to many who would be most inter- 
ested in the book — and it will appeal to all ages. The 
author’s admiration for her subject seems justified as 
this hit of conversation will indicate: 

“Why don’t you,” she asked me the other day, 
“finish your big biography of Rajiji instead of 
writing about me? He is a very great and im- 
portant man and everyone will want to read how 
he became the first Governor-General of India. 
And who am I?” She paused, pulled out the 
battery case of her deaf-aid and gave it a ten- 
tative, disapproving, and then suddenly violent, 
shake. “Nobody! Whoever heard of me?” 
“Then,” I answered, “it’s time they did.” 

“No, no. You are wrong. Anyone given my op- 
portunities could have done as much as I have 
done.” 

“Possibly. But most people don’t use their 
opportunities. You did. That’s what makes you 
important.” 

“Important!” She laughed scornfully. “Who 
cares about being important? Being useful is 
the only thing that matters.”

I am highly in favor of the now 
METCO plan, and I disagree with 
Mr. Wrisley that bussing children 
from Roxbury to Winchester 
schools would be hypocritical. 

Although I realize that Mr. 
Wrisley takes his stand out of a 
deep concern to get at the root of 
the problem, I believe that the 
root does not lie only in Roxbury; 
it is also in Winchester and every 
other town in the country. 

Educational and economic pov- 
erty are not problems of towns, 
but problems of people. To me the 
passing of the METCO plan would 
be a real step forward in Winches- 
ter’s history; it would be an at- 
tempt to break through the racial 
and economic barriers which can 
so easily isolate a community and 
concretize its outlook. 

From my own experience in tu- 
toring Negro teen-agers with Pro- 
ject Upward Hound, I know what 
a chance Winchester could give 
these kids from Roxbury: a chance 
most important of all to see that 
there is a life outside the ghetto, 
a life which could be theirs. 

My only concern is that we will 
meet these youngsters half-way 
and be as eager to learn from them 
as we are expectant that they learn 
from us.

Horse and Buggy 
Days Here Are 
Well Remembered 

Editor of the Star: 

The article in the Star on April 
20 regarding the new anil old busi- 
ness concerns on Park Street 
brought back to me many memo- 
ries of olden days. As a life-long 
resident of Winchester and one 
who has a very personal connec- 
tion with the former firm of Kel- 
ley & Hawes, perhaps I can add 
a bit of history which may inter- 
est some of your readers. 

In the early 1900s there was a 
livery stable at the foot of Park 
Street — both sides of the street — 
owned by Kelley & Hawes. This 
business was originally owned by 
A. A. Winn and Son around 1875. 
(So far as I know Mr. Sanderson 
never had any connection with this 
establishment.) The Winn family 
lived in the large house at the top 
of the hill. When “Major” Winn 
died, his son Dennis took Daniel 
Kelley as partner and the firm be- 
came Winn and Kelley. After 
Dennis Winn’s death in 1893 Mr. 
Kelley took over the interest of 
the entire concern until 1900 when 
D. W. Hawes joined the company 
and the firm of Kelley and Hawes 
was established, maintaining a liv- 
ery stable and affording express 
service and general transportation, 
as well as furniture moving. 

The livery stable provided the 
“buggies,” the surreys (with the 
fringe), “carry-alls” for pleasure 
driving, park wagons, drawn by 
four to six horses, for sight-seeing 
and sleighs for winter driving. In 
addition — or perhaps most impor- 
tant — were the “hacks” used for 
transportation to and from the 
railroad station and to the social 
events of the town — the taxi of 
olden times which met every train. 

The old barn still standing on 
Elmwood Avenue served as the car- 
riage house where all these vehi- 
cles were stored together with most 
of the hay for the horses. 

It was an entirely different life 
from that of today, difficult to 
imagine unless one has lived in it!

The Town Counsel’s opinion ex- 
tended beyond the mere non-il- 
legality of the present situation, 
however, and went on to say that 
if there were any future “changes 
in the corporate or financial 
structure of METCO, it could lead 
to complications and for this rea- 
son, I urge Mr. Harris to give 
serious consideration to abstain- 
ing from voting on the issue to 
avoid any future conflicts.” 

Attorney Mullen explained his 
opinion to the Star early this 
week by pointing out that if the 
Treasurer's position at METCO, 
which Mr. Harris now occupies, 
becomes one of monetary or other 
remuneration in the future, a case 
might then develop in reverse to 
the present situation of antici- 
pated future personal gain — 
thereby making a de facto condi- 
tion of conflict of interest under 
the law, which might then be 
considered a criminal offense. 

The Town Counsel filed his 
legal opinion at the Town Clerk’s 
Office on Monday morning. His 
ruling follows. 

“In answer to your letter of 
April 27, 1967 requesting an opin- 
ion as to the qualifications of 
School Committee member 
Charles P. Harris to vote on the 
proposed METCO plan for the 
Winchester Public Schools, please 
be advised as follows: 

“The Legislature has enacted a 
code of ethics for the regulation 
of the activities of persons in 
public service. Subject to various 
qualifications, the statute forbids 
action by municipal employees or 
public officials which would, or 
could, result in a conflict between 
the interests of the town and the 
personal interests of the employ- 
ee or official. It forbids participa- 
tion by the employee or official 
in public matters in which he has 
a financial interest, either direct- 
ly or indirectly. 

“It appears that the intent of 
this law is to prevent public of- 
ficials or employees from realiz- 
ing private gain or personal 
profit by any action leading to 
or influencing a decision that 
would directly or indirectly bring 
about such gain. 

“I am informed that Mr. Harris 
is treasurer of METCO, but as 
such, he does not receive any sal- 
ary or other compensation either 
directly or indirectly. 

“The decision of the School 
Committee, and whether or not 
Mr. Harris does or does not vote 
to accept or reject the METCO 
plan, would appear to have no 
relevancy as to any material gain 
for him. 

“The supplemental provisions 
of this act which cover standards 
of conduct, containing prohibi- 
tions against a public official us- 
ing his office to secure unwar- 
ranted privileges for himself or 
others, would also seem not to 
apply in that no proposal or vote 
made by him would financially 
benefit himself or others. 

“Mr. Harris’ private employ- 
ment does not seem to he in 
question. 

“Any possible philosophical 
conflict of interest is not defined 
or governed by this code of ethics 
-conflict of interest statute and 
would appear to be a matter of 
personal decision for Mr. Harris. 

‘On the facts available to me, 
it is my opinion that it would not 
he illegal for Mr. Harris to vote 
either acceptance or rejection of 
the METCO plan at this time. 

‘‘The above opinion, however, is 
based on the present status of 
METCO. Should the future brim: 
about changes in the corporate 
or financial structure of METCO. 
it could lead to complications and 
for this reason, l urge Mr. Harris 
to give serious consideration to 
abstaining from voting on this 
issue to avoid any possible future 
conflicts.”

11‘* noted that only one child 
had divpped out of the METCO 
program since it was started last 
tall, and added that no school 
system had stopped although free 
t° ( I° s " in fact several were re- 
questing an increase in participa- 
tion. 

Ii'‘ asked those people in at- 
tendance who were not native to 
Winchester to raise their hands, 
and a high percentage of the as- 
sembly did ; whereupon he pointed 
out that Winchester was one of 
120 school systems with Kinder- 
garten teaching, and that some 
220 across the state don’t — so that 
METCO youngsters without Kin- 
dergarten training wouldn’t be un- 
like many other youngsters mov- 
ing to town without similar pre- 
school background “education.” 

A number of citizens raised 
questions and made statements to 
both sides of the METCO issue. 
Richard Diconto of Arlington 
Street pressed the point that he 
moved here solely for the educa- 
tional advantage of the school 
system, and that when the schools 
are so crowded and not geared 
enough to handle our own under- 
achievers and other education 
problems, that the Town shouldn’t 
even consider bringing in other 
children from Roxbury. 

Earle Littleton pointed out the 
direction of a developing $4 mil- 
lion elementary school building 
program, following a now devel- 
oping $8 million high school build- 
ing program, to point out the 
problem of school crowding. 

One woman said “There is so 
much racial and religious preju- 
dice by the children that I see 
that I think METCO is a step in 
the right direction.” 

Town Meeting Member Robert 
Winn said the School Committee 
every year says it is so crowded 
it needs more money for building 
classrooms, and that he thought 
it was funny there now developed 
30 open spaces for METCO par- 
ticipation. He suggested a sense 
of the meeting vote, with the idea 
that it might “help the School 
Committee” in making up its 
mind on the proposal. 

Committeeman Dolan said he 
di<l not want to see a sense of the 
meeting vote. He said the issue 
was a School Committee decision, 
and the responsibility for it lay 
with no other group. 

He described the distribution of 
the 30 METCO pupils as 24 for 
grade one and 6 for grade three 
according to the following schools: 
Parkhurst with 7, Lincoln with 4, 
Washington with 7, Noonan with 
6, and Vinson-Owen with 6. 

At this point the meeting began 
to get out of hand, and harangu- 
ers began shouting comments to 
the School Committee. Chairman 
Schroeder addressed one yelling 
man and told him to either keep 
quiet or else be ordered removed 
by a constable and kept in deten- 
tion until the end of the meeting. 

Superintendent of Schools Har- 
ry V. Gilson told the hearing he 
was responsible for recommend- 
ing METCO participation to the 
School Committee. 

“It is interesting to note the 
other communities participating 
in this program,” he said, “for it 
includes a majority of the leading 
school systems in the state.” 
“That is no coincidence,” he 
said, “and why is this so?” “They 
are the leading school systems be- 
cause they recognize the progres- 
sive needs in education, and they 
recognize in this issue of segrega- 
tion (within education) as one of 
the most critical issues in the 
nation — and they chose to bring 
it home to the youths of their 
communities.” 

Dr. Gilson pointed out that 
Winchester was one of the first 
town’s to work with Harvard on 
its teacher field training project, 
and from that development nearly 
every state in the nation has 
learned and many have similar 
programs. 

“Similarly,” he said in attempt- 
ing to illustrate tho significance 
of the project for Winchester, 
“this might be the little acorn 
from which big oaks might grow, 
leading to a day when minority 
people can be treated like every- 
body else.” 

The Rev. John Bishop of the 
Epiphany Church, speaking for 
the Winchester Ecumenical Asso- 
ciation of ministers and priests, 
said that group recognized 
“METCO is not a' social cure-all 
for the whole country — but it 
stands for the opportunity of get- 
ting together, talking together 
and growing and living together.” 
He listed the support of nearly 
every clergyman in Town, ana 
was followed by a hurst of ap- 
pluuse from much of the assem- 
bly. 

I’aul Garrity said he saw the 
p r o g r a m as discriminatory 
against the majority by the mi- 
nority group, and he strongly ob- 
jected to the “way it is being 
forced upon us.” He said he also 
objected to the sending of propa- 
ganda material to parents’ homes 
by school children through the 
school system. 

The School Committee adjourn- 
ed the public hearing, and went 
into its own session to deliberate 
on the issue. 

Committeeman Dolan moved the 
question of accepting a METCO 
program of up to 30 elementary 
pupils at .1 cost of $150.85 per 
student paid tuition by outside 
federal funds. 

He also made the following

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statement: “I realize many peo- 
ple are very interested, concerned, 
and indeed, troubled by the mo- 
tion before the School Committee 
tonight. 

“But when a person serves on a 
Town cordmittee he must consider 
only the issues brought before 
tho committee, and not the count- 
less pressures from opposing 
sides. 

“I feel the considerable weight 
of responsibility I have on behalf 
of the Town to take this step in 
this area where I have not and 
this Town has not made any move 
to date. 

“In terms of space, cost, pro- 
gram, etc., this system has many 
problems — but if we were to wait 
for all the problems of American 
education to be completely and 
thoroughly clarified and solved it 
would be many years and we’d be 
all dead and gone before we did 
anything on this issue.

Talks at BU 

Police Chief Joseph J. Derro par- 
ticipated Monday in an urban 
field education program for first 
year divinity students at Boston 
University’s School of Theology. 

Along with three other Greater 
Boston community leaders, Chief 
Derro discussed with about 50 stu- 
dents, in both lecture and seminar 
periods, problems in suburban po- 
lice work and protection, and the 
community’s responsibility for po- 
lice work. 


“In 1954 the Supreme Court 
said no more separate but equal 
education in America — that is, no 
more segregated education. 

“I think this is extremely ser- 
ious; it cannot wait. 

“And, perhaps in time, this 
problem of 1967 of injustices in 
education, housing, employment, 
etc., to Negroes will be studied 
as past history.” 

Mr. Dolan then voted yes on 
the motion. 

Mrs. Grenzebach then comment- 
ed that in discussions with other 
school systems engaged in 
METCO now, “They have found 
it to be one of mutually satisfy- 
ing exchange.” She then voted 
yes. 

Mrs. Walsh expressed the view 
that “children must be realistical- 
ly brought to face the issue of 
civil rights and social justice, and 
I think that METCO will be edu- 
cationally advantageous to the 
children of Winchester.” She also 
voted yes. 

Chairman Schroeder voiced a no 
vote, commenting that he did not 
think “there was a person in the 
room that would not agree there 
should be a better way for educa- 
tion for all Americans — and most 
Winchester people would like to 
share in this, too. However, I am 
too much of a realist to think we 
can go to the Town Meeting with 
a heavy building program and ex- 
pect to be assured of obtaining 
the necessary two-thirds vote for 
bond issues if we accept the 
METCO program, and I wouldn’t 
want to see anything jeopardize 
that.”

Proves an “Intellectual” Treat

The Parish Players presented a 
definite challenge to their audiences 
last week-end, when they staged 
“The Deadly Game.” This is a high- 
ly intellectual play — demanding 

that the audience follow the philos- 
ophy and thinking of the actors. 

When the James YafFe play, 
adapted from Duerrenmatt’s con- 
troversial novel “Trapps,” played 
on the professional stages, it was 
much acclaimed by critics, and the 
local players gave it an outstand- 
ing performance. 

The plot itself is unusual — an 
American traveller, in a storm, 
seeks shelter at a mansion and is 
entertained by a former judge, two 
attorneys and the elderly owner of 
the mansion. This seems a harmless 
household of older men — cordial, 
hospitable — until the audience real- 
izes that these men play a “deadly 
game” with every visitor. 

They ferret out some “crime” of 
the visitor’s past, push him into an 
admission, and put him on trial! 
And convict him! The visit that 
begins so leisurely with brandy 
and small talk soon works into a 
bizzare nightmare of quiet horror. 

Doris Stone, the director, ac- 
complished miracles with a play 
that must have entailed cutting and 
directing finesse, but she also had 
a skilled group of actors to work 
with. Irving Rothman, the prose- 
cuting attorney, gave a memorable 
performance — he was bitingly wit- 
ty, forceful, and his gestures were 
as explicit as his words. Larry 
Smith as the defending attorney 
was excellent, and it was good to 
see him back on this stage. Dick 
Wilcox, who did such a splendid 
job in “Mary Stuart” several sea- 
sons ago, made the wily judge very 
believable. 

Steve Brown as the American 
victim showed his audience how 
skilled some of these “amateurs” 
are! He first showed a typical 
American businessman — self-made, 
brash, unhappy in a marriage. As 


the men play their game with him, 
they cut into him until he shows 
them the man he is — one who killed 
to secure his job, who cheated in his 
marriage, who is covering up guilt. 
And who, in the end, dies under 
this persecution, this “deadly 
game.” 

Craig Nickerson, a very young 
man playing a very old part, is one 
who should be seen again in plays, 
for he hns talent. As does Pauline 
DeSimone, the only woman in the 
play, with much too small a part 
for her talent. Bob Blake, with not 
one line to speak had a difficult 
role — he had to be in the play with 
business that said more than words 
— and yet he could not use motion 
to detract from the speakers. Be- 
ing a veteran actor of the Players, 
he did this cleverly. 

The set was rich and suitable, 
with tricks of scrim and lighting. 
It was an evening of good theatre, 
and many in the audience voiced 
the comment that “now they would 
like to read the book or the play.”

Debate Sponsored 
On Involvement 
In Vietnam 

The Arlington Sub-Committee of 
:he Cambridge chapter of Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action is 
sponsoring a debate at Robbins 
Public Library on Friday, May 5th 
it 8 p.m., between Professor Milton 
Sacks of Brandeis University and 
Professor Howard Zinn of Boston 
University. Subject: U.S. involve- 
ment in Vietnam. 

Professor Sacks is associate pro- 
fessor of politics in the Brandeis 
School of Social Sciences. He has 
served as a specialist on the Viet- 
namese language and the area of 
the Far East for an army special- 
ized training program. He was a 
Social Science research fellow at 
France studying Vietnamese ma- 
terials and since receiving his Ph.I). 
in 1900 from Yale, he has con- 
tributed many articles to “Pacific 
Affairs,” the “Yale Review,” “Far 
Eastern Survey” and “Dissent.” 
Professor Zinn teaches govern- 
ment at B.U. and is the author of 
the recently published “Vietnam: 
the Logic of Withdrawal.” Dr. 
Zinn received his Ph.D. from Col- 
umbia and was director of Non 
Western Studies Program at At 
lanta University. He has done re- 
search on Asian affairs as a Fellow 
in East Asian Studies at Harvard 
and in addition to contributing to 
many national magazines includ- 
ing “Harper’s,” the “New Repub- 
lic” and “Commonweal,” is the an 
thor of numerous books including 
“The Southern Mystique,” “SNCC, 
The New Abolitionists,” and “La 
Guardia in Congress.”

Saving Lives 

Life-saving performances of 
pocket-size blankets evolved from 
space technology were revealed to- 
day by Norton Company’s subsidi- 
ary, National Research Corpora- 
tion located on East Street.

Two Specialists 
Speak at Lincoln 

Mothers at a recent Lincoln 
School Parents Association meet- 
ing were privileged to hear Miss 
Phyllis Galante, a reading special- 
ist for the Winchester schools, and 
Mrs. Sally Fishman, speech thera- 
pist, speak on their special areas. 

Mrs. Joseph McDonough, associ- 
ation president opened the meet- 
ing and turned it over to Mrs. 
Calvin Allyn, program chairman. 
She in turn introduced the speak- 
ers. 

Miss Galante described the role 
of the reading specialist as a re- 
source person for the teacher, help- 
ing the teacher meet the specific 
needs of the children. A student 
needing remedial help is referred 
to the reading specialist by the 
classroom teacher. The student is 
then tested to locate the areas in 
reading skills where he is having 
difficulty. The classroom teacher 
then works on those specific areas 
with the child. Sometimes the 
reading specialist will work with 
severely retarded reading cases in 
small groups or individually. 

Miss Galante declined to speak 
on what constitutes specific read- 
ing problems, as, according to her. 
this is a very large area of study 
impossible to be dealt with in one 
afternoon’s talk. 

Miss Galante felt that the read 
ing specialist staff was adequate. 
She felt that the key factor in the 
good teaching of reading was a 
low teacher-pupil ratio where the 
teacher can provide for the individ- 
ual needs of the children. 

Mrs. Fishman first noted the 
present broad acceptance of speech 
therapy. 

Twenty years ago therapy was 
available for only the severe cases, 
such as cerebral palsied or deaf 
children. She defined those who 
need speech therapy as children 
whose speech calls attention to 
themselves, interferes with com- 
munication, or causes embarrass- 
ment to themselves. Her students 
are referred to her by the class- 
room teacher, and Mrs. Fishman, 
herself, screens all first graders. 

Mrs. Fishman meets the children 
once or twice a week in small 
groups of five for 20 minutes. In a 
low keyed manner she works on 
auditory discrimination and the 
physical production of sound. By 
using word games she is able to 
reinforce the sound production. 
Children who are stutterers are 
usually treated individually. The 
tape recorder is rarely used since 
children with severe problems do 
not like to hear themselves.

$4 Million Building Program Seen In 
Future Elementary School Planning 

Ftn me local elementary school building needs will require an outlay of approximately S i mil- 
lion in alterations, improvements, renovations and additions, according to a planning prospectus 
now being contemplated by the Permanent Building Committee’s elementary school building com- 
mittee. 


The implementation of the shaping prospec- 
tus would occur immediately after the com- 
pletion of the now scheduled for construction 
but as yet not firmly located or designed new 
$8 million high school, if not before that is 
finished in the early 1970’s. 

The indicated projections contemplate event- 
ual phasing out and eliminating of two present 


elementary schools by the late 1970’s or early 
1980’s, both the Lincoln and Noonan Schools. 

The remaining elementary schools, Vinson- 
Owen, Parkhurst, Washington, Wyman and 
Mystic, would all be made larger toward 500- 
550 pupil capacity schools. 

The now nearing completion $1.4 million 
Tufts Road School is already designed to ac- 
commodate approximately 550 pupils.

“I don’t feel that there are 
any insurmountable problems in 
the way; and I personally believe 
we will be able to get the desired 
state aid for the project when we 
can demonstrate that the plans 
for the site meet all the educa- 
tional specifications fully, com- 
mented Arthur Dunbar, chairman 
of the PBC subcommittee in 
charge of the project, in an inter- 
view with the Star Tuesday. 

The PBC subcommittee is mov- 
ing ahead on several fronts to get 
engineering information through 
studies of the site, to mate archi- 
tectural plans to the site's pecu- 
liarities and boundary limitations, 
to secure School Building Assist- 
ance Commission approval of 
plans for 10 ' \ state aid on the en- 
tire project, and to prepare a 
Legislative Bill which would 
transfer park land to Town school 
building use. 

The PBC met with the SB AC 
on Friday, April 28, to discuss 
the state’s views on progress and 
direction of plans for putting the 
new high school on Shore Road 
Field, as voted by the Town Meet- 
ing, and whether it favored finan- 
cial assistance. 

There were several interpreta- 
tions of the results of that meet- 
ing, depending on who that was 
there is asked. 

Mr. Dunbar says he came away 
with the impression that the 
SBAC might not object to the 
project and thereby stop aid pro- 
vided all the educational specifi- 
cations were met. He did not fore- 
see any problem with meeting the 
building and classroom require- 
ments, hut the PBC is now wrest- 
ling with meeting physical edu 
cation playing fields requirement 
within the space and arrangement 
of the site provided at Shore Road 
Field. Engineering studies are 
now under way, and will he* for 
the next l-(3 weeks he noted, to 
provide data for architectural 
consideration of playing field con- 
figurations, especially on the land 
between the railroad tracks.

Sun Is Hid 
Twice Over 

Astronomers say there was a 
partial solar eclipse over Win- 
chester between 9:30 and 10:20 
on Tuesday morning, May 9; but 
few paid any attention to it here 
as a low cloud ceiling obscured 
the celestial phenomenon from 
those who might have otherwise 
been impressed by it. 

The moon, passing between the 
earth and the sun, hid one tenth 
of the sun from our view at that 
time. 

Only, to be accurate, since no 
one here could see the sun then 
through the heavy cloud cover, if 
anyone did notice anything dif- 
ferent it was only a sudden slight 
darkening of the sky — about 10 
per cent worth. 

The Massachusetts Society for 
the? Prevention of Blindness prob- 
ably breathed a sigh of relief 
about the cloud cover. It was 
warning people to be careful not 
to look directly at the phenome- 
non since “infra-red rays that hit 
the eye can cause incurable burns 
of the retina in much the same 
way that a magnifying glass, con- 
centrating the rays of the sun on 
a piece of paper can burn a hole 
through the paper.” 

The Society had warned those 
who wished to see the partial 
solar eclipse safely to either 
watch it on TV or construct a 
special eclipse viewer — by punch- 
ing a pin hole through a piece of 
cardboard and with back to the 
sun focusing its rays onto another 
piece of cardboard a few feet 
away to see the ousted image. 

Had the sun been shining 
brightly as the partial eclipse oc- 
curred, many persons might have 
been tempted to look up at it 
without any protection, either 
with bare eyes, sun glasses, weld- 
er’s goggles or the like — and 
they might have suffered serious 
eye damage.

or Not:” one rule is that no one 
is allowed to ice fish at either 
Winter or Wedge Pond; the other 
is that no one may hit golf balls 
on public park land! 

“Lifeguards, beach attendants, 
and playground supervisors, as. 
well as local police, must have cer- 
tain rules and regulations in ex- 
istence to be able to enforce prop- 
er behavior at the beaches, play- 
grounds and parks,” Mr. Spinney 
commented in explaining why the 
new rules were created and put 
into effect. 

The new rules and regulations 
are all meant to insure the safety 
and enjoyment of every citizen’s 
uses of these Town facilities, Mr. 
Spinney added, and were not 
adopted merely to put restrictions 
on the well-intentioned users. 

Some of the new rules applying 
to the beaches which cover prob- 
lems at Wedge and Leonard in 
recent years include: 

No person shall he on any beach 
or in the water except when the 
beach is open and a life guard on 
duty. 

No person shall use loud, boi- 
sterous or rough language at any 
beach. 

No person owning or having 
care or control of a dog shall al- 
low such dog on a beach or in the 
water. 

All waste paper, cans, glass, 
and other refuse must be placed 
in containers provided for that 
purpose. No person shall other- 
wise dispose of such refuse on any 
beach, near any beach, or in the 
water. Glass bottles are prohibit- 
ed on the beach. 

Card playing in any form or 
use of dice on or near any beach 
is prohibited. 

There shall be no ball throwing 
on a beach or in the water. 

Sand or stone throwing or horse 
shoe pitching on any beach is pro- 
hibited. 

Pushing and other rough ac- 
tions on rafts are prohibited. 

And — to prevent any unusual 
fashion crazes that have offended 
some in other parts of the coun- 
try from striking here — a rule 
that: No person unless properly 
clothed shall be upon a beach, or 
swim or wade in any water with-

METCO Plan Here 
Splits Townspeople, 
Issue Is Seething 

The METCO plan to bus up to 30 Negro elementary pupils from 
Boston to Winchester schools approved by the School Committee last 
week is far from a settled issue in Winchester. 

The program, and the action taken in favor of it by the School 
Committee based on recommendations by the School Department, 
threatens to split the townspeople into divisive and hostile camps as 
no other issue here has since the quarter-century controversy a decade 
ago over whether to erect the railroad overpass in the Center. 


One citizen’s group noted on 
Monday that there were 14 pa- 
pers out on one petition seeking 
to ask the Board of Selectmen to 
call a Special Town Meeting to 
act on one article to vote to au- 
thorize a Special Election for a 
popular referendum on the MET- 
CO plan. 

A spokesman for that petition 
drive stated that “activity was 
brisk” in getting signatures for a 
Special Town Meeting and refer- 
endum, and that people were 
“equally anxious to sign it.” 

Some 200 signatures are needed 
to require the Selectmen to call 
a Special Town Meeting, which 
must then take place within 45 
days, according to the spokesman 
for that petition group. 

The spokesman added that he 
believed there would be over 500 
signatures on the petition by next 
Monday in time to bring it to the 
Selectmen that evening for their 
consideration. 

The Selectmen, as a board, ap- 
pears to be as split on the issue 
as any other group of five citi- 
zens in the Town it seems, and 
would prefer not having to deal 
with the issue unless it has to be-

come involved, such as if or when 
a petition is submitted. 

A similar petition drive started 
in nearby Malden, recently named 
an All-American City, was drop- 
ped by the citizen’s group which 
started it for a referendum elec- 
tion there on the controversial 
METCO busing program. 

The Malden Citizens for Civic 
Betterment Association had at 
least 3400 signatures when it 
called a halt to trying to stop 20 
Negro youngsters from entering 
three Malden elementary schools 
next fall. 

The Malden citizen’s group ini- 
tially assailed the School Com- 
mittee for voting to approve the 
METCO plan, indicating that they 
opposed the busing program; but 
then altered their position and 
said their only concern was that 
the School Committee had not af- 
forded an opportunity for all 
sides to be heard on the issue. 

Here in Winchester, contrary 
to the Malden 4 situation, the 
School Committee announced over 
a year ago it intended to follow 
a course of being interested in 
the METCO program, and if an 
opportunity and space permitted, 
it would favor acceptance of it. 

On a number of occasions at 
regular School Committee meet- 
ings METCO was a topic of dis- 
cussion, but few, if any, citizens 
paid it any attention. Then, a 
few weeks ago, the School Com- 
mittee announced a public hear- 
ing on the issue to learn citizens 
views on it. Over a hundred citi- 
zens, some for and some against, 
appeared at that meeting. The 
following week a second hearing 
was held at which over a thou- 
sand citizens attended — mostly 
against, but also many for.

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Editorials: 


Who Is Thy Brother? 


Each year for several years now the Winchester 
School System has taken in a few “international” 
students to add a little something extra to the com- 
position of the student body— for some cultural ex- 
change, a glimpse of different backgrounds and ways 
of life, for the cosmopolitanness of exposure to other 
peoples in other countries. We have always found 
seats for these students— mostly European, but some 
South American, and maybe, someday, Asian and 
African too— and this exchange program is generally 
hailed within the community as beneficial to every- 
one affected by it. 

Following the Hungarian revolution of the late 
1950's a number of American communities offered 
housing, education and employment to many of the 
famed Freedom Fighters who made it out of their 
homeland and wanted to take advantage of new op- 
portunities. Winchester accepted Tibor Saddler, who 
graduated in 1965, an outstanding student who ex- 
celled in track and was instrumental in starting soc- 
cer as a sport here. 

Now the Town’s School Department has decided to 
embark on a course of accepting up to .10 Negro 
elementary pupils from the ghettoed Boston schools; 
and there is a hue and cry about it from many par- 
ents who just cannot fathom the changing nature of 


American society— a society that has to change both 
to be true to itself and to avoid an outbreak of a new 
and different kind of Civil War here that could rend 
our civilization apart. And yet, oddly, we have yet to 
hear any complaints from the youngsters who will he 
most affected by an enrollment policy which will add 
new depth and social characteristics to the nature of 
the student body. 

These same young people, who are constantly and 
earnestly seeking mature responsibilities, have readily 
adapted to accepting "foreign” students into their 
midst without a hitch or any damages to either their 
psyche or social sensitivities; in fact, better so than 
most of their parents and neighbors either could or 
would. 

One cannot help but ponder the interesting ques- 
tion of whether if METGO were instead proposing 
the importation of 10 Hungarian Freedom Fighters to 
Winchester schools there might not be all this sound 
and fury. 

And, in the meantime, this summer most good peo- 
ple of Winchester will go to public beaches surround- 
ed by all sorts of people, other Americans of every 
description, and try and get the darkest and best tan 
they can possibly get from that beautiful and imper- 
sonal sun above us all. 


A Long Hot Summer 


Objectors to the School Committee approved 
METGO plan here fall into three basic categories: 
one which is useless, one which is unreasonable, and 
the third, which is legitimately concerned, one which 
is wisely asking how, and which must yet be answered 
by the School Department. 

The first group is useless within the context of pre- 
vailing arguments because this is the group that op- 
poses anything proposed by the school administration, 
be it new buildings, new books, or anything else 
new having to do with education. They are the disr 
satisfied ones, and they cannot be appeased or satis- 
fied no matter what courses of direction are taken in 
any issue having to do with schools here. 

Fhe second group is unreasonable in that their 
prejudices, overt or latent, prevents them from view- 
ing the School Committee’s decision as an educational 
one instead of a moral and social one— as they do 
within the framework of their prejudices. This group 
is adamant and intractable— as any mind that is 
bound by prejudice and bias is necessarily, even 
when spatting specious arguments that are related to 
their true motives otdy in that they hedge toward the 
same end. 

It is the third group that concerns us and is of con- 
setpience to the Town. These good citizens are merely 
seeking to set the record straight in correlating the 
School Committee’s METGO decision to admit up to 
30 Negro pupils from Boston to alleviate a disjointed 
metropolitan social condition with the Winchester 
School Department’s theme of the past decade that 
the schools are all crowded and we must continually 
build new schools for more classroom space. 

The School Department and the School Committee 


without any question made the right “educational” 
decision in accepting the METGO plan here, we feel. 
And, we add, they were courageous in their responsi- 
bility toward making that educational decision under 
conditions of great popular disenchantment with 
their position: which is not to say they voted capri- 
ciously against the adult voters who elected them, but 
instead voted on their educational responsibilities. 

However, in the other area of administrative judg- 
ment the school Committee and the School Depart- 
ment were lacking in certain responsibilities— and in 
is in this area that the wise and concerned citizens 
who arc questioning the METGO move are seeking, 
maybe not a switch from the present voted accept- 
ance, but, at least an answer to the apparent illogi- 
cal situation. 

The apparent illogical situation here seems much 
like the national government’s stating that we can 
afford both war and butter, when in fact the economy 
has been showing indications of terrific and unsound 
inflationary stresses as it attempts to do just that. 
Here in Winchester we want to give our youngsters 
bread and butter education; and now we are also 
thinking of engaging in an attempt to participate in 
the war against racial discrimination. The stresses on 
the citizen’s pocketbook, regardless of whether its 
through local or federal taxes and money, is burden- 
some. 

The fact is that the butter in both cases is necessary 
for living; and, in another realm of importance the 
wars are responsibly chosen directions of action. 

What is being requested by the responsible citizens 
of the Town, and as in the nation on the other issue, 
is a specifically detailed explanation of the require- 
ments of the how in implementation.

THE TROUBLE BUSH 

by Earl Schcnck Miers 

Many readers are perhaps familiar with th<Viu- 
merous books of the author. In the study of 
Civil War period there are few who have wrten 
with the flair and understanding as Mr. Miers. I 

Now, we have a full-scale autobiography of a till 
remarkable man who has been beset by a “visile 
handicap” throughout his life. The medical term! 
now known as cerebral palsy, but in Mr. Miers' eaJ 
life of the 1900’s his affliction was known as “ 
shakes” or “a nervous person.” 

This is an inspiring account of what parents 
do when confronted with the problems of an afflicteA 
child, regardless of the nature of the disability. Foim 
tunately, the author’s parents were strong hearted 
and refused to shunt their disabled child in the bed- 
room and there to live a secluded life. His mother in- 
stilled in him early in life the motto “If all of life’s 
troubles were hung on a bush, you’d still pick your 
own/’ 


When the time came for the young Earl’s con- 
frontation with school, the teacher basically sug- 
gested that he belonged in an institution, hut his 
mother stood up vociferously for Earl’s rights to 
attend. How could anyone with the “shakes” endure? 
The teacher finally relented to the point of making 
it a trial for a week. Mr. Miers lasted through col- 
lege, with the aid of a typewriter. 


Through all of the clinics that Earl Miers went as 
a child in Brooklyn, there was only one old German 
doctor who had any positive advice for him which 
was in essence; the nervousness may never be cured; 
the arms tremor, the head shakes, the speech sput- 
ters, but the brain works, where we learn and think; 
the heart, where we learn to understand. Education 
is the only way. Certainly young Mr. Miers proved 
that. 


Earl Schenck Miers was blessed with a keen mind 
and was able to use it to its fullest, also graced with 
a lively wit which shows throughout his book, an abil- 
ity to “live in others,” understanding and attempt- 
ing to put others at ease with him. He depended on 
others more than most of us do for such mundane 
things as cutting of his meat. He has always had to 
carry a straw with him in order to drink. 

On the whole, he denies his affliction and treats 
his handicap as an incidental part of his life. When 
at Rutgers University he was given the opportunity 
to realize his full potentialities, and went on to help 
establish the University Press. After a succession of 
editing positions, including the Knopf publishing 
empire, where he truly learned of the inner world of 
publishing with its “cloak and dagger” business, he 
began to devote himself entirely to writing. 

The latter part of Mr. Miers’ book discusses his 
relationship with the National Society for Crippled 
Children, and ptraife^s the “do-gooders” for the strides 
which have been made in understanding any crip- 
pling disease. 

Those who are interested in a highly moving story 
of a life fulfilled and still going strong will find this 
book most rewarding reading. His wry humor and 
his positive outlook on life are on every page.

In Massachusetts, the Counties 
are piesently engaged in the larg- 
est Court Building and Moderniz- 
ing program in the entire United 
States. 

As for economy, the Framingham 
Womens’ Prison, a State Penal In- 
stitution, with an average prisoner 
population of 125 has a staff of M3 
with an annual budget of $1,294,- 
793.00. 

The Norfolk County House of 
Correction has an average count of 
109 a man stafT of 37 with an an- 
nual budget of $345,805.00 around 
one-third the cost. 

This year the State D.P.W. op- 
posed a bill to take over the Coun- 
ty Engineering Department be- 
cause they were not set up to as- 
sume our function. 

Recently the State had difficulty 
determining whether they employed 
40,000 or 00,000. We have no such 
problems. 

And something never mentioned, 
SCANDAL, let me quote from the 
Waltham Daily News Tribune of 
December 10, 1960: 

“One thing may be said in favor 
of County Government: it has 

been scandal-free for the most part 
for a long time and administrative- 
ly effective in terms of staff per- 
formance.”

Something Needs 
To Be Done, But 
Is It METCO? 

Editor of the Star: 

Reading the pros and cons of 
your letters to the editor columns 
last week plus your editorial and 
the article about the decision of 
the school committee has not ser- 
iously changed my mind about the 
bussing of Negro children to Win- 
chester. 1 am quite adamantly 
ag’in’ it. 

However, an examination of 
some statistics, which 1 consider 
relevant, clearly shows that some- 
thing needs to be done. 

I offer, for your consideration, 
the annual booklet (1965) put out 
by the Federal Bureau of investi- 
gation entitled “Crime In The 
United States.” (The statistics for 


the year 1966 will not be released 
until July of 1967, however, 1 can 
assure you that the trend of Negro 
crime, judging from the past year, 
is on the increase.) I call any in- 
terested reader’s attention to Table 
25 which is a crime breakdown by 
race. 

Bearing in mind, the Negro rep- 
resents approximately 1 1 per cent 
of our total population, let us ex- 
amine just the three top crimes of 
violence as reported to the FBI by 
4,043 law enforcement agencies 
representing a population estimat- 
ed at 125,139,000. 

If my mathematics are correct, 
it shows the Negro committing ap- 
proximately 58 per cent of the 
murder and non-negligent man- 
slaughter, approximately 50 per 
cent of the forcible rape and ap- 
proximately 52 per cent of the 
aggravated assault. This random 
sample of 125,139,000 of our total 
population may not be indicative 
of the Negro behavior pattern for 
the country but it sure adds up to 
a good index. 

The purpose of bringing out 
these statistics is simply this — in 
order that the Negro be better 
equipped for better jobs he must 
be qualified by better educations, 
otherwise our society faces con- 
tinued violent crime behavior from 
the Negro. 

If METCO is a start in the right 
direction, maybe 30 Negro kids 
won’t hurt our school budget. Rut 
I’m still ag’in’ the principle.

PBC’s desperate attempts to 
squeeze a building and playing 
fields in that limited site. 

Roth men were agreed that the 
SBAC said, in effect, that if the 
educational specifications tor the 
new high school building were 
fully met, there might he state 
aid available for the building.

No person shall spit upon any 
sidewalk or path. 

No person shall cause or per- 
mit any animal owned by him or 
in his custody or under his con- 
trol, to roam or be at large in, or 
through any place under the con- 
trol of the Board, or be hitched 
to a fence, tree, bush or shrub, 
not to any object or structure ex- 
cept at a place provided therefor; 
nor ride or drive any animal not 
well broken and tinder proper con- 
trol and then only in such road- 
way or bridle path as is provided 
therefor; nor neglect or refuse to 
stop, place, change the position of 
or move said animal as directed 
by a police officer. 

No person shall cause or per- 
mit any dog owned by him or in

thority from the Board. (Flying 
of model airplanes on all parks 
and playgrounds is prohibited.)

The Conservation Commission 
made it plain that the proposed 
dam was to be constructed of 
stone and earth by Scout troops 
as an educational exercise which 
would give the boys of the town 
an opportunity to contribute to 
the community and to learn by 
doing. No cost to the town or to 
iny landowners is involved. 

To raise the level of the pond 
will serve several purposes. For 
one, it will improve the reservoir 
capacity, providing storage 
against the coming hot summer. 
It improves the pond as a fish 
and wildlife habitat. It will im- 
prove the esthetic appearance of 
the area and help prolong the 
life of the pond against encroach- 
ing earth buildup. At present the 
shallowness of the waters has en- 
couraged proliferation of cattails, 
now covering most of the water’s 
surface, but which cannot survive 
in deep water.

Flying MMM Nun 
Has Close Calls 
In African Skies 


Slimmer Delight 


Science is making this bug sea- 
son at home or on vacation more 
livable with the introduction of an 
entirely new concept in insect con- 
trol: a strip of plastic that kills 
flies, mosquitoes, gnats and other 
small flying pests anywhere in a 
room without touching them. 

The strip that eliminates the 
bother of repeated spraying and 
swatting is called NO-PEST* In- 
secticide Strip by Shell Chemical 
Company, who first developed it 
for farm use, particularly in milk 
and feed rooms where fly control 
is critical. 

The farm-tested product, now 
adapted for home use, is packaged 
with a decorative gold-foil cage 
that can be hung or stood on its 
base anywhere in an enclosed area. 
Impregnated with a modern insecti- 
cide, a single 10-inch-long strip 
meters out minute quantities of 
vapors into the air at a rate that 
controls the pests effectively for 
up to three months in a 10 x 12 x8 
foot room. 

The strip is unique in thgt in- 
sects do not have to touch it to be 
killed. 

While handy at home, it also can 
take the “rough” out of roughing 
it in vacation cabins, housetrailers, 
beach houses, and other enclosures 
away from home. 

The strip now is available na- 
tionwide at supermarkets, drug and 
hardware stores, and Shell service 
stations. 


Sister Michael Ryan, who train- 
ed here at the Medical Missionaries 
>f Mary on Arlington Street, has 
been having a few narrow escapes 
in the African skies. 

Sister Michael, from Worcester, 
left here over four years ago to 
take her missionary work by plane 
into the remote East African des- 
erts. She is presently in the train- 
ing center of the MMM order at 
Drogheda, Ireland, 30 miles north 
of Dublin, resting after some ex- 
hausting efforts in the field. 

Telling Irish correspondents 
about her experiences while flying 
her white Piper Cub more than 
1.000 hours during her four years 
in Africa, she related the follow- 
ing stories: 

“My first and most terrifying 
experience was trying to find the 
landing strip at Kitale in Kenya,” 
she said. “With darkness coming 
on, rain in the distance coming at 
me and my fuel running out, I was 
ready to stump over the stick. 

“Then 1 looked out of the win- 
dow and saw the landing strip star- 
ing right up at me. It was just 
there, after all that searching and 
searching. Another few minutes 
and it would have been disastrous.” 

That was on a filigh over the 
Turkana dessert of Kenya just af- 
ter her arrival there in 1963. 

Sister Michael’s second narrow 
escape came on a 180-mile desert 
supply flight from Kitale to re- 
mote Kakuma for another aircraft 
— a Cessna 172. 

She was flying near the Kadam 
mountain range on the Kenya- 
Uganda border with two passen- 
gers aboard when the engine failed. 

“1 had a queer feeling about the 
plane for some time,” she said. 
“Everything went fine that day for 
about 40 minutes and then at 6,000 
feet she quit on me. I tried every- 
thing and then l knew this was it. 

“J knew that six miles away was 
the Amudat airstrip, but would I 
be able to reach it?” 

“We glided down. Then I thought 
1 would overshoot the airstrip, but 
made a half circle and brought her 
in.” 

Sister Michael has been using a 
small plane there to ferry doctors 
nurses and supplies over the rough 
37,000-square-mile territory. 

A sister at the novitiate said that 
the nuns do not yet know whether 
Sister Michael will be returning 
here.

Volpe Boosts 
Jobs for Youth 

June has been proclaimed “Youth 
Opportunity Month’’ by Governor 
John A. Volpe to emphasize the 
great need for summer jobs for stu- 
dents. 

The nationwide Youth Opportu- 
nity Campaign is headed by Vice 
President Humphrey and Governor 
Volpe is a member of a task force 
of governors and mayors who are 
donating their time and efforts to 
assist in developing summer job 
opportunities for those youngsters 
who need help the most. 

The problem is not that there 
are fewer opportunities for summer 
employment than in other years, 
but that the number of students 
has increased more rapidly than 
the number of available job open- 
ings.

“For many high school and col- 
lege students summer employment 
is a necessity. It often spells the 
difference between being able to 
continue with their education or be- 
ing forced to work without being 
able to realize their fullest poten- 
tial,” Director Belanger pointed 
out. In other cases, it is just as 
important “in developing good work 
habits and in obtaining work ex- 
perience which will benefit them 
later when they are seeking full 
time careers.” 

Employers throughout the Com- 
monwealth are urged to contact 
their nearest Employment Security 
office and list with them the sum- 
mer job opportunities. He said that 

these offices have thousands of 
students who have registered for 
work and are anxious to get start- 
ed immediately on a vacation job.” 


Channel 2 Airs 
Coleman Report 
On Investigation 

Do white liberals have a realistic 
view of integrated education? 

That question of particular local 
interest here right now, will he 
asked on what promises to he a 
highly controversial Channel 2 pro- 
gram, Wednesday, May 17 at 8 
p.m., controversial because of the 
Coleman Report. 

Since the Coleman Report was 
issued last July by the U.S. Office 
of Education, it has produced a 
rising crescendo of debate in the 
academic world. Discussing its 
implications bluntly and honestly 
will be the two men who are leaders 
in their fields: Daniel P. Moyni- 
han, director of the Harvard-M.I.T

Do 
schools have a major responsibility 
in combating prejudice? And how 
much can and should parents in- 
fluence the schools their children 
attend? 

WGBH producer- reporter How- 
ard Spergel will ask these ques- 
tions of Moynihan and Pettigrew; 
and he’ll also ask them of Boston’s 
political and civil rights leaders to 
provide a spectrum of opinion on a 
controversy that may well cause ed- 
ucators to take a long look at their 
concept of education for deprived 
children.

With nearly 300 workers poised 
Tor action in six North Suburban 
communities, the Greater Boston 
YMCA kicks off Sunday on its 
$2,(). r )0,000 Capitol Fund Campaign 
which provides for a new million 
dollar Family-Youth Center to 
serve Woburn, Winchester. Wd- 
mington, Burlington, Bedford, and 
Lexington. 

The North Suburban facility is 
the major project in a seven-point 
program designed to expand and 
improve the Y’s youth service pro- 
gram throughout the Greater Bos- 
ton area. 

Planned for an accessible loca- 
tion off Route 128 near the Burl- 
ington-Woburn line, the building 
will replace the antiquated area Y 
building in Woburn. Of the overall 
goal, $850,000 has been earmarked 
for the modern North Suburban 
plant, and additional funds will 
be made available by the sale of 
the old Woburn building. 

Target for the North Suburban 
communities is $315,000, much of 
which will come from the Big 
Gifts effort headed by Winches- 
ter’s Donald Greer, and already 
under way.

Airman Paul Collins Brings 
Early Flight Stories Alive 


A year from next Tuesday should 
he a big: day for Paul F. Collins of 
3 Harrington Hoad. 

It will lio tin* 50th anniversary of 
the Air Mail Service and Mr. Col- 
lins, as a pioneer of the service, 
has helped to organize the Air 
Mail Pioneers group which on May 
15, 19t58, hopes to fly a replica of 
one of the first mail planes across 
the country and into a final resting 
hangar in the Smithsonian Muse- 
um, 

Mr. Collins, now 75. was the man 
who flew the first regularly sche- 
duled night air mail flight into New 
York City at 3:30 a.m. on July 2. 
1925. 

He may be better known here 
as a co-founder, with Amelia Ear- 
hart and others, of the Northeast 
Airlines. But his days as an open- 
cockpit in the early U.S. Post Office 
Service stand out as special; and 
if not the pilot of the commemora- 
tive plane, he should be in the mid- 
dle of things next May.

A Reply 
On METCO 
Letter 

Editor of the Star: 

Since Mr. Floyd Brown of Cam- 
bridge has indicated to this office 
the intent of sending to the Win- 
chester Star a copy of his letter 
relative to the METCO decision, I 
would like to ask you also to print 
a copy of our answer to him, as 
follows: 

Dear Mr. Brown: 

l am sorry to learn from your 
letter of May 2 of the change in 
your plans to move to Winchester 
because of the decision to register 
some 30 Negro children as tuition 
pupils in our elementary schools. 
Frankly, I am somewhat at a loss 
to understand your apparent con- 
viction that these children will have 
a serious impact on what you are 
so kind as to term an “exceptional 
school system,” and your concern 
with the effect on the tax rate 
which, in fact, will be eased by 
tuition subsidy some $10,000 or 
more in excess of the extra costs 
of educating the METCO children. 

Based on previous experience 
both my own and that of METCO 
there is little basis, sociologists to 
the contrary, notwithstanding, for 
assuming that children of six to 
eight years of age cannot adjust 
nor profit from a change of en- 
vironment such as is here involved. 
Our experience with children who 
have moved to Winchester from 
similar areas clearly demonstrates 
that they can and do respond to 
better school conditions. 

I regret your decision to cancel 
plans for moving to Winchester and 
trust you may be successful in your 
search for an “exceptional school 
system” which does not have the 
METCO program. This may prove 
somewhat difficult, however, since 
a majority of the better school sys- 
tems in the Boston area are already 
enrolled in the METCO program 
or are making plans to do so.

Cancels Plans 
As Protest Of 
METCO Here 

Editor of the Star: 

Never have I been so appalled as 
recently, when I heard of the 
School Committee’s desire, in op- 
position to that of the voter’s, to 
enter the METCO program. 

The METCO program in itself 
has a number of important fea- 
tures, however, it is still in its em- 
bryonic stages and thus far is 
largely unproven. 

Sociologists question the value of 
transferring a child from a poor 
school system to a far better sys- 
tem and to a peer group with large- 
ly different values. Does it really 
increase the child’s learning or as- 
similation process? 

My wife and I were planning to 
move to Winchester recently large- 
ly because of the exceptional school 
system which, of course, is directly 
reflected in the tax rate. We have 
cancelled our plans and withdrew 
our purchase intentions mainly be- 
cause of the decision on METCO.

My impression at last Tuesday 
night’s School Committee meeting 
was that a minority — but a very 
small minority was expressing anti- 
Negro sentiment. 

On the other hand, it seemed 
clear, that a majority was against 
METCO participation because they 
fear continued overcrowding in our 
schools.

At the meeting, an honest, re- 
sponsible school administration 
told us that we hud made sufficient 
progress in solving the overcrowd- 
ing problem that we can in fact 
take an additional 30 children.

Miss Boylan 
Honored For 
Science Work 

Miss Rebecca Boylan, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. II. Boylan of 
9 Nassau Drive, a senior at Matig- 
non High School may spend this 
summer working alongside scien- 
tists at one of the country’s fine 
biomedical research laboratories. 

She was elected last week to 
represent her high school at a 
meeting held Saturday, May fi, 
at the Institute of Biological 
and Medical Sciences of Retina 
Foundation, in Boston. Students 
from other Greater Boston high 
schools also attended participat- 
ing in group discussions, watching 
demonstrations of scientific in- 
quiry, and taking part in a compe- 
tition to determine their creativity, 
intelligence, and intellectual curi- 
osity. 

From five to eight of the stu- 
dents will then be selected to at- 
tend a summer workshop at the 
Institute, working alongside re- 
search scientists engaged in bio- 
medical research in human develop- 
ment and aging, and in research on 
the cornea and retina of the eye. 

Each of the students selected for 
the eight-week workshop will re- 
ceive a $400 stipend. 

Dr. Entire A. Balazs, president 
of the Institute, said that the Sat- 
urday Meeting and the workshop 
were held to give orientation 
to the students into academic re-

liant young people to the process ut* 
scientific inquiry,” he said, ‘‘and 
to give those selected for the work- 
shop the opportunity to do creative 
laboratory work in an environment 
where they share the everyday ex- 
perience of biomedical scientists. 

The Institute of Biological and 
Medical Sciences engages in bio- 
systems research on the four basic 
tissues of the body at the level of 
molecular biology.

Cancer: Much 
Of Your Money 
Spent in State 

Do you ever wonder what hap- 
pens to that donation you make 
each year to the American Cancer 
Society ?

In Massachusetts, 69 research 
grants to 1 1 institutions are cur- 
rently in Direct totalling $2,553,953. 
Other funds are also put to work 
for education and service, but re- 
search gets the lion’s share of the 
money because it is this area that 
will provide the eventual cure for 
the number two killer of all Amor 


Four Research Professorships 
are active in the Massachusetts Di- 
vision. This is the highest award 
made by the Society and supports 
scientists of exceptional scientific 
ability for their scientific lifetime 
or until the cancer problem is 
solved. Harvard claims three of 
these men — Dr. Lewis Engel, Dr. 
Henry Kohn and Dr. Luigi Gorini. 
The fourth. Dr. Lawrence Levine, 
is at Brandeis. The number of 
AJ'.S. lifetime research professors 
in this area is a tribute to Massa- 
chusetts medicine, and reflects the 
magnitude of investment here by 
the American Cancer Society. There 
are only 22 such professorships in 
the country and Massachusetts has 
four, with a fifth to be named later 
this year at Tufts. 

No other state in the country ex- 
ceeds this number of A.C.S. Life- 
time Research Professors. When 
the cure for cancer finally comes, 
it may well be from a research 
laboratory within the Common- 
wealth.

Awarded Grant 
For Research 


The Massachusetts Division of 
the American Cancer Society has 
announced the recent awarding of 
research grant for $11,335 to Dr.

As with nil projects both large 
and small, the critics get out in 
force as quickly as possible. The 
Winchester Little League, Inc. is 
no exception to this rule and, as 
usual, the criticism flows like wine 
its the season begins. Like similar 
programs. Little League welcomes 
this criticism but it would be of 
much more advantage if it were 
constructive rather than merely 
brickbats without solutions. 

Much of the comment is forth- 
coming without a clear understand- 
ing and knowledge of the facts that 
ire behind the action. It is not dif- 
ficult to gather the facts first and 
then offer a workable suggestion 
that might be better in the long 
run. This method, however, always 
seems to be too easy and so it is 
usually found that the critic sounds 
off without learning the how and 
why of the particular phase of the 
program which is found wanting. 

It must be remembered that like 
all programs which are nation- 
wide, the Little League is operated 
by a set of regulations that are set 
up at the National Headquarters 
in Williamsport, Penn. The men 
who head up the staff there have 
made various studies of the best 
means of handling the large num- 
ber of boys who participate in the 
project and they have come up with 
the “do’s and don’ts” that govern 
the play all over the country. 

As with many organizations such 
as Little League, a charter must 
be sought as the first step toward 
getting a league under way. The 
regulations state how such a char- 
ter must be maintained in relation 
to the size of the city or town ap- 
plying. In the case of the Winches- 
ter Little League, it was decided 
to make the precincts the divisions 
of the town and it was also de- 
creed that two leagues would be 
formed here. 

With the charters paid for, the 
two leagues were started in the 
town. It was thought by the Board 
of Directors, that by making Pre- 
cincts 1, 3 and 5 the American Lea- 
gue anil 2, 4 and 6 the National 
League, a true mixture of boys 
from all parts of the town would 
be accomplished. This would tend 
to have boys from one side of town 
playing on teams with boys from 
another section rather than having 
all of the players from the North 
side together and all of the West 
Side in one group. 

Other suggestions have been 
made over the years such as a di- 
vision by streets, but when you 
realize that many of the applica- 
tions arrive showing that the pa- 
rents do not have any idea of which 
precinct they are living in, you can 
visualize the confusion that would 
occur if a long street were to be 
chopped in smaller parts to make 
up the leagues. 

As the number of boys increased 
over the years new teams were add- 
ed to handle the situation. In such 
a case a team must be added to 
each league at the same time to 
comply with the regulations of the 
charters. Presently Winchester has 
five major league clubs in each 
league and eight minor league 
teams in each league. 

Again, the rules state that 15 
boys will make up a major league 
roster. The minor leagues are not 
bound by such strict adhesion to 
the rules but in a recent season a 
20-man minor league roster was 
tried and each manager agreed that 
it became too cumbersome to han- 
dle. As it turns out, there are more 
boys living in the National League 
precincts than there are in the 
American League sections and so it 
happens that there are more boys 
left over in the National League 
with no teams to which they can 
be assigned. 

To solve this problem new teams 
would be needed but, to answer the 
critics, where are the men who will 
manage and coach these new teams. 
Each year it becomes more of a 
problem to find the adult “who is- 
n’t too busy” or who “isn’t out of 
town” to become a manager of a 
minor league club. Without these 
adults there can be no new teams 
added to the existing makeup of the 
leagues. 

“The manager’s son is on the 
team,” suy the critics. Right! 
Should there not be some sort of 
reward for the man who spends 
much time anil energy in handling 
a club? This does not seem to be 
too much to offer for such a work- 
er. This manager gives freely of 
his time in practicing with his 
club as well as operating it during 
a game. He teaches, he tries to in- 
still sportsmanship into his boys 
and he makes an effort to provide a 
bit of guidance for each youngster 
on his roster. There is no salary 
connected to this chore and his 
only remittance is having his son 
on his club. 

And please let nobody forget 
about those managers who have no 
children or if they do have a fami- 
ly they are girls who, up to this

writing, have not been allowed to 
join in Little League baseball. 
There are quite a number of these 
managers in each league. 

There is always the question of 
finances. Each year an auditor’s 
report is published by Winchester 
Little League, Inc. and it appears 
in the columns of the Star. The 
League is incorporated under Mas- 
sachusetts law, and, as a charitable 
organization, such an auditor’s re- 
port is mandatory. Like other costs, 
the prices for equipment have in- 
creased over the years, as has the 
cost of insurance for the boys and 
incidental fees for various other 
aspects of the game. 

How, then, must these expenses 
be met? At one time it was thought 
that a group of collectors would 
canvass the homes in the town and 
ask for a donation. This was done 
for some time until it was found 
that to get a solicitor to make those 
rounds was a monumental task. 
And about 300 of them were need- 
ed! Some towns give each boy a 
slotted can and have him stand at 
the entrance to the various stores 
or on street corners to collect coins. 

The Board of Directors frowned 
on this type of collecting as it was 
not the kind of thing that they 
thought was in the best interest of 
the boy. And so the Candy Sale was 
devised to defray the expense of 
running the program. It was con- 
sidered a good idea to have the 
hoy working for his own activity 
instead of having the adults doing 
the work for him. 

The critics complain that some 
boys will not sell the candy and the 
parent has to stand the expense of 
buying the son’s allotment. It 
would appear that if the boy feels 
that this job is not for him, he 
should not be ready to take his 
place in the lineup for a Littlle 
League game. The program is 
built for his pleasure anil surely he 
ought to put some effort into keep- 
ing it alive. 

Finally, it has been suggested 
that the cost of uniforms could be 
eliminated if the boys played with 
out wearing a team outfit. What 
boy would like to give up the team 
uniform and use his play clothing 
for the game? The whole purpose 
of the league would be defeated. 

To clear up another misconcep- 
tion, then* is nobody operating a 
Little League team who is paid one 
penny for his services. That in- 
cludes the president, officers of the 
league as well as the Director of 
Publicity. Senior League umpir< 
receive a fee but these players ar» 
older boys and the umpiring must 
be of the highest order. In the ma 
jor and minor leagues, however, 
the umpiring is a gratis proposi- 
tion and most usually a thanklei 
job at best. 

So to those who ask, “where does 
the money go?” we can only refe 
them to the annual auditor’s figures 
and see what it costs to operate the 
two leagues in Winchester. Let 
there be no mistake on the salaries 
paid to the adults who do their ut 
most for these boys. It is always 
the same, year after year. A rather 
large, well rounded, zero!

void. But neither bid tells North 
about the club suit or even where 
the void is. South finally bid six 
spades in response to Blackwood, 
feeling that this out-of-the ordin- 
ary bid, promising a slam on the 
meager information from North im- 
plied the club fit and certainly 
showed exceptional strength some- 
where. We stopped at the six 
spades, however. 

Now let’s retrace to the point 
where North bids Blackwood. A 
four heart bid instead to show the 
heart Ace will bring a five club 
bid from South showing second 
round control, and with that in- 
formation. North can go to the 
seven, I think. Or, — he can continue 
with five diamonds for second 
round control in the suit, five 
hearts by South doing likewise, 
and, by this time, seven is obvious. 

You can thus see that the Black- 
wood convention, though a very 
useful tool, uses up bidding space 
and should not always be used. 

Biding six spades and making 
seven was an average board. We 
were lucky at that, for only three 
of the eleven North-South’s bid the 
seven. Two stopped in game, — the 
opposition may have given them 
trouble by bidding pre-emptively in 
hearts or diamonds or both. And 
one brave East- West won top 
board by going down 700 points 
in seven diamonds doubled. If I 
dared a bid like that, the opposi- 
tion would have gone to seven 
spades and made it. 

Editor’s note: I take no credit 
for the above step-by-step informa- 
tion-giving system for reaching 
slam. I learned it from the best 
source of all, — a favorite partner; 
a second best fount of knowledge 
is a fine opponent of whom our 
Winchester Club boasts many.

Life-Savers Now 
Mandatory In 
AH Boats, Canoes 

A life-saving device for every 
person on every vessel operating 
on the waters of Massachusetts will 
be required at the start of the im- 
pending boating season, State Di- 
rector Wilton Vaugh announced. 

In the past only motorboats as 
well as commercial craft were re- 
quired to carry life-saving devices, 
but beginning May 27, the law will 
be extended to include sailboats, 
rowboats, canoes and almost every- 
thing that floats. 

The only exemptions written in 
by the Senate Counsel will apply 
to competitive rowing or sculling 
shells, rafts, surfboards and sail- 
fish, so-called. 

The State director said that he 
hoped that the Coast Guard coidd 
develop some sort of acceptable 
life-saving device for these boats 
so that all would have to carry 
them in the future. 

Director Vaugh told Governor 
John A. Volpe and the Legislature 
that the new law was necessary be- 
cause 1360 persons perished in the 
nation last year and the Coast 
Guard investigators found that 
1212 of these lacked acceptable life- 
saving devices available.

METCO Plan Still Hot Potato 
Voice’ Of Winchester Issue 
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Retiring School Superintendent Gilson 
Honored At Reception On Noted Career 


Dr. Harry V. Gilson, retiring 
Superintendent of Schools in Win- 
fester has given fourteen years 
jf dedicated service to the Town 
and its school system. Dr. Gilson 
will be honored at a town-wide 
reception to be held on Sunday, 
May 21, from 5 to 7 p.m. in Gif- 
ford Hall at the Crawford Mem- 
orial Methodist Church in Win- 
chester. 

During the years of Dr. Gil- 
son’s administration, Winches- 
ter’s school enrollment has mush- 
roomed from 3,039 to 5,027, al- 
most a two-thirds increase; two 
new schools have been built 
with the Tufts Road School under 
construction; the former junior 
and senior high schools have been 
renovated; the staff of 136 has 
increased to 261; and his own of- 
fices have been located in four 
different places. 

His ability to adjust to change 
denies his Down East background 
but is an outgrowth of his em- 
ployment in widespread and var- 
ied instructional and administra- 
tive posts. The broad range of 
his experience has contributed to 
his success during years of in- 
novation and transition in the 
field of education and in Win- 
chester. 

Known by his acquaintances 
for his businesslike brusqueness, 
which often masks a <1 roll sense 
of humor, Dr. Gilson speaks and 
writes with a polish and skill ac- 
quired during his years in differ- 
ent positions of responsibility. 

Following high school gradua- 
tion in Eastport, Maine, in 1922, 
Dr. Gilson went to Centre College 
in Danville, Kentucky for one 
year, then on to be graduated 
from Temple University in Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, in 1930 
with a B.S. in Business Adminis- 


tration. He earned his M.A. in 
Education at Teachers College at 
Columbia University in New 
York in 1935. 

Dr. Gilson advanced from in- 
structor to vice principal to prin- 
cipal in public schools in New 
York and Maine during the years 
1930-38. Then, in 1938 he became 
director of the first experimental 
Resident Guidance and Vocation- 
al Training Center begun by the 
National Youth Administration. 

Through his successful work in 
directing the training of between 
500 and 750 jobless young men, 
17-25 years of age, he was trans- 


ferred to Washington, D.C. where 
he served as national director of 
Resident Vocational Centers. He 
supervised and developed policies 
and procedures for the operation 
of approximately 600 such cen- 
ters throughout the nation. 

In 1941 Dr. Gilson returned to 
Maine as commissioner of educa- 
tion directing the operations of 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion in Augusta. During his ten- 
ure as commissioner in 1944 he 
received an honorary doctorate 
degree from Temple University. 

As Commissioner he had juris- 
diction over public and private 
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DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLE of 
self-determination in local govern- 
ment was postulated as major thes- 
is of “Voice of Winchester Commit- 
tee” which appeared before Select- 
men on Monday night seeking a 
town-wide ballot review on accept- 
ance of METCO plan here by the 
School Committee two weeks ago.

Stat- 
ing they were aware the School 
Board’s vote was not subject to any 
binding review, the group asserted 
the referendum was nevertheless 
necessary to show the School Com- 
mittee how seriously it had voted 
against the interests of the major- 
ity of the Town’s voters on this is- 
sue. 
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Citizens’ Voice 
Of Winchester 
Group Organizes 

A group of nearly 100 citizens, 
most of whom are opposed to this 
community’s involvement with the 
MF^TCO plan here, met at the 
Sons of Italy Hall Sunday even- 
ing to formally organize as a 
Voice of Winchester Committee. 

The VWC then initiated an ac- 
tion program to obtain the town s 
sentiment on the issue petitioning 
the Selectmen to call a Special 
T n Meeting to approve the 
holding of a special referendum 
election so that voters could ex- 
press their opinions by ballotting 
on the School Committee’s adop- 
tion of the METCO plan two 
weeks ago. 

A petition was circulated 
throughout the town last week 
and and in a few days obtained 
over 700 signatures. Only 200 are 
needed for the convening of a 
special Town Meeting.

METCO Referendum Sought 

Twenty representatives of a newly formed anti-METCO “Voice of Winchester Committee” appeared 
at the Selectmen’s meeting Monday night to present a 700-signature petition asking for a Special Town 
Meeting to approve an election referendum on the METCO issue. 


The METCO plan to bus up to 
30 Boston Negro elementary 
school children to local schools 
under anticipated federal funds 
was approved by the School Com- 
mittee by a 3-1 vote after a con- 
troversial hearing two weeks ago 
at which some 1,000 citizens, 
mostly against, appeared to argue 
on the proposal. 

Since then the METCO issue 
has been a “hot potato” in Win- 
chester, and the cause of much re- 
sentment und bitter discussions 
between opposing camps — with 
“bigots” and “beatniks” the emo- 
tionally offensive name-tags ap- 
plied to the two different conser- 
vative and liberal functions. 

Last week petitions were started 
by what is apparently the major- 
ity splinter to request the Select- 
men to call a Town Meeting and 
have a special election referen- 


dum question put to the entire 
town for a popular vote on the 
public policy issue of whether the 
Town supports the School Board’s 
action or whether that committee 
acted contrary to the public will. 

The Voice of Winchester Com- 
mittee, organized at the Sons of 
Italy Hall on Sunday with over 
100 citizens present, chose to pur- 
sue the course of petitioning for 
pn eventual ballotting on the is- 
sue, though knowing full well that 
the School Committee’s action 
cannot be reviewed by any Town 
board or group of citizens, as un- 
der state statute it is entirely 
autonomous in nature and has full 
and complete jurisdiction over the 
care and control of the schools. 

A spokesman for the Voice of 
Winchester group. A. R. Gunner 
Brink of 33 Samoset Road, told 
the Selectmen the citizens who 


signed the petition wanted to be 
heard on this issue, and did not 
feel the School Committee had 
been willing to listen — as evi- 
denced, he claimed, by the School 
Board’s refusal to allow a “sense 
of the meeting” poll at the May 2 
public hearing. 

The Selectmen inquired of the 
group what they hoped to achieve 
with a public referendum election 
If the results would not be bind- 
ing on the School Committe in 
any way. 

Mr. Brink stated that it would 
give the people of Winchester an 
opportunity to be heard and to ex- 
press themselves on the issue 
through the medium of the pri- 
vate voting booth — an opportuni- 
ty not communicated up to this 
point for fear of intimidation by

Under the di- 
rection of the commissioner and 
the Board of Regents ho was re- 
sponsible for activities of the ele- 
mentary, secondary and adult ed- 
ucation branches of the New 
York State Department of Edu- 
cation with a staff of over 400. 

As associate commissioner he 
co-direeted a survey of vocation- 
al education in New York City, 
established and served as admin- 
istrative officer of the Citizens 
Council for the Readjustment of 
Secondary Education and the 
Professional Advisory Council on 
Secondary Education, and direct- 
ed the implementation of the re- 
adjustment program in New 
York. 

A move to Chicago was the 
next stop in Dr. Gilson’s career. 
He became educational director 
of the Easter Seal organization 
for services to the handicapped, 
the National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults, in 1951. In 
this position he planned and pre- 
pared educational material lor 
the crippled child, the parent, and 
the teacher of the handicapped. 
He also planned and co-direeteu 
pre-service and in-service train- 
ing of personnel of the national 
and state societies.

To The Board of Selectmen: 

“At your request, I am submitting the fol- 
lowing opinion as to whether or not the recent 
school committee vote accepting the METCO 
Plan is reviewable by town meeting action 
and/or by referendum or initiative petition. 

“In general, a school committee derives its 
power and authority by action of the State 
Legislature as distinct from town charter or 
by-law. The school committee of a city or town 
has general charge and control of all the pub- 
lic schools therein. Subject to the general laws 
of the Commonwealth, the committee is vested 
with the authority to determine all matters re- 
lating to education. 

“The power of the committee is great and 
broadly construed. The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court has said, “The policy of the 
Commonwealth front early times has been to 
establish a hoard elected directly by the people 
separate from other governing boards of the 
several municipalities and to place the control 
of the public schools within the jurisdiction of 
that body, unhampered as to details of admini- 
stration and not subject to review by any other 
board or tribunal as to acts performed in good 
faith.” See Davis vs. School Committee of 
Somerville, 307 Mass., page 354; and Leonard 
vs School Committee of Springfield, 211 Mass., 
page 325, decided 1922. 

“The Supreme Judicial Court has for cen- 
turies rendered many and varied opinions con- 
cerning the power and authority of school com- 
mittees and in each instance, although the 
facts might be different, the decisions would be 
that the school committee is supreme within 
its own domain. 

“The school committee has the power, among 
others, to discontinue certain grades in its 
high school and send the pupils to a high school 
in another town on a tuition basis. See G.L. oh. 
71, sections 38-45. This is one example of its 
authority. It has also been decreed that a 
school committee may not delegate to others, 
powers which by statute are vested solely in it. 

“By legislative authority, G.L. ch. 71 and 76, 
as amended, ‘Any child, with the consent of the 
school committee of the town where he resides, 
may attend the public schools of another town, 
at the expense of the town of his residence and 
upon such terms as may be tixed by the com- 
mittee..’ This action is not subject to review. 
The law also provides that with the consent of 
the school committee the legal guardian or pa- 
rent, by the payment of tuition, may have his 
child attend a public* school in another town. 
G.L. ch. 76, section 6. 

“In 1963, the State Legislature further en- 


larged the authority of the school committee 
by adding section 6A to G.L. ch. 71 as follows: 
“A school committee may contract to admit 
out-of-state children on a tuition basis.” Quite 
obviously, a school committee has the authority 
to admit out-of-town students to Winchester 
public schools on a tuition basis. The State 
Legislature has so decreed, and this action is 
not subject to review by other tow n boards or 
agencies. 

“Your next question concerns a possible spe- 
cial meeting of the Town and a possible vote 
thereafter authorizing a referendum on ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the METCO Plan. As 
you are quite aware, we have a representative 
town meeting form of government. And as 
such, we too are governed by state law. G.L. 
ch. 13 A sets forth in detail what matters may 
be placed on referendum by action of the regis- 
tered voters. 

“1 quote, ‘No vote which passed at a repre- 
sentative town meeting, which authorizes the 
expenditure of twenty thousand dollars or 
more as a special appropriation, establishes a 
new board or office, abolishes an old board or 
office, merges two or more boards or offices, 
fixes the term of office, changes the number of 
members of a board, adopts a by-Iaw r or 
amends an existing by-law , shall be operative 
until after the expiration of five days, exclusive 
of Sundays and holidays, from the dissolution 
of the meeting. If, within such five days, not 
less than three percent (or two hundred) of 
the registered voters sign and file with the 
selectmen a petition for the submission of the 
question or questions involved in such vote to 
the registered voters at large, the selectmen 
will forthwith call a special election for the 
sole purpose of presenting such question or 
questions to the voters for determination by 
ballot.’ It appears quite clear from a reading of 
(his section that the action of the school com- 
mittee is not reviewable by referendum. 

“1 also examined G.L. ch. 13 and other pert- 
inent statutes that relate to initiative petition 
or referendum, including any special enabling 
acts, and 1 can find no authority that would 
permit review of the school committee action 
by referendum. 

“It would appear that the action of the 
school committee accepting the METCO Plan 
is purely administrative in nature and fact, 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of the school 
committee. Any referendum concerning this 
action would be a nullity.

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Editorials: 

Referendum In Order 


A group of petitioners representing the Voice of 
Winchester Committee, admittedly an anti-MKTCO 
formed organization, this week asked the Selectmen 
to call a Special Town Meeting to approve a refer- 
endum election on the MK 'ICO plan adopted by the 
School Committee so that the “voice of the people of 
the Town” could he heard on the issue. 

We find the proposition a good one: and one that 
would be healthy to a free expression of the com- 
munity’s interest, concern, attitude, and public policy 
will on the matter. 

It might not take a Harris or Gallup Poll to guess 
what the outcome of such a referendum question 
would be: almost certainly it would reflect a majority 
sentiment against the proposal. 

However, as convinced as the School Committee 
and Administration may he on taking a course of in- 
volvement with MKTCO, and as adamant as the ap- 
parent minority is on insisting that the Town follow 
the School Committee’s direction; nevertheless, we be- 


lieve what seems to he the majority also has its rights 
and they should be allowed their free expression. 

Naturally, in an issue as controversial and emo- 
tionally involved as this one is, the best medium for 
free expression would be through the ballot and the 
individual’s privacy of the voting booth. 

The Selectmen, in their wisdom, may even choose 
to bypass the expense and difficulty of a Special 1 own 
Meeting on this issue and carry it directly to the 
convening of a special referendum election. 1 his 
would appear to be the most prudent course, and one 
which would afford every citizen an opportunity to 
express himself in an important matter of local public 
policy, even though the will of the people may not 
end up being of consequence in determining the out- 
come of the final Town policy in this particular event. 

Who knows? We might even see a local election 
wherein without even one single candidate running 
for office we get more than one-third of the registered 
voters out to vote! And that would be healthy for 
the Town too. 


Minors Treated Differently 


The Supreme Court this week laid the groundwork 
for far-reaching changes in the nation’s juvenile 
courts in an effort to provide minors with Constitu- 
tional protection afforded adults— but, significantly, 
it failed to take steps to provide adults with better 
protection from wayward minors. 

Juvenile courts have historically been considered 
civil rather than criminal in nature on the theory 
that a child should be afforded help in a non-public 
proceeding. 

Justice Abe Fortas, in a 56-page opinion, said the 
supposed benefits of the juvenile process have not 
always worked, and he was right: but then the court, 
in directing a new approach to the handling of 
juveniles, merely required that now a juvenile’s par- 
ents must be accorded the right to know the charges 
against him, to have a lawyer— appointed if necessary 
—and that the privilege against sell-incrimination 
is applicable in accordance with Constitutional re- 
quirements. 

What the Supreme Court did was to act on its 
responsibility to the Constitution in terms of juvenile 
“rights;” but, more importantly, what it did not do, 
was to act responsibly under the Constitution in 
terms of the people’s rights” in that basic document’s 
tenet regarding the government’s role in securing the 
domestic tranquility. 

This nation’s streets are anything but tranquil, and 
the biggest offenders in terms ol numbers and damage 
done are the juveniles and young adult delinquents. 

This further liberalization of the court’s approach 
toward handling juvenile problems we do not quarrel 
with in itself; but, coming so soon after imposing 


great and far-reaching restrictions on traditional po- 
lite methods and ways, seems particularly lacking in 
sound judgment. 

What this country really needs is new and better 
approaches and ways of handling current burgeoning 
problems related to juvenile offenders, and not a 
mere removing of traditional half-good measures so 
that there is little standing in front of the potential 
rotten apple other than his own whimsical will. 

One positive step toward reducing juvenile of- 
fenses, it would seem, would be to make the threat 
of consequences so undesirable and realistic that the 
wrong acts lose their appeal. This, through sterner 
general lower court actions, might achieve positive 
results. Unfortunately, as the Supreme Court gets 
more and more liberal, the tendency is for the lower 
courts to become similarly inclined. 

In the current direction young people do more and 
more damage with less and less fear ol any conse- 
quences. As a practical matter, for the great quantity 
of lesser juvenile crimes (lesser than murder), the 
police might almost just as well not bother arresting 
the youths because the courts don’t usually do any 
more than just cluck disapprovingly at them; which 
of course has no great effect at all. 

Interestingly, last week the State Legislature was 
hearing a bill to make stealing an automobile punish- 
able by 10 days in jail. One Senator objected to pass- 
ing it because “we would be putting 1 1 year-olds be- 
hind bars.” It may sound crazy, but il an ll-ycar-old 
can go out and steal someone’s car and maybe kill 
someone with it, maybe he just might be better oil 
spending 10 days in jail thinking of a better way to 
spend his time. 


Beautiful New Park 


The Rotary Club’s plan to improve and beautify 
the park land at the junction of Main and Lake 
Streets by Wedge Pond, and to name it as a memorial 
to the late Alfred D. Elliott who started the move- 
ment to upgrade the Town Common several years 
ago, is both a good and worthwhile venture, and the 
Town will be the better for it. 

This particular piece of land at one time was a 
beauty spot in Town, among many, and had attrac- 
tive shrubs lining its Main Street border, and grass 
and plantings were kept up neatly. In recent years, 
however, it fell into neglect, and until now it showed 
only a glimpse of what its potential beauties were 
for those with good imaginations. 

The Rotary Club, seeking to honor one of its most 


beloved members, wisely conceived of this plan to 
beautify this park area as the Town Common had 
been improved several years earlier mainly through 
Mr. Elliott’s and the club’s efforts. The club sought 
and received generous planning help from 1 he 
Garden Club, and the support of the Park Depart- 
ment, which also wished to see its own former beauty 
spot restored. The Town Meeting gave it a vote of 
confidence and appropriated some funds to assist with 
the installation of an underground watering system 
to insure its proper watering. 

Community-wide spirit like this behind a good pro- 
ject insures its success, and the Rotary Club is to be 
commended for its motivating, planning and financ- 
ing of the restoration of this park to make it into a 
new and more beautiful site.

Last fall the F irat Congrega- 
tional Church of Winch. open- 
ed its doors to nearly 50 young 
Negro children from the St.

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BOOK REVIEW

MODIGLIANI 

by Pierre Sieftel 

Legends are like shadows that loom larger than 
the figure which casts them. So it has been with 
Amadeo Modigliani. Sichel’s book doesn’t ignore the 
legends, but puts them in their proper perspective. 

For years Modigliani was literally down and out 
in Paris, an artist who never commercialized his art. 
Thanks to his purity of intention and to his genius, 
his portraits are perhaps the most poetic of 20th- 
century painting. 

But to be down and out in Paris, to paint superbly 
with scarcely a breath of recognition gives birth at 
times to behavior which is iconoclastic. In addition, 
to be proud and handsome and to have an air of a 
god, in other words, to be unforgettable fertilizes the 
seeds of legends all out of proportion to reality. 

An English woman has written of him: “But dur- 
ing the time when I knew him there were certainly 
‘bright intervals’ in his life and many periods when 
he seemed as happy as the rest of us. For this reason 
I cannot help thinking that some of the accounts 
given of his uniformly tragic existence are rather 
exaggerated. A man may live quietly for months 
without anyone noticing it; but if he then breaks 
out and gets roaring drunk, as of course Modi often 
did, then eve rone remembers it and records it. Non- 
recognition of his genius by the dealers and the con- 
noisseurs probably affected him more deeply than 
lack of money ...” 

The ups and downs of Paris life didn’t begin until 
after he was 21. Of Jewish descent, a native of Leg- 
horn, Italy, he was early dedicated to the pursuit of 
art, both sculpture and painting. He arrived in 
Paris with all the dreams of fame and fortune. It 
was the time of the early Picasso, Chagall, Utrillo 
and many others of modern experimental painting. 

But Modigliani was never to become an abstract 
artist, a cubist, or even a painter of realistic land- 
scapes. He felt they were nothing in comparison to 
human portraiture. Not that he wasn’t influenced by 
other Parisian artists or by primitive art, but he 
felt drawn towards fulfilling his own particular con- 
ception of painting. 

His legend began because of his behavior as a ro- 
mantic lover, his taking of hashish and alcohol, and 
his temperamental unconventionality. Jacob Epstein 
writes of him: “All Bohemian Paris knew him. At 
times he indulged himself in what he called ‘en- 
grueling.’ This form of violent abuse of someone 
who had exasperated him was always, I thought, well 
earned by the pretentiousness and imbecility, of those 
he attacked, and he went for them with gusto. With 
friends he was charming and witty in conversation 
and without any affectation.” 

Non-recognition of his work accentuated his ten- 
dency towards violent abuse and drunken behavior. 
However, he worked incessantly and lived in a hole 
in the midst of poverty. In exchange for his meals, 
he would give drawings to Rosalie, who ran his fa- 
vorite restaurant. She would throw them in a cel- 
lar or a cupboard. Some years later it was discov- 
ered that rats had eaten them away. She lost a for- 
tune. “Whoever thought,” she once said, “that one 
day those scrawls could have made me rich!” 

It has been said that Modigliani’s portraits are all 
alike. Rather it is the style which is the same. His 
characteristic distortions, the elongations, the oval 
head, the eyes black slits, or green, blue or gray 
almond shaped, the long straight nose and the long 
swan’s neck were used only when subjects fitted 
them. 

He painted from instinct and feeling. He left 
many of the most beautiful portraits of children and 
adolescents ever done by any great artist. He showed 
their tenderness, their bewilderment, their happiness 
or their melancholy. When he was painting, he con- 
centrated on the expression of the feelings he saw in 
his sitter’s face, not on the features themselves. 

Much has been written of his affairs with women. 
It wasn’t until his final three years that he lived 
with the one great love of his life, Jeanne Hebuterne, 
who gave birth to his daughter. Modigliani was not 
destined to see her grow up. He died suddenly of 
tuberculosis in 1920. The paintings he gave away 
are now worth hundreds of thousands of dollars. He 
didn’t leave behind only a body of legends, but a life’s 
work in art.

Progress Report 
On New Drop-In 
Center Project 

Editor of the Star: 

It seems appropriate at this time 
to report to the people of Win- 
chester on the status of the Drop- 
In Center Project. 

Several adults have been helping 
various youths in an unorganized 
fashion. It is the purpose of Win- 
chester Drop-In, a proposed cor- 
poration, to coordinate these ac- 
tions and represent the youth in 
legal and financial matters. 

To the best of our knowledge, 
adults have given advice, provided 
transportation to other drop-in 
centers in the area, offered time, 
offered funds, and looked at pos- 
sible sites; but have not committed 
themselves to the responsibility of 
making the drop-in center a real- 
ity. 

It is time to get organized. This 
is our immediate goal. Any further 
suggestions or offers of assistance 
should be channeled through Win- 
chester Drop-In. 

We are presently proposing to 
the youth to coordinate material 
acquisition, represent them in legal 
matters, and advise them in any- 
way they request. 

In return for these services the 
membership has the responsibility 
of providing the necessary montnly 
operating funds through dues and 
membership activities. When the 
day to day costs can’t be supported 
by the membership, it will be the 
sign that interest has faded. 

No organization or person will 
be forcing anything down anyone’s 
throat. Under this system the 
youth will make or break the plan. 
No one else would be to blame. 

Any desired program of activi- 
ties as long as they were legal and 
well organized would be run by 
the youth members. 

In order to do a good job in the 
renovation of a location we would 
like to ask for volunteers to serve 
a night or two or on a Saturday 
to train members in skills neces- 
sary to minimize the costs of hir- 
ing professional help. Area of in- 
terest will be carpentry, floor tile 
laying, cabinet work, electrical, 
plumbing, masonry, and other 
areas as the need arises. If you can 
help us in this training aspect, a 
better center can be built. 

The youth board is working on 
plans for a capitalization campaign 
to compile funds and materials for 
the renovation project. More about 
this will come from their board.

weeks ago — without anyone in 
Town having been publicly heard. 

The report of the METCO Plan 
being on the agenda for the School 
Committee meeting “accidentally” 
appeared in the local press; 80 to 
100 persons appeared. 

This was not going to be open 
for public hearing until in the 
committee’s anxiety to prove its 
point, in permitting a proponent 
to speak — the meeting was then 
open — and the committee began to 
see that public opinion was not all 
their way. 

The official public hearing was 
then necessary. One thousand at- 
tended, another fourteen hundred 
petitioned the committee to make 
haste slowly. Arbitrarily, the 
School Committee, without fairly 
evaluating the opposition, voted to 
enter METCO. 

History tells us over anil over 
that when the public and majority 
is over-ruled the end is in sight 
for democratic government. 

Will we fight here? 

Are we in such a condition that 
the people, educated in our schools, 
are incapable of self-government? 

Have we reached this time when 
the battle cry of the Boston Tea 
Party, 1775, “Taxation without 
Representation is Tyranny” has 
been erased and we return to bow- 
ing to “intellectuals” and “bureau- 
crats” in the name ot morality, but 
none the less the end of our Re- 
public ?

The main purpose as stated by 
the new committee, is “to give 
voters an opportunity to express 
themselves on METCO...” some- 
thing the school committee has, up 
to now, declined to do. 

Elected, by the large group in 
attendance, to head the committee 
were John S. Eaton and Jean 
Rand, co-chairmen; Carol John- 
son, secretary; George Littell, Jr., 
treasurer; Phil Wallwork, pub- 
licity. 

Many citizens feel that with 
over-crowded schools, making 
compromising adjustment neces- 
sary, there existed a problem that 
should be solved before admitting 
tuition paying students from out- 
side Winchester. Even more im- 
portant, they believe, the small 
start of an experimental METCO 
plan now' will quickly lead to the 
adoption of other Metropolitan 
school plans and the eventual ab- 
sorption of Winchester in a 
Metropolitan School System. 

“The School Committee has 
stated on many occasions through- 
out the year, that METCO would 
not be considered officially be- 
cause of the overcroweded condi- 
tions in Winchester schools. It 
published major articles showing 
classes being held in storerooms, 
in basements and under adverse 
conditions. Because of such ad- 
mitted overcrowding, the town 
thought little about METCO until 
two weeks ago. By then, it was 
too late. 

It was evident at the last hear- 
ing on the METCO plan at the 
High School that any expression 
by the citizens would have no ef- 
fect on the vote of the School 
Committee as its mind hail been 
made up. the V.O.W. Committee 
stated. 

“The purpose of the Voice of 
Winchester Committee is stated 
in its name. . .To afford Winches- 
ter citizens the chance, so far 
denied them to express them- 
selves in the privacy of the voting 
booth. Certainly, in a democracy, 
the town voters have a right to 
a vote on such an issue. 

“The V.O.W. Committee does 
not believe race, color, or creed is, 
or should be, at issue. Neither 
should the fact that outside stu- 
dents would be brought in from 
Boston, Baton Rouge or Buffalo. 
At issue, and the only issue, is 
whether or not the voters, tax- 
payers, and parents should have 
a voice in determining such a 
large, and obligatory step as 
METCO in the light of present 
overcrowded schools, in the light 
of student* bussing problems, and 
in the light of the reported need 
for a new building program. 

“The V.O.W. Committee be- 
lieves the citizens of Winchester 
have such a right and we invite 
others to join in this effort. We 
will abide by the majority vote,” 
the Committee said. 

“The Committee fully realizes 
the autonomous nature of the 
School Committee and, also, that 
such a special referendum will 
cost money. But we also believe 
that the wishes of the majority 
of people must, in the interest of 
democracy and in future consid- 
erations by the School Committee, 
be known. The power of the vote 
must not be diminished,” the 
V.O.W. Committee concluded.

others, he noted — and also to 
show the School Committee just 
how arbitrarily and contrary to 
the will of the majority of parents 
and voters it had acted. 

Many residents fear that the 
METCO plan will just be a 
“wedge” for taking the responsi- 
bility and jurisdiction of local 
schools out of the hands of the 
Town and putting it into a larger 
metropolitan school district, Mr. 
Brink commented, and the Voice 
of Winchester group believes a 
town-wide poll would show the 
people’s objection to both the 
wedge and the whole concept of 
Winchester schools becoming part 
of a metropolitan school system. 

Henry K. Porter, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, kept a 
firm rein on the meeting by say- 
ing the Selectmen declined to dis- 
cuss the issues involved at that 
time. “We are in a neutral posi- 
tion on this issue,” he said, and 
added that the board would act in 
the best interests of the Town and 
not as they might personally feel 
either for or against the issue. 

Selectman Porter noted several 
alternatives open to the board: 
(1) To refuse to call a Special 
Town Meeting; (2) To call a spe- 
cial Town Meeting; (3) To move 
the matter directly to the conven- 
ing of a special referendum elec- 
tion and bypassing the holding of 
a Special Town Meeting. 

The board voted to take the 
matter under advisement; but, 
with more than the 200 signatures 
necessary to require the board to 
take action on the petition, a deci- 
sion on this should be forthcoming 
soon. 

Selectman Edmund A. Williams 
stated that if the board decides 
to call a Special Town Meeting, he 
will urge that it be held as soon as 
possible to satisfty the petition- 
ers’ request. 

Selectman K. Paul Chase asked 
if there were not more involved in 
the request for a referendum 
than just an expression of public 
opinion, and Mr. Brink said that 
for many years the School Com- 
mittee has claimed its schools are 
overcrowded, but that now all of 
a sudden, after selling the Town 
on a new elementary and high 
schools building program, it finds 
room to import 30 pupils from 
out of town. 

Mr. Brink suggested that the 
voters of the Town might then be- 
come disenchanted with both cur- 
rent and proposed future school 
building programs; and this 
might then endanger the Town’s 
providing of good and sufficient 
plant facilities for its own resi- 
dents. 

He added that the referendum 
would at least afford every citizen 
an opportunity to voice his opin- 
ion on the issue and be heard, and 
that was the purpose of seeking 
the referendum by the Voice of 
Winchester Committee.

In 1952 Dr. Gilson served in 
Chicago as regional representa- 
tive of the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion, Veterans’ Education Ser- 
vices.

Dr. Gilson came to Winchester 
as superintendent of schools in 
July, 1953, succeeding Forbes H.

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Dr. Robert Storer, WMHA President 
Speak to WVNA on Mental Health 


Keen concern for the emotion- 
ally disturbed and mentally ill key- 
noted the talk which the Rev Rev. 
Dr. Robert A. Storer gave at last 
Friday's monthly meeting of the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing As- 
sociation. 

Dr. Storer, minister of the Uni- 
tarian Church, is a director of the 
Winchester branch of the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Association. 
He has long been interested in the 
field of mental health and as a 
young man, while a theology stu- 
dent, did part time counselling ser- 
vice in Boston welfare agencies and 
hospital psychiatric wards. Dr. 
Storer stated that after the psy- 
chiatrist who is expensive anil in 
short supply, and the family which 
frequently lacks the training to 
give real help, people in emotional 
difficulty are now turning to the 
minister for help in times of stress. 

Speaking in particular of the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health As- 
sociation now located in its new 
quarters in Lexington, he com- 
mended the association for doing 
important work in its present 
phase as a clinic for disturbed chil- 
dren; however he felt that it should 
also become an emerging center 
where through in-patient, out- 
patient treatment, adults with 
mental problems can be treated 
and helped. The development of 
such a program awaits financial 
backing. The association also 
stands ready to give public infor- 
mation on mental health when 
needed, it presents educational 
programs with this objective, and 
through the medium of a profes- 
sional group deals with a variety 
of problems, at both the adolescent 
and adult level. 

Following Dr. Storer's talk, Mrs. 
Donald K. Lewis, president of the 
Winchester branch of MVMHA, al- 
so spoke of the purpose of the or- 
ganization. Its main aim, she said, 
is to educate the public towards the 
needs of better mental health. No

one is immune to mental distur- 
bance, she reminded her audience. 
The feeling that mental problems 
are a disgrace and should be kept 
inside the individual must be brok- 
en down. People must be taught to 
get help from family and friends 
and then, if necessary, professional 
care. 

Particularly worthwhile in the 
general field of mental health is 
the present case-aid program 
whereby lay people are helping the 
emotionally ill. Today at the Met- 
ropolitan State Hospital women 
volunteers are providing an impor- 
tant personal service. Any woman 
who has time, ability, a d interest 
in working with a single patient 
for one morning a week may be- 
come a member of a unit offering 
this significant care and concern 
for the mentally ill. By such regu- 
lar and personalized contact new 
hope and stimulus have been 
brought to these individuals who 
too often are forgotten by their 
families and go untreated in over- 
crowded wards, professionally un- 
derstaffed. 

At the moment there are six 
units consisting of 10 volunteers 
and one directing social worker. A 
new group is formed every six 
months. 

At the local level, Mrs. Lewis 
said that there is a need in the 
town to organize a group of volun- 
teers to spend a few hours each 
week in homes where there are 
mentally disturbed members. This 
would release house-bound parents 
and give them the opportunity to 
get out to do necessary errands 
and have a change of activity and 
scene.

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Cost of Child’s 
Rearing in Area 

How much of an investment 
does the average 18-year-old 
youngster in Middlesex County 
represent ? 

What has it cost his parents to 
rear him from infancy to age 18? 

Most parents haven’t the 
slightest idea. They don’t think 
of their children in terms of dol- 
lars and cents. Beyond knowing 
that the outlay at certain periods 
has been large, sometimes stag- 
gering. they have never thought 
about the total cost. 

According to studies along this 
line, made by the Institute of 
Life Insurance, the Agriculture 
Department and others, the cost 
varies greatly from family to 
family but is closely related to 
income. 

On the average, about four 
years of family earnings are 
spent in raising a child to age 18. 

The studies show that where 
net income is in the $10,000 to 
$12,000 range, as it is with the 
average Middlesex County fam- 
ily, the outlay per child is ap- 
proximately $42,000. 

Among families in the $12,000 
to $14,000 category, the expendi- 
tures are in the neighborhood of 
$51,000 per child, it is found. 

On the other hand, those with 
low incomes, operating on a 
much tighter budget, spend con- 
siderably less than this. 

In most families the largest 
single item of expense is food. 
The figures show that a girl con- 
sumes about $7,600 worth in the 


18 years, based on present price 
levels, but that a boy outdoes her 
in that department by at least 
$500. 

For the average-income family, 
other major items of cost are 
listed, based on the national stud- 
ies. They include clothing. $2,850, 
transportation, $3,700, and medi- 
cal care, close to $2,000. 

Added to this are recreation, 
education, housing anil personal 
care. 

Fortunately, these costs are 
distributed over the 18 years. Not 
so are the medical fees, hospital 
bills and other expenses in con- 
nection with the child’s birth. 

How much does it all add up to 
for the 22,100 boys and girls in 
Middlesex County who art* be- 
coming 18 this year? 

On the basis of average cost 
per child locally, it conies to a 
grand total of $928,200,000. And 
that is only up to the point at 
which they are ready to enter 
college.

Knudson Wins 
At New Orleans

George Knudson, last year’s 
Canadian Cup Individual Champion, 
held off Bob Charles and Big Jack 
Nicklaus, to win the Greater New 
Orleans Open Championship. 

Although Knudson had won the 
Canadian Cup last year, this vic- 
tory was his first American tour- 
nament victory, since the 1964 
Fresno Open, and his first money, 

$20,000 now gives him $39,971 in 
official prize money for the year of 
1907. 

He scored 71-00-70-70 for a 277 
to top Nicklaus, whose rounds were 
70-08-09-71 for a 278 total, one 
stroke in back of Knudson. 

Jack collected $12,000 for his sec- 
ond place finish. 

Frank Beard, who has done so 
well in the past few weeks finished 
third with 279, and got himself 
$7,500 for his 279. 

Billy Casper, who won the Gold 
Cup Competition, which is b. d 
on total scores for the P.G.A., U.S.- 
G.A. Open, The Masters, and the 
New Orleans Open, finished in a tie 
for fourth place, which got him 
$3,920 for that tie. The “Gold Cup” 
is worth $5,000. Doug Sanders, who 
finished 17th in the New Orleans, 
with 285, and for $1,000 was sec- 
ond in the Gold Cup, good for $2,500 
third place in the Gold Cup, and 
won by Dave Marr, was third in 
the Gold Cup Competition. Marr 
was 290 and tied for 46th in the 
New Orleans, finished third in the 
Gold Cup, good for $1,000. He re- 
ceived $267 for his tie in the New 
Orleans. 

Casper was tied with Bob 
Charles, Cobbie Le Grange, Gardner 
Dickinson, and Tommy Bolt, each 
finishing with 280 and each receiv- 
ing $3,920. 

Bolt was 73-69-68 and 70 for his 
280. Remarkable!

DISTRESS SIGNALS 

With today’s finely engineered 
motors and modern boats there s 
seldom need to summon aid while 
alloat. Statistics show that the ma- 
jor reason for distress cries is sim- 
ply “running out of gas.’’ 

If you ever find yourself in this 
embarrassing position, here s how to 
attract attention, say the Mercury 
outboard people. If other boats are 
in sight, stand with your arms 
spread and move them up and 
down like a bird’s wings. Or you 
can attach a white shirt to a fish- 
pole or oar and wave it back and 
forth above your head. 

Some other ways are: signal 
.“SOS” (three dots, three dashes, 
three dots) with a flashlight; acti- 
vate one of the smoke flares de- 
signed for just such situations; con- 
tinuously sound any fog-signal ap- 
paratus; raise a square flag with a 
ball or something resembling a ball 
underneath it; carry emergency 
flares with you and set one oil 
whenever anyone approaches gi a 
boat or airplane. 

Better still, carry enough gas.

FISHING A SHORELINE 

Bass ;wrd certain other game fish 
are frequently found along the 
shore.

Police Put Down 
Disturbance On 
Friday By Fair 

A disturbance broke out near 
the En Ka Fair site late Friday 
night involving out-of-town and 
local youngsters in which one 
youth was injured, and which re- 
quired fast and forceful police 
fiction to avert possible mushroom- 
ing of the problem.

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Board Of Selectmen 
Action On Petition 

The Board of Selectmen on 
Monday night argued seman- 
tics with the Voice of Winches- 
ter Committee on the wording 
of the 700-signature petition 
requesting a Special Town 
Meeting to hold an election 
referendum to obtain a “voice 
of the Town” public policy po- 
sition on the School Commit- 
tee’s action to accept a limited 
METCO program here next 
fall. 

Town Counsel Leonard Mul- 
len ruled that the legality of 
holding a Town Meeting and 
referendum on a matter out of 
its jurisdiction since the School 
Committee has legal and auto- 
nomous control over the school 
system, could invalidate and 
nullify any action it takes — 
and might be construed even 
as illegal. 

The Selectmen said they 
would send a representative to 
last night’s scheduled Voice of 
Winchester meeting in the 
Town Hall, along with Coun- 
sel Mullen, to try and work 
out the wording of the article 
proposed to make it more con- 
sonant with proprietous legal- 
ity. 

The Selectmen reaffirmed 
their “neutral” position on 
both the petition and the 
METCO issue.

Boston area system? 

This searching question was 
asked of the School Committee 
Monday evening by former School 
Committeewoman Mrs. A. R. Gun- 
ner Brink, who admits her con- 
cern with what she sees as a 
“growing liberalism” of the 
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School Committee 
Action On METCO 

The School Department, an- 
ticipating a Special Town 
Meeting might be called in the 
“reasonably near future,” re- 
quested that the Selectmen in- 
sert a special article in any 
Warrant to be drawn up which 
would free Federal funds ap- 
propriated for three special 
projects, and also that the 
“School Committee he . . au- 
thorized to expend such Fed- 
eral funds as may be received 
up to and including December 
31, 1967.” 

The effect of passage of such 
an article would be to allow 
the School Committee to use at 
its discretion any Federal mon- 
ies received for participation 
in a METCO program. 

Theoretically, it might pre- 
sumably also he possible for 
the School Committee to use 
any Federal monies toward 
supporting a METCO program 
here, even if a Federal grant 
specifically for METCO in- 
volvement doesn’t materialize. 

The Massachusetts Supreme 
Court’s “Sudbury Case” now in 
effect requires that Federal 
funds be used to reduce the 
school budget, thereby forcing 
all expenditures to come under 
Town Meeting appropriation 
control. A bill in the Legisla- 
ture seeks to allow school 
committees the right to spend 
Federal monies received after 
Town meetings but before De- 
cember 31 of that year. This is 
the reason for the School De- 
partment’s proposed article. 


Auto Accident

Mrs. Brink appeared before the 
committee to register her person- 
al feelings against the METCO 
program as a recently retired 
member of that board which con- 
trols the school system. 

One of Mrs. Brink’s main con- 
tentions with involvement in 
METCO is its previously “stated 
and obvious implications toward 
a metropolitan school system,” 
where, Mrs. Brink notes, all that 
Winchester has done in the past 
to build up a quality school sys- 
tem would be lost in what she 
considers would result in a 
“metropolitan mediocrity.” 

“I’m opposed to this ‘pie in the 
sky’ concept,” she said, and af- 
firmed that anyone who doesn’t 
see this as a promoted and de- 
veloping concept by what she re- 
gards as extreme educational lib- 
erals, are “uniformed babes in 
the wood” on what is being ad- 
vocated in certain quarters. 

School Committeeman John Do- 
lan answered Mrs. Brink by say- 
ing that the School Committee did 
not consider involvement with a 
metropolitan school system as any 
part of its decision on involve- 
ment with METCO. 

“I for one do not see accepting 
METCO as any endorsement of a 
metropolitan concept school sys- 
tem,” Mr. Dolan asserted. 

“My further answer is that we 
are not working in a vacuum here, 
we are aware of the situation, but 
this was not a point under con- 
sideration,” he added in noting 
the School Committee’s 3-1 vote 
in favor of accepting a limited 
3') pupil METCO program. 

In referring to the School Com- 
mittee’s action, Mr. Dolan stated: 
“An elected official has to listen 
to the voters or else he isn’t serv- 
ing the purpose to which he is 
elected; but also in that respect, 
I feel one must apply his intelli- 
gence and foresight on issues — 
and I make my decision as I saw 
my responsibility.” 

He concluded that he would 
“not reconsider the matter — not 
unless there is some dramatic or 
significant fact or matter” which 
enters the picture. 

School Committeeman Law- 
rence Beekley stated “ I feel 
METCO is but a single step on 
the part of a wider whole com- 
munity that that whole commu- 
nity faces.” 

“If we can through steps such 
as these as a whole community 
then head off situations such as 
Watts and do something about it, 
we stand a chance of holding off 
violence that we necessarily will 
face until some of the basic prob- 
lems involved are relieved — prob- 
ably by the Federal Government

Metropolitan Concept 

MBTA; water and air pollution; fire and police nct- 


The very real concern of many of the opponents of 
ML. I CC) in Winchester is the sometimes expressed 
germinating seed promoted on the part of some to- 
ward advocating the development of a metropolitan 
school system. 

The anxiety- aroused in these "legitimate” critics 
of ME I CO. as opposed to those merely against any 
progress in race relations and in particular any in- 
volvement with participation in such progress, is very 
real and really is of significant consequence. 

At a time when county form of government be- 
tween the community and the state level comes under 
heavy fire with its certain political privileges and ex- 
ceptional personal gains by some, the concept of in- 
volving our local schools in a wider arena ol educa- 
tional administration must seem especially noxious 
to many here. 

On the other side of the coin, the generally decent 
management and performance of the Metropolitan 
District Commission as a going area-wide public 
operation shows oil well, and accomplishes much that 
neither the state nor the communities as "govern- 
ments” are in a position to handle. 

What must be recognized by Winchester residents 
increasingly in the future is that no matter how "ob- 
jectionable” the concept might sound, more and more 
of the Greater Boston problems must be tackled by 
larger entities than individual cities and towns and, 
often, should not come under the state's administra- 
tion. For example, such important functions as pub- 
lic transportation, which we are developing in the 

METCO 

The METCO issue still persists as a main topic of 
conversation and concern here in Winchester, with 
little apparent subsiding of interest or lessening of 
enthusiasm for or disenchantment with it. 

The School Committee appears set on its course, 
and has said it will not likely be influenced to change 
its action in accepting a ME TCO program here next 
year even if a substantial majority votes disapproval 
of that action should there be a referendum on it. 

In fact, the School Committee now wants a Special 
Town Meeting anyway, as it is pursuing a direction of 
attempting to attach a rider onto any I own Meeting 
Warrant drawn up which would free a sum of $24.- 
1 18.42 in Federal funds already allotted to Winchester 
for the learning laboratory, library books anti de- 
veloping a business education program. 

Also in that article is provision for the School Com- 
mittee to expend any further Federal funds it re- 
ceives up to December 81. ’I bis could conceivably in- 
clude any money granted for participation in the 
ME TCO program. 


works, maybe similar to what now operates by cooper- 
ation in mutual aid fire alarm instances and inter- 
community police chases and investigations. 

Include in the above list and observe the newly de- 
veloping Northeast Regional Vocational School. None 
of the schools in this area northward of Boston was 
really offering youngsters interested in following 
vocational training instead of an academic college 
course any break in "educational opportunity," and 
really were not in financial positions to have two 
high schools in each community. 1 bus, by necessity 
evolved the concept of a regional vocational school 
for this area— a genuinely sound idea. 

Possibly, in the future, similar moves might have to 
take place in developing regional academic high 
schools. If it comes, and it appears likely it will even- 
tually come, it will blossom only when the cost of edu- 
cation becomes so high in each community that it will 
be a financial necessity— and not on its own merits of 
possibly being able to provide extremely good edu- 
cation to large numbers of children through a well- 
financed program with exceptional plant and facili- 
ties and organization. 

Unfortunately, and with some good reason by vir- 
tue of a number of bad political experiences in this 
state, coupled with a deeply ingrown heritage of 
neighborhood schools under local control (which also 
prevents the state from becoming involved in edu- 
cation taught in the schools) . it will be the nature of 
this issue to have its good points overshadowed great- 
ly by the seen drawbacks and attitudes. 

Situation 

Freeing up these Federal funds, of course, permits 
the School Committee to spend that money in any 
way it sees lit— including, if it chose, the actual financ- 
ing of part or all of any bussing involved in the pro- 
gram should the Federal Government, or METCO, 
not end up paying for that. 

When Federal money comes to Winchester for its 
school system, we would rather see it used to support 
definite educational programs or purposes such as 
laboratory equipment or new classrooms, than going 
toward the chartering of buses; and after that used 
to reduce the overall cost of the educational system 
on the taxpayers of Winchester. 

While generally we support the METCO program 
as benefiting to local youngsters as well as alleviating 
core city problems; we do not go beyond that point to 
say it is our local duty to finance such an expensive 
program. In the larger sense; if the Federal Govern- 
ment chooses to make this outlay lot sociological rea- 
sons. even though it is our money again (once re- 
moved, so to speak), this would be money better 
spent than some of the present exorbitant give-aways 
to other nations and domestic pork- Barrel programs. 


Comment:

From a Winchester career officer in the Air Force 
to his family here, there recently came this comment 
on the war:

It is only sad that people at 
home don’t realize the necessity of our being present 
and that in truth they are defending us here at home. 


“At last I’m home to the land of Cassius Clays and 
the protest marches. W here the Spirit of ’ 76 seems 
only a picture , and a flag waver in many instances 
is an oddball. Where even a military man may be 
able to refuse to fight and a draft card burner wore 
a uniform and a green beret . Thank Cod l can still 
wave the flag , and shall continue to do so! 

“I am still anticipating a full tour in some capacity 
in the not too distant future. We all must serve a 
tour at sometime and since I have been there and 
seen a portion of what is going on, I know that it is 
a must for me to do my part. 


“We are no safer than the weakest brick in the 
house of freedom and if we don’t maintain and re- 
pair, the house will eventually collapse. We must con- 
tinue to build through education and aid or we shall 
deteriorate, and / sometimes feel that the deteriora- 
tion has started within. We must also stand by ready 
to defend and protect our neighbors as our world to- 
day is but a neighborhood and many are not strong 
enough to defend themselves against agression. 

“When the call is give, we must answer; and then 
perhaps your grandchildren and great grandchildren 
can continue to be proud of their country ”

Rationale behind the now sys- 
tem is explained this way in the 
guideline rules: “Advantage of 
one-man patrol in Winchester is 
that it makes possible more cov- 
erage of an area using the same 
number of men and maintaining 
the same high level of efficiency.” 
Greater responsibilities are 
now also shifted to the desk radio 
dispatching officer: fi e must 

“from the calls determine wheth- 
er the assignment can bo handled 
by one officer...” or take extra 
precautions in dangerous situa- 
tions and decide “whether two 
patrol cars should be assigned. 
For instance, if calls are received 
regarding: breaking and entering, 
disturbance, drunkenness, assault 
and battery, etc., two cars are to 
he sent on a call.” 

On assignments requiring two 
men, the new system postulates, 
the assigned car will he respon- 
sible for completing the call and 
reports, the other will assist. 
“When two one-man cars are as- 
signed to a call that may be dan- 
gerous,” the policy guide notes, 
“the car arriving at the scene 
first should make an out-side-the- 
scene survey of the situation, and 
then stand by for the other car 
before going in on the call.” 

In stopping vehicles for any 
investigative reason, the one-man 
patrol cruiser officer will now he 
required to write down the regis- 
tration of the car stopped and 
that slip left in the cruiser when 
he gets out to check the situation. 
Fie must also radio to headquar- 
ters that he has stopped a car 
and gvie the desk officer the 
registration number and location. 

OPERATIONS 

In the operation of one-man 
patrol cars a minimum of 50 
miles should he clocked by each 
patrol car on each tour of duty, 
according to the new guide pol- 
icy — a total of 200 miles covered 
over Winchester’s six and a half 
square mile territory by the four 
cars each six hour tour. 

The guide notes that the meth- 
| ods of patrol should be flexible 
j and unpredictable. The patrol 
| cars will “not follow any definite 
pattern in patrolling.” They will 
be systematically unsystematic 
by not following any set or time- 
table pattern, making a habit of 
criss-crossing, doubling back, and 
circling the heat so that no one 
can predict where a patrol car 
might he at any given time. 

The patrol officers must also 
objectively evaluate their patrol- 
ling methods periodically I- avoid 
the development of predictable 
habits. 

The patrol cars are instructed 
to make their patrol as noticeable 
as possible to promote the effect 
that noticeable patrol has upon 
the general public and those per- 
sons with criminal tendencies, the 
guide instructs, for the following 
advantages: 

It gives those in need of as- 
sistance greater opportunity to 
find the officer when communica- 
tions facilities are not immediate- 
ly available. 

It gives the public a feeling of 
greater security as the officer is 
more seen making his rounds. 

The sight of a police officer is 
often a deterrent to those who 
might be contemplating a crimin- 
al act. 

It tends to create the impres- 
I sion that patrol is more frequent 
| and coverage more extensive. 

As it is more difficult to patrol 
; and observe while driving along, 

1 officers are instructed to drive at 
i a slow rate of speed and keep to 
| the right so as not to impede the 
j normal flow of traffic, and all 
| traffic laws must be observed. 

ROUTES 

With two cruisers until now 
I the patrols divided the 1 own into 
I two half segments, basically East 
j and West of the railroad tracks 
along Main Street with some 
1 cross-overs; hut with the addition 
! of two more cruisers the commun- 
l ity will be more thoroughly pa- 
trolled in quarter segments. This 
means that instead of each patrol 
I car having to cover an average of 
~ three and a quarter miles, each 
j car will now cover an area of one 
1 and five-eighths miles— a signifi- 
| cant betterment in effective pa- 
trolling. 

The newly established routes 
1 are as follows:

In the absence of one car, Sec- 
tor 21 will remain as above defin- 
ed, Sector 22 will extend easterly 
as far as the entire extent of the 
Maine Line of the railroad tracks, 
and the remaining portion of Sec- 
tor 23 and entire Sector 24 will 
combine. 

In the absence of two cars, 
Sector 21 and 22 will combine, 
and Sectors 23 and 24 will com- 
bine, with the Woburn Loop and 
the Main Line of the railroad 
tracks as the boundary line. 

Police Chief Joseph J. Derro, 
who strongly advocated the new 
four one-man cruiser system of 
patrolling and was instrumental 
in organizing the new methodol- 
ogy, said he believed it would 
prove a great help in aiding po- 
lice protection of the community 
and even deter some crimes from 
being committed.

in the end — and this is one of the 
reasons I’m particularly in favor 
of METCO,” he said. 

“Many of the people I’ve talked 
to in Winchester,” Mr. Beekley 
continued, “were looking at the 
problem for the first time in their 
lives. 

“A lot of people are going to 
change their attitudes after ex- 
posure to the real practical work- 
ings of the METCO program, I 
think,’’ Mr. Beekley affirmed. 

School Committeewoman Bar- 
bara M. Walsh said it would be 
good for the Winchester children 
as well as the Negro pupils com- 
ing here. “The young people 
are too sheltered here,” she stat- 
ed, “and they should be able to 
learn from these kids, too.” 
School Committeewoman Bern- 
adette Grenzeback summed up her 
point of view with the statement: 
“Better to light a little candle 
than sit and curse the darkness.” 
Mrs. Brink countered that she 
was still concerned with what ap- 
peared to her as being “ a very 
experimental nature of the pro- 
gram.” 

She also expressed fears that 
“it is very possible that people 
may become disenchanted with 
School Committee proposals for 
future school building programs 
because of the taking in of tui- 
tion-paying students bussed here 
from Boston. 

“Do we, or do we not have over- 
crowded schools in Winchester?” 
she asked pointedly. 

Mrs. Walsh answered that 
“what is needed is more class- 
rooms, not individual seats.” 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Harry V. Gilson elaborated by 
saying that across the school sys- 
tem there are approximately 30 
available individual seats in a few 
grades, but that any attempt to 
redistrict for the most logistical 
distribution of schoolchildren al- 
ways meets with “instant furor.” 
He added that the recent redis- 
tribution formula decided on to 
incorporate the Tufts Road School 
into the system was in no way 
either related to or a part of 
any METCO considerations. 

When the redistribution was 
completed, Dr. Gilson explained, 
there appeared to be about 30 
vacant seats in the first and third 
grades in the various schools. And 
the School Department and Com- 
mittee announced over a year ago 
that if space became available an 
acceptance of a METCO program 
was probable. 

“Yes,” Mrs. Brink said, “but no 
one believed that with statements 
on crowding and calling for new 
school building that an accept- 
ance of involvement with METCO 
was forthcoming.”

The following pay increases 
were agreed to in the finally 
signed contract based on a 14- 
step progressive scale: teachers 
with bachelors degrees presently 
earning between $5600 and $8600 
moved up to between $5900 and 
$9000; teachers with masters de- 
grees presently receiving between 
$5900 and $9800 advanced to be- 
tween $6200 and $10500; and 
those with certificates of advanc- 
ed graduate study now earning 
between $6200 and $10200 raised 
to between $6500 and $11000. 

The $5900 minmum for teach- 
ers starting with a bachelor's de- 
gree is $100 over the newly pas- 
sed state law minimum for teach- 
ers’ pay, voted last week by the 
State Legislature. Winchester has 
usually exceeded the state mini- 
mum teachers pay standard in 
order to more easily attract the 
most qualified applicants for the 
local school system. 

Other changes in the teachers’ 
agreement include an extension 
of sick leave time. The present 
arrangement allows 100 sick days 
will full pay leave through ac- 
cumulated time acquired at the 
rate of one and one-half days a 
month, or 15 days a year, plus 50 
days at full pay less the cost of 
substitute teachers. Under the 
new agreement, the 100 days at 
full pay is extended to 135 days 
on the same formula, plus the 50 
days less substitute costs. 

Also added were two personal 
days off with pay on a non-cumu- 
lative basis and outside of the 
sick leave schedule with particu- 
lar restrictions such as not in- 
cluding the days before or follow- 
ing any vacation period. 

Teachers who work during the 
summer months are to be paid at 
the rate of 2 per cent per week of 
the annual salary based on the 
master’s degree maximum, re- 
gardless of degrees held by the 
teacher, on the new system. 

Non-tenure teachers must be 
advised of either their renewal or 
non- reappointment by April 15 of 
any year in the new agreement. 
Tenure is based on three years of 
service; and under the new plan 
those who are not to be reap- 
pointed for tenure must be ad- J 
vised by February 1 of that j§ 
school year. 

Also agreed was that teachers §§ 
can only be assigned two extra jf 
curricula activities, and beyond m 
that they must concur to accept g 
additional activities.

THE PRIVATE LIFE OF THE 
DOG. DOES IT THINK? 


by R. II. Smythe 

This book was written by an Englishman, who as 
a race seem to have a special rapport with dogs, 
horses and other sporting animals. He claims that 
the dog has been greatly changed by its association 
with man, and has learned to think, at least in a ru- 
dimentary fashion. 

As a result of domestication the dog has had to 
adopt a mode of life quite unnatural, and its ability 
to adapt itself to man’s idiosyncracies and to profit 
by the association has caused it to behave in a way 
that is beyond pure animal instinct. At the same 
time, many of the dog’s actions toward people can be 
traced to his life in a wild state. 

This is interesting, and anyone who has a dog can 
pick out traces of his behavior. Your dog regards 
you and himself as members of the same pack, and 
gives warning of danger, such as the garbage man, 
approaching. Dogs who chase cars, it is said, arc 
reverting to the primitive habit of chasing mam- 
moths and other large animals. Your dog picks out 
the pack leader — and it can be any member of the 
household and gives him his unswerving loyalty. 
The author says that most dogs reared in the midst 
of a family consider themselves human and take a 
lofty attitude toward four-legged animals. 

Dogs, in contrast to many other domesticated ani- 
mals, take pleasure in obeying commands even 
though they may be asked to do something that is 
contrary to instinct. For example the commands to 
“Sit!” and “Stay!” do not take into consideration 
the dog’s necessity for being alert at all times of 
approaching enemies and the need for instant flight. 

Cats never behave this way. They will fit them- 
selves into the household only as long as it suits their 
convenience. At heart they are wild animals and can 
return successfully to that state anytime. Horses, 
also considered friends and servants of man, do not 
hesitate to deliver a kick when annoyed by their so- 
called master. Most dogs accept any kinds of treat- 
ment from man and do not hold a grudge. 

The author also gives pointers on selecting a puppy 
and training it. He favors mongrels over purebreds 
who, he says, have been bred solely for exaggerated 
physical characteristics with very little regard for 
the intelligence or disposition. There are dog lovers 
who would dispute this. 

Mongrels on the other hand have had to fend for 
themselves and natural selection dictates that the 
more intelligent and independent survive and breed. 

If you are selecting a puppy from a litter, do not 
choose the one who has the silkiest hair or the pret- 
tiest markings. The puppy who is the most interest- 
ed in you and what you are doing is the best choice. 
Not only does he show more intelligence by his alert- 
ness, but he is more flattering. 

You may not agree with everything Mr. S'mythe 
says, but he asks that you at least own a dog before 
you take exception to his theories. He has been in 
the veterinary field for almost fifty years and for 
twenty one of these he was Examiner in Surgery 
to the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. Anyone 
with a resounding title like this must know what 
he is talking about.

Altruism may 
not be in style these days but the 
least one can say for it is that it 
is a far lesser evil than cynicism. 

It is, of course, the responsibil- 
ity of every do-gooder to he prac- 
tical in the pursuit of what he 
thinks is good and to avoid a 
“holier than thou” approach. 

In Winchester the do-gooder 
who favors METCO should realize 
that arguments not rooted in pre- 
judice or bigotry can be advanced 
against the METCO program. 

It would seem to me, 


“reverse busing” or any further 
“metropolitan” plan. The present 
participation in METCO should be 
judged solely on its own merits. 

We favor METCO for three rea- 
sons. 

( 1 ) There is a moral obligation 
on our community, as a “leader- 
ship” community, to help our 
country solve an agonizing prob- 
lem. The urgency and moral claims 
of this problem mean that we can- 
no wait to get our own house in 
order before we do our part. 

We must do our part now. The 
outstanding valor of Negro ser- 
vicemen in Vietnam adds weight to 
this obligation. (Incidentally, I 
favor having all our elementary 
schools in on the program, even if 
it means busing another class away 
from Wyman.) 

(2) Beyond the moral question, 
and possibly cutting even deeper, 
are two practical matter. The first 
of these is the harm that we will 
do our own children if we isolate 
them. Two things stand out to me 
now, after 40 years of living and 
20 years of being in university 
education. 

One of these is that we live in a 
world of rapid and often violent 
change; the other is that the prob- 
lem of race will be the great prob- 
lem of the next generation, both 
nationally and internationally. 

I love my sons very much, and 
I want them to be leaders in their 
world; people who can understand, 
adjust to, respond to, and stay on

A citizen’s complaint of strong 
odors of gasoline fumes in the 
Center business area on Thurs- 
day. May 11, prompted the Fire 
Department to swing into emer- 
gency safety check measures 
during the last week to insure 
that a dangerous situation was 
not developing. 

A customer at Myron Berlow's 
at 605 Main Street informed the 
Fire Department of strong gaso- 
line fumes in the vicinity, and 
Fire Chief Frank Amico immedi- 
ately directed the department to 
check the entire area with gas de- 
termining meters. 

The source of the fumes was 
found to be at a sump pump in 
the basement of Myron Berlow’s. 
A water sample was taken and 
sent to a state chemical labora- 
tory to determine the gasoline 
content of the water. A negative 
report showed that while the odor 
of gasoline was strong, the per- 
centage of gas in the water con- 
tent was low and therefore not 
dangerous. 

Chief Amico further directed 
that checks be made on the sump 
pump location every six hours. 
He also requested all the gas ser- 
vice stations along that area of 
Main Street to make hydrostatic 
tests and report their findings; 
but there was no evidences of es- 
caping gas anywhere. 

The accumulation of gas odor 
at the sump pump gradually re- 
duced, and the Chief theorizes 
that during the past three year 
drought gas from changed stor- 
age tanks and spilled on occasion 
seeped into the ground and ac- 
cumulated. W r ith the sudden high 
water table returned these past 
few months, the water collected 
the gas and, at the sump, which 
became like a vent opening for 
the water-gas accumulation, the 
mixture came to the surface. 

Chief Amico has requested that 
at any time if anyone suspects 
the odor of gasoline fumes to im- 
mediately notify the Fire Depart- 
ment so a safety check can be 
made to prevent any potentially 
dangerous condition from devel- 
oping.

Here it is, Mrs. Volpe’s Aspara- 
gus Golden rod (Serves 6) : 

IV2 lbs. asparagus 

1 M* tbs. butter 

2 tbsps. flour 
Vfc tsp. salt 
% tsp. pepper 
% cup evaporated milk 

3 hard-cooked eggs 
•% cup mayonnaise 
Cook asparagus in boiling salted 

water until tender, save l 4 cup of 
the liquid (stock). Melt butter, 
blend in flour, salt, pepper. Add 
asparagus stock and cook until 
thickened, stirring constantly. Add 
milk and chopped egg white. Heat 
thoroughly. Remove from heat and 
add mayonnaise. Drain asparagus, 
cover with sauce and sprinkle with 
egg yolk, pressed through a sieve. 
Add x rz cup grated cheese and V\ 
tsp. Worcestershire sauce if desir- 
ed.

Lions Hear Of 
Service to Blind 

Winchester Lions Club heard 
about a new organization provid- 
ing “reading” material for blind 
students at their most recent meet- 
ing, when Herbert F. Kline of Mal- 
den was guest speaker. 

First vice president of Educa- 
tion Services for the Blind Inc., 
Mr. Kline is a past president of the 
Malden Lions Club and is one of 19 
Lions serving on ESR’s board of 
directors. 

As Mr. Kline explained to the 
Lions here, ESR serves blind per- 
sons by providing reading material 
in a form they can use alone — on 
magnetic tape. ESR also serves as 
a rehabilitation project for inmates 
of two state prisons, as the tape 
recording is done by men at Norfolk 
and Walpole correctional institu- 
tions, he explained. 

Under the program a blind stu- 
dent or a blind man or woman in 
business or the professions sends 
the book he wants recorded, plus 
enough tape to take care of the 
material, and the recording is done 
without charge. 

“Such a tape recording service 
enables countless numbers of blind 
students to keep up with ther sight- 
ed classmates, and makes it pos- 
sible for working men and women 
who are blind to compete success- 
fully with sighted contemporaries, 
earning their own living and con- 
tributing to their communities,” 
Mr. Kline said. 

ESB headquarters are in Med- 
field, at 14 Hillcrest Road. The non- 
profit agency is being supported by 
grants and gifts from Lions Clubs, 
other organizations, and from indi- 
viduals throughout the country.

Rotary Ceremony 

“He was a builder — and this 
new park that is being dedicated 
is a fitting and proper remem- 
brance to him and the good works 
he achieved in this community,” 
the Reverend Newton Clay affirm- 
ed in dedication ceremonies at the 
Alfred D. Elliott Memorial Park 
last Thursday afternoon. 

Members of the late Alfred El- 
liott’s family and nearly 100 Win- 
chester Rotarians gathered at the 
new park site at Main and Lake 
Streets by Wedge Pond amid tem- 
pestuous rains and wind gusts to 
participate in the dedication event 
to one of this community’s most 
beloved and notable former resi- 
dents. 

Lewis Snow, president of the 
Rotary Club, which was the in- 
itiator, planner and major finan- 
cial contributor toward building 
the park site as a beauty spot — 
similar to what was achieved at 
the Common through the leader- 
ship of the late Mr. Elliott, offici- 
ated at the dedication ceremony. 

Mr. Snow commented on the 
Mr. Elliott’s many contributions 
in civic life through his work in 
Rotary, such as upgrading the

The Reverend John Bishop of 
the Episcopal Church led a pray- 
er in memory of the late Mr. El- 
liott, and the Reverend John O’ 
Donnell of St. Mary’s Church 
gave the invocation after Rev. 
Clay placed a memorial wreath on 
the rock and plaque dedication 
site. 

The area now known as the Al- 
fred Elliott Park was originally 
acquired for park purposes by 
vote of the Town Meeting of 
March 21, 1929, at a cost of $40,- 
500. 

All houses on the land at the 
corner of Main and Lake Streets 
were taken down, the cellar holes 
filled, and a new and shorter 
channel for Horn Pond Brook 
from the Lake Street bridge to 
the point of entrance into Wedge 
Pond dug. 

The Waterways Committee at 
that time in 1929 told the Town 
Meeting:

A contingent of ten representa- 
tives from the ad hoc Voice of 
Winchester Committee appeared

The Voice of Winchester Com- 
mittee had met Wednesday night 
last week in the Town Hall to dis- 
cuss the wording of the article 
for this second petition, since the 
Selectmen advised that Town 
Counsel Leonard Mullen had rul- 
ed the previously submitted 750- 
signature petition as “possibly 
illegally worded.” 

Approximately 50 persons gath- 
ered at that meeting, along with 
the Town Counsel and Selectman 
Charles Doucette, to insure that 
the new wording would be legally 
correct and acceptable to the Se- 
lectmen. 

Citizen Arthur Hewis argued 
that the first petition was not il- 
legally worded, and that the first, 
petition should stand as submit- 
ted to the board for their action.

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Yield Likely To Push Tax Rate Down By Over $2 

Winchester’s taxpayers arc getting at least one tax “break” this 
year as the State announced its annual Cherry Sheet debit and dis- 
bursement figures for the Town this week, revealing a net plus of 
$589,1 12.73— more than twice that received last year and likely to push 
the 1967 estimated tax rate here down by over $2 to around $63. 


The total charges made to the 
Town for State, County and MDC 
services amounted to $806,972.91. 
This, subtracted from disburse- 
ments from State income, cor- 
porate and sales taxes totalling 
$1,396,085.64, yields the $M> mil- 
lion plus to he received by the 
community. 

In 1966 the Town received a 
surplus of about $252,000, or half 
this year’s net, based on debits of 
$609,000 and a disbursement of 
$861,000, which was way up also 
from the previous year — when, in 
1965, the Town ended up owing 
the State a deficit of $103,000.

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By School Board Clarified; 
No Free, String less Grants 


The May 25th edition of the 
Winchester Star carried an edi- 
torial entitled “METCO Situa- 
tion.” 

The editorial needs correction, 
clarification and amplification on 
a matter which has confused 
many; i.e., the School Committee’s 
uses of Federal funds. 

The editorial had pointed out 
that the School Committee had 
requested, the Board of Select- 
men to include in the warrant for 
the special spring Town Meeting 
authorization required for the ex- 
penditure of Federal grants re- 
ceived for three specific projects. 


These grants are for: the 

Learning Laboratory, a continua- 
tion of a project begun in 1966 
and funded under Title III of 
ESEA Federal Public Law 89-10; 
the improving of the quality of 
business education in the High 
School, funded under Federal 
Public Law 88-210; and the pur- 
chase of library books for the 
schools of Winchester, funded un- 
der Title II, ESEA, Federal Pub- 
lic Law 89-10. 

Included in the article as pre- 
sented to the Board of Selectmen 
was a request that “further the 
School Committee be and hereby

At the last regular meeting of 
the School Committee on May 22, 
certain questions were presented 
by former School Committeewom- 
tn Mrs. Mary Brink regarding 
Winchester’s participation in the 
METCO program. 

The questions presented includ- 
ed the following, with the School 
Committee’s answers, published 
as public information on a cur- 
rent issue: 

Question : Does the Winchester 
School Committee endorse the 
concept of a metropolitan school 
system ? 

Answer: The Committee has 
never endorsed any concept of a 
metropolitan schools system nor 
had any occasion to do so. 

Question.: If federal and/or 

state funds were not available (to 
finance METCO) would the 
School Committee request Town 
funds to support the program? 

Answer: No. 

Question: What action would 
the School Committee take if 


there is no room for METCO tui- 
tion students in the future. 

Answer: The action of the 

School Committee in declining a 
year ago an invitation to partici- 
pate in the METCO program un- 
til additional school facilities were 
available clearly indicates the 
Committee’s determination to 
take no tuition pupils for whom 
pupil stations are not available. 
In this connection METCO pupils 
will be assigned only to those 
classrooms where enrollments are, 
and for the next three years can 
be expected to remain, at or be- 
low minimum class size. This be- 
comes possible only because the 
METCO pupils are bussed to the 
several schools where seats are 
available, which distribution 
would not be feasible for pupils 
within the system. 

Question: Has the Committee 
taken projected enrollments into 
consideration? 

Answers Yes. 

Question: Have METCO pupils 
been averaged into pupil-teacher 
ratios? 

Answer: No; not yet. 


Charges to the Town included 
such items as the county tax 
($304,000); MDC parks ($111,- 
000) ; MDC sewerage ($202,000) ; 
MDC water ($58,000); M.B.T.A. 
($2,000) ; and a few other lesser 
charges. 

Disbursements to the Town in- 
cluded payments for such items 
as estimated sales tax ($383,000); 
school aid ($212,000) ; school con- 
struction projects ($83,000); and 
others as veterans’ benefits, aid 
to families with dependent chil- 
dren, school lunch program, free 
public libraries, old age assis- 
tance, medical assistance, and a 
few other lesser disbursements. 

The Town’s Board of Assessors 
has been awaiting the Cherry 
Sheet’s figures to be able to com- 
pute this year’s community tax 
rate. 

In April the Finance Commit- 
tee estimated the 1967 tax rate at 
$65.60, up by $6.60 from the 1966 
rate of $58.40, based on the ap- 
propriations and expenditures at 
the Annual Town Meeting and 
conservative predictions on what 
the State’s disbursements might 
be this year. 

Town Comptroller James J. 
Costello termed the State’s dis- 
bursement to the Town “a good 
windfall,” and noted that it 
should be good news to Winches- 
ter’s taxpayers, for it should help 
keep the tax rise down to about 
$4 instead of $6 as earlier esti- 
mated. 

PBC Moving 
Forward On 
HS Project 

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee’s subcommittee on second- 
ary school construction for the 
new high school next week inter- 
views architects for the mam- 
moth estimated $8 million edu- 
cation project. 

Engineering studies are now 
underway by the firm of Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndyke of the 
area between the railroad tracks 
with its difficult sub-soil condi- 
tions, the need for fill over the 
playing fields, and possibly the 
necessity of enclosing the river 
completely to increase the usable 
space area. This study is ex- 
pected to be finished by the end 
of June. 

The State School Building As- 
sistance Commission has inform- 
ed the PBC that no legal obsta- 
cles will be raised to state aid be- 
cause the site is split by a rail- 
road line. 

Arthur Dunbar, chairman of

these three strategically located 
playgrounds; and maybe more at 
other playgrounds later,” she in- 
timated. 

The poised and enthusiastic 
young housewife so impressed the 
Annual Town Meeting with her 
presentation of the case and need 
for some recreation equipment on 
the play fields so that younger 
children can use them as well as 
older children in team game 
sports, that a chain reaction al- 
most developed to add more mon- 
ey to the appropriation request 
for additional equipment to in- 
clude all the playgrounds. The 
original proposal was finally pas- 
sed; but it was apparent that in 
a near future Town Meeting an 
article would request more mon- 
ey for more equipment. 

Recreation Director Donald L. 
Spinney was directed to recom- 
mend the type of equipment to 
be ordered by the P’ark Depart- 
ment, which had jurisdiction over 
where the equipment might be 
located on each playground — ever; 
though for awhile the Park De- 
partment sought to turn the 
equipment over to school grounds 
so it would not have to carry the 
responsibility for maintenance of 
the equipment. 

Recommended in the specifica- 
tions by Mr. Spinney are three 
climbers, three slides, three hori- 
zontal ladders and three merry- 
go-rounds — one for each of the 
designated playgrounds. Also pro- 
vided for were 12 spring animals, 
such as horses, which children can 
ride up and down on, with four 
spotted for each playground; and 
some concrete and wood park 
benches for people to sit on while 
watching their youngsters play. 

Mr. Spinney noted hat this 
equipment includes both station- 
ary pieces that kids can climb 
and play on for physical fitness 
fun, and motion pieces for en- 
tertainment and enjoyment. 

Most of the equipment is spe- 
cifically designated of galvanized 
steel pipe, with a minimum of 
3-foot deep footings. 

Although the Recreation Direc- 
tor or Committee are in no way 
responsible for obtaining or main- 
taining or controlling the new 
recreation equipment, as it was 
privately proposed and acted on 
by the Town, Mr. Spinney said 
that as long as he was charged 
with recommending the equip- 
ment he wanted to see things 
purchased “that will still be here 
10 years from now.” He was re- 
ferring to the problems of juve- 
nile vandalism that the Park De- 
partment had said was the prin- 
ciple reason why it did not ad- 
vocate acquiring play equipment 
a long Lime ago. 

There was some debate for 
awhile amongst the proponents 
and other involved parties to get- 
ting the new equipment as to 
whether or not the pieces should 
be of the traditional variety or 
more in the order of modern con- 
temporary styles — odd-shapes 
and multi-colored designs, often 
of concrete and steel, which are 
theoretically supposed to stimu- 
late the childrens’ creative im- 
aginations. 

Mr. Spinney’s specifications call 
more for the traditional play- 
ground fun equipment with a few 
of the modern variations, so as to 
provide a variety for the young- 
sters while still preserving the 
types that would stand up 
against the weather and, hope- 
fully, against the lesser destruc- 
tive vandals.

A Petition Mystery 


The Board of Selectmen on Monday evening told 
petitioners representing the Voice of Winchester 
Committee that a petition they presented two weeks 
ago was not oflicially recorded as being on file when 
it was submitted. 

The Star in covering that earlier meeting printed 
the following account of what happened in the May 
18 issue: “Twenty representatives of a newly formed 
anti-METCO “Voice of Winchester Committee" ap- 
peared at the Selectmen’s meeting Monday night to 
present a 700-signature petition asking for a Special 
Town Meeting to approve an election referendum 
on the METCO issue.” 

In years past we have seen petitions mailed to the 
Selectmen’s Office and automatically being recorded 
on file as submitted, and then the signatures and 
legality of wording were checked for validity. If 


there were any problems the Selectmen then could 
justifiably turn the petition down. On other oc- 
casions we have seen people visit the Selectmen’s 
meetings and deliver petitions, and they were record- 
ed on file as submitted. 

It is a mystery to us why the 700-signature original 
petition handed to the Selectmen by Mr. A. R. Brink 
on May 15 was, in the Selectmen’s terminology given 
this past week: “never officially received as submitted 
or placed on file." Or, in interpreting that; it never 
existed. 

The Selectmen did, however, admit to the exist- 
ence of the Voice of Winchester Committee’s new 
petition asking only for a Special Town Meeting, 
and not for both a Town Meeting and a Referendum 
Election on the METCO issue, and said they would 
file this one and act on this one.

Federal Funds 


It seems that in fact the School Committee cannot 
use Federal Funds given to Winchester via the New- 
ton School System as it used to use some Federal 
Funds at its discretion a few years back due to the 
State Supreme Court’s “Sudbury Case ”; but instead, 
this money to be received for participation in the 
METCO program will be given as “tuition” pay- 
ments and go into the Town Treasury. 


Last week the Star postulated the assumption that 
“Theoretically it might presumably also be possible 
for the School Committee to use any Federal monies 
toward supporting a METCO program here, even 
if a Federal grant specifically for METCO involve- 
ment doesn’t materialize.” However, the School De- 
partment advises us that under the present circum- 
stances in handling Federal funds this would not. be 
possible. 


No Plans Yet On 
Hospital’s New 
Eligible Grant 

In commenting this week upon 
an announcement that the Win- 
chester Hospital was eligible for 
a Federal grant for the construc- 
tion of long-term care facilities, 
Reese E. James, administrator, 
noted that the Hospital had not 
been informed of its eligibility; 
however, as soon as more infor- 
mation is available, a study will 
be made of the needs of the area 
and the findings presented to the 
board of directors of the hospital 
for their consideration. 

Fie further commented he did 
not feel that the Hospital would 
be undertaking any construction 
program in this immediate per- 
iod. 

Federal aid to hospitals and 
other medical care facilities 
through a $5.7 million allotment 
to Massachusetts was made 
known last week by Dr. Alfred L. 
Frechette, Massachusetts Com- 
missioner of Public Health. 


Grants to communities seeking 
Federal assistance, under the 
Hill-Harris Act, will be awarded 
for new construction, expansion 
and modernization of medical 
care facilities based upon the De- 
partment’s State Plan. The re- 
cently-completed document was 
submitted for approval to the 
U. S. Public Health Service. 

Dr. A. Daniel Rubenstein, di- 
rector of the Department’s Bu- 
reau of Hospital Facilities, said: 
“During the past 20 years this 
Plan has been used as the basis 
for distributing over $51 million 
to some 238 hospitals and other 
related care facilities. It has been 
revised again to meet the needs 
of the 67 hospital service areas 
of the State. 

“Large sums of money will be 
needed,” he said, “for the con- 
struction and modernization of 
our medical care facilities in or- 
der to meet the needs of the peo- 
ple.” 

He said that the growing short- 
age of beds has been largely due 
to the increasing number of pa- 
tients admitted under the Medi- 
care program who generally re- 
quire ionger-than-average’ hospi- 
tal stays on any one admission. 


Adding to this problem are the 
hospitals’ inability to discharge 
Medicare patients into ‘extended 
care facilities’ due to the lack of 
available beds. 

Dr. Rubenstein said that the 
latest State Plan reveals the need 
for considerable modernization of 
our hospitals, especially in met- 
ropolitan areas such as Boston 
and Springfield. These new stud- 
ies were made because of funds 
now attainable for modernization 
of medical care facilities hereto- 
fore unavailable under Federal 
assistance programs. 

The Department expects that 
those communities having high 
priorities will file applications 
for Federal assistance within the 
next several weeks. 

A copy of the State Plan is 
available at the office of the Bu- 
reau of Flospital Facilities, 41 
Mt. Vernon Street in Boston. 

Among the hospital service 
areas listed as having ‘highest 
priority’ for Federal assistance 
through the Department’s State 
Plan, was the Winchester Hospi- 
tal under the category of con- 
struction of Long Term Care Fac- 
ilities, especially in the chronic 
disease and nursing home fields.

IT’S AN OLD COUNTRY 

by J. B. Priestley 

Such a good book! I can’t imagine anyone inten- 
tionally skipping a Priestley novel, but I want to call 
attention to this one in case it might be overlooked 
on the New Book Table. Expert writing and a real 
story are not readily found these days. Leave it to 
an old pro. 

The plot concerns the search in England of Tom 
Adamson, an Australian, for the father he has not 
seen since the age of three when Father abandoned 
the family. Since Father was both an actor and an 
artist, not too successful in either field, Tom commu- 
nicates with all manner of people all over the Eng- 
lish countryside in his efforts to track him down, and 
each individual delightfully delineated. Nothing of 
a clod, Tom reacts with infatuation, annoyance, re- 
spect and all the other appropriate emotions to the 
people he is involved with. There are spongers and 
philosophers, opportunists and Teddy boys and every 
one is enjoyable. Of course there’s a love story- — a 
comfortable one. The bad guys usually possess at 
least one redeeming feature but the book is never 
saccharine. Present-day England — London gasping 
in fog and smoke, the mechanized but the unspoiled 
rural towns as well — come out loud and clear. There 
is no letup in the pace of the story even when Tom 
runs into blind alleys in his mission. Mr. Priestley 
wisely sticks to his own environment and speech. A 
great many stories lately, written by Europeans, 
misuse American idioms (as I imagine Americans 
misuse British vernacular) and utterly spoil the 
intended atmosphere. 

The book may not have deep social significance. 
It does not concern itself with universal problems. 
It is pure pleasure reading. One is never quite sure 
that Tom will find his father. If he does, will they 
like each other? The love story develops almost im- 
perceptibly. For all his years, and they must be 
many, Mr. Priestley is astonishingly up-to-date in 
both viewpoint and expression. Not the kind of book 
to put you to sleep, but one to enjoy when you have 
insomnia.

Metropolitan 
School Concept 
Is Analyzed 

Editor of the Star: 

It was gratifying to see the lead i 
story in last week’s “Star” which | 
brought out in detail the metro- 
politan school district concept, for 
this is, I feel, the most important 
reason for opposition to Winches- 
ter’s involvement in METCO. 

Certainly the thirty Roxbury 
children who are apparently going 
to enter our schools next Septem- 
ber will benefit and probably Win- 
chester students will widen their 
horizons too. 

We should be aware, however, 
that the executive director of 
METCO, Joseph E. Killory, who 
is familiar to many residents from 
having spoken at the May 2nd 
school committee meeting, was 
quoted in the May 21st “Boston 
Globe” that “It is the Roxbury kid 
who is putting out the effort, who 
is getting up early in the morn- 
ing — the burden is on him. The 
answer is not just to let the sub- 
urbs take care of urban kids.” 

To come right to the point then, 
our children are going to be sent 
to other school districts to provide 
the space needed here as this pro- 
gram expands, or we may find 
that school districts as we now 
know them will become obsolete — 
to be replaced by educational 
parks to which some fifteen, or 
twenty thousand students from a 
region will be sent each day. 

You say this is impossible? 
Leonard J. Mullen, town counsel, 
quoted the law of the Common- 
wealth in the “Star” on May 18th: 
“ ‘By legislative authority. . .any 
child, with the consent of the school 
committee of the town where he 
resides, may attend the public 
schools of another town, at the ex- 
pense of the town of his residence 
and upon such terms as may be fix- 
ed by the committee.’ This action 
is not subject to review.” 

In many instances Winchester 
residents have found it difficult to 
keep informed as to what is hap- 
pening right in their own communi- 
ty. 

If the METCO program is in- 
deed a “foot in the door” to a 
metropolitan school system, how 
are we going to be informed when 
the school’s governing body is that 
much farmer removed from out 
lac-ale? 

May 1 say that prejudice does 
dictate opposition to METCO in 


many cases, but there are a groat 
many others who are genuinely 
concerned that our children be edu- 
cated here. Let us not put our- 
selves in the position of sending 
them ten or fifteen miles away 
each morning.

Editor of the Star: 

I would like your readers to 
know about the Friends of Ani- 
mals, Inc., a non-profit humane 
society dedicated to controlling the 
United States population to the 
point where every dog and cat will 
have a home. This could be ac- 
complished through the wide- 
spread spaying of female pets 
which FoA subsidizes for families 
who can’t afford the regular fees. 

Every year there are born in 
the U.S., 25 million more puppies 
and kittens than there are homes 
available. 

Six million, the more fortunate, 
are destroyed by humane so- 
cieties; the other 10 million starve, 
freeze, or die of disease. 

A kitten or pup given away free 
has but one chance in 5 of gaining 
a permanent home. It has been es- 
timated that one unspayed cat or 
dog, surviving with its progeny 
for 10 years, would produce 2 bil- 
lion 300 million cats or dogs. 

The positive program of spaying 
would seem a far happier alterna- 
tive to euthanasia (necessary as 
that still is), and one worthy of 
suppprt. 

The Friends of Animals is ac- 
tive in 24 states, represented by 
120 volunteers and over 250 vete- 
rinarians who accept reduced fees 
under the certificate plan. Your 
city needs a volunteer.

Next Monday afternoon Mrs. Emily Marks, of 32 Foxcroft Road, 
will be in a receiving line at the State (blue Building, Boston at the 
formal opening of the Massachusetts ( oum il on the \rts and Humanities’ 
young artists’ exhibition. 

She received a week ago too — at jobs she holds onto despite her 


the trucking door, the shipping 
and receiving entrance, at the back 
of the same building. 

On that day she was bundled 
against the wind with a typewrit- 
er perched on an orange crate, 
carefully and patiently recording 
many of the 1,500 works of art 
which were submitted on two days 
by artists aged 20-35 in the Boston 
area. 

Monday’s show will include only 
120 works — paintings, drawings, 
sculpture, weaned by a special 
blue-ribbon jury from the more 
than 2,100 entried gathered at col- 
lection points in New Bedford, 
Pittsfield, Springfield and Worcos-" 
ter as well as here at the new 
Cambridge Street Office Building. 
It will be open to the new public 
through June 29 and will be shown 
subsequently in Springfield and in 
Pittsfield, where it closes Septem- 
ber 5. 

Mrs. Marks is a member of the 
15 member Council voted by the 
Legislature (Massachusetts is the 
next to last state to adopt one)

now. heavy state-wide duties, is 
that of a 15-year board member 
of the Children’s Art Center in the 
South End. 

Devoted to the ideas which mo- 
tivate the Council. Mrs. Marks 
agrees with Governor Volpe, a 
much admired friend, that “We 
must stay abreast of the times. 
The arts and humanities are not 
merely luxuries or pastimes. They 
are the necessary and essential 
elements of a good society — of a 
better life for all of our people 
She adds that in her own exper- 
iences, she has observed the arts 
to be not only a relaxation to busy 
persons burdened with responsibil 
i ties and pressures, but also good 
preventative therapy for under 
privileged and even delinquent 
children. 

The Council has had a budget 
from the Legislature of $25,000 
for its first year — the Governor 
has asked for $200,000 for next 
year. Already, in addition to the 
planning of the show, the Council 
has arranged by contract for stu- 
dents to attend presentations of 
Shakespeare at the North Shore 
Theatre and has supported the 
“Young Audiences” program 
which brings live musicians into 
the schools. It has studied and will 
be acting on many other proposals. 

Mrs. Marks is the mother of 
four children, Mrs. Joseph A. 
Knight, Jr., of Glen Road; George 
Jr., of Cambridge, a writer anti 
member of the staff of Little 
Brown and Company; Frederick, 
with the United States Navy spe- 
cialized service, SEAL, based in 
Virginia; and Amelia, a freshman 
at Connecticut College.

is authorized to expend such (oth- 
er) Federal Funds as may be re- 
ceived up to and including De- 
cember 31. 1967.” 

The editorial went on to say 
that this latter provision “could 
conceivably include any money 
granted for participation in the 
METCO Program. Freeing up 
these Federal funds, of course, 
permits the School Committee to 
spend that money in any way it 
seet fit — including, if it chose, the 
actual financing or part of all or 
any bussing involved in the pro- 
gram should the Federal Govern- 
ment or METCO not end up pay- 
ing for that.” 

That editorial statement, it now 
develops, was in error. The MET- 
CO Program has been supported 
in its entirety by monies granted 
by the Federal Government to the 
City of Newton, the sponsor of 
the project. Tuition for these stu- 
dents is then paid by the City of 
Newton directly to the partici- 
pating towns. These tuition pay- 
ments are received by the treas- 
urer and deposited in the Esti- 
mated Receipts Account precisely 
in the manner of other tuition 
payments. 

Should the Federal Government 
fail to grant the total fund as re 
quested by Newton for the MET- 
CO Program, the number of chil- 
dren involved, or the number of 
towns participating, or both, 
would automatically be reduced. 

Regardless of the number of 
children involved, the entire oper- 
ational costs of the program, in- 
cluding the cost of bussing, are 
paid from the METCO Federal 
Grant. 

The “METCO Situation” edi- 
torial further stated that Federal 
Funds received under grants to 
education can he used by the 
School Committee “in any way it 
sees fit.” This is no longer true, 
and such funds can be used only 
for the specific purposes approv- 
ed, a case in point being the grant 
for Library Books referred to 
above. 

Last year these funds were not 
distributed to the cities or towns 
but were held by the State. All 
communities, including Winches- 
ter, submitted their bills for these 
library books, which bills were 
then paid directly by the State 
Department of Eduction. Some

For Mrs. Marks, wife of Dr. 
George Marks, surgeon and chief 
of staff at the Winchester Hospi- 
tal, the formality on Monday cul- 
minates many hours of dogged, 
hard work. As chairman of the 
Council’s committee on the visual 
arts (it also has one on theatre; 
one on architecture, cinema and 
photography; one on music, opera 
and dance and one on humanities) 
she has worked with co-committee 
members and legions of enlisted 
volunteers to bring this first dem- 
onstration about. 

Much of the experience and vi 
sion which entered into her choice 
by the Governor for the Council 
was earned in Winchester, particu- 
larly that which gave her the 
courage to do something for the 
first time. Mrs. Marks was one of 
the founders of the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation, one of the 
first and most successful in the 
State, and still one used by out-of- 
state communities as a pattern.

Under local interpretation of 
the law it becomes necessary for 
the School Committee to receive 
Town Meeting authorization in 
order to expend these funds for 
the specific purpose of buying li- 
brary books and library books on- 
ly- 

In the absence of such approval, 
the funds would revert to the Fed- 
eral Government, and the Town of 
Winchester would hereby be de- 
nied its rightful share of this 
program of Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation. 

A Bill (H-50) now before the 
State Legislature would author- 
ize school committees in the State 
to expend such Federal Funds re- 
ceived for specific projects ap- 
proved by Federal agencies with- 
out the necessity of town meeting 
action. It this bill is passed there 
will be no need for the action re- 
quested by the School Committee 
in the letter of May 19 to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The need for some action, ei- 
ther State or local, is further 
pointed up by the present confu- 
sion in Congress as to the direc- 
tion of this Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion. 

“As a school system we do not 
know what direction these Fed- 
eral programs are to take or how 
they will be funded,” Superin- 
tendent of Schools Harry P. Gil- 
son said this week, “and in the 
absence of some authorization, the 
school system will inevitably find 
itself in the position of having re- 
ceived Federal approval and 
funds for specific projects, which 
funds it cannot use. 

“I feel sure that the citizens of 
Winchester, all of whom hear a 
share of the cost of the extensive 
nation-wide program of Federal 
Aid to Education,” Dr. Gilson 
continued, “will feel that they are 
entitled to the financial benefits 
provided under its auspices.”

“We feel compelled to ask for it 
now because it is clear to us that 
unless we make the taking this 
year and at this time, our last 
chance to get this area at any- 
where near the figure is gone 
once and for all. The trend of 
business development of Main 
Street has resulted in general in- 
crease in land values and the re- 
placement of obsolete buildings. 
The indications are thut this 
move will go on and include this 
tiact of land at no distant date 
unless, by the foresight of the 
town, it is immediately taken for 
public purposes.” 

The Waterways Committee re- 
port of 1929 went on to suy: 


ELLIOTT PARK SITE IN 1929 

“It is one of the worst eyesores 
in Town. It serves (with dilapi- 
dated homes there) to conceal the 
pond from passers by on Main 
Street. It offers a disagreeable 
back yard condition visible from 
all parts of the pond and shores. 
It represents a noxious barrier be- 
tween the Horn Pond Brook and 
the outlet of the pond. . .We need 
to have the shores here under the 
jurisdiction of the Town to get 
rid of the present mess (also wa- 
ter pollution), and we need the 
buildings and land to tear down 
the former and so care for the 
latter that all chance of future 
pollution at this point will he done 
away with. . . around a most 
beautiful sheet of water in our 
very midst, not to mention the 
establishment of a most attractive 
park.” 

Richard Parkhurst of Oak Knoll 
in Winchester, a former member 


of the old Waterways Committee 
in 1929 and who supplied the 
above information, noted in a re- 
cent letter to Lewis Snow, presi- 
dent of the Winchester Rotary 
Club: 

“As a citizen long interested in 
the preservation and beautifica- 
tion of open areas in Winchester, 
and the improvement of our wa- 
terways, I want to express my 
thanks to you and to Winchester 
Rotary for what you are propos- 
ing at Elliott Park. Your under- 
taking there . . . will be of the 
greatest value to the Town.” 

And that was how conservation 
was achieved in Winchester be- 
fore the establishment a few short 
years ago of a highly skilled and 
organized Conservation Commis- 
sion, which now seeks to preserve 
the remaining waterway areas in 
Town for the same public purpose 
and values.

Retiring After 45 Years, 

Frank Langford Remembers . . . 

What misguided local Orangeman changed the name of Shamrock 
Street to Spruce Street, back in 1896? 

Frank Langford, out of Galway, Ireland, told us about the change 
very incidentally. Frank was born here, but his father, Tom, and his 
mother tame from the green country, and it’s for sure none of this 
family had anything to do with this dastardly deed 

According to Frank, when he was 
a little boy on Shamrock Street 
there were many others there w’ho 
called Ireland “home.” The Clerk’s 
Office did substantiate the change 
and its date of Frank’s report, but 
it could give no reasons why. 

“Never missed a snow storm in 
48 years!” says Frank, who was in 
the office to tell us something about 
the 45 years over which he has of- 
ficially watched the seasons come 
and go here from the close vantage 
point of the Winchester Highway 
Department. He retired at the end 
of last month. But he knows the 
whole town like the palm of his

Town Barn was just that. There 
were about 15 horses there, caring 
for the Town’s highways and by- 
ways. Ami in winter they used to 
bolt two sleighs together and hitch 
up two horses for the street plows 

and on the sidewalk plows, 

wing plows could be cranked in 
and out manually when the horse 
approached a tree.

And he 
remembers the sad day when the 
final victory of truck over horse 
came, and the Town shot the last 
four Winchester horses.

One of the last was a good-natur- 
ed brown horse named Chubby, who 
had pulled a light carry-all for his 
last few years, a sort of lamp-light 
ing wagon, which went around at 
dusk lighting the kerosene lanterns 
which marked road work and dan- 
ger spots. Chubby had been retired 
from the Fire Department when it 
was motorized over 25 years ago. 

Frank grew up here and recalls 
the old days of devilling the teach- 


ers in the Rum ford and Chapin 
Schools. He knows the Wadleigh 
School as the place where he finish 
ed his education, rather as a politi- 
cal football. He went from school 
here, in 1918, into service where he 
served in the Army, first in Wy- 
oming and then in Fort Blanding 
Florida. 

It was just after the war that 
the first truck entered the old Town 
Yard, to start an ever increasing 
rumble in and out of its handsome 
brick walls. It was a small Reo 
and it was followed by many more 
In recent years Frank, has driven 
a two-ton truck, number four. 

Frank has served under four 
Highway superintendents: T. Park- 
er Clark, James Hinds, Parker Hoi 
brook and Jim Wakefield, all en 
gineers. He has a great respect fo 
Jim. “He can figure an oil job on i 
road down to a quarter of a cup of 
oil,” he says, admiringly, “no waste 
ever.” 

And Jim returns the compliment, 
pointing to the long, faithful ser 
vice Frank has given the Town 
first as a driver and for the past 10 
years as a foreman in the main- 
tenance section. 

Frank lives here at 85 Wendell 
Street, his family home. He is still 
a bachelor at 70. A ruddy-complex- 
ioned, contented looking one. 

He is proud of his fine record 
with the Town and his part in keep- 
it one of the best and most beauti- 
ful around.

At first glance you’d guess all of 
the East- West’s would be in four 
spades, and when you look at the 
traveling score slip, seven out of 
ten were. One pair stopped at three 
spades, and North-South stepped 
in twice, once at two diamonds by 
South doubled and down four for 
700 points to East-West and a top 
board. The next best East-West 
score went to the three making six 
spades when South did not take 
his top two diamonds. If South 
does, East-West can make only five, 
and this occurred four times for 
the next score down the line. The 
next to bottom score East- West 
was caused by Bob Lix (netting 
him a next to top North-South) 
who elected to sacrifice at five 
hearts; this was doubled and set 
two tricks so that his East-West 
opponents scored only 300 points, 
less than a game score. (The low- 
est score East- West was the pair 
who stopped short of game, mak- 
ing only 170 points.) 

An examination of the holding 
indicates that East- West should 
take the Ace and King of Hearts 
and the Ace and King of Clubs 
which will set five Hearts two 
tricks. An alert defense, however, 
should set the bid three tricks or 
500 points for a better score than 
the 480 for bidding four and mak- 
ing six spades. 

The line of defense should be a 
spade lead hoping for at least one 
spade trick. When dummy is ex- 
posed, the spade is ruffed so no 
spade trick at the moment. Declar- 
er then plays the Ace, King and 
ten of diamonds. After the King 
holds, West knows both North and 
East are out of diamonds so that 
he should not play his Queen, hop- 
ing his partner can ruff the dia- 
mond. 


North’s best action is to throw 
a club since that is a sure loser. 
( If North ruffs and East over-ruffs, 
then he is going to lose the club 
trick and has wasted a trump.) 
East ruff 8 the ten of diamonds with 
the King of Hearts. Since there is 
nothing to be gained by leading 
spades, East shifts to clubs. West 
must now play his Ace of Clubs, 
even if partner leads the King, and 
when North follows, West must 
contniue with the Ace and a small 
Heart to cut down the ruffs by 
dummy. Since West still holds one 
trump, North will have to lose two 
spade tricks which with the Ace 
and King of hearts and the Ace of 
clubs make five tricks or down 
three, one too many, unless the de- 
fenders make a mistake.

“Individual teachers in the four 
schools will select books from their 
classrooms that they feel should 
be placed in the libraries. All 
books will then be brought to the 
workshop for processing. This pro- 
cedure involves covering books, 
pasting sleeves inside covers, num- 
bering editions, filing cards, and 
etc. All this preliminary work 
must be done if we are to have 
workable resource centers in Sep- 
tember,” added Miss Bradley. Win- 
chester’s elementary schools will 
receive Federally funded books and 
audio-visual equipment this fall. 

‘In the fall,” Miss Bradley went 
on, “we will need another group 
of volunteers to staff the libraries, 
which will be open every day dur- 
ing school hours.” However, the 
immediate need is for help in the 
summer workshop.” Miss Bradley 
appeals to all parents to volunteer 
some time to this very worthwhile 
project.

Clinic Director Speaks 

Dr. Morton Newman, director of 
the clinic, spoke briefly at the 
Winchester MHA meeting about 
the work being done- at the chil- 
dren’s clinic. He pointed out that 
there is a sliding scale of fees and 
no one is refused treatment for 
financial reasons and that the 
clinic is supported by per capita 
assessments by the Boards of 
Health of the five towns it serves, 
and also receives state aid. 

Mrs. Lewis Good, Jr. of Bedford, 
out-going president of the Mystic 
Valley MHA described its primary 
aim to be community education — 
to enlighten the public to the 
needs of the mentally ill and re- 
minded that Mystic Valley is part 
of a network of similar groups 
which comprise the Massachusetts 
Association for Mental Health. 

Other officers elected by the 
Winchester MHA for this year are 
Mrs. Robert Hamilton, secretary;

Dr. Newman also spoke before 
the Mystic Valley annual meeting, 
held this year on May 18, as a 
supper meeting at St. Brigid’s 
Church in Lexington and attended 
by about 200 persons, including 
about 20 from Winchester. 

He reviewed the year at the 
clinic, the growth of its staff and 
the satisfaction with the new 
quarters. He pointed up the prob- 
lems ahead when the Mental 
Health Bill is implemented in the 
State and the Mystic Valley takes 
its place as a broader based ser- 
vice in this framework.

A 21-year-olcl Winchester Ma- 
rine killed in action in Vietnam 
on March 8, 1966, was honored 
posthumously Sunday morning 
at ceremonies held at the First 
Naval District Headquarters in 
Boston. 

Marsha E. Miller, of 7 Gover- 
nors Avenue, mother of Corporal 
Richard W. Bond, received the 
posthumously awarded Bronze 
Star Medal with Combat “V” and 
a citation for her son, presented 
by Lieutenant Colonel William K. 
Rockey, inspector-instructor of 
the First Battalion, 25th Marines. 

The citation for service read: 

“For meritorious achievement 
as a squad leader with Company 
G, Second Battalion, Ninth Ma- 
rines in Vietnam. While leading: 
his squad in a search of Ha Dong 
Village on 25 February 1966, Cor- 
poral Bond detonated an enemy 
mine, receiving painful wounds 
in the back and left leg. With 
complete disregard for his 
wounds, and refusing evacuation, 
he steadfastly continued to lead 
his squad to the successful com- 
pletion of its mission.

However, if a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting is the closest 
we can get to any public vote, 
then that will have to be satis- 
factory to our committee,” and 
the people will have to speak 
through their elected Town Meet- 
ing representatives. 

Winchester’s Town Meeting 
vote on the METCO issue will be 
the first taken by any town to 
sound out the public on the pro- 
gram. Attempts at similar spe- 
cial votes in other communities 
never reached the point of frui- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, a Friends of MET- 
CO in Winchester Committee ap- 
proached the School Committee 
on Monday evening to offer their 


support and assistance in paving 
the way for a smooth introduc- 
tion of METCO students here; 
and the School Committee decid- 
ed that in its distribution of the 
25 Negro pupils it would try to 
distribute them in openings at 
four elementary schools: Wash- 
ington, Noonan, Parkhurst and 
the new Tufts Road School. 

A second Article on the Spe- 
ciel Town Meeting agenda asks: 
“To see if the Town will author- 
ize expenditures from federal 
funds, excluding funds received 
under provisions of Public Laws 
864 and 874.” This does not, the 
School Administration told the 
Star last week, allow for the 
School Committee’s spending of 
federal monies granted for speci- 
fic educational projects to be used 
to financially support either bus- 
ing or tuition-paying for MET- 
CO pupils — which is supposed to 
come via the Newton School Sys- 
tem from the Federal Govern- 
ment directly into the Town 
Treasury.

The Winchester School Com- 
mittee on Monday evening dis- 
cussed the proposed distribution 
of approximately 25 METCO Bos- 
ton Negro pupils into local ele- 
mentary schools. 

Two alternate proposals were 
decided upon for presentation to 
the METCO organization: one in- 
cluded four schools, the Washing- 
ton, Noonan, Parkhurst and Tufts 
Road Schools; the other eliminat- 
ed Noonan from the group par- 
ticipating in the METCO. 

Also at the meeting, Wallace 
MacDonald, acting chairman of 
the recently formed Friends of 
METCO in Winchester, advised 
the School Committee that the 
citizens committee would be 
available to assist in prepara- 
tions for bringing METCO chil- 
dren to Winchester. 


What Is METCO? 

METCO, the Metropolitan 
Council for Educational Oppor- 
tunity, Inc., is an educational 
program which provides a subur- 
ban education for a number of 
Boston children, almost all of 
whom are Negro. It is a volun- 
tary program in that participat- 
ing students are enrolled by their 
parents in the program and the 
School Committees of the towns 
mvo! l l lecidc ^ take part in 
the program. 

The executive director is Jos- 
eph R. Killory, who is on leave 
from the State Department of 
Education. 

METCO was organized in the 
winter of 1965-66. 

What Are The Objectives Of 
METCO? 

A quality racial-integrated ed- 
ucation for urban Negro children 
in nearby suburbs to reduce or 
close existing academic gaps. 

A degree of integrated exper- 
ience for the suburban students 
who will be living and working 
in a multi-racial world. 

An increase in dialogue be- 
tween the urban and suburban 
communities. 

Who Pays For METCO? 

Tuition and transportation 
costs are paid by the Federal 
Government under Title III of the 
Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act. State funds are now 
under consideration by the Mas- 
sachusetts General Court. Ad- 
ministrative costs and office 
space are paid by the Carnegie 
Corporation. The participating 
suburban communities do not 
provide funds.

Dr. Miller is working in the 
ship’s Eye Clinic treating pa- 
tients who have been referred 
from the local hospital in Carta- 
gena. In addition to his surgical 
and clinical duties, Dr. Miller is 
reviewing the more complex oph- 
thalmic cases with local physical 
eians eager to update their medi- 
cal background. 

Colombia is the seventh nation 
visited by the S.S. HOPE since 
her first voyage in 1960. The 
ship is staffed by 130 physicians, 
dentists, nurses and technologists, 
most of whom serve without pay 
and work directly with their na- 
tive counterparts in classrooms, 
laboratories and wards both 
aboard the ship and on shore. 

The HOPE was invited to Co- 
lombia by the Columbia Medical 
School and the University of 
Cartagena School of Medicine in 
cooperation with the Government 
of Colombia. 

Dr. Miller joined the HOPE'S 
teaching-treatment mission in 


The Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council issued a summary 
program last week which had 
far-reaching implications for 
Winchester residents.

However, the report goes on to 
warn, “Along the upper Aberjona 
the marshland is still privately 
owned. These wetlands are in im- 
mediate danger of being filled for 
residential or industrial develop- 
ment in an indiscriminate and 
haphazard manner.”

Rep. Richard L. Roudebush (R.- 
Ind.) has called attention to some 
of the “absurd and far afield” 
grants and federal aid programs 
in the Johnson Administration. 
The Congressman says that “all 
of these programs, of course have 
some merit and are of interest 
to some, hut we should insist at 
a time when we are involved in a 
major war, with 50,000 casualties 
suffered thus far. and our econ- 
omy far from solid, that spending 
only for priority items he tolerat- 
ed.” 

Roudebush said that recently 
the administration has approved 
such items as: 

— “A $20,600 research grant by 
the National Science Founda- 
tion for the study of German 
cockroaches. 

— “$10,000 to study phases of 
Chinese life from the 14th to 
1 7t li centuries. 

— “$8,789 for the study of comic 
Strips. 


-“12,650 for research on the con- 
tributions of “popular” litera- 
ture to the creation and main- 
tenance of important American 
myths and traditions. 

-“$5,000 to study British and 
French fur trade between 1770 
and 1820. 

-“$10,000 to study medieval can- 
on law. 

-“$17,205 for excavation in Win- 
chester, England. 

-“$15,000 for preparation of a 
dictionary of popular beliefs and 
superstitions, in the field of 
folklore, magic and witchcraft. 
(Maybe they can find some 
magic way for the taxpayer to 
finance looney government pro- 
jects such as this.) 

-“$10,000 to microfilm manu- 
scripts written in European 
monasteries before 1600. 

-“$30,000 to catalogue manu- 
scripts from Russia, Hungary 
and Poland.

“These represent just a hand- 
ful of projects financed with your 
money,” Roudebush said. “These 
are not private studies paid by 
foundations and universities, hut 
programs undertaken at the ex- 
pense of the American taxpayer. 

“These amounts may seem 
small to those used to spending 
other people’s money, hut each of 
these grants cost the equivalent 
of a whole years work and taxes 
of several taxpayers. And multi- 
ply these programs by the mil- 
lions and one can understand the 
reason Federal spending is out 
of control. 

“Our people arc over taxed, and 
there are ample areas to start 
cutting back on expenditures if 
the desire to do so is sincere.”

Ilis calculator, a small box 
about 18 by 14 indices, sam- 
ples the power frequencies 10 
times a second. From samples 
using crystal control oscillators 
and digital integrated circuits it 
gets the period, and from the 
period it calculates frequency. It 
also remembers frequency from 
its last sample, and compares 
with an accuracy to one one 
thousandth of a cycle. 

Next, from this information, it 
can make a decision to cut out 
part of a system, thereby pre- 
cluding the blackout of the whole 
system. 

Just ready for the market, the 
calculator will be the subject of a 
feature for next month's “Elec- 
trical World.”

In the crowded auditorium, par- 
ents were able to observe the pu- 
pils engaged in active learning 
with this modern equipment. 

While filmstrips taught read- 
ing comprehension to first grad- 
ers, the complex audio-active ta- 
ble enriched a social studies les- 
son for fourth graders. Listen- 
ing centers, E.D.L. controlled 
readers and overhead projectors 
increased reading and linguistic 
skills. 

The concentration, despite 
noise and confusion, of those stu- 
dents wearing earphones was re- 
marked several times by observ- 
ers. 

Standard oral presentations of 
research specialities and science 
projects were hard to hear, giv- 
ing parents some idea of multi- 
group conventional procedure in 
a crowded and noisy environ- 
ment. 

During the brief discussion per- 
iod following the student demon- 
strations, concerned parents ques- 
tioned Dr. Walter Gleason and 
Thomas Morse, of the School Ad- 
ministration, about the future use 
of the audio-active table at Lin- 
coln. 

Dr. Gleason replied that the 
five audio-active tables in use in 
the elementary schools would be 


transferred to Tufts Road School 
in the fall. The $750 tables arc 
part of the federal- funded dem- 
onstration programs to be devel- 
oped at Tufts Road School. 

Other parents asked how soon 
the older elementary schools 
would benefit from the curricu- 
lum development at Tufts Road 
School. Dr. Gleason said that the 
material would not be in final 
form for at least a year; after 
which he fully expected some 
forms of exchange to be possible.

World War III Close-Call 


The “small” but deadly serious guerrilla-police ac- 
tion war between containment and expansionist ag- 
gressors waging in Vietnam for the past several years 
has thus far failed to mushroom into any real threat 
to world peace beyond the scope of Southeast Asia. 
But the flinty direct confrontation crisis in the 
Middle East between the Jewish and Arabs states, and 
involving many of the major powers both politically 
and economically, poses a very real threat of a shap- 
ing World War 111 situation. 

The difference in the situation lies in the condi- 
tional factors at play. 

The war in Vietnam has been a controlled war. 
Practically throughout the conflict each escalation 
taken by either side has been pre-measured in terras 
of results and possible consequences. It has been a 
nasty, testy war. The expansionist aggressor is try- 
ing fervently to succeed in territorial acquisition 
through subversion and guerrilla terrorism; while the 
containment aggressor is trying equally as hard to 
succeed in preventing outside-led revolution from tak- 
ing over through military and economic support. 
But the real powers manipulating this war, the Unit- 
ed States and China, have stood off face-to-face con- 
frontation because neither really desires or can af- 
ford to engage in what would be a World War be- 
tween them. Thus, the war has, really, been a con- 
trolled, testy, war. 

But. the situation in the Middle East is different— 
it appears uncontrollable, as did the development and 
waging of World War 1 and II in Europe. 

The United Arab Republic and Israel are “death 
against other.” They have been for a long time, since 
the carving of the Israeli state in 1949; and the vola- 
tile nature of the at-odds situation has been kept cool 
only by the interventions of the major powers and the 


United Nations. But the powers and the UN arc by- 
standers to the seeds of war there now. 

Israel stopped its attack on Egypt only a few years 
back upon the insistence of the UN and the U.S. 
Then Britain and France were allied with Israel to 
keep shipping free through the Suez Canal Zone. 

Now it is the United Arab Republic’s offensive that 
closed the Gulf of Aqaba to international shipping, 
with its military forces piqued for an all-out attack 
on Israel. 

Now war has started between the enemy powers, it 
will not likely be subject to either quick ending or 
compromise settlement. And, as it has developed, 
other major powers are standing ready to line up 
their alliance between the two war-pressed powers. 

The hasty United Nations meetings on the em- 
broiling issue seems to substantiate suspicions that 
there may probably already have taken place in re- 
cent years the proliferation of atomic weapons to 
both war-facing parties: presumably by the U.S. to 
Israel and by the U.S.S.R. to the United Arab Re- 
public. 

In a war-to-the-end between the United Arab Re- 
public and Israel, one can reasonably assume that 
with nuclear weaponry in their hands they could 
likely be used. 

Small wonder then, the concern ol the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R. over developments in the Middle East re- 
gion; and the current “sparring” between the two 
major powers at sea with deployments of warships 
might be more an effort to keep the Middle East 
countries watching events around them and get 
hands off: their trigger fingers, than it is, at present 
anyway, a threatening crisis between the big powers. 

The seeds of World War III are in the situation, 
nonetheless. 


Liberal Push vs. Conservative Brakes 


There is a developing dichotomy seen in this coun- 
try of late between Republican and Democratic Party 
ranks. Always present as faction or splinter groups 
in any political party, there does seem to be more 
today even than during the Goldwater- Johnson bat- 
tle for the Presidency, an apparent greater demarca- 
tion between liberal and conservative philosophies 
and the lining of citizens within these camps of either 
party— and the party which is most active in further- 
ing the propositions of specific interest groups is at- 
tracting whole groups of followers to their poles. 

This does not mean to say that we are in danger of 
losing our two-party system as we know it; nor that 
we might inherit a four-party system. The genius of 
American experience in self-government probably 
would not accept such a revolutionary change in the 
operating structure of our system. 

But what this does mean is that we are seeing 
emerging more pronounced lines of new partv power 
structure. That is, previously, both parties had many 
splitting small groups of power headed by the con- 
trolling power structure. Now, however, it appears 
that what is shaping in the two parties is more defin- 
itive philosophical spreading into liberal and con- 


servative ranks. Thus, the party leaders, instead of 
having to deal with and coordinate lesser structured 
many-headed beasts of power within their organiza- 
tions, will more and more have to reconcile two dis- 
tinct camps of divergent views— a much more difficult 
political task. 

Basically, the more distinct and sharper separation 
of power philosophies within each party stems from 
a rising tide of active citizen interest in the goings 
on of the Federal Government. There are those who 
are more vociferously either for or against our for- 
reign military and economic policies, our national 
public and economy policies, and sundry other basic 
involvements of government. 

In our past history we have seen liberal and re- 
form governments alternate frequently with con- 
servative and reserved governments. 

Now we are witnessing the growing development of 
a tremendous popularly-based liberal push versus 
conservative brakes; and the denouement is mak- 
ing politics and government one of the most exciting 
arenas lor both the “political athletes" and the mul- 
titude of “spectator sports enthusiasts.” 


The Logistics of Elementary Distribution 


Logistics is a term more frequently applied to mil- 
itary movements of manpower and equipment, but 
here in Winchester to many people it has also become 
an issue in that some question the redistricting of 
elementary pupils and the importing of up to 30 
METCO tuition-paying students as an exercise in 
logistics. 

The School Committee and Department state that 
up to now there has been no cross-over of either 
problems or purposes. We feel they have been both 
fair with the people of the community in the sepa- 
rate handling of the two situations, and honest in 
their description of the logistics involved. 

A different kind ol logistical question was posed 
to the School Administration this week: what if the 
parent of a child living near the Lincoln School (or 
any other school participating in the ME TCO pro- 
gram) whose child under redistribution formula C 
is scheduled to be bused to, say, Wyman School, op- 
poses the movement out of his child from the neigh- 


borhood school and the movement in of a tuition- 
paying pupil? 

A spokesman for the School Administration agreed 
with the logical argument that such a parent might 
have if the same classroom grade level were under 
discussion. 

The spokesman further stated that the School 
Department and Committee would do everything with- 
in its power of logistical planning to make sure that 
such a conditional situation does not arise, and that 
if it did it would seek to alleviate any such problem. 

It is healthy under the current controversial atmos- 
phere surrounding the whole METCO acceptance 
program in Winchester to recognize the fact that 
while everyone may not always agree with School 
Committee policy decisions or School Department ad- 
ministrative actions; nevertheless, they are acting in 
concert with what they believe is for the best interests 
ol the community and its townspeople, and most 
especially for the -Winchester school children under 
their charge.

THE LIMNERS DAUGHTER 

by Mary Stetson Clarke 

Interest in the Middlesex Canal has revived to the 
point where there is an association that meets to 
visit the parts of it that are still extant and to 
present papers on facets of its history. Its route 
is indicated on the large map which hangs in the 
corridor of the library near the card catalog. Now 
a local author has written a book for young people 
which has the canal as an important background for 
a historical novel. 

Darius Lyte, a portrait painter (thus the word 
limner), his son and daughter are on their way by 
packet boat from New York to Boston where he is 
to have a new position as a penmanship teacher at a 
private school. Ever since his wife died in a horrible 
fire, he has been uninterested in life around him 
and indeed unable to paint. Amity, the sixteen-year- 
old daughter, hopes the family faces a new and happy 
beginning. Father’s only interest in the other pas- 
sengers has been to forbid Amity to talk to an at- 
tractive young man, Sam Baldwin. 

Suddenly there is a fire on board, everyone gets 
ashore on a Connecticut marsh and eventually to 
Boston by stage coach where the job proves to be non- 
existent and Father, now penniless since his trunk 
burned in the fire aboard ship, is hit by a runaway 
horse and Amity has to take over the responsibility 
for the family, and ends up working in a thread mill, 
and if you think I’m putting too much in one sen- 
tence, that’s the way the story goes. Then when 
things are bleakest, a letter is forwarded from New 
York, and Amity discovers the existence of a grand- 
aunt in Woburn, who wants her near the family 
home. To get to Woburn, we travel the Middlesex 
Canal, and the home proves to be along the banks of 
it. 

Problems continue to mushroom. Tim is ostracized 
by other children at school, and Amity learns that 
her father was considered a traitor who collaborated 
with the infamous Count Rumford during the Revo- 
lutionary War. Aunt Keziah has a stroke, and Amity 
has one more responsibility put on her unbelievably 
capable shoulders. 

But the Middlesex Canal with its commerce pro- 
vides an opportunity to turn the family homestead 
into an inn, and the Baldwin family, who have been 
subsidizing Aunt Keziah by giving her full value 
each month for her no-good pre-Revolutionary mon- 
ey, helps to straighten out the problems which even 
include a trial of Darius Lyte as arsonist. Of course 
there is a happy ending. 

Although coincidence is overworked and the plot 
sometimes strains the credibility of the reader, this 
is a book which will appeal to many because of its 
local color. It does tell an interesting story and life 
in the early 1800’s conies alive. The characterization 
is quite good, and much research on details of the 
area and its history is evident. Mrs. Clarke lives in 
Melrose and in her acknowledgements at the end of 
the story indicated just how much she tried to au- 
thenticate her materials.

No. METCO is a voluntary pro- 
gram. A metropolitan system 
would require legislation by the 
Massachusetts General Court. 

Does Winchester Relinquish Any 
Of Its Vuthority In School De- 
cisions By Accepting MKTCO 
Students? 

No. The Winchester School 
Committee’s agreement with 
MKTCO is limited to accepting a 
specified number of children as 
tuition students. 

How Is \ MKTCO Child Cared 
For In 'Phe Community? 

Each child has a host family 
with whom he eats lunch. In most 
instances this is a family with a 
child of similar age. If the MKT- 
CO child should become ill during 
school hours the host mother is 
notified hy the school. 

Who Provides Transportation If 
The Child Stays After School? 

It is the responsibility of the 
METCO citizens committee to 
provide transportation. (Some 
towns have set up a pool of vol- 
unteer drivers.) 

What If The Host Mother Is 
Away For The Day? 

In other communities the 
METCO Citizen’s Committee has 
provided a back-up family for 
each child. 

How Are The Host Families 
Chosen? 

In each town a METCO Citi- 
zen’s Committee is formed to be 
responsible for administering the 
program. In cooperation with 
School authorities the Committee 
is responsible for seeking and 
screening prospective host fami- 
lies.

“Number 7,” a portrait done by 
Mary Jacobs of Winchester re- 
ceived the second largest number 
of votes in this category. A sec- 
ond painting of Mr. Morse, “Pig- 
eon Cove” and “The Pond” by 
Marilyn Maulbetsch of Stoneham, 
tied for third position. 

In oils, “Eastbound- West- 
bound” by Joseph R. Corish re- 
ceived the greatest number of 
votes and three others of his — 
“Water-Stop,” “Open Sea,” and 
“End of the Line” tied with an- 
other work for third position. 

Mr. Corish, a resident of Win- 
chester and a practicing lawyer 
in Somerville, is a graduate of 
Harvard and Boston University, 
served as Art director at Castle 
Hill Foundation and has lectured 
on fine arts at various colleges. 
He is a director of the North 
Shore Arts Association and the 
Copley Association. 

His paintings have been in 
various exhibitions at the Muse- 
um of Fine Arts, Bush Reisinger 
Museum, Harvard University, 
Connecticut College, the Jordan 
Exhibition of Contemporary New 
England Artists and various fes- 
tivals where they have won sev- 
eral awards. 

“Believe Me, I Know” by John 
Langdon Sibley and “Flowers and 
Ironstone” by Mary Baerenwald 
(both of Winchester) tied for 
second position in this category.

I Council finds it very dis- 
turbing that “Town master plan- 
ning nt the Mystic River Valley 
communities fail to recognize 
(with the exceptions of Woburn’s 
plans for the Horn Pond area) 
the recreational potential of the 
river and fail to acknowledge any 
regional use of resources. 

Winchester unfortunately has 
no plan to assure the protection 
of presently attractive areas; 
plans for Woburn and Reading 
recommend extensive industrial 
development adjacent to the riv- 
er without any provisions for the 
protection of wetlands.” 

The Council emphatically rec- 
ommended that “The Mystic Riv- 
er should be developed as a con- 
tinuous green corridor extending 
trom Boston Harbor to the town 
oi Reading, north of Route 128. 
It should provide a wide range of 
recreational activities as well as 
the protection and conservation 
ot natural areas... The wetlands 
ot the Aherjona through Woburn 
and Reading are recommended 
for immediate acquisition by the 
local communities. They are par- 
ticularly susceptible to haphaz- 
ard industrial and residential de- 
velopment. The land should re- 
main as a natural flood plain, 
with areas for walking, fishing, 
nature study, bicycling, and 
horseback-riding. Trail connec- 
tions could tie the local open 
space and conservation areas to- 
gether into a continuous system 
of buffers, open spaces and rec- 
reation areas.” 

The Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council, located at 44 School 
Street, Boston, was constituted 
by the Legislature in 1902 to co- 
ordinate study and recommend 
plans for the Greater Boston re- 
gions. 

Some eighty-three communities 
comprise its membership, and 
support its research through sub- 
sidy. 

The M. A. P. C. will issue a 
four- volume definitive proposal 
for land use in the metropolitan 
area late this summer.

The Electronic Systems Divis- 
ion is turning the new link over 
to the Air Force Communications 
Service to operate for the De- 
fense Communications Agency. 
This link gives them a modern 
toll quality phone link to Thai- 
land. 

“It is really an improvement 
and an aid to present communi- 
cation systems,” says Lewis. 

The project offered some 
unique construction, transporta- 
tion and installation problems. 

“The biggest problem was 
phasing,” says the native New 
Englander, “getting all the pieces 
there at the right time. It was 
like trying to make dinner come 
out of the oven — all at the same 
time and all hot. I had worked on 
two other cable projects for ESD, 
one in Vietnam, but this was by 
far the most difficult.” 

There were many contrasts. 
South Vietnamese women did 
much of the manual labor. You 
can’t, of course, get supplies from 
the local hardware store. Instead, 
we shuffled all over the country 
— even for simple tools — like 
picks and shovels. 

“We had a lot of problems in 
transportation,” he says. “Most 
items came from outside South- 


east Asia. And the transporta- 
] tion system is already overloaded 
by the war. We had to take a 
buck seat to bombs and bullets. 

J “Sometimes I didn’t feel like a 
civil engineer. I was more an ex- 
peditor. . .a troubleshooter. . .a 
problem solver and ‘Father Con- 
fessor’... if you will. But we had 
a lot of help from Air Force Brig. 
Gen. Sam L. Huey and his staff. 
General Huey is an assistant 
chief of staff for General West- 
■ moreland.” 

| Mr. Lewis traveled over 20,000 
fmiles making the rounds to the 
I sites, sometimes three sites in 
tone day. 

j| Each of the sites has a cable 
terminal building. They were 
["about three times the size of an 
I average house. Each had three 
diesel engines for power. 

| The cable itself was a stan- 
dard salt water coaxial cable. Ac- 
tual cable laying was done by a

• using the world’s largest cablo- 
ship, the “Neptune.” 
jj This was Mr. Lewis’ seventh 
trip to Vietnam. Each time his 
headquarters was in Saigon. 
i “Saigon used to be a very 
beautiful city,” he says. “Now 
it’s just overloaded. (About twice 
the number of people it was ever 
expected to have.) Housing is 
tight and expensive In the food 
line — food’s good. You can get a 
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dinner for five or six dollars.” 

Did he ever get shot at? The 
contractor’s building took a hit 
from Viet Cong mortar fire, Mr. 
Lewis related. But he laughed, 
they weren’t aiming at us. 

“Form the office in Saigon,” he 
recalls, “it wasn’t unusual to 
hear artillery fire on the other 
side of the river. It could have 
been mortar fire. I couldn’t tell. 
When I say on the other side of 
the river. I’m talking well within 
a mile. 

“Frequently you see machine 
gun tracers. . .all sorts of things. 
You can watch the war from the 
hotel top. You don’t ever find out 
who’s winning. It goes on every 
night.” 

One point was clear, tells Mr. 
Lewis. That is the dedication of 
the American Cl in Vietnam. 

“I was impressed,” says Mr. 
Lewis. “The average guy I ran 
into was doing a darn good job. 
I didn’t run into one guy who 
wasn’t willing to help us. I think 
that speaks darn well of the pro- 
fessional solider . . .and most of 
these guys are that.” 

It’s half way round the world 
from Mr. Lewis’ office at the 
Electronic Systems Division to 
Thailand and Vietnam. But his 
efforts have helped bring it closer 
for the people that have to make 
big decisions about those coun- 
tries.

ood Sales Hit 
$547 Million 
In Middlesex 

Retail business in Middlesex 
County reached a high level in 
the past year, the final tabula- 
tions show. 

Records were broken in many 
stores as local consumers, enjoy- 
ing bigger incomes than before, 
spent freely for food, furniture, 
clothing, cars and a wide variety 
of other goods and services. 

The facts and figures on the 
local spending performance 
emerge from a nationwide survey 
conducted by the Standard Rate 
and Data Service. 

It reveals, for each part of the 
country, just how the average 
family apportioned its retail dol- 
lar during the year. 

Jn Middlesex County, food 
stores got a big piece of it. Out 
of every dollar spent at retail lo- 
cally, 26 cents went for food. 

The overall sales in local stores 
selling meat, fish, baked goods, 
beverages, groceries and other 
food products reached a grand to- 
tal of $547,674,000, topping the 
previous year’s $508,756,000. 

Not included in this figure is 
the amount that was spent by lo- 
cal residents in restaurants and 
in other eating and drinking 
places. 

If the total food tab were divid- 
ed equally among all local fami- 
lies, it would come to $1,453 per 
family for the year. 

In other sections of the United 
States, less than this was spent 
for food, an average of $1,214 
per family. 

Strong consumer buying was 
also in evidence in other local 
stores, the report shows. 

Those selling automobiles, mo- 
torcycles, boats and the like ac- 
counted for $349,261,000, as 
against the previous year’s $329 - 

444.000. 

Sales of general merchandise, 
in variety and department stores 
reached $240,893,000, compared 
with the prior total of $102 805 - 
000 . 

Apparel shops and specialty 
stores, including those carrying 
hats, dresses, shoes and other ar- 
ticles of clothing, grossed $97,- 

579.000. Their previous total was 
$92,824,000. 

Stores selling furniture, home 
furnishings and other household 
equipment had receipts of $1K),. 

303.000. The 1965 total was $08 - 

940.000.

Rules For 
Motorboats 

Motorboat owners must equip 
their craft with one air intake 
cowl and one air exhaust cowl for 
each closed fuel and engine com- 
partment by June 1st. 

State Director Wilton Vaugh, of 
the Division of Motorboats ex- 
plained that this is not required of 
open boats where gasses cannot 
accumulate in the open fuel and 
open engine spaces. 

The intake and exhaust cowls 
must be equipped with ducts and 
the hoses must he at least two 
inches in diameter. The exhaust 
hoses must extend to the bilge and 
the air intake hose must extend 
half way down in the area so far 
as the carburetor air intake. 

These are the minimum require- 
ments which will be enforced by 
the regular Coast Guard and State 
enforcement officers. 

Owners are advised to provide 
even greater safety for themselves 
md their guests by installing ex- 
haust blowers and even larger 
hoses depending on the cubic ca- 
pacity of the closed engine and 
closed fuel compartments. 

“Accidents from boating explos- 
ions are high on the list of injuries 
and property damage occurring 
every year among unwary recrea- 
tional boaters,” Vaugh said. 

“In most cases,” he added, “im- 
proper ventilation of compart- 
ments where gasses and fumes ac- 
cumulate causes these accidents.” 
Mr. Vaugh said that venting 
regulations for motorboats have 
been in effect since 1940, but that 
th« new rulings clarify what Coast 
Guard officials feel is the safest 
way to prevent gas explosions and 
marine fires.

AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 

Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 3, 1967 

VOTED, That the Town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town by adding thereto a new article as follows: 

ARTICLE HI A 
DOG CONTROL 

Sect. 1. Restraint or Muzzling of Dogs, by order of Dog 
Officer : 

If any person shall make complaint in writing to the Dog 
Officer of the Town, that any dog owned or harbored within his 
jurisdiction, is a nuisance by reason of vicious disposition or ex- 
cessive barking or other disturbance, the Dog Officer shall inves- 
tigate such complaints, which may include an examination on oath 
of the complainant, and may order such dog to be restrained or 
muzzled. 

Sect. 2. Restraint by Dog Officer: 

The Dog Officer may restrain or order to he restrained or 
muzzled any dog for any of the following reasons: 

(a) If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, 
while an order of the Dog Officer for the restraint or 
muzzling of such dog is in effect. 

(b) If found in a school, schoolyard, public recreation area, 
store, or shopping area. 

(c) For having bitten any person. 

(d) For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any 
other domestic animal. 

(e) For chasing any vehicle upon any public way open to 
public travel in the town. 

(f) For any violation of Sections 10 or 10A, Article III of 
the Town By-Laws. 

Sect. 3. Fines. 

Any owner or keeper of a clog who shall fail to comply with 
any order of the Dog Officer issued pursuant to Sections i or 2, 
shall he liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 

Sect. 4. Appeal: 

The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to he 
restrained or muzzled under Section 1 or 2, may within seven 
days after such order or restraint, file a request in writing with 
the Dog Officer, that the restraining order be vacated or that the 
dog may. be released, and after investigation by the Dog Officer, 
said officer may vacate such order or release such dog with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen after such hearing or notice 
as the Board of Selectmen may deem advisable. If such order is 
not vacated or the dog is not released, as the case may he, the 
owner or keeper of such dog, within twenty days after such 
order or restraint, may bring a petition in the Woburn District 
Court, praying that the order or restraint may be reviewed by 
the Court, and after such notice to the Dog Officer, as the Court 
may deem necessary, it shall review such action, hear the wit- 
nesses, and affirm or reverse the order of the Dog Officer. The 
decision of the Court shall he final and conclusive on both Parties. 

Sect. 5. License and Keeping of Dogs Within the Town: 

(a) The annual fee required for a Dog License shall be 
increased as of January 1, 19(58, by one (l) dollar, which 
shall be kept by the Town. 

(b) No Kennel Licenses shall he issued in the Town of Win- 
chester and no one shall keep more than three (3) dogs 
over the age of three (3) months. This shall not apply 
to the Dog Officer, who may keep dogs in accordance with 
his duties.

Auto Insurance 
Hold (lost Line 
Proposal 

Tho only way to hold the cost 
line on compulsory automobile in- 
surance is to reduce the incidence 
and seriousness of accidents, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for an al- 
liance of companies selling this 
type of insurance in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The lowest basic rate here in 
Winchester is $411.50 hut ranges 
as high ns $117 in some communi- 
ties. 

Joseph P. Ilegarty, Jr., New 
England manager of the American 
Mutual Insurance Alliance, says 
that none of the various plans now 
being considered by the legislature 
will reduce the cost of compulsory 
insurance, the type that covers 
bodily injury. 

A safe driver plan, including 
merit rating, is the only way to 
face the problem head-on, accord- 
ing to Ilegarty, and he called for a 
concerted safety drive which would 
bring about implementation of the 
highway safety programs which 
have been promoted by various 
safety groups in the state for a 
dozen years but have only been 
accepted on a piece-meal basis. 

The plan, he said, should be pro- 
moted on the local grassroots as 
well as the state level and though 
it is unlikely to reduce basic rates, 
it would help to hold the line in an 
economy of increasing costs and 
rising accident rates. 

A seven-point program was ad- 
vanced by Hegarty on behalf <:£ 
the Alliance: 

Legislation should be enacted 
putting into effect a merit rating 
plan which allows drivers to com- 
pete for lower rates based on good 
driving records. 

A strong traffic safety program 
should he enacted. Several present 
proposals should be consolidated 
and adopted. 

A Fraudulent Claims Bureau 
should be established. 

Detailed reports to the Registry 
on accidents should be required of 
all drivers involved in insurance 
claims. 

Young people should be encour- 
aged to take driver education 
courses which substantially reduce 
insurance rates for drivers from 
16 to 25. 

There should be stricter enforce- 
ment of traffic laws as some com- 
munities have instituted, thus re- 
ducing the accident toll and insur- 
ance rates. 

Additional ways should be stud- 
ied to improve the insurance sys- 
tem in Massachusetts probably 
through a “blue ribbon” committee 
of the general court. 

Granting that decisions facing 
the Commitee on Insurance at the 
State House are complicated and 
not easily solved, Hegarty said 
care must be taken so that no bill 
should he advanced which would 
penalize those with safe driving 
records or that might turn an es- 
timated 200,000 uninsured drivers 
loose on the highways. 

Included in the safe driver in- 
centive plan of the Insurance Al- 
liance would be three classes of 
drivers: the accident-free for a 

period of three years; those in- 
volved in one accident over a like 
period; and the accident repeated, 
those with two or more accidents 
in three years. 

Excluded from so-called 
“chargeable” accidents under the 
plan would be those involving cars 
lawfully parked; autos struck in 
the rear if the insured operator is 
not convicted; a car damaged by a 
hit-and-run driver, cars being used 
without the owner’s permission; 
contact with animals and fowl; 
physical damage caused by flying 
gravel, missiles or falling objects. 

Hegarty warned of the danger 
of setting up a competitive system 
of establishing rates because, he 
said, some out-of-state companies 
would only sell insurance in low- 
rate communities thus forcing 
rates even higher in high-rate or 
“problem” communities. 

Among the groups which have 
present programs in the field of 
highway safety and perhaps would 
join in the Alliance plan are the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, the 
Massachusetts Highway Safety 
Committee, the Safety Council of 
Western Massachusetts, the Wor- 
cester Safety Council, the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association, the 
Automobile Legal Association, and 
other public and private groups.

Bowdoin Letters 
Doctorate Honor 

Winchester High School Prin- 
cipal W. Howard Nibloek, of 161 
Cambridge Street, was honored

Dr. Nibloek, a native of Boston, 
has been Principal of Winchester 
High School since 1956 and an 
Overseer of Bowdoin since 1958.

Every available police officer, 
the ambulance and rescue wagon, 
Medical Examiner Dr. Harry Ben- 
son and Funeral Director John 
Lane arrived at the Station, and 
began the long search for the vic- 
tim’s identification, which was 
eventually determined by his wal- 
let, found approximately 50 yards 
beyond the Station along the rail- 
road track embankment. 

Fire Engine 4 was sent to the 
Station to wash down the tracks 
after identification was made.

The Selectmen, with an eye on 
the contract it had signed with 
the Town Employees Association 
this year, which stipulated that 
in promotions “due regard will be 
given to Town employees,” and 
with an eye on the morale of all 
town employees, disagreed with 
the recommendation as made for 
appointment. 

Selectmen Chairman Henry K. 
Porter said yesterday that the 
board did not want the Town to 
lose the services of its capable 
administrator, who has worked 
for the community for over 26 
years, and who has headed sev- 
eral important Town departments 
for about 20 years. 

He added that the board would 
make every effort to seek a satis- 
factory solution to the matter.

The increasing of property val- 
uations in itself will tend to push 
down the actual tax rate on each 
thousand dollars of valuation, but 
should not in itself alter by very 
much the overall tax bill now af- 
fixed to properly valuated prop- 
erties — except by the additional 
amount of extra cost of operation 
of the municipal government and 
other expenditures. 

However, indications are that 
many present valuations will be 
altered significantly in 1968; and 
consequently, both the tax rate 
and the tax bills should be quite 
different from what they are this 
year.

Center 


The Youth Drop-In Center 
sought by High School students 
is gathering headway in its or- 
ganization for the task of promo- 
ting the concept, selling its ac- 
ceptance, and financing its opera- 
tion once established. 

The students are being assisted 
by William Ireland of 200 Swan- 
ton Street and Mr. and Mrs. Rich- 
ard E. Stiles of 51 Yale Street, 
who are aiding in the founding 
of a non-profit corporation from 
which to handle the legal and 
organizational matters relating 
to such a Drop-In Center. 

A committee has been formed, 
composed of eight represenative 
members from each of tho three 
classes in the High School. 

This committee is responsible 
for formulating the rules for the 
operation of the center, to select 
a location for it, and to handle 
the actual running of the center. 

At present, the active youth 
group is eyeing the top floor of 
the Converse Market building, the 
former Strike Lanes Bowling Al- 
leys space, as the best central 
and most roomy site. 

A spokesman for the group 
noted that the rent might be ap- 
proximately $6,000 a year for the 
10,000 square foot area. It has 
rest rooms, heating and facilities 
for installing a snack bar. It 
needs lighting, new flooring, and 
the ceiling needs to be painted. 

Members of the publicity team 
for the group have been engaged 
in speaking to local civic and fra- 
ternal organizations and the mer- 
chants in seeking support. The 
Winchester Ecumenical Associa- 
tion of ministers and priests has 
given its moral support to the 
young people’s endeavors.

William J. Ekltuul, M.D., a form- 
er resident of both Lloyd and La- 
grange Streets, died on May :;o at 
the Monadnock General Hospital, 
Peterborough, New Hampshire, the 
Star has heard ths week. 

Dr. Eklund was born March 24, 
in Duluth. Minnesota, the son of 
John J. and Nannie (Asp) Eklund. 
He attended Duluth public : ehools 
and was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, B.S., and 
Rush Medical College, M.D. 

He was a first lieutenant in the 
Medical Corps, U.S. Army, in 
France in 1918, returning t<> prac- 
tice medicine and surgery in Du- 
luth, He was a member of the Du- 
luth School Board from 1920 t > 
1926 and active president of the 
Duluth National Bank from 1933 to 
1936. 

Dr. Eklund was a member of the 
Minnesota State Legislature for 
two terms as Representative from 
the 57th district in which he lived. 
He was for many years command- 
ing officer, medical detachment, of 
the 125th Field Artillery, 34th Div., 
and was recalled to active duty 
prior to America’s participation in 
World War II. He served as chief 
medical officer from February 10, 

1941 to December 22, 1946 (a staff 
rating) during which time he was 
Base Surgeon in Newfoundland in 

1942 and 1943 with the rank of 
Lt. Col. He recieved a Citation of 
Merit for outstanding service to 
his country for his work with the 
Newfoundland government and the 
Canadian Army and Navy. 

For 13 years he was a medical 
rating specialist at the Veterans 
Administration in Boston, and re- 
sided with his family in Winches- 
ter, moving to Hancock, New 
Hampshire in 1968. 

He was a member of Cheney - 
Armstrong Post Peterborough, 
N.H., of the American Legion and a 
vice-commander of the post during 
the past year. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Hancock Congregation- 
al Church and a former member of 
the Parish of the First Congrega- 
tional Church. 

Dr. Eklund is survived by his 
wife, Helen, of Hancock; a son, 
Robert I). Eklund of La Habra, 
California; and two daughters, 
Mrs. Harry Sarkisian of Areata, 
California and Joanne Kklund of 
Winchester, in addition to nine 
grandchildren. 

Services were conducted at the 
Jellison Funeral Home, Peter- 
borough, on Friday, June 2nd, by 
Reverend Alden Blake of the Han- 
cock Congregational Church with 
family and close friends attending. 
Final interment was in the Ek- 
lund family plot in Forest Hills 
Cemetery, Duluth, Minnesota.

Jerome B. Foster 

Jerome Bailey Foster, a well- 
known and highly regarded local 
architect, died at the Winchester 
Hospital on the morning of June 
8, after a brief illness. 

Mi;. Foster, who had lived here 
most of his life, had throughout his 
professional career contributed to 
the designing and planning toward 
making Winchester a more beauti- 
ful and practical place to live. 

Anticipating the traffic problems 
relating to the plans for raising 
the railroad tracks, Mr. Foster 
drew up a much admired and talk- 
ed of, though subsequently reject- 
ed plan, for a re-routing and hand- 
ling of the Mystic Valley Parkway; 
and later he presented one for 
closing Main Street and joining 
the present McCall and High School 
buildings in a campus style ar- 
rangement as a basic design for 
the high school building problems. 

Mr. Foster, who worked here for 
many years from his Cross Street 
office, and most recently from an 
office in his home, was the architect 
who redesigned and renovated the' 
present McCall building and also 
was responsible for improvements 
and renovations done to the First 
Congregational Church, in addition 
to many other homes and buildings 
here in Winchester. 

He was born in Haverhill, on 
October 5, 1906, the son of the late 
Francis Jerome and Malinda A. 
(Greenough) Foster of Haverhill 
and Eastport, Maine, respectively. 

He was educated at Worcester 
Academy and received his archi- 
tectural degree from the Boston 
Architectural Club. He belonged to 
the Society of American Registered 
Architects, Incorporated, and, in 
Winchester, to the Rotary Club, 
William Parkman Lodge, A.F.& 
A.M. and the Crawford Memorial 
Methodist Church. 

Mr. Foster was the husband of 
the late Margaret (Cox) and is 
survived by one daughter Mrs. 
Suzanne McNamara, of Winches- 
ter; a son, Roger G., of Dennisport 
and by four grandchildren. The 
Reverend H. Newton Clay officiat- 
ed at services held for him at the 
Crawford Church on Saturday af- 
ternoon, June 10, and interment 
was in Wildwood Cemetery.

Selective Service 
To Be Extended 


This week the House of Repre- 
sentatives is expected to act on 
legislation extending the life of 
the Selective Service System. The 
Senate has already passed a bill to 
extend the System for an addition- 
al four years by an overwhelming, 
bi-partisan vote. 

The United States did not have 
compulsory military service as a 
national policy until shortly before 
World War II when the first Se- 
lective Service Act was passed in 
1940 by only one vote! 

The System was reconstituted in 
the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act in 1951 and has 
been extended several times since. 
The current authority expires on 
June 30 of this year, hence the 
need for Congressional action dur- 
ing this Congress. 

Both the war in Vietnam and 
the discovery of numerous incon- 
sistencies and inequities in the op- 
eration of the draft in the past 
few years have generated a great 
deal of discussion and study, both 
of the present Selective Service 
System and the philosophy of con- 
scription itself. 

The President appointed a Na- 
tional Advisory Commission on Se- 
lective Service and the House 
Armed Services Committee set up 
its own Civilian Adivosry Panel 
on Military Manpower Procure- 
ment under the chairmanship of 
retired General Mark W. Clark. 

Despite some rather sweeping 
recommendations, especially from 
the President’s Panel and from 
academic and other interested citi- 
zens, the actual changes in the 
System in the legislation we will 
consider this week are relatively 
minor in impact. They do, however, 
point the way for further changes 
in the future. 

In summary, the House bill, like 
the Senate version, calls for a four 


While the Committee indicates 
some support for a change in the 
order of induction, calling the 
youngest first instead of the oldest 
as at the present time, no specific- 
authority from the Congress is 
needed for the President to make 
such a change, although the legis- 
lative branch would have a 60 day 
period in which to reject such a 
change in regulations. It is hoped 
by many observers that this 
change will be made. 

Proponents argue that by select- 
ing men from the youngest age 
group, 19, the period of uncertainty 
for young men and their families 
will be reduced and there will be 
less interruption of careers and 
higher education. 

Many of us hope that this ard 
more sweeping changes will be 
made under existing authority to 
make our military manpower pro- 
curement more rational and equit- 
able for all.

The “over-CSV* in Middlesex 
County are growing in economic 
importance ns well as in number. 

They are the subject of special 
attention just now because this 
month has been designated “Sen- 
ior Citizens Month.” 

Numerically, they have been 
increasing at a faster rate than 
most other ape groups. 

And. because of their greater 
financial strength, their status as 
consumers has been rising in the 
community. 

As to their number, it has pone 
up considerably since 19(50, when 
the last census was taken, ac- 
cording to nationwide data com- 
piled by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

At that time, the over-65 total 
in Middlesex County was listed at 
124,867, of whom 50,778 were 
men and 74,089 women. 

Currently, because of their rel- 
atively fast growth, they consti- 
tute approximately l out of every 
10 persons in the local popula- 
tion. 

The trend is a national one. on 
the basis of recent studies of the 
old-age market and its composi- 
tion. conducted by the Commerce 
Department, by Cornell Univer- 
sity and others. 

The figures show that in 1940, 
for example, there were 9,121.000 
elderly people in the United 
States, equal to 7 per cent of the 
population. 

There are now more than dou- 
ble that many, about 19 million. 

Their income has been rising, 
also, but not as rapidly as they 
would like. As of last year, the 
median income of elderly fami- 
lies was $3,460, which was $1,000 
above the 1955 level. 

Their combined purchasing 
power, as a result, exceeded $40 
billion, and nearly all of it was 
spent. It made them an attractive 
market. 

More steps are being taken by 
manufacturers and merchants, 
under the circumstances, to cater 
to their special needs and tastes. 

Retail sales attributed to Mid- 
dlesex County’s over-65 popula- 
tion, based upon their estimated 
share of the total local volume 
amounted to a healthy $211,485,- 
000 in the year. 

A further improvement in their 
economic position is expected 
soon, through an increase in their 
social security benefits. Under 
an Administration proposal, now 
before Congress, the increases 
would range from a minimum of 
15 per cent to a maximum of 59 
per cent.

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More Money 
Sailed Away By 
Area Residents 

Money in circulation, an im- 
portant indicator of business ac- 
tivity, has been on the increase in 
Middlesex County. 

According to a new government 
report, the amount of money in 
active circulation at the close of 
the past fiscal year was at a 
high level locally. 

How much it amounted to is 
indicated, very closely, by the to- 
tal on deposit in local banks and 
by the flow, of that money as it 
was put back into the economic 
stream. 

This re-circulation took the 
form of loans to business firms 
for expansion and for other pur- 
poses, to individuals for the pur- 
chase or improvement of their 
homes, to automobile buyers, to 
farmers and to others. 

The findings, just released by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, show how much was 
on deposit locally, as well as in 
all other areas of the country, at 
the end of the year. 

Listed on deposit in Middlesex 
County’s banks as of that date 
was a grand total of $2,378,927,- 
000. This compares with the total 
recorded two years earlier, when 
a similar survey was made by 
the Federal Reserve System, 
$2,024,965,000. 

Included in this total were the 
checking accounts of individuals, 
partnerships and corporations, 
which amounted to $519,289,000, 
and $1,656,794,000 in savings ac- 
counts and other time deposits. 
The rest was in interbank and 
government accounts. 

It was equivalent to $1,813 for 
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every man, woman and child in 
* the local area. 

! This compares with $1,475 per 
person elsewhere in the United 
States. 

Also in use locally was an ad- 
ditional amount of currency, 
small by comparison, in people’s 
pockets and in the safes and cash 
registers of business establish- 
ments. 

The report shows that the 
amount of money being put into 
savings has been increasing rap- 
idly. That has been the trend, of 
late, in many parts of the coun- 
try. 

The government figures in- 
dicate that the American people 
salted away about 5 per cent of 
their income, about $27 billion, 
during 1966. Now they are put- 
ting it away at the rate of $34 
billion a year, or nearly 6 per 
cent of income. 

Most people, as a result, are in 
a sounder financial position than 
they were a year ago. They have 
more money in the bank and a 
smaller amount of installment 
debt.

At various times in the historical development of 
this great country the nation's clergy have spoken 
out about social ills and problems and seen them 
often translated into political action. I bis was most 
especially so during the Revolutionary period, and in 
the late 19th Century when the philosophies of the 
robber baron era gave way to pragmatism and the 
ethic of social responsibility and welfare. 

Recently, here in this town, we saw the Winchester 
Ecumenical Association of ministers and priests joint- 
ly speak out about the mono-racial composition of 
our schools and urge the acceptance of a METCO 
program as beneficial not only to disadvantaged 
Negro children from the Boston school system— but 
also as of socio-educational benefit to local young- 
sters. 

In the social and moral welfare spheres of human 
encounter it is indeed proper, we feel, for the clergy 
to speak out. Indeed, there are many areas of con- 
cern in these aspects of human encounter where the 
clergy might even be more vociferous and active in 
promoting a better transition of man into the mod- 
ern world. 

Yet, recently, we have seen many clergymen, both 
individually and through organized association^, 
speak to some issues in fields where one might prop- 
erly question the projtriety or apropos-ness of their 
remarks.

We have seen some members of the clergy joining 
with academicians and speaking out against the 
bombing of North Vietnam by our military in sup- 
port of the South Vietnamese Government in at- 
tempting to preserve itself against both overt and 
covert aggression, it has been stated that this is 
wrong and unjust.

However, should the Town Meeting express a con- 
trary opinion, and should that opinion reflect any 
actual majority opinion residing in the community;

Frankly, the entire Vietnam war is wrong and 
unjust; but, not generally in the vein in which the 
war’s critics make it out to be. 

The necessity of having to bomb North Vietnam, 
even as our military sees it, is unfortunate. But it 
is less unfortunate than the inhumane acts of ter- 
orism perpetrated by the North Vietnamese in South 
Vietnam— where women and children and many in- 
nocent people are butchered by the supposed parti- 
san revolutionaries— or guerrillas; and it is, seen 
militarily, necssary for such “return lire’’ in order to 
slow down the sending of armed men and incendiary 
equipment from the northland. 

So, we ask critics of the Vietnam war, and especial- 
ly of the bombing in North Vietnam: “would you 
send your own sons and friends into battle against 
a terrorist enemy without whatever support you 
could lend— be it air, naval, or ground power?” The 
military says no, and we must agree; those that do 
not would be lacking in responsibility to the men 
who are fighting patriotically under our flag. 

And to those who openly avow their willingness 

to burn their draft cards or avoid the service who 
attest desires to sing to and entertain troops in 
North Vietnam but not our own, who espouse the 
opponent’s cause to the chagrin of more wholesome 
citizens here and abroad— all in the name of the 
cause of symbolic protest, we should merely like to 
point out that truer Americans have struggled to 
make this a better country, and while many home- 
bred iconoclasts have managed to soil and tarnish 
its image on occasion, none have yet succeeded in 
tearing the greatness that is this powerful nation 
asunder. 

William Faulkner described some of these cur- 
rent senseless goings on quite aptly in the title of his 
book about the idiot: “lull of sound and fury, sig- 
nifying nothing.’’

Marshall Symmes Looks Back To A Just 
Concluded Trip Thru The Middle East 

The Marshall Symmes’ of -IS V tic Street returned recently from a Middle East tour which was one of 
the most eventful in their ninth traveled lives. 

Today Mr. and Mrs. Symmes have in sharp focus three of the world’s worst trouble spots: Athens, 
where they were last month when the revolution broke out; Isreal. Egypt and Jordan.

For vital, 73-year-old Marshall 
Symmes, descendant of th lW- 
crend Zachariah Symmes who in 
1684 received the largest of King 
Charles’ original land grant in 
Winchester (then Waterficld), 
the trip came alive again t a 
background of extensive study 
and a full, busy life. 

Mr. Symmes is an avid history 
scholar. And he’s been about, too. 

“Oh. he was a harmles look- 
ing, pink-cheeked boy,” said Mr. 
Symmes about Lawrence of Ara- 
bia, in his offhand easy way. as 
he leaned against the Star office 
water cooler. 

In most people it would have 
been name-dropping. In Marshall 
Symmes it was just a direct 
statement of fact. A farming- 
man at heart, with the eys and 
manner of a woodsman, Mr. 
Symmes just tells things as he 
sees them. He had met Lawrence 
in France in World War I. 

“My gosh, has that dame 
aged.” This time he was com- 
menting about Queen Elizabeth, 
seen in London. 

On Israel: “It’s a wonderful 
country. Boy they’ve worked to 
make something of it.” 

On Egypt: “It’s a lousy coun- 
try — dry, dusty, dirty. Cairo has 
a strange smell, too. And that 
trip to Luxor — whew... 688 miles 
of stark, staring, desert.” 

Some of these things might 
sound offensive coining from 
someone else. But they do not 
from Mr. Symmes. 

He compares Egypt and Israel 
just as he might his summer 
home of Antrim, New Hampshire 
with next door Wilton. And he’s 
equally interested and informed 
about both. 

This reporter for one is sorry 
I she’s missed his lectures, and is 
\ certainly going to try and take 
; ir. the next one. Mr. and Mrs. 
Symmes lecture here before local 
club groups — D.A.R., Fortnightly 
...Mrs. Symmes, horn Marion 
Ladd of Somerville, is a former 
head of the art department in 
the Malden Schools, and their 


talks sparkle with their own 
slides. 

Coming out of Greece into Yu- 
goslavia (“a very poor country — 
the service there was like chil- 
dren playing house,”) he and his 
co-tourists had all they could do 
to obey their tour-leader’s edict 
of not letting on that they had 
some pictures taken in strife-torn 
Athens. They were offered four 
or five hundred dollars for such 
shots. 

The Symmes left New York in 
early April and when they dis- 
embarked in Gibraltar thought 
the real excitement of their trip 
was in the past. For, aboard one 
of the newest luxury liners that 
plies the Atlantic regularly, they 
had hit a terrific storm; gone 
through one wave approximated 
at 90 feet and heeled over so 
that the decks were nearly per- 
pendicular to the seas... “the 
smoke stacks were darned close 
to dipping in and that would 
have been goodbye.” 

In Rome the Symmes learned 
that the crew of the ship they’d 
just left had struck, and the boat 
was stalled in Gabraltar. Again 
they thought they were just 
ahead of trouble. 

But the Winchester travelers 
arrived in Athens and walking 
down the street Mrs. Symmes 
turned her head and said, 
“What’s that that just hit the 
kiosk?” 

“A bullet,” said Marshall. The 
revolution was starting. 

At the Athens Hilton they ate 
fine food but with Greek Army 
patriots walking post with tom- 
my guns around the balcony over 
their heads. And one night, when 
things were hot enough for all 
concerned to feel a little uneasy, 
a red-haired American pianist sat 
at the piano and they all lustily 
sang songs of the West — much to 
the puzzlement of the Greeks. 

In Jordan the Symmes slept in 
a cave. “The ceilings were black 
from the candles used to light 
them... they slept there about 
3,000 years before Christ, you 
know.” 

Going into Egypt they had a 
four-engine, old fashioned prop 
plane that was having real trou- 
ble... “I knew something was 
wrong, it looked tough to me... 
we couldn’t fly over 10,000 feet 
and we just skimmed all over 


like a butterfly .. .air condition- 
ing was off too.” 

Tn Damascus there was a 
strike, and all the stores were 
smashed up. 

England never looked so green 
and beautiful to Mr. Symmes as 
it did coming after his desert 
trip, ft was in London that he 
saw Elizabeth — “she was enter- 
taining the King of Saudi Ara- 
bia.” 

Their troubles ended in Lon- 
don, and, coming home, “we had 
a wonderful trip, sailing the skies 
like a hawk in that new BOAC 
V.C. 10.” 

Reached last week, to comment 
on the new, tragic events in the 
lands of their travels, Mr 
Symmes was very sad. “I’m 
afraid they may get mad, and be- 
fore they know it destroy the 
whole oil industry.” 

We asked him about the out- 
come in the second day of the 
war. 

“Well, I was a soldier a long 
time, you know. I think the Jew- 
ish people have a system in their 
army, just as we and the Ger- 
man: have. They don’t fight as 

individuals, but as a team. This 
usually wins.” 

The Symmes farm. .Symmes 
Mill. . . Symmes corner. . .even, 
according to Chapman’s “History 
of Winchester,” was the Aberjona 
once known as the Symmes River 
on several ancient maps, so many 
of the family lived down in a 
cluster of farms near where the 
Bacon Street overpass now 
stands. 

“We have not the space to 
trace all the lines of the Symmes 
family, which has so multiplied 
upon the soil where it was plant- 
ed some three hundred years ago 
that, besides furnishing pioneers 
to other towns and states further 
west and even to Canada, there 
remain today (1936) fourteen 
male citizens of the name in Win- 
chester. and an undetermined, but 
very large number, in whose 
veins the Symmes blood flows 
...” (Chapman) 

Mr. Symmes was graduated 
from Winchester High School in 
1912 and has just had his 60th 
reunion at Tufts. He and Mrs. 
Symmes are glad to be back in 
New England and hope to have a 
quiet summer before planning an- 
other trip somewhere.

The Public Library will present, as its fifth set 
of concerts, the following works: Trouble in Tahiti 
( 1952) by Leonard Bernstein, and Concerto in E 
Minor for Violin, Op. 64, by Felix Mendelssohn. 

Trouble in Tahiti, an amusing, unconventional lit- 
tle domestic comedy in one act and seven scenes 
for which Bernstein wrote his own libretto, was de- 
scribed by him in the following manner shortly be- 
fore its world premiere: “It’s a lightweight piece. 
The whole thing is popular-song inspired and the 
roots are in musical comedy, or, even better, the 
American musical theatre.” On June 12, 1952, it 
was given its first performance under the composer’s 
direction at the Festival of the Creative Arts at 
Brandeis University (of which Bernstein was artis- 
tic director). 

The subject, the same as that of Facsimile and 
the second symphony, is the present-day loneliness 
and emptiness of maoy people. This is symbolized 
in the opera in the daily trivial bickerings of a young 
married couple in a typical suburban community. 
The development of the plot, as seen in the seven 
scenes, constitutes a very well-knit, three-part form 
analogous to the customary A-B-A form. In scenes 
one and seven, Dinah and Sam are together, first at 
breakfast in their typical suburban home, and finally 
sharing their after-dinner coffee in their same su- 
burban home. The composer uses scenes two and 
three and scenes five and six to alternate first be- 
tween Sam’s depression and Dinah’s visit to her an- 
alyst, and then between Sam’s jubilation and Dinah’s 
escape through the plot of a film entitled Trouble in 
Tahiti. The apex is the central scene where they 
both meet, a meeting punctuated with acute embar- 
rassment, and terminated with manufactured excuses. 

On November 16, 1852, Trouble in Tahiti was of- 
fered as part of NBC’s TV opera season, and in 1955, 
is was seen on Broadway. 

Mendelssohn’s violin concerto in E minor, Op. 64, 
completed on September 16, 1844, was given its first 
performance on March 13, 1845, by Ferdinand Da- 
vid, an eminent violinist, for whom it had been com- 
posed. The outstanding feature of this work, and 
perhaps a clue to its popularity among not only 
listeners but also violinists, is the fact that it was 
one of the compositions which was not commissioned 
by the Prussian king during Mendelssohn’s tenure 
as the royal composer. 

The concerto manifests, throughout, Mendelssohn’s 
acceptance of the postulates of European musical 
aesthetics: economy of means and thematic integra- 
tion. The themes are astonishingly simple and 
sparse of harmonic means. The harmonic content 
of the main theme, for example, is based entirely on 
the principal triads; there are few modulations; 
there are only three chromatically rising bass lines, 
all at decisive points. Mendelssohn avoids the usual 
key relationship by using the following sequence: 
E Minor - C Major - E Major. 

Arnold Schering sums up the work as follows: “In 
its happy union of ennobled virtuosity and poetic 
significance of content, it has not been surpassed up 
till now.”

Not “Bought” 
But Earned

May I say in answer to the June 
1 letter to the editor concerning 
Another View of Patriotism that 
perhaps the writer’s closing com- 
ment is indicative of the cancer 
which seems to he eating* away at 
the hearts of our “sunshine pa- 
triots.” 

To quote: “I see the costs, Sir. 

I do not see what we are buying.” 
One would almost think that the 
writer considered the interests and 
welfare of our country on the 
same level as that of the cost of 
meat and potatoes. Freedom and 
liberty, the often derided American 
way of life, can not be, and in the 
heart of a Super Patriot is never, 
“bought and paid for” with hard 
cold cash in the world-wide super- 
market. 

The biggest and sometimes the 
most frightening and savage cost 
of conflict is found in the hearts 
and souls of men. That which dis- 
tinguishes the Super Patriot from 
the “sunshine patriot” is the 
strength and willingness to pay the 
real cost of freedom. Those men 
who do battle to preserve freedom 
of choice throughout the world, be 
they “weekend warriors” or ca- 
reer officers, know both the cost 
and what they are buying. 

Perhaps their awareness of the 
true cost of confrontation and con- 
flict can serve as an example for 
those of us who do not possess 
their strength and confidence.

Editor of the Star: 

I would like to respond to the 
recent letter in the Star signed by 
the Voice of Winchester Committee 
co-chairmen, particularly in re- 
spect to their statement that this 
committee objects to Winchester 
participation in METCO because of 
the overcrowding in our schools. 

As the School Committee has 
stated many times recently, their 
decision to participate in METCO 
was based on the fact that as of 
September, 1967, Winchester 
schools will not he overcrowded 
and indeed will have a very favor- 
able student ratio per classroom. 

This “overcrowding” argument 
of the Voice of Winchester Com- 
mittee is merely one of the many 
“red herrings” thrown out by this 
committee to distort as much as 
possible the entire question. 

My second point: where was the 
Voice of Winchester Committee 
last year when the School Com- 
mittee went on record as favoring 
METCO for Winchester, if and 
when student space was available? 

At that time the Tufts Road 
School was being planned, and it 
was fairly evident that there prob- 
ably would be room for METCO, 
yet this Committee would have 
Winchester believe that this pro 
METCO vote by the School Com- 
mittee was acted upon without the 
Town’s knowledge. This is not true. 

In my opinion, the School Com- 
mittee has acted in complete open- 
ness and Winchester citizens had 
nearly a full year to consider whe- 
ther or not they wished to become 
involved with METCO. 

A year ago was the time for 
petitions and meetings by those op 
posed. 

Let me end by saying I was 
brought up in Winchester, attend- 
ed school here for six years and 
now have my three children in its 
schools. I believe that Winchester 
had grown not only in population 
but also in wider democratic un- 
derstanding and in progressive 
thinking.

If he is a Communist or if he 
is a neutralist, I am going to fight 
him militarily,” Premier Ky said 
md added, “In any democratic 
country you have the right to dis- 
agree with the views of others.” 
lie further declared that press 
ensorship would continue during 
the election campaign now begin- 
ning. 

I have pondered this statement 
together with a moving plea made 
one week later (N.Y. Times, May 
21, 1967) by the Buddhist Socialist 
Bloc, a loose coalition of religious 
\nd secular groups (including 
Catholics) under Buddhist guid- 
ance, who claim that the vast ma- 
jority of Vietnamese people op- 
pose both the American policy of 
defeating communism by force and 
a communist victory. They state 
simply, “we love our country and 
do not want to see it destroyed by 
partisans of either the extreme 
left or the extreme right.” Instead 
they seek a third way in Vietnam, 
a freely-elected civilian govern- 
ment which would be responsive to 
the wishes of the majority of the 
people in support of peace and neu- 
trality. 

However they state that Premier 
Ky, with the strength of his Unit- 
ed States backing, through the use 
of censorship and other repressive 
measures and technicalities, has 
made a genuinely free election im- 
possible. 

In the light of these contrasting 
statements, and with the know- 
ledge of the horror and suffering 
we have inflicted and continue to 
inflict in Vietnam to achieve the 
right of the Vietnamese people to 
have a government of their own 
choosing, I must ask, how success- 
ful has our policy been? 

Can we honestly feel that what 
we have achieved in Vietnam just- 
ifies the means we have used? Will 
a continuation of this same policy 
bring the Vietnamese people closer 
to what the majority want — peace 
and a representative government?

I wonder how many of your 
readers noticed a recent statement 
made in South Vietnam by Premier 
Ky (N.Y. 'rimes. May 14, 1967) to 
the effect that he plans to run for 
the Presidency of South Vietnam 


Editor of the Star: 

The gang comes walking down 
the street singing, shouting, mouth- 
ing obscenities, sometimes drinking 
cans of beer and throwing the em- 
pties about the street; stopping 
now and again to set otf their fire- 
crackers or to use them to blow up 
a sidewalk light in front of a home. 
Then for added activities they will 
remove a sewer cover or two or 
maybe a manhole cover instead, 
and while on the corner as long as 
it’s so handy, tip over a mail box. 
The scene of these actions is not on 
some afternoon in a small town in 
California under siege by the mo- 
torcycle gangs, but on any of our 
streets here in Winchester at any- 
time between twelve and four 
o’clock in the morning. 

These rowdy events are not a 
new thing here in town; they have 
been occurring for over a year. 
Lately, however, it seems that they 
have become a weekly activity for 
these young people. One cannot 
help but wonder where the parents 
of these youths are. 

Can it be possible that they do 
not know or care where their chil- 
dren are at this time of the morn- 
ing? It is natural to assume that 
one’s offspring would do nothing 
wrong; but as long as there is no 
printed report of these numerous 
incidents, even though they have 
been reported to the proper author- 
ities, can we blame only the par- 
ents? 

It is apparent to me that the si- 
lent, push-it-under-the-rug philos- 
ophy with which the authorities 
are treating these incidents is not 
providing much success; it is in 
fact very inadequate. 

The situation in parts of town 
has become so severe that home- 
owners are hesitant to continue 
planting their gardens because 
much of what they have done has 
been uprooted and/or trodden 
down, sidewalk lamps are blown 
up as fast as they can be repaired, 
cars left in the driveway are van- 
dalized; and yet we receive no 
statement from our officials regard- 
ing any positive action on their 
part. There must be a better an- 
swer to the situation than the si- 
lent treatment which seems to be 
the official attitude. 

What do we need to combat this 
nuisance? Do we need better street 
lighting, a better method of patrol 
ling the streets, better cooperation 
on the part of our citizens in re 
porting these acts, or a fuller in- 
vestigation by parents into their 
children’s activities? 

i am not in any way criticizing 
the actions of our police, they are 
doing the best they can; but they 
seem to be handicapped. 

I do feel, however, that the Chief 
of Police should explain to us what 
he needs to stop this wave of row- 
dyism. 

Perhaps the present method of 
silence is doing better than I feel 
that it is; but if it is, then why 
should it be necessary for me to 
write this letter?

If you look up the word apathy 
in the dictionary, you will find 
that it means — indifference, or 
lack of interest. With this thought 
in mind, would you say that you 
were apathetic when it comes to 
the education of your children? 
You raise them, clothe them, feed 
them, and try to give them all the 
necessities of life, and if you think 
your responsibilities end there, you 
are sadly mistaken. 

There has been a lot of talk 
about the Winchester School Com- 
mittee having a moral obligation 
to the children of Winchester, but 
you as citizens and parents, also 
have a moral obligation. 

If you continue to ignore what 
is happening, what hope will you 
have for keeping the neighborhood 
schools. The problem is now. Don’t 
sit back and let someone else do 
your job for you. Set aside that 
paint brush, rake, golf club, bowl- 
ing ball, or whatever you may be 
doing, and show your children that 
you do care about their future. 

How much do you know about 
the METCO program? Have you 
looked into it at all? Do you know 
what their long-range plans are? 
This year wo will receive thirty 
METCO students, but how many 
the year after, and the year after 
that. 

If we build new schools, will all 
available seats be filled with out- 
side students? 

I have always believed that you 
should never start something that 
you cannot finish, and Winchester 
is not in a position to be commit- 
ted to a program it most certainly 
cannot finish. 

We constantly read and hear 
about all the advantages this pro 
gram has for the children involved. 
Bear in mind that these children 
are five and six year olds, who will 
be spending their whole day away 
from their own neighborhood 
school and friends. 

They will be put on a bus at 
7:30 a. m., driven through heavy 
traffic in all kinds of bad weather, 
left here at Winchester Schools 
(how many schools has not been 
decided), and at the end of the 
school day, put back on the bus 
for the long ride home, arriving 
somewhere between 4 and 4:30 
p.m. 

METCO itself has in its pro 
posal expressed concern about the 
possible negative effects of the 
program on the very young. Why 
then are they doing this? 

In the Lynch Jr. High, we have 
143 elementary school children us- 
ing four classrooms. These rooms 
are needed very badly for Junior 
High students, and yet next year 
these seats will still be filled with 
elementary school children, be 
cause there are no seats available 
for them in their own schools. 

We have also been told of the 
deplorable condition of some of 
our schools; of children being 
taught in rooms supposedly not 
available for teaching; that our 
pupil-teacher-ratio is not what it 
should be; and last but not least, 
Winchester has quite a percentage 
of under-achievers... 

According to the Boston papers, 
METCO applied for $300,000 for 
next year, but received only $109,- 
000. To help alleviate their finan- 
cial difficulty, METCO intends to 
put a curb on their High School 
busing to the suburban school sys- 
tems. 

Wouldn’t it much more feasible 
for them to instead remove from 
their program, cities and towns 
like Winchester, who have such an 
overcrowded situation in the 
schools already? 

METCO will be voted on from 
year to year on whether we will be 
ible to continue? 

In the METCO program it 
reads: Once a child is entered in a 
suburban school, he, or she, will 
continue with their entire educa- 
tion in that community. 

I find this is becoming more con- 
fusing all the time. If these chil- 
dren are to continue their entire 
education in our schools, and fed- 
eral funds are not available, who 
then will pay the bill? 

At the present time Senator Ke- 
vin Harrington has submitted a 
plan for a Metropolitan School 
System. 

Have you any idea what that 
means ? 

Children would be transported 
from one community to another to 
attend school. 

In the METCO proposal it 
states: “We have in mind student 
exchanges, teacher exchanges, spe- 
cial tutorial programs, identifica- 
tion of individual students whose 
needs might be served better by 
attendance in other schools, coop- 
erative curriculum development 
projects, work projects, and op 
portunities for social affairs. We 
are committed to the notion that a 
Metropolitan concept of public ed- 
ucation must be developed in other 
areas of public interest, and we 
will seek out and encourage any 
possibilities that support this 
goal.” 

If this is what you want for 
your children, then sit back and be 
apathetic. If you do not want to 
see your neighborhood schools 
replace that apathy

You recently printed a series of 
answers by the Winchester School 
Committee to questions asked about 
METCO. Last week, you printed 
another series of questions and 
answers by the League of Women j 
Voters on the same problem. 

These two organizations are ei- 
ther trying to delude the parents 
of Winchester through ignorance i 
or design or they, themselves, have' 
been misinformed by officials of 
METCO. If we answer these same 
(piestions with statements of ME- 
TCO officials before the State De- 
partment of Education and in of- 
ficial METCO memos we find a dif- 
ferent set of answers.

5. Is METCO non-profit? 

METCO will pay Winchester $-1-™ 
per student. In asking; tor Federal 
Funds, METCO submitted the fol- 
lowing; budget: “We would requ l ‘"l 
support at the rate of $1,000 per 
pupil plus $25 per pupil for hi 
structional materials, exclusive ol 
transportation costs.”

With 250 pupils in mind — $l-- ;

So, with the actual answers from 
METCO officials, we see that there 
is far more involved than merely 
admitting a few outside students 
to Winchester schools.

the capacity of our elementary 
schools the School Committee de- 
cided to move the School Depart- 
ment offices to temporary quart- 
ers, thus freeing classrooms in 
Lynch Junior High School for use 
as an elementary school annex.’

the Town Hall. He displayed n 
wildlife map of Winchester, a 
woodland map and several other 
maps of great interest to the 
ommissioners and associate com- 
missioners. Mr. Work pointed out 
that the soil is our greatest reser- 
voir of water and that in paving 
and surfaces 20 percent to 40 per- 
cent of the water infiltration is 
lost through storm sewer diver- 
sion. 

Wilson Hill, a Soil Conserva- 
tion Service representative, stat- 
ed that the purpose of the pro- 
posed survey is to advise the 
town of the properties of its 
physical make-up and to suggest 
possible management and main- 
tenance policies, but not to pro- 
pose any particular land use 
plans. The state and federal agen- 
cies making the survey may rec- 
ommend purchase of stream 
banks, of green areas for nature 
trails, may recommend placing 
dams in some spots to impound 
water for storage, to conserve 
wildlife or increase recreational 
potential for townspeople; but 
the ultimate decision as to actual 
land use is the town boards. A 
Natural Resources Inventory is 
aimed at long range planning 
based on the physical character- 
istics of the land rather than on 
present land use and/or owner- 
ship. 

Mr. Muehl said that he looks to 
the Winchester Conservation 
Commission, the Board of Select- 
men, Planning Board, Recreation 
and Park Commissions to point 
out what the town’s wishes are 
in respect to land use. He also 
hopes to have a joint meeting 
with concerned boards midway 
through this study, sometime in 
August probably, to further dis- 
cuss the town’s needs and wishes. 

Many agencies will play a part 
in compiling the inventory: the 
Forest and Parks Division, Fish- 
eries and Game Division, Con- 
servation Service, Water Resour- 
ces Commission, the Massachu- 
setts Extension Service. Mr. 
Muehl expects that the survey 
will be complete sometime in 
September. 

The Conservation Commission 
formally applied to have the in- 
ventory taken last October. At 
present the commission is com- 
posed of: David Turnquist, chair- 
man, Mrs. Lillian Whitman, Miss 
Corinne Mead, Malcolm Masters, 
Mrs. Richard R. Thuma.

Tent Tips For 
Family Camping 

When it conies to family camp- 
ing, the experience and research 
of the Boy Scouts provides valu- 
able tips for modern tent dwellers. 

“Camping requires some know- 
how,” says Charles Burke, chair- 
man of the camping activities com- 
mittee, of the Minuteman Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, “and life 
in a tent can he more enjoyable if 
families know how to choose a tent 
site, how to pitch a tent, and how 
to take care of it.” 

Mr. Burke points out that the 
tent site should be on reasonably 
level and smooth ground, have a 
south or southeast exposure, be 
protected from the wind, have no 
trees or deadfalls overhead or 
nearby, and not be near gullies or 
ravines because of flash-flood dan- 
ger. 

Every new Boy Scout learns how 
to tie a taut-line hitch for guy lines 
and knows that a tent should not 
be ditched. 

The number one rule for living 
in the tent is “beware of fire” — 
keep all flames away from the tent, 
Mr. Burke says. Other points to re- 
member are to keep extra ropes 
available for quick storm rigging, 
loosen tent ropes in case of rain 
because canvas and rope shrink 
when wet and tight ropes can rip 
the tent in a storm, look out for 
punctures and abrasions from 
sharp poles, never pile dirt or 
leaves against the lower walls to 
avoid possibility of rot and dis- 
integration, use netting materials 
or a repellent for making the tent 
bugproof, and adjust tho windows 
and doors for good ventilation. 

A tent will give many years of 
service if it is cleaned carefully 
after use and dried thoroughly be- 
fore storing. The tent should be 
rolled or folded with the roof pro- 
tected and should be carried and 
stored in a bag, Burke advises.

AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 3, 1967 

VOTED. That the Town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town by adding thereto a new article as follows: 

ARTICLE III A 
DOG CONTROL 


Sect. 1. 
Officer: 


Restraint or Muzzling of Dogs, by order of Dog 


If any person shall make complaint in writing to the Dog 
Officer of the Town, that any dog owned or harbored within his 
jurisdiction, is a nuisance by reason of vicious disposition or ex- 
cessive barking or other disturbance, the Dog Officer shall inves- 
tigate such complaints, which may include an examination on oath 
of the complainant, and may order such dog to be restrained or 
muzzled. 

Sect. 2. Restraint by Dog Officer: 

The Dog Officer may restrain or order to be restrained or 
muzzled any dog for any of the following reasons: 

(a) If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, 
while an order of the Dog Officer for the restraint or 
muzzling of such dog is in effect. 

(b) If found in a school, schoolyard, public recreation area, 
store, or shopping area. 

(c) For having bitten any person. 

(d) For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any 
other domestic animal. 

(e) For chasing any vehicle upon any public way open to 
public travel in the town. 


(f) For any violation of Sections 10 or 10 A, Article III of 
the Town By-Laws. 

Sect. 3. Fines. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog who shall fail to comply with 
any order of the Dog Officer issued pursuant to Sections 1 or 2, 
shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 

Sect. 4. Appeal: 

The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to be 
restrained or muzzled under Section l or 2, may within seven 
days after such order or restraint, file a request in writing with 
the Dog Officer, that the restraining order be vacated or that the 
dog may be released, and after investigation by the Dog Officer, 
said officer may vacate such order or release such dog with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen after such hearing or notice 
as the Board of Selectmen may deem advisable. If such order is 
not vacated or the dog is not released, as the case may be, the 
owner or keeper of such dog, within twenty clays after such 
order or restraint, may bring a petition in the Woburn District 
Court, praying that the order or restraint may be reviewed by 
the Court, and after such notice to the Dog Officer, as the Court 
may deem necessary, it shall review such action, hear the wit- 
nesses, and affirm or reverse the order of the Dog Officer. The 
decision of the Court shall be final and conclusive on both Parties. 

Sect. 5. License and Keeping of Dogs Within the Town: 

(a) The annual fee required for a Dog License shall be 
increased as of January 1, 1968, by one (1) dollar, which 
shall be kept by the Town. 

(b) No Kennel Licenses shall be issued in the Town of Win- 
chester and no one shall keep more than three (3) dogs 
over the age of three (3) months. This shall not apply 
to the Dog Officer, who may keep dogs in accordance with 
his duties.

London. Mrs. Derro fell on the 
cobblestone street and sprained 
her ankle. Because of this incident 
we saw how social medicine works 
in England. My wife received ex- 
cellent care and service in the 
hospital including x-rays etc. 
When it was time to settle the bill, 
they informed us that there was 
no charge. Frankly, I felt guilty 
because as a foreigner, I felt ob- 
ligated, but they would not hear 
of it. 

After strapping her leg, my wife 
was able to hobble around, and 
with the wonderful help of the 
T.W\A. personnel, she was given 
V.I.P. treatment, and put on board 
for our trip home. 

Needless to say, we were happy 
to be back again with our friends 
and family. 


not there arc any stowaways. The 
unfortunate situation is that many 
people have relatives in the east- 
ern sector only a few miles away, 
and it takes almost a week for a 
letter to be delivered. In most cas- 
es the West Berliners are reluctant 
to write, because they are afraid 
that their mail will be opened by 
the East Berlin authorities. 

Our observation of the so-called 
Berlin wall was most interesting 
and depressing. On the western 
sector many observation platforms 
are erected for the purpose of 
viewing the barbed wire and vari- 
ous other types of barriers between 
the sectors. In contrast there are 
no observation posts in the eastern 
sector, but there are many armed 
guards, and as you can imagine 
cry few people. We also saw many 
memorials erected in honor of the 
many people who tried and failed 
to gain entrance to the western 
sector. 

At one point we saw some people 
from the western sector trying to 
draw the attention of some people 
from the eastern sector, but to no 
avail. No doubt the East Berliners 
were a little afraid of the armed 
guards who were standing nearby. 
Although the tourists are incon- 
venienced at the various check- 
points, a soldier in uniform, going 
to the eastern sector, is allowed 
through without any problem. 

Through Eastern Zone 
We did drive through the east- 
ern zone to get to Amsterdam, and 
this was also interesting. Some of 
the women in Winchester will he 
surprized to learn that we actually 
saw able bodied women working 
side by side with men repairing the 
highways. In one of the farming 
areas, we saw two women plowing 
the land. One woman was leading 
the horse and the other was hold- 
ing the plow. 

At one checkpoint, we were un- 
duly held up, and there is no doubt 
in my mind that when the eastern 
authorities saw that I was a police 
chief, they decided to make me 
wait a little longer. The smart 
thing to do in these situations is 
to stay in your car and say no- 
thing. The most unfortunate situa- 
tion, because of this problem be- 
tween the western and eastern 
zone, is that a whole new genera- 
tion is suffering because of some- 
thing that happened many years 
ago. 

We have driven many miles on 
a super highway in both Germany 
and Holland, and we have yet to 
find a toll road. As 1 understand it, 
there is a much higher gasoline tax 
than ours, and this revenue is put 
into road construction. At various 
points there are no speed limits, 
md cars are passing at close to 
100 miles per hour. 

We enjoyed our stay in Amster- 
dam very much. We visited the 
Anne Frank home, and a lump 
came into my throat, when I start- 
ed reading about the hardships the 
Frank family had to go through as 
a result of the persecution of the 
Jewish people. 

Amsterdam is actually built on 
reclaimed land, and has about 600 
bridges over the canals. It has 
something in common with Venice 
except that there are no cars in 
Venice. There are over 40,000 hi 
cycles in this city, and during the 
*ush hours the bicycles are in com- 
petition with the motor vehicle 
traffic. 

When visiting Rotterdam and the 
Hague, we found that Rotterdam 
was badly damaged during the war, 
and one can see many new build- 
ings. When they started rebuilding, 
they decided to make the roads 
wider and this makes it a pleasure 
to drive through. 

Mishap in London 

After our pleasant stay in Hol- 
land, we flew to London, England 
to take in the sights, and we were 
glad to be in a country where 
English was spoken. The various 
points of interest included the 
Tower of London, St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral and Big Ben. Our guide told us 
that the minute hand on Big Ben is 
12 feet long. The only unfortunate 
incident of our trip happened in 


Annual Conference of the Boston- 
based North Conway Institute, an 
interfaith alcohol education group.

It is expected to trigger the Con- 
ference theme on how ecumenical 
church action can be taken on alco- 
hol problems. 

Folowing discussion of the task- 
force report, leading churchmen 
and educators from the U.S. and 
Canada will work several days to 
begin development of practical ac- 
tion programs at the community 
and congregational levels. 

We expect this report to have 
profound effect on church action 
on alcohol-related problems,” says 
the Rev. David A. Works, executive 
vice president and chief administa- 
tive officer of the 15-year old insti- 
tute. 

We are now ready to work in- 
tensively on ‘grass roots’ programs 
— with emphasis on developing 
models of action on alcohol prob- 
lems. 

“These practical, action-oriented 
workshops at the Conference, and 
after, will result in programs for 
the local parish, for interfaith and 
ecumenical use, and on a commu- 
nity-wide basis.” 

The North Conway Institute is a 
unique fellowship. It is the only 
interfaith, interdenominational, to- 
tally ecumenical organization con- 
cerned with the problems of drink- 
ing, drunkenness, and alcoholism, 
cooperating with the community in 
the development and promotion of 
interdisciplinary ongoing religious 
action programs. 


Army Points To 
Plane Maint’nance 

Many Army jobs have high-pay- 
ing civilian counterparts, especial- 
ly in the aircraft maintenance 
field, said SFC M. L. Angelotti, 
U.S. Army recruiter, located at 49

He pointed out that each mili- 
tary aircraft requires an average 
of 10 hours of ground maintenance 
for each hour in the air.

“Aircraft engine mechanic, air- 
craft electrician and welder, motor 
analyst and airframe repairman 
are just a few of the well-paid 
civilian jobs,” the recruiter said. 

Young men who apply must be 
high school graduates. After Army 
testing and upon qualification, the 
men are given a written guarantee 
of training in the aircraft main- 
tenance field before they enlist.

A new generation of veterans — 
those who have served during the 
action in Vietnam — will be repre- 
sented for the first time when the 
American Legion convenes in Bos- 
ton on August 25 for its week- 
long 49th annual national meeting. 

Voted into membership at the 
last convention in Washington, 
D.C., they have joined with the 
World War I, World War II and 
Korean War veterans previously 
qualified. They already total about 
50,000 of the some 2.6 million now 
on the roles of the world’s largest 
veterans’ organization. 

The eligiblity period for admis- 
sion of the Vietnam era veterans 
began on August 5, 1964, the date 
of the first retaliatory military ac- 
tion through the | attack in the 
Guf of Tonkin. 

The admission resolution was 
passed on the first day of the 1966 
convention in order to make it 
possible to petition Congress for 
amendment of the Federal 
harter prior to its impending ad- 
journment. 

The House and Senate passed 
the bill on August 31 and Presi- 
dent Johnson signed it into law 
on September 1 before the ad- 
journment of the Legion conven- 
tion. 

An honoroable discharge from 
the service is a basic requirement 
for admission into the Legion. Be- 
cause it is a veterans organization, 
makes no attempt to recruit 
those still in the services. 

The first two Boston national 
conventions, 1930 and 1940, in- 
cluded only the veterans of World 
War I. However, during the mam- 
moth eight-hour long parade on 
August 28 they will he joined by 
the World War II, Korean War 
and Vietnam era veterans as they 
march over Back Bay and down- 
town streets.

Principal W. Howard Niblock 
addressed the graduating seniors 
with the following remarks: 
“Early this year I said to you 
seniors *If in doubt, do right.' This 
seemed to be good advice then as 
it does now'. 

“But then someone might ask 
— What’s ‘right?’ You will say 
that this is a changing world po- 
litically, socially, morally, and 
technically so w hat is right today 
may he wrong tomorrow, or what 
is right for John may be wrong 
for Peter. 

“Philosophers call this confus- 
ion in determining what is right 
— situation ethics and ethics of 
consequence. 

“This is no time, however, to 
philosophize, but it surely is a 
time to state that if you believe 
in the wrong things and act in 
the wrong ways your life and the 
lives of others will suffer. 

“So what is right? Without 
equivocation I commend the fol- 
lowing to you as right if you are 
to be the kind of person you can 
be and if this world of ours is to 
be a better place in which to live: 
“Use your knowledge to help 
solve some of the problems you 
may say we oldsters have created. 

“The Boy Scouts of America 
have some admirable traits of 
character I would commend to all 
of you. but I’ll be satisfied if you 
make just four a part of you: 
“Be Dependable — If you say 
you’ll do something do it. 

“Be Honest — You can’t be dis- 
honest yourself and expect others 
to deal honestly with you. 

“Be Sincere' — A phony has no 
place in your society, or ours. 

“Care About People — If you 
don’t care about others and fail 
to do something about it, others 
certainly can’t be expected to 
care about you. 

“There is nothing very new r in 
what I have just said, but all 
that is new is not necessarily 
good, nor is all change progress. 

“We have faith that you’ll do 
right, because you know r what is 
right. 

“Remember President Theodore 
Roosevelt’s advice: ‘Courageous 
fighting for the right is the no- 
blest sport the world affords.” 
Principal Niblock then cited 
the accomplishments of the three 
retiring high school teachers, Ma- 
dame Genicot, Mr. Power, and Mr. 
McCloskey. He also presented and

IBM “Enters” 

U.S.G.A. Open 

by Harry McGrath 

Added to the record entry of 
2,680, now reduced to 150 who 
start at the championship proper, 
will be an added “starter” in the 
form of an IBM computer-driven 
sports message hoard and sports 
information service. 

The service will be housed in a 
40-foot long mobile van, normally 
positioned near the 18th green. 

The information furnished will 
include tournament leadership in- 
formation, number of holes played 
by each player, score to date for 
leach player, number of putts for 
each player, driving data on each 
player and much information never 
before available to: (1) the gallery 
on the course, (2) the working 
press and (3) the television view- 
ers at home. 

In the words of Joe Dey, execu- 
tive director of the U.S.G.A., “this 
is a far cry from the day when the 
only way you knew what was oc- 
curring on the course was through 
rumor.” 

One of the most interesting 
pieces of information contained in 
a notice to all qualifiers, was the 
comparison of elapsed time for the 
last groups in the Opens of 1964- 
1965 and 1966. 

The average time for the last 
group in all rounds in 1966 was 
about one hour faster than in 1965, 
and almost an hour faster than in 
1964. 

Because the last two rounds 
were played in one day the last 
time the Open was held at Baltus- 
rol, it will be difficult to make com- 
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has played through 18; Boros, 14; 
Ford 12; Littler. 12; Rosburg, 12; 
and Palmer 10. 

Walter Hagan finished in the 1st 
10, 16 times, Ben Hogan, 15 times 
and Sam Snead, 1 1 times.

1895 through 1948, during which 
years first money averaged $604. 

Every professional who com- 
pletes 72 holes at Baltusrol will re- 
ceive $600 which is more than the 
champion received from 1895 
through 1928. 

The youngest, also the first win- 
ner in 1895, was Horace Rawlins, 
a young English professional, who 
had come over early that year to 
be assistant at Newport, Rhode 
Island, where the first Open was 
held. He had 173 (91-82) the first 
year, and his 155, again for 36 
holes was good for second place 
the following year, the winner hav- 
ing 152. 

He, Rawlins, received $100 for 
his win in 1895. 

The championship went to 72 
holes in 1898, and was held at My- 
opia. 

Among this year’s favorites are 
the “Big Four,” Casper, Nicklaus, 
Player and Palmer, plus Boros, 
Brewer and a few others. 

For me, I still like Nicklaus.

When summer comes, our four- 
walled classroom is replaced by a 
“classroom” as big as vacation 
travels can make it. Our year- 
’round house is sometimes closed 
up while everyone enjoys the nov- 
elty of living in a cottage or a ho- 
tel or an outdoor camp; and in gen- 
eral the whole family falls into a 
more casual way of life at vacation 
time. 

This is exactly the time when 
fire can strike with its most disas- 
trous results ! 

Lock schoolhouse and town house 
doors and enjoy summer’s fun, but 
don’t be lulled into forgetting fire’s 
many dangers. Keep these hot- 
weather fire hazards in mind as you 
have a good time during your sum- 
mer vacation : 

In the excitement of going away, 
don’t forget to leave your house or 
apartment as fire^safe as possible; 

Remove any trash and litter 
which may have collected inside or 
outside your home;

spend your vacation, one of the 
first things to do is to work out a 
family escape plan to be used in 
case fire strikes. Go through your 
vacation house carefully, figuring 
out two possible exits from each 
room, especially each bedroom. 
Then decide upon a place outdoors, 
well away from the house, for the 
family to meet in case of a fire 
emergency. Once all the people are 
out of a burning building, it is 
very important that no one goes 
back into it. Nothing that might 
burn is as valuable as the life 
which might be lost trying to save 
it! 

Be sure everyone knows how to 
summon the fire department serv- 
ing your vacation area and can 
give firemen directions to your ex- 
act location, particularly if it is a 
campsite or other out-of-the-way 
place. 

The whole family should follow 
the same fire safety rules on vaca- 
tion as at home — rules like being 
extremely careful about putting 
out cigarettes; no leaving matches 
or lighters where children might 
play with them; and using elec- 
trical appliances with great care. 

It is a good idea to include a 
fire extinguisher among your sum- 
mer household furnishings. Make 
sure it’s in good working order. 

Outdoor cooking, whether in 
your own backyard or at a camp- 
site, should be done with these fire 
safety rules in mind: 

Never use gasoline or lighter 
fluid to start your fire — use only 
a fire starter which is intended for 
this purpose; 

Once a fire is going, never add 
fire starter or nnv other flammable 
liquid like gasoline or paint thin- 
ner to make the fire burn faster; 

Don’t wear long, loose sleeves 
or a full skirt near an open fire. 
Clothing fires, started when chil- 
dren anil careless adults get too 
close to a cook-out or trash fire, 
can ruin a summer vacation pain- 
fully and tragically. 

Lightning is another cause of 
fire which should he met with ev- 
ery safety precaution. Summer is 
electrical storm time and it’s im- 
portant to know what to do if a 
thunder-and-lightning barrage fol- 
lows you up the vacation trail. 

The most important thing to 
remember is: 

Don’t go out of doors or remain 
out during a thunderstorm if you 
can possibly avoid it. If you are 
outside when an electrical storm 
hits, get inside a large build- 
ing or an automobile which has a 
metal top and body, (not a con- 
vertible), or stay in dense woods 
or in a ditch or other low area. 
Never stay in the water if you are 
in swimming when a storm comes 
up. 

Fire-safe summers, include at- 
tention to fire safety in the place 
you live, in the area where you 
{pkay — and in the clothing you 
wear. 

Make this a fire-safe summer for 
yourself and your whole family by 
remembering that, as Sparky says, 
Fire never takes a vacation!

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Wakefield Resignation 
Confirmed By Selectmen ; 
Incident ‘ Dismays’ Town 

The Board of Selectmen on Monday night accepted “with regret” 
the resignation of Town Engineer James A. Wakefield, Jr., as the final 
solution in a politics-policy separation of views on administration be- 
tween the long-time department head and the Town's elected executive 
board.

Mr. Wakefield officially leaves 
the Town’s employ after 26 years 
of service in August. He resigns 
from the posts of town engineer, 
superintendent of streets and 
highways, tree warden, local su- 
perintendent of insect pest con- 
trol. fence viewer, and special 
police officer, after serving as ad- 
ministrative department head for 
17 years. 

Mr. Wakefield, 52, and a resi- 
dent at 18 Fells Road, plans to 
become associated with a consult- 
ing engineering firm in Boston 
as a civil engineer after a few 
weeks vacation. 

The resignation of the Town’s 
professionally capable and long- 
time town engineer and Highway 
Department head came as a sur- 
prise to many townspeople last 
week. 

A former Town Selectman, who 
declined to be named, termed the 
occasion of Mr. Wakefield’s resig- 
nation as an “unfortunate and un- 
necessary” situation; and added 
that it would be a “mistake” for 
the Town to let Mr. Wakefield go. 

The main issue at loggerheads 
between the experienced adminis- 
trative operating head of the 
Forestry Department and the 
elected part-time executive board 
was over the appointing of a new 
foreman in the Forestry Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Wakefield had appointed 
Edgar Thompson of Stoneham, a 
former town employee who had 
applied for the post, and this was 
contested by Richard Horn of 9 
Kendall Street, a senior employee 
in the Forestry Department. 

According to Mr. Wakefield 
state statute specifically author- 
izes the tree warden to appoint 
and promote free from other 
municipal powers, and he appoint- 
ed Mr. Thompson as foreman of 
the Forestry Department because 
he said he felt that man was the 
best qualified for the post. 

The majority of the Board of 
Selectmen disagreed, however, 
and according to unofficial re- 
ports, in a 3-2 decision following 
what has been described as an 
explosive and bitter executive ses- 
sion, voted: “That the tree ward- 
en be directed to appoint Richard 


A. Horn to the position of fore- 
man in the Forestry Depart- 
ment.” 

From unofficial indications, it 
appeared that the Selectmen were 
split adamantly on the subject: 
with chairman Henry K. Porter 
and K. Paul Chase, as business 
executives in private life, re- 
portedly favoring the department 
head’s position; and with Charles 
T. Doucette. Jr., Edmund A. Wil- 
liams and Paul F. Amico, busi- 
nessmen and lawyer, respectively, 
reported totally in opposition to 
the department head’s appoint- 
ment and voting for ordering a 
different appointment. 

“I have made some 25 other 
appointments during my 17 years 
as a department head, and they 
were never questioned by any

He was turned over to U.S. Air 
Force officials pending further 
action by the Turkish Govern- 
ment, according to the Red Cross, 
which notified Mrs. Frye, who is 
living at home with two other 
children. 

Professor Frye had left for the 
Middle East on June 7, and plan- 
ned to return home on September 
7. He speaks several Central 
Asian languages fluently and is 
the author of a number of books. 

In 1958 Professor Frye went to 
Moscow to study archaelogical 
sites in Soviet Central Asia.

Board of Selectmen before,” Mi. 
Wakefield said when asked about 
the appointment. Also, he noted, 
when he asked Town Counsel for 
his opinion when the matter be- 
came an issue, the Town Counsel, 
he said, agreed that he had the 
proper authority to appoint who- 
ever he thought most qualified— 
and that was the reason for the 
statute, to keep the politics out 
of the administration of the tree 
warden's function. 

As Mr. Wakefield sees it; “This 
is not a matter of policy over ad- 
ministration appointments.” 

“In my 26 years of working for 
the Town I had not seen any po- 
litical appointments in adminis- 
tration until this time,” Mr 
Wakefield commented. This, to 
Mr. Wakefield, spelled the be- 
ginning of politics in the ad- 
ministration of his department, 
and he chose to resign instead.

It is never too late. Mcsannie Wilkins certainly 
proved it, when almost 03 years old and having been 
told by her doctor that she had but two to four years 
to live (if she lived them “restfully”) , she got on her 
horse, took her dog and started on what turned out 
to be an almost 7000-mile journey from Maine to 
California. 

She had practically no supplies and just a few dol- 
lars in her pocket when she began her trek on No- 
vember 7th. She didn’t care about all the gossip she 
was stirring up in Minot, Maine. A few friends 
did tell her she was doing a foolish thing. “I’m sure 
a couple of them would have called it sinful, but they 
didn’t want to offend me.” 

It wasn’t long before the Associated Press got 
wind of this unusual entourage. When she was ap- 
proaching Rochester, N. II., she was asked to lead 
a parade. This she just had to refuse. She wasn’t 
dressed for any parade, and in her get-up, she 
thought she looked worse than the Horribles. But 
the people in Rochester waited for her and almost 
the whole town wanted her autograph. Massachu- 
setts was her next state to cross when she met up 
with her first snowstorm and had her first Thanks- 
giving on the road. Who wouldn’t enjoy the company 
of this game old lady who was really seeing the world 
for the first time? So she spent several days with 
a family in Spencer. 

Not all was so pleasant, however. On the road 
again it started to snow. Her horse, Tarzan, “walked 
along with his head down, and I just sat in the saddle 
freezing, trying to figure out what to do. Any minute 
I expected a truck to come along and run over us. 

I just couldn’t tell if we were on the side of the road 
or in the middle of it. 

“I dismounted and started leading Tarzan. His 
nose was on my back and he kept pushing me along. 
The wind was blowing right into my face. I kept 
telling the dog and the horse that everything would 
be all right soon, and that we’d find shelter.” 

They did indeed. Fate took a hand and they were 
guests at the Highland Hotel in Springfield. 

At one stop in Waterbury, Conn., she got a sur- 
prise. Staying with a family, an eighty-seven-year- 
old widow said, “One is never too old for adventure. 
Would you mind if I went with you? ... It may 
take several days for me to collect the proper equip- 
ment and buy a horse. And then you’ll have to teach 
me how to ride. I’ve never been on a horse. Is it dif- 
ficult?” 

Mesannie Wilkins had a hard time going to sleep 
that night. As she reasoned, one fool might make 
California, but she didn’t know about two fools. She 
was spared. The next day came with second thoughts 
by her would-be companion. 

Travelling into the South, she had an exciting ex- 
perience with a cottonmouth snake in Arkansas. 
Twice her horse Tarzan and her second horse, Rex, 
slipped away during the night and she didn’t know 
whether she’d get them back or not. 

In Wyoming, she went up into the mountains. She 
had planned on visiting Yellowstone Park, but was 
warned that bears eat horses. She also had a pro- 
posal from an eighty-year-old man. And barely 
escaped drowning when a bank of a river caved in. 

In Idaho she met the governor and was presented 
with the biggest Idaho potato ever grown. Here a 
representative from Art Linkletter’s show contacted 
her for an appearance when she reached Los An- 
geles. When she got into California, her horse Rex 
got an infection from a nail and died of tetanus. 
When at last she reached Los Angeles and was a 
guest of Art Linkletter, she was presented with an- 
other horse, King. 

All of this happened more than twelve years ago. 
She hasn’t been back to Maine, but every once in a 
while she thinks about that marriage proposal. She’s 
been tempted, but she was never one to rush into 
things.

Acceptance” Of METCO 


Any resemblance between argumentative facts and 
postulations which are bound to occur tonight over 
METCO, and Trueness, are likely to be purely coin- 
cidental. Neither philosophers of truth nor rational 
men will loci comfortable in the emotional melee that 
appears offing; but at the same time, this Special 
Town Meeting may, and most hope will, achieve at 
least the emotional catharsis that sonic part of the 
town needs to experience. 

What will the vote of the representative Town 
Meeting tonight prove? 

It will not be so much what it"provcs by its vote; 
because that vote, while an important gauge of pub- 
lic sentiment, probably will have practically no af- 
fect on the course of actual events. It will, instead, 
prove by its actions and expression, what the fabric 
of the Town and its people are made of. 

As for “accepting” METCO by a resolution vote 
of representatives of the Town— this would be only 
part of the real acceptance of METO. which must 
come from all the people of the Town next fall when 
ME TCO becomes a reality here in Winchester. 


Tonight the Town confronts itself in putting up to 
public debate and judgment the METCO plan as 
accepted here by the School Committee. 

As in political contests, both anti and pro- MET- 
CO supporters claim moral and majority superior 
positions, and almost any form of final outcome is 
possible. 

There are those who say that it is the right of ev- 
ery citizen to speak and vote his piece on such an im- 
portant public policy issue. 


There are those who say that the raising and debat- 
ing of the issue in a public forum, where latent or 
overt basic prejudices arc bound to come forward 
and both color the issue and taint the reputation, 
may give the Town's image a black eye. 


Other activities offered at the 
North Shore Music-Theatre in 
Beverly include classes in crea- 
tive dramatics for children and 
teenagers. These are taught in 
two separate classes under the 
direction of a professional chil- 
dren’s theatre director. 

For college age young people 
18 to 25, the Music-Theatre offers 
an opportunity to learn about the 
theatre by serving a summer as 
an apprentice. 

The North Shore Music -Theatre 
is located 23 miles north of Bos- 
ton on route 128 at exit 19. The 
theatre operates a spacious fif- 
teen acre site with extensive 
walkways and gardens. It has been 
called “...one of the most beau- 
tiful theatres in New England.” 
For the convenience of its pa- 
trons the theatre operates a res- 
taurant directly* on the theatre 
grounds. Also of interest is a reg- 
ular exhibition of arts and crafts. 

The North Shore Music-Theatre 
hass been operated since 1961 by 
the North Shore Community Arts 
Foundation. This past winter, the 
Foundation assumed complete 
ownership of the Music-Theatre, 
its assets and its physical plant. 
The non-profit organization has 
been gradually expanding the 
scope of the activities at the the- 
atre with the goal of making it 
an arts center for Boston, the 
North Shore, and northeastern 
Massachusetts. 

The Foundation has announced 
plans to build an additional the- 
atre adjacent to the current 
structure. The new Drama-Thea- 
tre will allow the arts organiza- 
tion to further expand its pro- 
grams and to operate during the 
full calendar year. 

Additional information regard- 
ing all these various activities 
including season subscriptions, 
theatre parties, etc., may be ob- 


But. at heart in the issue this evening— and after 
this evening when the ME TCO program comes to 
Winchester next fall— is how the Town either ac- 
cepts or fails to accept it.

Similarly, it is difficult to separate from the pro 
group where real concern for the advantages to edu- 
cation they say will attend a METCO program prac- 
ticed here ends, and real feelings of pure libera list ex- 
pression in any dilection and for any progressive 
reason begins. 


The real meaning of METCO for Winchester is 
more significant, though, than the lending of our fine 
educational system’s offerings to disadvantaged Ne- 
gro pupils from the central city. It will be in the 
way Winchester grows out of its heretofore feelings 
of "exclusiveness” and attitudes of “better than 
tlious” way of existence; and lives up to the more 
important national need, and yes. modern urgency, 
for responsible feelings of “ci\il unity” and attitudes 
of “all for one better national society.” 

This will be the real test for Winchester as a 
“better place in which to live.”

A View On 
Morality 

Editor of the Star: 

Your editorial, “Church and 
State,” is a rather curious exercise 
in journalistic rhetoric. 

On the one hand, you praise 
the clergy for speaking out on so- 
cial and moral welfare spheres of 
human encounter, and on the other 
you question the appropriate- 
ness of their speaking to the Viet- 
nam issue — particularly when they 
dissent from the commonly accept- 
ed position. 

Your reference to the Ecumenical 
Association of ministers and priests 
support of METCO raises the in- 
teresting question as to the extent 
or limits to which the clergy should 
go in voicing a moral and ethical 
stand on any public issue. It took 
a great deal of courage for our 
clergy to take what they knew was 
an unpopular position on METCO. 

Many in Winchester have ques- 
tioned the appropriateness of their 
action. Similarly, the Vietnam is- 
sue involves overwhelming moral 
and ethical questions of a global 
magnitude. 

Are we, in this case, to deny 
the clergy the right to give witness 
to their moral and ethical convic- 
tions? 

It is precisely to these issues in- 
volved in the question of Vietnam 
that most of our clergy who op- 
pose our involvement are speak- 
ing. They believe that there has 
been too little relationship bet- 
tween the political and military 
decisions and the overriding moral 
questions involved. 

They do not claim that the ad- 
ministration is deliberately im- 
moral but that its view of morality 
is too pragmatic and simplistic. 

They believe that morality is be- 
ing used as a tool to serve an ill- 
considered crusade and a false 
Messianism. 

To your rhetorical question: 
“Would you send your own sons 
and friedns into battle against a 
terrorist enemy without whatever 
support you could lend — be it air, 
naval or ground power?”, I can 
only answer for myself and not for 
the clergy. I would do everything 
honorably within my power to 
cause my country to withdraw as 
honorably as possible from what I 
consider an ill-conceived senseless, 
and brutal war which threatens to 
destroy both South and North Viet- 
nam as well as our own National 
Soul. 

I claim po special knowledge as 
to the rightness or wrongness of 
our involvement. The issues of 
Vietnam are most complex but we 
all have a duty to study the issues 
and to make a judgment. 

We cannot yield this right to the 
government nor should we, out of 
a false sense of patriotism, acqui- 
esce or capitulate to an increasing 
war psychosis which demands total 
allegiance to very questionable pol- 
icies. 

There are all kinds of people 
with varying motives on both sides 
of the Vietnam issue. It is unfair 
to lump the clergy in with all dis- 
senters both responsible and irre- 
sponsible as your editorial seems 
to do. The criteria for “true” pa- 
triotism are both objective and sub- 
jective and it is difficult to judge 
where patriotism is “true” or 
“false.” 

When we apply the norms of pa- 
triotism to the clergy, we must re- 
member their traditional prophetic 
function: which is to stand in judg- 
ment of some of the currently held 
misconceptions about patriotism. 

Let us, then, hear more from 


our clergy, no matter what side of 
the Vietnam issue they espouse. 
But let us hear their prayerful and 
thoughtful voice of conscience 
speaking to us about Vietnam.

We have as Americans always 
held up proudly the tradition of 
sacrifice by those who founded our 
country and who later settled the 
frontiers. It is widely contended 
that when our country has been at 
war it has brought out the best in 
people. They have been willing to 
work together and sacrifice for 
the common good. Perhaps this is 
the spirit that is necessary in or- 
der to eradicate or at least im- 
prove some of the major ills from 
which our country suffers. 

It is only natural for parents to 
want to give children a good edu- 
cation and as many advantages as 
possible. But beyond the parent’s 
love, concern and time, a basically 
good education in addition to cer- 
tain worthwhile experiences, it is 
questionable how much the trim- 
mings do to make children better 
adjusted or more responsible 
adults. It is through their elder’s 
examples that they will learn to 
be sensitive to the needs of all 
peoples. 

We can remain being only con- 
cerned about our children or our 
schools and ignore the wider im- 
plications for our nation and our 
world. 

Those who have born the con- 
sequences of our apathy will no 
longer tolerate it and if we seek 
to remain provincial we must be 
ready to accept the consequences 
of this decision. 

Who will gain if we are willing 
to accept a responsible, unselfish 
role in attempting a humanitarian 
solution of these problems? It can 
only be all of us — those who have 
suffered the injustices, our coun- 
try which will be stronger nation- 
ally and more respected for it inter- 
nationally and our children who will 
be given a better inheritance, and 
who, instead of echoing tho criti- 
cisms of the past, will be able to 
say that at least we tried con- 
eientiously to solve some of this 
world’s problems.

METCO Issue 
Is Analyzed 

Editor of the Star: 

Old timers say that the METCO 
issue is like the time when the 
Town was up in arms over elevat- 
ing the railroad. Nowadays you 
don’t dare state your opinion on 
anything without declaring first 
whether you’re for or against it. 
Hopefully, it will end in the same 
favorable resolution. 

So, to set the record straight, I 
firmly believe that 25-80 METCO 
children will enrich themselves and 
Winchester by their presence in the 
schools. The addition of a group 
constituting less than one half 
of one percent of the total school 
population is unlikely to create 
anything approaching overcrowd- 
ing. The small increase in pupil- 
teacher ratio in the grade affected 
will still keep Winchester substanti- 
ally below other METCO partici- 
pating communities. 

The M ETCO issue has caused 
more participation in Town affairs 
than virtually any other issue in 
recent years. Unfortunately, much 
of the controversy and difference 
of opinion has been of an extreme 
nature. On the other hand, there 
are those who want their children 
to “have the Negro experience.” 
those who have just recently dis- 
covered that Negroes are “just as 
clean and smart us we are;” and 
those who believe that the METCO 
children are totally impoverished 
in both culture and education. 
These attitudes, if they became the 
dominant theme of the METCO pro- 
gram in Winchester, could easily 
isolate the children as a cultural 
oddity — completely overlooking the 
great contribution which these 
children can make. 

On the other hand, and equally 
damaging, there are those who 
quote studies “proving” that Negro

The METCO program will not 
solve all the problems; indeed, its 
impact will he very small, but it is 
a start. It gives those few priv- 
ileged Negroes a better chance, and 
ns I previously made clear, it gives 
the disadvantaged Winchester stu- 
dent an opportunity to mature un- 
der normative racial conditions. I 
humbly urge all Winchester resi- 
dents to endorse the METCO pro- 
gram.

Notwithstanding the poor timing 
and planning, METCO is a reality 
— approved by a legally elected 
body. If the majority do not agree 
with this decision (and I strongly 
believe to the contrary), the School 
Committee can be defeated in the 
coming elections. 

There are at least two morals 
to this story: (l) Every citizen 
should keep well informed and 
make his vote count in every elec- 
tion, and (2) the Town Meeting 
form of government has proved it- 
self to be too cumbersome for a 
town as large as Winchester. The 
vote for the Shore Road site for 
the new high school (in the lace of 
excellent research to the contrary) 
was a little like voting that the 
capital of the United States is 
Denver, Colorado, rather than 
Washington, D.C. 

Finally, I sincerely hope that we 
can all swallow our differences and 
open our hearts, minds, and our 
schools. If METCO finds the Town 
too hostile for the program, Win- 
chester’s declining reputation as a 
quality school system may suffer 
yet another step backwards.

College Student 
Write son METCO 

Editor of the Star: 

I am writing this letter in ref 
erence to the METCO controversy. 
Since I am a college student, I have 
just recently arrived home, and 1 
hope I will he excused for any er 
rors of fact that are the result of 
an imperfect understanding of the 
history of the situation. 1 wish to 
make three observations that I can- 
not seem to draw together by any 
contortion of transitional prose. 

1. The students of the Winches- 
ter public school system are in a 
real sense disadvantaged students. 
During my nine years in Winches- 
ter schools I had not one, I repeat, 
not one Negro classmate. I realize 
that occasionally there are Negro 
students in Winchester; however, 
they were never in my classes in- 
deed for the greater part of my ex- 
perience even in my schools. I was 
acutely deprived because of this 
situation. 

Can anyone gauge the effect of 
nine years of non-contact <>n .the 
part of any child? The price 1 paid 
and that every Winchester student 
pays in not having Negro class- 
mates is tremendous. It deprives 
that student of the ability to have 
a normal friendship with a Negro 
for the rest of his life. 

Who can in all truthfulness stand 
up and say that the absence of 
Negro students does not add up to 
a certain uneasiness between the 
two races? 

I am grieved by my own inabil- 
ity to communicate with Negroes, 
and the fault quite clearly lies with 
my lack of exposure in my neigh- 
borhood and at school. 

2. My second point concerns the 
advertisement placed in the Star 
of June 15 on page 6-C by a group 
of anti-METCO town residents un- 
der the name of John S. Eaton. 

The headline on the advertise- 
ment ran “Winchester Students 
Come First.” The advertisement 
was a rank appeal to the emotions 
of the citizens of this town. I hose 
who are responsible should hang 
their heads in shame at the tactual 
inaccuracy of the statement and 
also the moral coldness of its mes- 
sage. . 

Is there no consideration in tne 
hearts of these people for the Ne- 
gro pupils in Roxbury, or tor that 
matter, the white pupils in Dor- 
chester? . 

Do these people feel that then- 
children are entitled to a t*»tter 
education that these others . I nis 
educational line serves to pci pet- 
uate the separation of the races 
and create the situation which ex- 
ploded into the Roxbury riots this 
month. 

But all of the above argument 
is a moot point since the addition 
of such a small number of new pu- 
pils should not pose a serious qual- 
ity challenge to any superior school 
system. 

3. My last observation is of a per- 
sonal nature. While I was at col- 
lege this winter l tutored a young 
Negro boy. I tutored him m 

ing and mathematics. 1 tried to to- 
tal up what I had taught him in the 
course of the year. . . 

I taught him nothing- 1 hd* " lm 
no more educated or motivated 
that the day 1 met him.

Isn’t METGO A 
Gliristian Issue? 

Editor of the Star: 

The anti-METCO statements I 
have been hearing and reading 
have made me feel sad, ashamed 
and sorry. 

I feel sad when I think of the 
materially privileged children of 
Winchester who may continue 
thtdr insulated, provincial existence 
without the opportunity to befriend 
and appreciate children from other 
backgrounds and races. 

I am ashamed of this town when 
I read that we are supposed to 
look after our own self-interest 
first and let the rest of the world 
take care of itself. Is this truly 
the sentiment in Winchester to- 
day ? 

If it is, I feel doubly sorry for 
our children to have such an open 
example of cold selfishness and 
ugly prejudice placed before them 
( Prejudice is just as ugly whether 
open or disguised by rationaliza- 
tions.) Small wonder our young 
people are rebelling against the 
hypocrisy of their elders who 
mouth Christian phrases in church 
on Sunday and deny their fellow 
man on Monday with specious pro 
tests about protecting their child 
ren’s futures. 

“Who is my brother?” Is the 
human heart so hard that it still 
refuses to accept the answer given 
nearly 2,000 years ago?

TO TOWN MEETING MEMBERS: 

The following tacts on METCO are submitted for your clarification: 

1. Metropolitan concept: “The Winchester. School Committee does not now endorse nor has it at any 
point since the discussions of Winchester’s involvement in METCO endorsed the concept of the for- 
mation oi a metropolitan school district in which Winchester would be involved.” ((Quoted from 
the resolution passed at the School Committee meeting on June 12, 1967.) 

-• Exchange: I here is no desire or intent to send Winchester pupils to other towns. The purpose of 

METCO is solely “to provide quality integrated education for urban Negro pupils in nearby sub- 
urbs. (Quoted from the 1967 METCO proposal to the Department of Health Education and Wel- 
fare for funds authorized under the Elementary and Secondary Education Act, Public Law 89-10.) 

3. Outside control: Winchester school administrators will have total control over the education given 
METCO pupils enrolled in Winchester Schools. 

4. Finance: The METCO program will continue in Winchester only so long as Federal, State, or Foun- 
dation funds are provided. The School Committee has no authority whatever to pay the cost of edu- 
cating non-resident pupils. 

5. Duration: The School Committee has voted to participate in the METCO program only for the 
school year 1967-1968. The vote does not hind any future School Committee. 

6. Crowding: With the opening of the Tufts Road Elementary School next September, 550 new pupil 
spares will relieve the pupil-teacher ratio in Winchester’s elementary schools and make available 
seats to accommodate the METCO pupils at the First Grade Level. 

7. School staff: The Winchester Public School System is sufficiently staffed to provide adequate edu- 
cational services for both METCO ami Winchester students.

AMENDMENT TO GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 
Adopted at Annual Representative Town Meeting 
on April 3, 1967 

VOTED, That the Town hereby amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town by adding thereto a new article as follows: 

ARTICLE III A 
DOG CONTROL 

Sect. 1. Restraint or Muzzling of Dogs, by order of Dog 
Officer: 

If any person shall make complaint in writing to the Dog 
Officer of the Town, that any dog owned or harbored within his 
jurisdiction, is a nuisance by reason of vicious disposition or ex- 
cessive barking or other disturbance, the Dog Officer shall inves- 
tigate such complaints, which may include an examination on oath 
of the complainant, and may order such dog to he restrained or 
muzzled. 

Sect. 2. Restraint by Dog Officer: 

The Dog Officer may restrain or order to be restrained or 
muzzled any dog for any of the following reasons: 

(a) If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, 
while an order of the Dog Officer for the restraint or 
muzzling of such dog is in effect. 

(b) If found in a school, schoolyard, public recreation area, 
store, or shopping area. 

(c) For having bitten any person. 

(d) For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any 
other domestic animal. 

(e) For chasing any vehicle upon any public way open to 
public travel in the town. 

(f) For any violation of Sections 10 or 10A, Article III of 
the Town By-Laws. 

Sect. 3. Fines. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog who shall fail to comply with 
any order of the Dog Officer issued pursuant to Sections 1 or 2, 
shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 

Sect. 4. Appeal: 

The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to be 
restrained or muzzled under Section 1 or 2, may within seven 
days after such order or restraint, file a request in writing with 
the Dog Officer, that the restraining order be vacated or that the 
dog may be released, and after investigation by the Dog Officer, 
said officer may vacate such order or release such dog with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen after such hearing or notice 
as the Board of Selectmen may deem advisable. If such order is 
not vacated or the dog is not released, as the case may be, the 
owner or keeper of such dog, within twenty days after such 
order or restraint, may bring a petition in the Woburn District 
Court, praying that the order or restraint may be reviewed by 
the Court, and after such notice to the Dog Officer, as the Court 
may deem necessary, it shall review such action, hear the wit- 
nesses, and affirm or reverse the order of the Dog Officer. The 
decision of the Court shall be final and conclusive on both Parties. 

Sect. 5. License and Keeping of Dogs Within the Town: 

(a) The annual fee required for a Dog License shall be 
increased as of January 1, 1908, by one (1) dollar, which 
shall be kept by the Town. 

(b) No Kennel Licenses shall be issued in the Town of Win- 
chester and no one shall keep more than three (3) dogs 
over the age of three (3) months. This shall not apply 
to the Dog Officer, who nmy keep dogs in accordance with 
his duties.

Orphaned Birds— 
No Milk, Please 


This is the season when house- 
holders attempt to adopt orphaned 
birds, sometimes to the misfortune 
of the feathered babies. 

Women are very good at rais- 
ing anything that drinks milk. But, 
little birds do not drink milk. The 
“rescued" young bird often finds 
itself gargling eye-dropper loads 
of milk, and usually does not sur- 
vive the experience. 

Young birds delight in food that 
most women find repulsive. Moth- 
er birds deliver wriggly, hairless 
caterpillars, struggling earthworms 
and similar fare to the young. The 
civilized equivalents of this fodder 
are thin strips of raw kidney, raw 
liver or small balls of canned dog 
food. 

Young birds do not drink any 
liquid, including water. Every few 
days, but not every day, a drop of 
liquid vitamins can be added to the 
meat fed young birds. 

Since young birds have an un- 
dependable thermostat, their body 
temperatures tend to vary. They 
are subject to chills that can be 
fatal. So, they must be kept in a 
warm place, since they no longer 
can depend on maternal brood- 
ing. 

The inappropriateness of the ex- 
pression: “an appetite like a bird’s" 
will become evident early in any 
bird feeding venture. Young birds 
onsume the equivalent of at least 
half their own weight each day. 
They should he fed often, prefer- 
ably at half-hour intervals during 
daylight. 

The most important thing to 
consider in “adopting" a bird is* 
Does it need a foster parent? For 
two to three weeks after they leave 
the nest, young birds are fed and 
cared for by their parents. In this 
period, many young spend consider- 
able time sitting in shrubbery or 
on the ground near houses. When 
they become hungry, they “cheep" 
to attract their parent’s attention. 
They should be left alone, since 
even if a human succeeds in keep- 
ing a young bird alive, a human 
cannot teach it to act like a bird.

Blake Receives 
Cutting Patent 

Robert P. Blake of 42 Jefferson 
Road, and Robert G. Dexter of 
Harvard, Mass, were the recipients 
on May 23 of U.S. patent No. 3,- 
320,926, entitled “Cutting And An- 
ti-Ravel Chemical Applicator Mech 
anisms.” 

Diapers, towels and similar pro 
ducts are cut from moving webs 
or sheets of textile material. The 
moving web is cut into suitable 
lengths. It is important that the 
web he cut in an efficient manner 
and also that raveling of the cut 
edges of the severed lengths be re 
duced to a minimum. The cutting of 
the traveling web has generally 
been accomplished by means of an 
apparatus consisting essentially of 
an oscillating or rotating cutter 
and an associated anvil. 

Among the disadvantages of the 
prior devices tor the foiegoing 
purpose has been their failure to 
properly eut web materials of light 
weight. Therefore, in order to over 
,*ome this and other limitations, 
Messrs. Blake and Dexter have de- 
vised a cutting mechanism that is 
in the form of an oscillating cutter 
blade and associated oscillating an 
vil and operates to effectively cut 
,|. se ver the traveling web of ma- 
terial regardless of its bulk. 

Various attempts have been made 
to solve the problem of raveling of 
the cut edges of the severed lengths 
( ,f textile material. One method has 
b ee n to hem the edges, but this is 
not satisfactory because an entirely 
separate operation to be performed 
on the cut edge, which of course is 
costly atul time-consuming. In ad- 
dition it frequently happens that 
the cut edges are already raveled 
before hemming can be accomplish- 
es 

Another method comprises the 
use of a pinking blade to produce 
•i pinked out edge, but although 
this saves time as compared to 
hemming, the resulting cut edge is 
not as resistant to raveling as a 
hemmed edge.

PORPOISING 

This rhythmic up-and-down motion 
of ihc bow usually occurs at or 
near top spead. Porpoising can be 
eliminated quite simply in most 
cases, according to the Mercury 
oulboard boating authorities. 

First, try moving weights forward, 
a bit at a time, to .see if this helps. 
Moving the gas tank or anchor, or 
changing seating positions, may do 
the job. Next, try experimenting 
with different motor tilt positions. 
Sometimes porpoising is caused by 
deformation of the hull bottom. 
That portion of the hull on which 
the boat planes should be a straight 
line when viewed from the side. 

Internal stiffeners can sometimes 
be installed to straighten out 
bulges, hooks or warps.

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Winchester "Accepts’ METCO In Close 99-98 Public Vote, 
METCO Then Rejects Winchester Because Of "Attitude’ 

Slim Representative Town Meeting Vote Margin Emphasizes Split In Town Opinion; 
METCO Views Local ‘ Atmosphere ’ As Of Potential Adverse Affect On Negro Children

This community’s chosen elected representatives 
openly argued the pros and cons of the School Com- 
mittee endorsed and adopted METCO program for 
Winchester’s schools as a public policy question in 
a forum New England Town Meeting — and went on 
record by the narrowest of possible surprise margins 
with a one vote edge in support of the unique and 
controversial “social education” plan on a stand-up- 
and-be-counted balloting voice that held promise of 
being heard beyond municipal borders to state 
levels, and with potential federal and national im- 
plications. 

Indeed, Winchester's decision was heard across 
the state last week, and some were surprised because 
of the Town’s commonly held reputation of aloofness 
from outsiders; but yesterday, METCO’s “thank you, 
but no, thank you” answer was heard even more 
strongly around the state when it rejected Win- 
chester’s final approval-acceptance because of the 
“attitudes prevalent in the community.” To say that 
Governor Volpe’s hometown was denied participa- 
tion in METCO because of prevalent attitudes to- 
ward race relations here will become a political 
issue is a likely probability. 

Strongly held differences of views, emphasized by 
the ultimate 99-98 vote to “approve” the METCO 
action, cut across many variant economic, education, 
and social concepts, both in backgrounds, in the ex- 
pressions of underlying beliefs and postulated case 
position arguments. 

The public policy forum was, to the observer, a 
classic example of democracy functioning well — 
with most representatives stating their views with 
mature sophistication and admirable restraint con- 


sidering the emotionally charged atmosphere before 
a capacity 1500 person audience and the adamantine 
character of those taking either of the at-odds sides. 

Town Moderator Chadwick pre-set the beginning 
nature of the meeting by outlining the slate of first 
speakers for both sides, and describing their initial 
function, as per mutual agreement by spokesmen for 
the oppositions, as that of presenting their objective 
facts and points of disagreements straightforwardly. 

Once past the balance of oppositions stage, how- 
ever, a very interesting pattern of political expres- 
sion developed. 

Whether by natural occurrence or by some quirk 
of unstructured design, the anti-METCO critics 
gained the floor and, in almost a steady stream of 
speakers, tired all their collectively held ammunition. 
Then, when most of the anti-ammunition was fired, 
the proponents noticeably picked up the waning 
steam and with building-block arguments rebuilt a 
new crescendo — which reached its climax when the 
question was suddenly put to the assembly; and the 
tide favored the approval of METCO in Winchester 
by a single, but very significant, one vote acceptance. 

Political observers of the local scene point out 
some interesting facets of the voting line-up, as gen- 
eralizations: a large percentage of those favoring 
approval of the METCO plan were located in aca- 
demic, cleric, intelligentsia or culturalistic, business 
or professional or high medium to upper income 
levels, and were either the West or South sections of 
the community; while a large percentage of those 
disaproving of METCO were located in either labor 
or junior white collar, or self-employed, and low to 
medium income levels, and were from either the 


East or North portions of the town. 

Oddly, while the above characteristics on the vot- 
ing line-up were merely generalizations and certain- 
ly not the rule, it is doubly interesting to contrast 
that situation with the fact that many of the leader- 
spokesmen in both camps were directly opposite in 
generalized background to those whose support they 
gained. 

hollowing the close of the Town Meeting forum 
and a perceptible sense of conclusive determination 
felt by those present, a few citizens spoke of gather- 
ing a petition for a special town-wide full electorate 
referendum on the issue. Though such an event 
would have been an anti-climax to an already ener- 
vating community experience, the petitioners an- 
nounced yesterday the withdrawal of their 800-sig- 
nature papers when it was learned the METCO or- 
ganization itself provided the anti-climax and a 
withering blow to the community’s good name and 
image by spurning the Town’s tenuous “acceptance” 
and rejecting the “approval” on the grounds that the 
attitudes prevalent through a large segment of Win- 
chester could have an adverse affect on the Negro 
children participating in the program. 

Winchester put itself to the brink of actually con- 
fronting new concepts of metropolitan cooperation 
and progressive race and human relations, which 
would have been an educational reality experience 
for the adults here as well as the youngsters going 
to school with others from different race, education- 
al, social, and economic backgrounds, only to be 
spurned and rejected at the point where it reached 
the acceptive brink because of its prevalent atti- 
tudes along the way. 
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METCO Issue Openly Debated , 
Town Meeting Barely Approves

With standing room only space 
left, the special assembly in the 
High School auditorium opened 
with 1200 persons in attendance 
for the crucial meeting on one of 
the most controversial issues to 
hit Winchester since the great 
debates for the building of the 
railroad overpass over a decade 
ago. As one observer remarked: 
“This is more like the old open 
Town Meetings than the repre- 
sentative Town Meetings we’ve 
had for many years.” 

Town Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick asked the Reverend 
Gerald B. Horgan of the Immacu- 
late Conception Church to deliver 
the opening prayer, and then ad- 
dressed the assembly. 

He announced that the second 
article on the Warrant had already 
been dispatched through the Gov- 
ernor's signing the intent and 
content into law two days pre- 
vious, and asked for a vote of in- 
definite postponement, which was 
so voted. That Article had sought 
authorization for the School Com- 
mittee to expend Federal funds 
granted for specific projects. 

Moderator Chadwick then ex- 
horted the assembled Town Meet- 
ing Members and citizens pre- 
sent to conduct themselves ma- 
turely, aviod personalities squab- 
bles and questioning of personal 
motivations in their debates over 
the METCO issue, as “the eyes 
of all Winchester are on us to- 
night — as well as eyes outside the 
Town’s borders in the State, and 
even in the country, to Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

“And, as important as this vote 
is to the people of Winchester, 
and it is a right to have that 
vote, remember that the good 
name of the Town is being put 
up to view as well,” Moderator 
Chadwick noted, “and so I re- 
commend to you exemplary per- 
formance in this meeting.” 

He noted he would, by previous 
arrangement with spokesmen for 
both the Voice of Winchester 
Committee, which originally 
sought the meeting, and the 
Friends of METCO in Winchester 
Committee, call on two speakers 
from each side, and two speakers 
from the School Committee — one 
representing the majority and one 
the minority in that committee’s 
vote to accept METCO locally. 

He also said that no town board 
wished to take a position on the 
issue, but that members of boards 
would speak as individuals if 
they chose to do so. 

The Moderator then introduced 
a motion to enu debate at 10:15 


netropolitan cooperation and suburl 

p.m. and announced that he would 
limit debate to a non-extendable 
five minutes per speaker. 

On the motion to end debate at 
a given time, Sherman Saltmarsh, 
Jr., argued against it, saying “In 
all my years of involvement in 
Town Government, this issue has 
generated more controversy than 
any other. It is an issue that is 
so important, and it is discussed 
so much, that I say no to this 
stifling of debate — in all fairness 
to ourselves.” 

J. Joseph Tansey said he sub- 
scribed to the same view, and was 
“willing to stay to 2 a.m. if neces- 
sary to say my views and the rea- 
sons for them.” 

The Town Meeting voted 11U to 
52 against shutting off debate at 
10:15 p.m. 

John S. Eaton, chairman of the 
VOW group, gave some of the 
background of the development of 
the METCO issue, noting that 
the School Committee had an- 
nounced in April that it couldn’t 
accept METCO then because there 
wasn’t any room in the schools, 
but then in May on a 3-1 vote 
adopted METCO — “even though it 
was aware of citizen sentiment 
against it.” 

“Many features of the program 
are unacceptable to us,” he added, 
“including the concept of a metro- 
politan educational school system 
— which METCO has stated it is 
interested in developing.” 

Former School Committeewo- 
man Mrs. A. R. Brink said “the 
townspeople have been moved to 
action on this issue — anil that is 
a sign of good healthy interest 
in local government. 

“The proponents of METCO 
have made its acceptance seem a 
moral issue,” she charged, “but 
the real issue is Winchester's 
historical case of overcrowded 
schools.” She noted the busing of 
children from Mystic and Wyman 
to other schools, and the using of 
the Lynch Junior High School's 
annex for elementary classrooms. 

“Some services being provided 
lack adequate sufficiency, and oth- 
er services needed aren’t being 
provided,” she further charged, 
“for our present schoolchildren — 
let alone stretching it for others.” 
Also, she added, “it is said Win- 
chester can pull out of METCO at 
anytime it is found not to be de- 
si rouble; but really there is an 
implied moral commitment once 
a program is started to furnish 
the full 12 years of education, 
even if Federal money is stopped. 

“A ml,” she concluded, “if the 
METCO program is brought to 


•an assistance. 

Winchester we will be participat- 
ing in a program of doubtless 
value, for it has not been in any 
way proved a cure for the urban 
problem — it is only a token pro- 
gram that does nothing for the 
basic problem.” 

School Committeewoman Bar- 
bara M. Walsh affirmed the com- 
mittee’s belief that “It would be 
to the educational advantage of 
Winchester schoolchildren to en- 
roll the METCO program here. 

“The School Committee is very 
conscious of the need for more 
classrooms in the elementary 
grades,” she said, “but that is 
for total classrooms, not scatter- 
ed individual seats. 

“In the next school year there 
will be no floor space, auditor- 
iums, or corridors used for class- 
es as there have been this and 
past years,” she stated. “We will 
still be having neighborhood 
schools, and only using education- 
al classroom space for teaching 
— and with lower pupil-teacher- 
ratios. 

“You will recall the Town 
Meeting, not the School Com- 
mittee, voted to put Winchester 
into the regional Vocational 
School,” she reminded the assem- 
bly. 

There will be no reverse busing 
or pupil or teacher exchanges in 
the METCO program, she pointed 
out. and the cost of educating 
METCO pupils, borne by Federal 
grant, will be $426.35 for each, 
with 8 scheduled to go to Park- 
hurst, 9 to Tufts Road School, 
and 9 to Washington. 

“METCO has proved itself in 
the last year,” she commented, 
“as 4 of the original 7 participat- 
ing towns not only are continu- 
ing it but have asked for increas- 
ed numbers of children to enter 
their systems.

Petition papers for a signature 
drive to request a special election 
referendum on the METCO issue, 
taken out Friday following 
Thursday’s Special Town Meeting 
99-98 vote to approve the School 
Committee's adopted plan of May 
2, were announced withdrawn on 
Wednesday following the METCO 
organization’s stated rejection of 
Winchester as a participating 
community in that program. 

Initiator of the petition was 
Arthur J. Hewis, Jr., of 91 Swan- 
ton Street, who reported a list of 
over 800 names as of Wednesday 
morning. 

The petition needed about 350 
signatures certifiable by the 
Board of Registrars of Voters to 
fill necessary requirements to 
seek the Selectmen’s calling of a 
special referendum. 

Mr. Hewis stated yesterday 
that there appeared “No need for 
a referendum, now.”

As if in response to an issue 
curently being discussed by Se- 
lectmen, a spokesman for the 
Board of Assessors noted on Mon- 
day that the Assessors’ Office has 
been ready for a month with fi- 
gures to start preparing tax bills 
for this year, but has had to wait 
for certain forms. 

The Selectmen earlier this 
month, at a June 12 meeting, had 
a general discussion on the sub- 
ject of materials, supplies, equip- 
ment and services purchased by 
the various boards, committees 
and other agencies of the Town 
Government.

Prevention Of 
Choking Accidents 

In 1967 more than 700 children 
in the United States may choke to 
death in accidents which could be 
largely prevented by a bit of cau- 
tion, according to the Red Cross, 
which based its prediction on past 
yearly death tolls. Most deaths in- 
volved children under four years of 
age. 

Howard E. Camp, Jr., area direr 
tor of Safety Services for the Red 
Cross Eastern Area, suggested 
these precautions: 

1. Because the chewing habit is 
not firmly established until the age 
of four, children under this age 
should not be given nuts, raw fruit 
or raw vegetables. These require 
the grinding action of molars. 

2. Foreign objects that an infant 
could put in its mouth should be 
kept out of reach. 

3. Older children must be pre- 
vented from putting small objects 
in a baby’s mouth. 

4. Keep safety pins closed — they 
represent less of a hazard if swal 
lowed accidentally. 

5. Buy infants sturdy toys, with 
out small parts that might become 
detached. 

6. Never stimulate a child tt 
laugh or cry when he has food in 
his mouth. Fatal choking might re- 
sult. 

7. Never give crackers or dry 
bread to a child or adult with a for- 
eign body blocking the esophagus, 

8. When such an accident occurs, 
even if the symptoms, such as 
coughing, subside, a physician 
should be consulted immediately.

Message From 
Registrar 

‘Once again we are on the eve 
of the great Independence Day 
weekend with millions of vehicles 
flooding our highways for the long 
five-day celebration,” said Regis- 
trar Richard E. McLaughlin. 

“It is shocking that we are able 
to predict the highway carnage of 
Massachusetts drivers so accurately 
but our drivers can be relied upon 
to produce a steady rate of one 
death every five hours throughout 
this weekend. We killed 15 persons 
in the official 78-hour count of the 
July Fourth weekend in 1966 and 
there seems little doubt that we 
shall record about 20 deaths dur 
ing the 102-hour period this year. 

“What can we do about it? The 
answer, of course, rests with all 
the individuals behind the wheels. 
We can talk all we please about 
badly designed or inadequate high- 
ways; we can point the finger at 
the automobile manufacturers and 
talk about mechanical defects but, 
in the end, nearly 90G of all acci- 
dents and fatalities can be traced 
back directly to misbehavior, mis 
judgment, recklessness, negligence 
and, above all, intoxication behind 
the wheel. 

“There is no reason to expect 
that these terrible tragedies of the 
highway will not continue as they 
have in the past — and grow worse 
with each passing year, unless and 
until, the human beings who drive 
these vehicles measure up to their 
responsibilities of life and death in 
the driver's seat.”

North Suburban’s 
Family YMCA 

J 

A major program expansion 
tuned to the entire family is plan- 
ned for the YMCA’s new North 
Suburban Center according to 
Peter B. Frost, executive director 
of the Woburn Area Y. 

“We have already started plan- 
ning our activities,” Post says, 
“and we feel that the new facili- 
ty should serve the whole family, 
stressing recreation, physical ed- 
ucation, and informal learning. 
All of these things are part of the 
purpose of the YMCA.” 

The Center is one of seven ma- 
jor improvements provided for in 
the Greater Boston YMCA’s $2,- 
650,000 capital fund drive now in 
full swing. The million dollar 
North Suburban Building, plan- 
ned for a site near the Woburn- 
Burlington line, will also serve 
Winchester, Wilmington, Bedford, 
and Lexington. 

One of the major facilities of 
the new Center will be a swim- 
ming pool which will he made 
available to high schools in the 
area for practice and competition, 
Mr. Post reveals. “Recreational 
and competitive swimming,” he 
says, “are major activities in our 
program. “We’re trying to do a 
job in that area now, but we have 
to go to Wakefield, Melrose, or 
Lowell to conduct our program. 

“The new Center will make it 
possible for us to offer instruc- 
tion from beginner swimming 
right through the life saver level. 
We’ll have family-use periods, in- 
dividual, and competitive use of 
the pool. It’s a really exciting 
prospect.” 

But Post is excited about the 
prospects for new and better pro- 
grams in a wide range of activi- 
ties. The Woburn building which 
new serves the area is an anti- 
quated structure, and has limited 
the Y’s ability to provide a fully 
effective program. 

Beside the swimming pool, oth- 
er features planned for the new 
Family Center include a gymnas- 
ium, exercise room, handball 
courts, health club, recreation 
room, clubrooms, lounges, and of- 
fice space. 

The physical education pro- 
gram will be improved in many 
other ways from the additional 
facilities. “We’ll have a full pro- 
gram of gymnastics,” Post says, 
“and there will be an opportunity 
to add judo and karate, wrestling, 
weightlifting, and many other 
popular activities. 

VVe’ll be able to broaden our 
club program a great deal too.” 
Post says, “and offer activity in 
such hobbies as photography and 
ceramics.” Other Clubs included 
in the Y program are the Indian 
Guide, a lather-son activity, and 
an industrial management club. 
“Our recreational space will also 
enable us to have hagh school so- 
cial clubs, and teen dances,” Post 
says.

selves liberal and broadminded, are inclined to feel 
that censorship is a dirty worth The publishing laws 
in America have become much less strict in recent 
years — the so-called “four-letter words” are no long- 
er represented by asterisks and almost any subject 
is permitted as long as it is not hard-core pornog- 
raphy, whatever that means. Libraries tend to go 
along with these ideas in considering what they will 
allow in their stacks, except they go one step further., 
To be acceptable, a work must have literary merit! 
The term “literary merit” can be pretty sweepinp 
and is likely to keep a lot of the trash that is pub- 
lished off the library shelves. 

Pamela Hansford Johnson, a British novelist well 
known in this country, was precipitated into writinp 
On Iniquity after havinp been sent by the Sunday 
Telepram to spend a day or two at the Moors Trial 
and to write her impressions of it. The Moors case, 
for unfamiliar American readers, deals with the trial 
of Esther Hindley and Ian Brady, who murdered 
three children on three separate occasions and buried 
their bodies on the Moor. The details of these mur- 
ders were exceptionally sadistic, with sexual assault, 
mutilation, and tape-recordinp their dyinp aponies 
with backpround music, and other shockinp details, 
so shockinp in fact, that much of the evidence was not 
made public. 

These two people had a collection of fifty-odd books, 
many of them to be classified as sado-masochistic, 
others erotic, and also a few dealinp with Fascism 
and Nazism. Miss Johnson is deeply disturbed by 
the co-existence of this small library and the com- 
mitting: of these horrifying crimes. She quoted a 
passage from de Sade, one of the books from their 
collection — “Destruction is nature’s method of prog- 
ress, and she prompts the murderer to destruction, 
so that his action shall be the same as a plague or a 
famine ... In a word murder is a horror, but a 
horror often necessary, never criminal, and essential 
to tolerate in a republic.” 

If this particular passage and others of similar 
import had not been accessible to Brady and Hindley 
perhaps these murders would not have been com- 
mitted. She admits that not all murderers are read- 
ers of such abstruse literature, in fact some of them 
probably do not read at all, but the very existence 
of many of the so-called “dirty books” readily avail- 
able have made a climate of permissiveness. If, for 
example, material of this description were not for 
sale at the corner bookstore, but obtainable only at 
the British Museum and then locked away and per- 
haps procurable only by those with credentials, many 
lazy or poorly motivated persons would never get to 
see it at all. 

This may or may not be true. Incidents from 
Brady’s childhood show him to be unnaturally cruel 
and presumably he had not then read de Sade. Is 
Miss Johnson putting the cart before the horse? It 
is an interesting question, and Miss Johnson is the 
first to admit she has no answers, however the ques- 
tion must be put. Are our censorship laws too strict 
or not strict enough?

I hc fact that the Town's good name has been a 
little sullied, and its image somewhat tarnished, does 
not mean that MET 'CO, in this case, has done the 
Town wrong— or even hurt it. 

Actually, what METCO has done here up to this 
point, and with its rejection vote merely adds an 
exclamation mark for emphasis, is to show the en- 
tire community that it has a long way to go in bet- 
tering its human relations: both beyond the confines 
of the Town's borders, and within the Town in its 
treatment ol newcomers and its own. 


That the METCO organization voted to reject 
Winchester as a participating community in the city 
to suburb racial education program was undoubt- 
edly the right decision for ME’ TOO officials to make. 

It most surely was a wise decision when one con- 
siders that METCO was first and foremost thinking 
in terms of the educational, social and human de- 
velopment welfare of the youngsters participating 
in the program. 

One need not conjecture to any great lengths to 
know that the reception of Negro youngsters in 
Winchester would at best be stilted, anil at worst, 
hostile.

Our Busy 
Town Vandals 

Editor of the Star: 

My sympathy goes out to the 
person who wrote the letter to the 
Star in the June 15th issue regard- 
ing our local gangs and their night- 
time activities. 

I echo this complaint, and share 
his (or her) concern at the manner 
in which lawlessness pyramids 
form year to year. 

I once blamed outside towns for 
these acts of rowdyism and vandal- 
ism, but no — these are clearly of 
homegrown variety, committed by 
children of local parents. 

Winchester citizens rate high in 
cultural achievements (our percent- 
age of representation in “Who’s 
W r ho” is a high one) but apparently 
fall far short in the matter of 
bringing up their children, or in 
failure so to do. 

I remember as a boy I indulged 
in mischieveous acts (what boy 
doesn’t?) such as stealing apples, 
drinking from sap pails, and play- 
ing Halloween pranks (tricks, they 
call them now) but I do not remem- 
ber that our mischief-making was 
in any way malicious. 

Now, a new and sinister element 
has been added — a sort of sadistic 
pleasure in destroying things, dam- 
aging cars, despoiling cemetery 
monuments, stealing private prop- 
erty — anything, in fact, that will 
annoy our citizens or put them to 
extra trouble or expense. 

A friend of mine (a lady) was 
walking past Brigham’s recently, 
when two teen-age boys emerged 
with long paper cups of drink. One 
of them raised his cup and deliber- 
ately threw its contents over her. 

As I started toward the police- 
man on duty in the square, she 
seized my arm in sheer terror and 
exclaimed: “Don’t give him my 

name, whatever you do; I don’t 
want to go home and find all my 
windows smashed in!” And she was 
right, of course. Such a situation 
is ominous, to say the least. Our 
chief of police should know. 

Two elderly ladies in my neigh- 
borhood (both over eighty) had a 
small garden on which they lavish- 
ed much care. One morning they 
woke up to find every shrub pulled 
up by the roots and lying in a heap. 

Only a day or two ago l met an 
old friend in the Center, and we 
were enjoying a quiet talk on the 
Common when a gang of hoodlums 
joined us and proceeded to drown 
out attempts at conversation with 
insulting remarks and rowdy nois- 
es. My friend made the mistake of 
protesting, whereupon with huge 
delight they continued their an- 
tics all the way to my home. Their 
noise and insults never let up until 
we were safely inside. Our after- 
noon was spoiled. My friend re- 
frained from comment on the kind 
of town in which 1 live! 

I am unable to keep a lawn 
sprinkler, as they are inevitably 
stolen. Future waterings, 1 fear, 
must be done by hand. 

I recall that in the old days 
(meaning thirty or forty years ago 
or more) many residents in my 
area owned canoes, keeping them 
parked on the banks o.t the Aber- 
jona, where from time to time they 
would enjoy a tour of the Mystic- 
Lakes, padlocking them with a 
chain around a tree when not in 
use. How long— may I ask— would 
a canoe remain intact as things ure 
now ? You know the answer. 

What has happened? 

Is it the unsettled state of the 
world that afreets our young peo- 
ple, or the imminence of the draft, 


etc., or is it, as I suspect, lack of 
proper attention in their homes, 
and if so, why? Particularly in a 
community such as Winchester. 
Why are our “intelligent” citizens 
so oblivious to their most vital 
duty? Are they too busy playing 
golf or tennis or attending bridge 
parties? The situation is an acute 
one. and, as my friend remarked 
in his letter, seemingly beyond 
police control. 

The fact that both of us deem it 
wise not to sign our letters is a 
significant comment on the way 
things are. Who can provide an 
answer, or better still, a remedy? 

P.S. I realize, of course, that 
these gangster tactics are the work 
of a very small percentage of our 
young people.

Dr. Gilson

I should like to pay tribute to 
one of the finest men I ever expect 
to know — my boss.

METCO Vote 
Is Diseussed 

Editor of the Star: 

A few comments on last Thurs- 
day’s Special Town Meeting may 
be in order. 

(1) 1 found that feelings on both 
sides ran very high regarding 
METCO. I received about twenty 
cards and thirty calls from people 
in my precinct. The cards ran two 
to one in favor of METCO, while 
the calls ran two to one against. 
Mr. Saltmarsh said that his experi- 
ence was similar to mine. My pre- 
cinct, then, was slightly against 
METCO, but I think the town, as 
a whole, was pretty nearly equally 
divided. The vote, then, was a fairly 
accurate reflection of the local sen- 
timent. 

(2) The five-minute rule was 
hard for most speakers to adhere 
to. given the amount of heat there 
was on the issue. Those who pre- 
pared talks, reading from ii pre- 
pared form, and having had the op- 
portunity of practicing before the 
mirror, were given ten minutes to 
get their points across, and if they 
failed, were given a few more min- 
utes of courtesy time. And a good 
thing, too, because we all wanted 
to hear them out. 

But by the time the poor ex- 
temporaneous speaker, facing a five 
minute deadline, could get on his 
feet, fumble for his thoughts, and 
start to hit his stride, he was cut 
off in mid sentence and never did 
get a chance to finish whatever it 
was that he wanted to say. Per- 
haps it was just as well he never 
did finish because most people’s 
minds were made up anyway; and, 
furthermore, if just one person had 
been persuaded to change his mind 
it might have dimmed our burnish- 
ed image forever before the whole 
wide watching world. 

(3) I, for one, began to get 
very weary of being told that it 
was my moral duty to vote for 
something which I didn’t under- 
stand and which it was assumed I 
knew all about, even though I did 
get on my feet and request that it 
be explained to me. What is MET- 
CO? Who is METCO? How much 
does METCO spend per child, and 
for what is it spent? How much 
goes for tuition, how much for 
transportation, how much for over- 
head ? Who audits the books? etc. 

I didn’t get answers to these 
questions on the Town Hall floor 
but I went down to the Library and 
got a book and there it was ex- 
plained to me in detail. I learned 
who the incorporators were and I 
learned that METCO is a “non- 
profit corporation founded for cer- 
tain worth-while purposes. This is 
fine with me, as far as it goes and 
I have no reason whatever to doubt 
thehonesty and sincerity of anyone 
connected with the movement; but 
it just so happens that we all know 
others who are in the “non-profit” 
business, The Boston Port Authori- 
ty, The Mass. Turnpike Authority, 
etc. who pay no taxes and make no 
profits. There are a lot of children 
in Metropolitan areas; who knows 
how far this little candle might yet 
cast its beams ? 

I got pretty tired, too, of being 
reminded that other suburban 
towns had already set us a good ex- 
am pie to which we should conform; 
and that “Big Brother” was watch- 
ing us from Boston all the way 
down to Washington, D.C. Well, 
I, for one, am under oath when I 
am in Town Meeting, sworn to fol- 
low the dictates of my own con- 
science, and I don’t care what “Big- 
Brother” thinks or does. Let him 
mow his own lawn and I’ll attend 
to mine.

School Grounds 
Care Neglect 
Hit by Citizen 

Editor of the Star: 

The unkempt and unattractive 
condition of the grounds surround- 
ing Winchester’s Public Schools 
has been the topic of acrimonious 
and recriminatory Town Meeting 
debate every year since our family 
moved here five years ago. 

At present, it is my understand- 
ing that responsibility therefore 
lies with the Park Department. 

A check of all of the school 
grounds carried out between six 
and seven o’clock on the evening 
of June 23 revealed that every one 
of our public school properties has 
grass at least a foot high in what 
could properly be called the central 
portion of the lawn area. 

The Wyman, Lincoln, Washing- 
ton and Noonan Schools showed no 
evidence whatsoever of any atten- 
tion during the present growing 
seuson. 

The Lynch Junior High had been 
cut recently by someone whose path 
had been capricious, to say the 
least, and who had not cut anything 
within two to three feet of the 
buildings, fences or trees. 

McCall has been subjected to the 
same kind of treatment, in that a 
large portion of the section slop- 
ing down to the Mystic Valley 
Parkway has simply been left to 
go to seed. None of the areas show- 
ed any evidence of any weeding or 
cultivating of the few-and-far-be-

Reverend Robert A. Storer 
representing the community’s 
Ecumenical Association gave the 
Town clergy’s position on the 
METCO issue, stating that “In 
as much as we are engaged in an 
undeclared Civil War on human 
rights in this country; and inas- 
much as this is a moral issue, 
a religious issue, and a social is- 
sue, as well as an educational is- 
sue,” the association of ministers 
and priests in Town strongly urge 
/ou approve of the METCO plan 
for Winchester. 

Clarence S. Borggaard asked 
for detail cost figures, and MET- 
CO’s Executive Director Joseph 
Killroy enumerated totals and 
breakdowns. Mr. Borggaard later

Otto Schaefer asked if the 
School Committee were to reverse 
its vote would that in any way 
relieve the overcrowding. Mr. 
Schroeder noted that 25 young- 
stor^ in an elementary population 
of 2600 is a small percentage, and 
9() - “no, it. would not make a ma- 
terial difference or significantly 
alleviate the overcrowding.

Town Counsel Leo- 
nard Mullen replied that ho did 
not think that bill was material 
to the issue under discussion as 
it affects Winchester. 

Arthur Hewis told the assembly 
to “imagine a 20,000 pupil school 
if this metropolitan concept of 
educating our children grows out 
of METCO.” He charged that 
“Winchester does not have the 
moral obligation to get the Boston 
School Committee and politicians 
off the hook. Boston is not doing 
its job, which by law it should, 
so why should we do it for them?’ 

Mrs. Richard Freeman noted 
that the League of Women Voters 
supported approving the METCO 
program, because its studies 
showed “it is competently manag- 
ed, financed and operated;” as 
well as being a desirable part of 
our educational system. 

Robert Winn said he never 
would have voted appropriations 
for the Tufts Road School if “I’d 
known our children would be 
shuffled around like they are now 
— and now all of a sudden we’ve 
got room to educate others.” 

Mr. Winn’s speaking time elaps- 
ed as he was saying he “had no- 
thing against Negroes, some of 
them are among my many friends, 
and I love to dance with them. 

George Barbaro charged that 
the “School Committee arrogated 
unto itself the power to go this 
side route; and 1 ask you: is it 
right, is it demonstrated as good 
and is it fair to our town. 

“Let us take care of our own 

chools,” he added, “and it is up 
to us to say so loud and clear so 
the School Committee will hear 
us.” 

On a motion by Messieurs Eat- 
on and Schroeder, the Moderator 
asked for a vote on whether to 
vote later by way of secret bal- 
lot on the issue. This motion lost 
with 100 persons voting yes and 
87 voting no, less than the two- 
thirds majority needed to pass 
such a motion. 

Emmons Ellis stated in an- 
swer to Mr. Hewis that “This 
program would be a successful 
indication or demonstration to the 
people of Boston that we do not 
approve of de facto segregation 
in their schools and the lack of

He added that he was “very 
concerned about a negative vote 
as having a bad effect on our 
whole school system. But a posi- 
tive vote would associate our- 
selves with other good communi- 
ties like Wellesley, Newton, 
Brookline and Marblehead.” 

Dr. Warren Taylor read a state- 
ment from Dr. Donald E. Mc- 
Lean. chief of pediatrics at Win- 
chester Hospital, regarding bus- 
ing of youngsters to Winchester, 
which was argued by some as 
being unhealthful or bad. Dr. 
McLean had said: “I see no rea- 
son why transportation by bus 
would be detrimental to normal 
children between Roxbury and 
Winchester.” 

Mr. Saltmarsh stated that he 
thought “the School Committee 
handled this wrong; it should 
have waited a bit, at least until 
the redistribution problems were 
settled. 

“There have been a lot of mis- 
conceptions and comments of an 
unrelated nature about this MET- 
CO program,” he said, “and there 
has been a lot of name-calling — 
and this is not like Winchester. 

“Anil 25 children coming here 
from Roxbury won’t hurt Win- 
chester,” he said, “and if it can 
help them 1 think it’s good. 

“The only disturbing fact is 
what about the other 25,000 that 
won’t get that advantage — this 
problem must be tackled in its 
entirety, not just in small num- 
bers,” he added. 

Barbara S. Parsons commented 
that “if we help to educate a few 
— the ripples will spread like a 
pebble tossed on water.” 

Selectman Paul F. Amico ana- 
lyzed that “many people are op- 
posed to METCO because of dis- 
satisfaction with the redistricting 
plan and busing problems, and not 
with the METCO program itself.” 
Selectman Charles T. Doucette, 
Jr., said he saw the Special Town 
Meeting as valuable to the Town. 
He said he believed the School 
Committeemen were responsible 
men taking a responsible position 
based on the facts and needs they 
saw “and I suggest you vote yes 
on this article.” 


always had and will work out any 
problems in its schools, but the 
fact that there may now be prob- 
lems in the schools should not in- 
terfere with judgment on a good 
program such as METCO offers 
to Winchester.

youngsters has been a most prof- 
itable one . . . and it is my fer- 
vent hope that Winchester will . . . 
endorse the plan;” Father Paul 
Rynne of Cardinal Cushing’s 
Commission on Human Rights, 
who noted: “METCO successfully 
fills the educational gap in the to- 
tal educational development of 
children, both black and white;” 
and W. G. Saltonstall, chairman 
of the State Board of Education, 
who said: “It also seems certain 
that suburban children and their 
families are benefiting by their 
experiences with METCO.” 

William C. Cusack reviewed the 
opinions stated as an order of 
evidence, and added: “In this ed- 
ucational and civil revolution we 
cannot remain isolated — and we 
must take a first step. We should 
support METCO.” 

Lee R. McGuire, Jr., said that 
“regardless of how reluctantly 
you look at it, you will be voting 
on a racial issue.” Please, he said, 
“consider the total issue involv- 
ed. 

“Enter into the learning ex- 
periment,” he offered, “as it will 
offer us as well as others.” 

Professor Bernard W r . Harles- 
ton noted that he was the father 
of two children in the Lincoln 
School: “This may not be impor- 
tant to you,” he said, “but it is 
to the kids in the classroom — edu- 
cation is more than the three R’s, 
it’s also learning about people.

“A word about these METCO 
kids,” he asserted. “They will be 
25 of the most courageous you 
will ever meet — they’d have to be 
to willingly come out to this sit- 
uation.”

SHOCKING EXPERIMENTS ON HUMAN BEINGS 




An account of many such experiments are described in the June 16, 1966 
issue of the New England Journal of Medicine. 

Dr. Henry K. Beecher, the author, is a distinguished doctor associated with 
the Harvard Medical School and the Massachusetts General Hospital. He wrote: 

"It is evident that in many of the examples presented, the in- 
vestigators have risked the health or life of their subjects," adding, 

"Most of the people involved in these studies were charity ward 
patients, members of the military services, mental retardates, prisoners 
and the like." 

And further he declared of the many experiments described — • 

"By no stretch of the imagination could it be held that, in these 
examples, what was done was for the patient's own good." 

Another doctor connected with the Massachusetts General Hospital stated 
that Dr. Beecher’s report "calls sharp attention to one aspect of the apparently 
decreasing concern for human values in our society about which many sociologists 
have commented." 

Of course, it was expected that some of those practicing or openly sup- 
orting vivisection would attempt to minimize the extent of experiments on human 
eings. However, it is an undoubted fact that such a practice has been going on 
for a long time. 

We ourselves have constantly pointed out as one of the evils of 
vivisection that the results of experiments on animals are almost 
certain to be tried out on unprotected or unsuspecting human be- 
ings. A voice crying in the wilderness — but perhaps one which 
will be listened to now!

Last week we touched lightly on the subject ol a new spoi rs 
stadium for Boston. After the piece was written, the enigmatic 
Tom Yawkey, who is reluctant to let anyone know his thoughts, 
finallv broke silence on the subject and spoke bis mind, with such 
devastating effect that Boston will have to take quick action. 

As to the site of the proposed stadium, it doesn’t belong in 
Randolph, or Weston, or Wilmington, but in a central location 
which will make it the shortest distance for the most people. And 
when the Suffolk Downs area was first mentioned, we shuddered 
at the thought of the colossal traffic jam that would result at 
the tunnel and at Bell Circle in Revere with night games, the 
dogs at Wonderland and airport traffic trying to funnel through 
these two bottlenecks. 

The only logical place for a stadium is near South Station, 
either behind the Station, in the Northern Avenue area, or both 
f or a stadium complex. There is more reelaimable land available 
to the city there than is generally known. Northern Avenue is 
a long extremely wide cobblestoned street in a location containing 
little except low-lying warehouses (excepting the Fish Pier and 
the two fine restaurants), which do not contain enough floor space 
to justify prime land. If both these areas were used, or just the 
Northern Avenue area, a complex could be built that would dwarf 
Government Center. 

If even more land were needed, the city could always turn to 
the east. It’s a big ocean, and a good part of Boston is already 
built on land that once belonged to the sea. 

A final argument for a central location is that the future of 
baseball, as it always has, rest with the kids. While those from 
the more prosperous sections of Greater Boston can depend on Pop 
to drive them to the game, what about the poorer ones from the 
South End, Roxbury, Dorchester and other areas part of the city 
or close to it who depend on the MBTA for their transnortathm ? 
We are sure they outnumber their more fortunate counterparts. 

We can envision a huge complex built piecemeal, wun the 
stadium constructed first, containing facilities for basketball and 
hockey, a hotel, apartment building, high-rise office and factory 
space to accommodate those displaced by the complex, shops, the- 
atres, and all the appurtenances to make a year-round city within 

Perhaps this is a fantastic dream. But has the Northern 
Avenue area ever been considered and rejected? We are sure an 
architect could take a look at this area and see its possibilities. 

The banks of Boston have plenty of cash available and enough 
civic-minded businessmen are around to underwrite the project 
without a bond issue backed by either the city or the state. 
Adequate revenue could he derived through rentals and taxes to 
pay for the complex and furnish additional revenue to the city, 
to the benefit of all. 

It would be a worthy addition to the New Boston.

The in- 
timate bistro had a capacity of less 
than 40 and was decorated with an 
old upright piano, a single bare 
light bulb, and candles stuck in 
bottles on the tables.

In 1953 an American theatrical 
manager found Genevieve and con- 
vinced her to come to the United 
States. In her typical manner, 
Genevieve sold her bistro at a 
profit, packed her bag, and came to 
America to an uncertain future. 
But the spunky Parisian soon prov- 
ed herself again by scoring a suc- 
cess at her first engagement at 
the Ritz-Carlton in Montreal. This 
led her to New York and an en- 
gagement at the plush Persian 
Room of the Plaza. 

It was not long before Genevieve 
was invited to guest on a number 
>f television shows. She appeared 
on the second night of the old 
Jack Paar late-night program arid 
so captivated the host and the au- 
lienee that she was to become a 
regular on the Paar Show. Her 
other television appearances in- 
clude the Ed Sullivan Show. Perry 
Como Show, Max Liebman Spe- 
cials, and guest spots with Bing 
Crosby, and Steve Allen. Recently 
she has been on with Merv Griffin, 
Mike Douglas, and Les Crane, as 
well as Girl Talk. Her success 
across the country has resulted in 
invitations to perform in dozens of 
countries world-wide. 

Success in television and in the 
supper clubs encouraged Genevieve 
to turn to the legitimate theatre 
where she tackled the lead roles in 
two musicals with French settings 
“Irma La Douce” and “Can-Can.” 
In every city she played, Genevieve 
received acclaim from both the 
critics and the general public. The 
Beverly production of “Can-Can’ 
opens on Monday at 8:15 and con- 
tinues through Saturday.

Uncle Sam Born 
In Arlington

At Fourth of July celebrations, 
Americans for many generations 
have cheered a figure dressed as 
Uncle Sam. To many he was a 
mythical character representing the 
American nation as John Bull char- 
acterizes England. 

To most people it still comes as 
news that Uncle Sam really lived, 
and that his nickname, together 
with a good many of his personal 
attributes, were transferred to the 
new symbol of the United States 
during his lifetime. 

Uncle Sam was horn Samuel Wil- 
son in Menotomy, Massachusetts, 
(now Arlington) on September 13, 
1766. 

Samuel was not quite nine years 
old on April 18, 1775, when Paul 
Revere rode to Lexington, coming 
up the Medford road and passing 
the Wilson home, warning of the 
British marching to Concord. The 
next day a skirmish between Lord 
Percy’s re-inf orcements and twelve 
old men of Menotomy took place 
in front of Samuel Wilson’s home. 
A convoy of eighteen soldiers with 
supplies on the way to join the 
British at Lexington was captured 
by the local elder citizens. 

In 1780 when Samuel was four- 
teen, his father decided to move 
to Mason, New Hampshire. Dom- 
inating the Village Green in those 
days was a square white house, the 
residence of Captain Benjamin 
Mann, a veteran of Bunker Hill. An 
occasional guest was the Captain’s 
young nephew, John Chapman from 
Lunenberg, Massachusetts. John 
was destined to write his own uni- 
que page in American History — as 
Johnny Appleseed. Samuel Wilson 
also found a good many reasons to 
visit the Mann home, the most im- 
portant one being the Captain’s 
pretty daughter, Betsey, whom he 
married later. 

In 1789 Sam started West, trav- 
eling afoot with his brother, Eben- 
ezer. They settled seven miles 
north of Albany, New York in the 
vilage of Vanderheyden. A month 
after their arrival Vanderheyden 
changed its name to Troy. 

In 1793 Samuel and his brother 
entered the meat-packing business. 
It was in this connection that he 
was to win enduring fame. The 
meat was salted and transformed 
into the “canned willie” so well 
known to generations of troopers. 

The records show that in 1812 
Secretary of War Eustis contracted 
with Elbert Anderson, Jr., of New 
York City, to supply and issue all 
rations required by the U.S. troops. 
Accordingly, Anderson advertised 
for sealed bids on thousands of 
barrels of prime pork and prime 
beef to be packed in full-bound 
barrels of white oak. Samuel se- 
cured the contract and furnished 
the provisions. 

The origin of the Uncle Sam 
story is ascribed to an Irish watch- 
man. When a large consignment of 
casks and packages was awaiting 
shipment on a dock, each marked 
with a large “E.A. — U.S.,” (mean- 
ing Elbert Anderson — United 
States), a party of visitors landed 
and upon seeing the pile of freight, 
inquired who owned it. The Irish- 
man replied that it belonged to El- 
bert Anderson and Uncle Sam. 
“Uncle Sam who?” he was asked. 

“Uncle Sam Wilson. He’s feeding 
the army.” 

Soon, throughout the army, sol- 
diers called the beef and pork Un- 
cle Sam’s. Thus, the joke-turned- 
legend spread throughout the land. 

He was clean-shaven in the orig- 
inal cartoons with top hat and tail 
coat. The red pants were added dur- 
ing Andrew Jackson’s presidency 
and the beard in the Civil War.

Tufts University’s Sailing Mas- 
ter Joe Duplin stresses the fine 
points of sail and motor-boat hand- 
ling in a special summer series 
beginning Thursday, July 6 at 7:30 
p.m. 

“From Stem to Stern” is for any- 
one interested in sailing. Duplin, 
the 19(53 World Star Class Cham- 
pion, demonstrates on the water, 
not in the studio, the important 
aspects of seamanship. 

The first program concentrates 
on sailboat handling. There’ll be 
shots of boats “beating,” “reach- 
ing” and “running,” — in other 
words the major “points” of sail- 
ing — plus a demonstration of the 
“rules of the road” which every 
boat owner must follow, regardless 
of whether the boat is under sail 
or motor power. 

In future weeks Duplin will de- 
scribe different types of sailboats, 
comparing hulls, rigging and per- 
formance. Other programs will be 
devoted to matching boat and mo- 
tor, water skiing and sailboat rac- 
ing, water safety and boat main- 
tenance, as well as simple naviga- 
tion. 

The highlight of the series will 
be a special program with Robert 
Manry. of “Tinkerbelle” fame, who 
crossed the Atlantic in his 13 Mi 
foot sailboat in 1965. 

“From Stem to Stern” is being 
produced and directed for Channel 
2 by Phil Collyer; Deborah Bates 
is associate producer.
